Rev.  Bishop  Griswold  performing  the  ante- 
communion  service.  The  sermon  was  preached  by  the 
Rev.  Mr.  Watson,  of  Trinity  Church,  Boston ;  text  from 
St.  Paul's  Second  Epistle  to  the  Corinthians,  fifth  chapter 
and  fourteenth  verse  :  "  For  the  love  of  Christ  constrain- 
eth  i«5." 

The  Rt.  Rev.  the  Bishop  then  administered  the  Lord's 
supper,  assisted  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Baury.

Christ  Church,  Wednesday,  June  9, 
half  past  2  o^clock,  P.  M, 

The  Convention  reassembled,  pursuant  to  adjournment. 

The  Rt.  Rev.  Dr.  Griswold  having  taken  the  chair,  the 
roll  was  called,  and  the  Convention  declared  open  for 
business.  Ebenezer  Rhoades,  Esq.  a  delegate  from  St. 
James's  Church,  Roxbury,  Thomas  W.  Short,  Esq.  a  dele- 
gate from  Christ  Church,  Cambridge,  Moses  Merrill,  Esq. 
a  delegate  from  St.  Paul's  Church,  Newburyport,  severally 
appeared,  and  took  their  seats. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Watson,  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Mis- 
sions, presented  their  Annual  Report,  with  the  Treasurer's 
account,  which  were  read,  and  are  as  follows  : 

The  Board  of  Missions  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in 
the  Diocese  of  Massachusetts,  in  submitting  to   the  Convention 
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their.  Fifth  Annual  Report,  while  they^fe<re  to  acknowledge 
with  gratitude  the  continued  protecti^fiftt  thft^reat  Head  of 
the  church  during  the  year  which  ha^^ftew  ttmn  to  a  close, 
have  also  to  express  their  regret  that  larger  success  has  not  at- 
tended their  operations  in  the  sphere  of  labor  which  has  been 
assigned  them.  They  believe,  however,  that  there  yet  remains 
cause  for  encouragement  in  the  prosecution  of  the  work  in 
which  they  have  been  engaged,  from  the  trust  which  they  still 
retain  that,  in  the  providence  of  God,  the  Missionary  Institution 
of  the  Church  under  its  present  organization  will  in  future  meet 
with  a  more  hearty  cooperation  in  its  proceedings  than  it  has 
hitherto  experienced,  and  which  it  seems  alone  to  require,  with 
tlip  Divine  blessing,  to  render  it  useful  and  effective. 

Since  their  last  Report,  the  Board  have  received  from  various 
sources,  the  details  o^v^vhich  will  be  found  in  the  statistical  tables 
prepared  by  the  Treasurer  a«d  accompanying  this  report,  the 
sum  of  $2340  ]  1 ;  and  this  amount  has  been  appropriated  towards 
the  support  of  their  Missionaries  in  the  following  parishes  and  in 
the  following  proportions,  namely:  To  the  Rev.  Mr.  Stearns,  while 
Missionary  at  St.  James's  Church,  Amesbury,  at  the  rate  of 
$200  per  annum.  To  the  Rev.  Mr.  Bates,  Missionary  at  St. 
Mark's,  Blandford,  $150  per  annum.  To  the  Rev.  Mr.  Bent, 
Missionary  at  St.  John's,  Charlestown,  $750  per  annum.  To 
the  JLev.  Mr.  Withington,  Missionary  at  Christ  Church,  Clapp- 
ville,  $150  per  annum.  To  the  Rev.  Mr.  Randall,  Missionary 
at  the  Church  of  the  Ascension,  in  Fall  River,  $250  per  annum. 
To  the  Rev.  Mr.  Wadleigh,  while  Missionary  at  Ipswich,  where 
it  was  thought  advisable  to  establish  a  Missionary  station,  at  the 
rate  of  $300  per  annum.  To  the  Rev.  Mr.  Waters, 'Missionary 
at  Trinity  Church,  Lenox,  $100  per  annum.  To  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Allen,  Missionary  at  St.  Paul's  Church,  Otis,  $100  per  annum. 
To  the  Rev.,  Mr.  Lee,  Missionary  at  Christ  Church,  Springfield, 
at  the  rate  of  $250  per  annum.  To  the  Rev.  Mr.  Fuller,  Mis- 
sionary at  Christ  Church,  Andover,  at  the  rate  of  $100  per 
annum. 

The  majority  of  these  parishes  have  been  considered  as  regu- 
lar stations  during  the  whole  year ;  but  to  some  of  them  the 
support  granted  has  been  only  temporary  or  occasional ;  and 
there  are  others,  not  here  specified,  to  which  appropriations 
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have  been  made  according  to  the  especial  designation  of  the 
contributors.       ^  [j^f^. 

It  was  intendi^  ali^MD  present  to  the  Convention  a  brief  state- 
ment, sufficient  to  show  the  general  condition  of  the  above  par- 
ishes ;  but,  from  the  failure  of  all  the  Missionaries,  (with  the  ex- 
ception of  the  Missionary  at  Blandford,)  to  comply  with  the  first 
article  of  Instructions  fqrnished  them,  which  renders  it  incum- 
bent upon  "  every  clergyman  in  the  employment  of  the  Board 
to  forward  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Board  a  written  report  of  his 
Mission  by  the  first  of  June  annually,"  reference  can  now  only 
be  made  to  such  information  respecting  their  condition  as  may 
be  gathered  from  the  Parochial  Reports  of  these  -parishes  which 
will  probably  be  made  to  the  President  of  this  Convention.  This 
failure,  however,  though  evidently  a  neglect  of  duty  on  the  part 
of  the  Missionaries,  is  of  less  consequence<lp  the  Convention,  as 
it  is  believed  that,  with  one  or  two  exceptions,  the  situation  of 
these  parishes  has  not  materially  varied  since  the  last  Annual 
Report. 

In  making  provision  for  the  expenses  of  the  year  which  has 
now  terminated,  the  Board  found  it  necessary  to  assume  the;  sum- 
of  $3500  as  the  amount  required  to  cover  the  deficiencies  of 
the  year  preceding,  and  to  carry  on  their  operations  up  to  the 
present  time ;  and  accordingly  a  Committee  of  their  number  was 
authorized  to  apportion  this  amount  among  the  several  parishes 
of  the  Diocese,  according  to  what  might  appear  to  be,  in  their 
judgment,  then:  respective  abilities  to  contribute.  This  appor- 
tionment was  made  with  the  express  understanding  and  declara- 
tion, on  the  part  of  the  Board,  that  they  '•*'  disclaimed  all  right  to 
assess  and  enforce  the  collection  of  such  amounts  on  any  parish, 
and  that  the  appeal  would  be  made  only  to  the  voluntary  sym- 
pathy of  their  brethren  of  the  ministry  and  laity  of  the  Church 
in  Massachusetts,  throwing  themselves  wholly  on  the  love  and 
zeal  which  those  brethren  ,were  believed  to  feel  for  the  Church  of 
Christ."  It  was  also  distinctly  stated  that  the  sums  named  by 
the  Committee  as  the  quota  of  the  respective  parishes  formed 
only  the  amount  considered  absolutely  necessary  to  enable  the 
Board  to  discharge  the  liabilities  which  had  been  already  incurred, 
and  to  sustain  their  Missionaries  during  the  year  for  which  they 
l^id  bean  appointed.    Yet  further  to  promote  their  objects  it  was 
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deemed  expedient  to  have  recourse  to  the  appointment  of  one  of 
their  number  as  an  agent  to  visit  the«^rishes  throughout  the 
State,  "  for  the  purpose  of  diffusing  inforlMtionyi  the  subject  of 
our  Missionary  operations,  of  exciting,  if  possible,  an  efficient 
interest  in  those  operations ;  and  thus  of  securing  the  contribu- 
tion of  funds  sufficient  to  meet  the  wants  of  the  Board."  By 
comparing  the  amounts  actually  received  with  the  sum  stated  as 
absolutely  requisite  to  discharge  the  responsibilities  of  the  Board 
in  their  capacity  of  Agents  for  this  Convention,  it  will  be  seen 
that  there  is  a  deficiency  of  $1159  89.  From«this  sum,  however, 
there  is  to  be  deducted  about  $300,  arising  from  the  circumstance 
of  some  of  the  Missionaries  having  left  the  stations  to  which  they 
were  appointed  before  the  end  of  the  ye?ir ;  and  the  small  amount 
now  in  the  treasury  ;  leaving  an  actual  deficiency,  at  the  end  of 
the  present  month,  tf  more  than  $800 :  or,  in  other  words,  it 
may  be  stated  that*  the  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  Massachu- 
setts is  in  debt  to  the  Missionaries  employed  by  Agents  under 
their  authority  to  the  amount  which  has  been  last  mentioned. 

The  obvious  question  arises,  how  shall  this  debt  be  dis- 
charged ?  for  discharged  it  must  be,  if  the  Convention  would 
preserve  inviolate  its  honesty  and  integrity.  The  faithful  and  la- 
borious Missionaries  certainly  must  not  be  allowed  to  lose  the 
small  and  inadequate  reward  of  their  labors ;  the  Board  of  Mis- 
sions never  took  upon  themselves  any  farther  pecuniary  respon- 
sibility than  that  of  fairly  accounting  for  the  faithful  expenditure 
of  such  means  as  might  be  put  into  their  hands:  it  remains 
there fore*for  the  Convention  to  decide  in  what  manner  the, funds 
required  to  discharge  this  debt  may  be  obtained.  It  is  very  evi- 
dent that  the  deficiency  has  arisen  from  the  want  of  some  uni- 
form and  efficient  mode  of  systematic  contribution,  to  be  devised 
and  designated  by  the  Convention,  and  to  be  readily  and  cordially 
adopted  by  all  the  parishes  in  union  with  the  Convention.  With- 
out some  such  mode  there  cannot  be  any  reasonable  anticipation 
of  much  future  success  ;  the  enterprises  of  the  Church  must  here- 
after be  conducted  only  in  the  most  feeble  and  fruitless  manner, 
and  the  friends  of  Missions  in  this  Diocese,  and  the  missionaries 
employed  under  the  authorized  institutions  of  the  Church,  must 
be  continually  disheartened  with  the  prospect  of  empty  treasuries 
and  unrequited  exertions.     To  appoint  a  Board  of  Missions,  with 
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authority  to  conduct  certain  operations  in  their  behalf,  and  yet  to 
leave  them  destitute  of  the  means  of  fulfilling  the  trust  committed 
to  them,  and  fully  and  punctually  discharging  the  responsibilities 
which,  in  the  performance  of  duties  imposed  upon  them,  they 
are  compelled  to  assume  on  account  of  others,  —  this  is  a  want 
of  good  faith  which  the  Board  feel  unwilling  to  believe  will  any 
longer  be  sanctioned  by  the  Convention. 

At  the  last  annual  meeting  of  this  body  it  was  suggested  that 
some  mode  like  that  which  prevails  in  other  dioceses,  recom- 
mending to  every  congregation  to  make  annual  remittances,  in 
some  shape  or  other,  to  the  objects  of  the  Board  might  be  profita- 
ably  adopted.  The  Convention  adjourned,  however,  without 
adopting  any  plan,  or  even  proposing  any  measure,  notwith- 
standing the  subject  had  been  repeatedly  pressed  upon  their 
notice.  The  Board  of  Missions  therefore  feel  themselves  con- 
strained once  more  to  bring  the  subject  before  the  Convention, 
and  respectfully  to  ask  that,  either  in  the  mode  which  has 
been  suggested,  or  in  such  other,  as  in  their  wisdom  they  may 
deem  more  suitable  and  proper,  some  action  may  be  had  on  the 
part  of  the  Convention  by  which  the  responsibilities  already 
incurred  on  their  behalf  may  be  immediately  and  honorably  dis- 
charged, and  ample  provision  made  for  their  future  operations. 
And  the  Board  desire  to  urge  this  matter  the  more  earnestly 
upon  the  attention  of  the  Convention,  from  the  firm  conviction 
that,  unless  this  request  be  complied  with,  the  Missionary  opera- 
tions will  hereafter  be  attended  with  a  degree  of  embarrassment 
and  distress  and  mortification,  which  will  not  only  render  the  du- 
ties connected  with  them  of  so  painful  and  discouraging  a  char- 
acter as  to  prevent  their  being  undertaken,  but  must  also  pro- 
duce a  result  most  ruinous  and  destructive  to  the  welfare  of  the 
Church  in  this  Diocese. 

The  individuals  composing  the  present  Board  of  Missions  may 
be  permitted  further  to  state,  that  they  have  discovered  no  defect 
in  the  present  organization  of  the  Board  ;  they  believe  it  to  be 
the  best  that  can  be  devised  for  the  purpose  of  conducting  the 
Missionary  operations  of  the  Church  in  this  Diocese  ;  and  they 
have  no  hesitation  in  expressing  their  full  conviction  that  no  other 
mode,  in  their  opinion,  possesses  so  many  advantages  as  the  pres- 
ent, or  is  more  in  accordance  with  the  general  principles  and  in- 
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stitutions  of  the  Church,  or  more  entitled  to  general  confidence. 
They  have  therefore  no  change  in  this  respect  to  recommend  or 
desire  j  for  they  sincerely  believe  that  all  that  remains,  Good's 
Messing  resting  upon  their  labors,  to  secure  entire  success,  is  the 
hearty  cooperation  of  every  minister  and  every  parish  with  the 
labors  and  exertions  of  the  Board  of  Missions,  as  it  is  now  con- 
stituted, and  annually  appointed  by  the  Convention  of  the  Dio- 
cese. 

In  view,  therefore,  of  the  whole  subject,  they  close  this  Report 
with  the  following  Resolution,  which  they  commend  to  the  con- 
sideration of  the  Convention  : 

Resolved^  That  the  attention  of  the  Convention  now  in  session 
be  especially  and  respectfully  solicited  to  the  subject  of  providing 
funds  for  the  Missionary  operations  of  the  Church  in  this  Dio- 
cese, with  a  view  to  such  action  thereon  as,  in  the  deliberate 
judgment  of  that  body  may  appear  most  suitable  and  effectual  for 
producing  among  the  various  parishes  in  Massachusetts  a  more 
general  and  permanent  cooperation  in  sustaining  the  Board  of 
Missions  acting  under  the  authority  of  this  Convention.

Rule  I.  The  opening  of  every  Convention  shall  be  preced- 
ed by  the  morning  service  of  the  Church,  a  sermon,  and  the 
administmtion  of  the  holy  communion.  Daily  morning  prayer 
shall  be  used  during  the  sittings  of  the  Convention  ;  and,  at  the 
close  of  every  day's  session,  appropriate  collects  from  the  Book 
of  Common  Prayer  shall  be  read,  and  the  benediction  pro- 
nounced by  the  President. 

Rule  II.  At  the  opening  of  the  Convention,  when  the  Presi- 
dent has  taken  the  chair,  the  Secretary  of  the  preceding  Conven- 
tion shall  call  the  names  of  the  clergy  entitled  to  seats,  and 
enter  on  the  minutes  the  names  of  those  present.  He  shall  then 
call  the  natnes  of  the  parishes  entitled  to  representation ;  and 
the  lay  delegates  shall  place  their  certificates  on  the  SecretaTy's 
table,  whlfiii  the  chtixohis  which  they  represent  ave  called.    This 
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being  done,  the  President  shall  declare  that  the  Convention  is 
ready  to  proceed  to  business.

5.  The  annual  report  of  the  Board  of  Missions  of  the

6.  The  annual  report  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Society  for  the 
relief  of  the  Widows  and  Orphans  of  deceased  Clergymen  of 
the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church. 

7.  The  reports  of  committees  appointed  at  the  preceding 
Convention,  in  the  order  in  which  they  were  appointed. 

8.  The  election,  by  ballot,  of  the  Standing  Committee  of  tlie 
Diocese  for  the  ensuing  year. 

9.  The  election,  by  ballot,  of  a  Treasurer  for  the  ensuing 
year. 

lOw  The  election,  by  ballot,  of  a  Board  of  Missions  for  the 
ensuing  year. 

11.  The  election,  by  ballot,  of  the  constitutional  number  of 
delegates  to  the  General  Convention.

Rule  IV.  An  address  or  communication  from  the  Bishop 
shall  be  in  order  at  any  time. 

Rule  V.  When  the  President  takes  the  chair,  no  member 
shall  continue  standing,  or  shall  afterwards  stand  up,  except  to 
address  the  chair. 

No  member  shall  absent  himself  from  the  house  >  unless  he 
have  leave,  or  be  unable  to  attend. 

When  any  member  is  about  to  speak,  or  deliver  any  matter 
to  the  house,  he  shall,  with  due  .respect,  address  himself  to  the 
President,  confining  himself  strictly  to  the  point  in  debate. 

No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  in  the  same  debate, 
without  leave  of  the  house  ;  nor  more  than  once,  until  otliers  de- 
siring to  speak  shall  have  spoken. 

While  the  President  is  putting  any  question,  tlie  members 
shall  continue  in  their  seats,  and  shall  not  hold  any  private  dis- 
course. 

Every  member,  who  shall  be  in  the  house  when  any  question 
is  put)  shall  vote,  unless  he  be  personally  interested  in  the  ques- 
tion, or  shall  be  excused  by  the  Convention  for  reasons  assigned. 

Rule  YI.  No  motion  shall  be  considered  as  before  the  Con- 
vention unless  seconded  by  a  member  not  belonging  to  the  same 
parish  with'the  mover ;  and  every  motion,  when  required  by  any 
member,  shall  be  reduced  to  writing. 

Rule  VU.  When  the  report  of  a  committee  is  presented,  it 
shall  be  read  and  entered  on  the  minutes,  unless  otherwise  de- 
termined by  the  house ;  and,  if  accompanied  Jby  resolutions,  the 
question  shall  be  on  adopting  them^ 

Rule  VIII.  When  a  question  is  before  the  Convention,  it 
shall  be  m  order, — 

1.  To  lay  on  the  table  ; 

2.  To  postpone  to  a  day  certain ; 

3.  To  commit ; 

4.  To  amend ; 
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5.  To  postpone  indefinitely  ; 
and  a  motion  for  any  one.  of  these  proceedings  may  be  considered 
having  precedence  in  the  order  in  which  they  are  here  named ; 
and  a  question  on  any  of  these  proceedings  shall  be  decided 
before  the  original  motion. 

EuLE  IX.  Any  member  may  call  for  the  division  of  a  ques- 
tion, when  the  sense  will  admit  of  it. 

Rule  X,  The  question  of  adjournment  shall  always  be  in 
order ;  and  that,  together  with  the  motion  to  lay  on  the  table, 
shall  be  decided  without  debate. 

Rule  XL  The  votes  by  orders  may  be  called,  whenever 
desired  by  any  member  of  the  Convention ;  and,  when  called, 
shall  be  entered  on  the  minutes. 

Rule  XIL  On  all  questions  of  order,  the  President  shall 
decide,  subject  to  an  appeal  to  the  house. 

Rule  XIII.  A  question,  being  decided,  shall  not  be  recon- 
sidered during  the  same  session,  without  the  consent  of  two  thirds 
of  the  members  present,  nor  unless  the  motion  to  reconsider  be 
made  and  seconded  by  members  who  voted  in  the  majority  on 
the  original  decision. 

Rule  XIV.  Clergymen  belonging  to  the  Diocese,  but  not 
entitled  to  seats  in  the  Convention,  clergymen  of  the  Protestant 
Episcopal  Church  not  belonging  to  the  Diocese,  professors  and 
students  of  theological  seminaries  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church,  and  candidates  for  Holy  Orders  in  the  same,  shall  be 
admitted  to  the  sittings  of  the  Convention,  but  without  the  right 
of  taking  any  part  in  its  proceedings.

The 
attendance  upon  these  services  has  generally  been  very  good, 
and  there  is  reason  to  hope  that  the  labor  which  has  been  be- 
stowed, small  and  much  interrupted  as  it  has  necessarily  been, . 
has  not  been  altogether  in  vain.

The  religious  condition  of  this  parish,  during  the  past  year, 
has  been  more  than  usually  fiourisbing.    The  numbers  of  those 
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baptized,  confirmed,  and  admitted  to  the  communion,  have  been 
largjer  than  usual ;  and  the  feeling  of  interest  with  which  all  the 
services  have  been  attended,  especially  those  of  a  large  Bible 
class  for  ladies,  and  the  general  turning  of  the  mind  of  the 
parish' towards  diviner  things,  accompanied,  as  the  whole  has  been, 
by  a  sweet  spirit  of  harmony  and  union,  cannot  but  be  regarded 
as  specially  indicative  of  religious  growth  and  ripening.  May 
this  prove  a  happy  presage  pf  permanent  prosperity  in  all  that 
constitutes  the  true  character  of  Christ's  chosen  .people. 

Called,  as  the  subscriber  has  been,  by  what  he  regards  as  the 
voice  of  God's  providence,  to  remove  from  the  place  in  which, 
for  the  last  nine  years,  he  has  been  laboring,  he  feels  constrained 
to  bear  public  testimony  to  the  high  worth  of  the  people  whom 
he  leaves,  and-to  invoke  on  them,  from  the  divine  Head  of  the 
church,  the  constant  presence  and  guidance  of  that  Sacred  Spirit 
under  whose  fostering  influences  they  have  thus  far  been  led 
alo5g  the  way  of  Christian  truth  and  of  Christian  duty.

The  con- 
gregation has  undergone  fewer  changes  the  past  than  in  any  pre- 
vious year  of  the  Missionary's  labor,  and  has  never  been  statedly 
so  large,  or  regular  in  attendance.  There  is  a  decidedly  increas- 
ed interest  in  the  services.  Nothing  more  promising  can  per- 
haps be  said  of  the  erection  of  a  suitable  chapel  for  the  Mission 
Chan  this,  that  the  need  of  it  is  understood,  and  that  there  is  a 
general  interest  in  the  subject.  The  blessing  of  God  in  the 
amount  of  good  done  is  believed  to  be  fully  proportionate  to  the 
instrumentality  and  means  employed.

The  Rector  entered  upon  the  duties  of  the- Parish  of  St.  Mi- 
chael's November  1,  1840.  The  number  of  communicants  at 
that  time,  so  far  as  an  accurate  estimate  could  be  made,  was  one 
hundred.  While  nothing  of  a  special  nature  has  occurred,  tiiere 
is  reasoti  to  believe  that  there  has  been  a  gradual  increase  of 
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interest  in  the  spiritual  concerns  of  •^he  Parish, .  together  with  a 
steady  increase  upon  the  services  oi  the  sanctuary.  While  a 
much  smaller  number  is  reported  as  added  to  the  communion 
than  on  former  years,  there  is  reason  to  believe  that  the  blessing 
of  the  Divine  Head  of  the  church  continues  to  rest  upon  this 
portion  of  his  vineyard.

St,  Jameses  ChurcJi^'  Ameshury. 

This  church,  having  been  closed  through  the  past  winter,  was 
reopened  for  public  worship  on  the  first  Sunday  of  April. 

The  number  of  communicants  reported  in  the  last  Convention 
was  30.  Since  the  reopening  of  the  church,  the  greatest  num- 
ber present  at  any  one  time  has  been  17.  Baptism  has  been 
administered  to  1  infant. 

A  Sunday  school  has  been  organized,  including  35  children,' 
10  adults,  and  9  teachers. 

A  monthly  meeting  for  communicating  missionary  intelligence 
has  been  commenced.  $5  were  raised  at  the  Easter  collection, 
and  transmitted  to  the  Bishop,  and  #3  have  been  forwarded  to 
the  Treasurer  of  the.  Committee  for  Domestic  Missions. 

The  building  of  a  new  church,  contemplated  the  last  year,  was 
abandoned  in  consequence  of  the  resignation  of  the  late  Rector, 
the  Rev.  C.  C.  Taylor. 

The  following  statement  is  deemed  necessary  for  illustrating 
the  present  condition  of  the  church  in  Amesbury.  It  was  ascer- 
tained early  in  the  winter  that  the  church  was  incumbered  with 
a  debt  of  $728  50.  Three  members  of  the  parish,  to  prevent 
the  church  from  being  sold  at  auction,  assumed  this  debt,  took  a 
deed  of  the  church,  its  fixtures,  and  the  lot  of  land  on  which  it 
stands,  giving  a  bond,  in  which  they  engage  to  transfer  this  prop- 
erty to  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  as  soon  as  they  are  released 
from  their  liabilities..  Of  this  debt,  $350  have  since  been  paid. 
The  Salisbury  Manufacturing  Conipany  contributed  for  this 
object  $250.  Amos  Lawrence,  Esq.  of  Boston,  $50,  and  the 
Rev.  Dr.  Morss,  of  Newburyport,  $50,  leaving  a  balance  of 
$378  50  still  due. 

When  this  sum  can  be  raised,  the  church,  its  fixtures,  including 
the  organ,  which  cost  $300,  and  the  land,  which  cost  $250,  will 
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be  transferred  by  deed  of  trust  to  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  to  be 
held  by  him  for  the  use  of  the  members  of  the  Protestant  Episco- 
pal Church  in  Amesbury,  as  a  house  of  public  worship.  When- 
ever this  shall  -be  accomplished,  the  proprietors  of  the  church 
(with  only  one  exception)  engage  to  relinquish  their  shares, 
which  cost  in  all  $658,  and  to  transfer  all  their  right  and  title  to 
the  Bishop  for  the  above  specified  object. 

The  church  contains  26  pews.  Each  pew  will  seat  five  adult 
persons,  making  130  seats,  all  of  which  are  very  nearly  occupied. 
The  income  arising  from  the  rent  of  the  pews,  at  the  usual  rates, 
amounts  to  $186  80. 

The  members  of  the  parish  are  all  in  moderate  circumstances, 
and  live  on  small  means.  Most  of  them  are  operatives  in  the 
factories.  The  limited  compensation  they  receive  for  their  labor, 
and  the  customs  of  the  place,  require  them  to  expend  their  earn- 
ings with  a  frugal  and  sparing  hand. 

The  village  contains  about  2500  inhabitants.  The  Congrega- 
tional and  Baptist  societies  have  each  a  commodious  house  of 
public  worship ;  and,  were  the  Episcopalians  provided  with  a 
larger  church,  their  congregation  would  doubtless  correspond 

with  its  dimensions.

This  parish  has,  during  the  last  conventional  year,  experienced 
a  measure  of  the  vicissitudes  to  which  all  earthly  things  are 
liable.  It  has  suffered  from  the  removal  of  some  families,  and 
from  the  death  and  removal  of  some  individuals.  There  have 
been  however,  a  few  additions,  both  of  individuals  and  families^ 
so  that  the  number  of  the  congregation  has  not  diminished.  The 
members,  who  have  been  by  a  merciful  Providence  preserved  to 
us,  have  made  great  exertions  to  sustain  the  worship  of  the 
Church,  as  well  as  to  relieve  themselves  of  some  pecuniary  em^ 
barrassments,  occasioned  in  part  by  circumstances  which  were 
unforeseen  and  perhaps  unavoidable.  The  Ladies  Sewing  Socie>- 
ty  has,  by  the  avails  of  its  own  labor,  paid  into  the  parish  treasury 
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the  sum  of  $265,  and  a  subscription  is  now  being  circulated  in 
the  congregation  which  promises  to  remove  from  the  society  a 
burden  not  only  oppressive,  but  detrimental  to  its  growth  and 
prosperity.  The  unusual  efforts  the  parish  has  been  obliged  to 
'  make  in  its  own  behalf  must  be  regarded  as  one  reason  why  it 
has  the  last  year  done  so  little  for  the  general  objects  of  Chris- 
tian benevolence.  Its  Minister  most  earnestly  hopes  that  in 
future  years  the  beloved  people  of  his  charge  will  not  be  com- 
pelled to  "  seek  "  so  exclusively  "  their  own  things."  In  the 
midst  of  these  outward  discouragements,  "  the  word  of  Grod " 
has  not  been  altogether  "  bound."  A  serious  spirit  has  prevailed 
to  some  extent,  the  communion  has  steadily  increased,  and  there 
has  evidently  been  a  degree  of  spiritual  improvement.  When 
the  Bishop  unexpectedly  visited  us  for  the  purpose  of  administer- 
ing confirmation,  it  was  gratifying  to  find  that  the  Lord  of  the 
harvest  had  by  his  Spirit  prepared  the  hearts  of  so  many  heads 
of  families  publicly  to  profess  his  name. 

The  Sunday  school  is  as  large  as  it  was  a  year  since ;  but  it 
could  be  very  considerably  increased,  and  it  would  be  much 
more  efficient  and  flourishing,  did  the  communicants  especially, 
and  the  congregation  generally,  manifest  deeper  and  more  habit- 
ual interest  in  its  welfare.  In  reference  not  only  to  the  Sunday 
school,  but  in  reference  to  many  other  objects,  this  truth  is  not 
yet  sufficiently  appreciated  by  us,  that  in  seeking  to  promote  the 
spiritual  welfare  of  others^  we  best  secure  and  advance  our  own. 
The  system  adopted  in  the  school  is,  to  study  the  Catechism, 
from  the  end  of  the  Epiphany  season  to  Passion  Week,  and  to 
devote  the  remainder  of  the  year  to  the  study  of  the  Bible.  The 
plan,  so  far  as  it  has  been  carried  out,  is  found  to  save  frofo 
neglect  the  form  of  sound  words  contained  in  the  CatechiBm, 
and  at  the  same  time  to  make  the  word  of  God,  perverted  or 
adulterated  by  no  human  admixtures,  the  foundation  of  all  in- 
struction. During  the  largest  part  of  the  year  a  meeting  for  the 
examination  of  the  Sunday  school  lesson  has  on  Saturday  even- 
ings been  held  at  the  house  of  the  Rector,  and  with  manifest 
advantage. 

For  the  last  four  months,  a  lecture  on  the  morning  lesson  from 
the  Old  Testament  for  the  following  Sunday  has  been  given  on 
Sunday  evenings  in  the  basement  room.      The  attendance  on 
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this  lecture,  which  is  designed  to  be  expository  and  practical, 
has  been  hitherto  large  and  encouraging.  The  missionary  lec- 
ture, on  the  first  Sunday  evening  of  every  month,  mentioned  in 
the  last  report,  has  been  delivered,  whenever  it  was  practicable. 

To  these  means  of  grace,  as  well  as  to  the  usual  Sunday  ser- 
vices, the  instruments  appointed  by  God  for  the  salvation  of  the 
souls  of  men,  may  he  largely  give  "  the  increase,"  and  sanctify 
this  people  wholly  to  his  name !

From  the  tkne  of  the  last  Convention,  the  prospects  of  the 
church  in  Ipswich  appeared  to  be  encouraging.  Our  congrega- 
tion continued  to  be  respectable,  and  the  services  of  the  Church 
were  apparently  rising  in  the  estimation  of  the  community. 

Circumstances  appearing  both  to  warrant  and  to  demand  a 
more  complete  organization  of  the  Church,  application  was  made 
by  me  to  the  Bishop  for  Priests'  orders ;  and,  on  the  25th  of  Sep- 
tember last,  I  was  admitted  by  him  to  the  sacred  order,  and  the 
holy  communion  was  administered  to  nearly  thirty  individuals, 
most  of  whom,  however,  were  communicants  from  other  denom- 
inations. 
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But,  by  the  providence  of  God,  an  unfavorable  change  was  to 
take  place  in  our  prospects.  Owing  to  causes  unnecessary  now 
to  be  mentioned,  the  few  active  men  of  our  society  became  divid- 
ed in  feeling,  and  consequently  discouraged.  Yielding  therefore 
to  the  force  of  unavoidable  circumstances,  the  station  was  aban- 
doned on  the  last  week  in  November,  since  which  time  the 
services  of  the  Church,  with  the  exception  of  lay  reading  for  the 
first  two  months,  have  been  suspended. 

Having  fulfilled  a  temporary  engagement  in  the  Diocese  of 
Rhode  Island,  I  revisited  Ipswich,  and  discovered  that  a  consid- 
erable degree  of  attachment  to  the  services  of  the  Church  stili 
remained. 

The  Sunday  school,  now  numbering  twenty  scholars,  has  been 
continued  through  the  winter,  and  a  very  strong  desire  was  man- 
ifested by  several  families  that  the  services  of  the  Church  should 
be  resumed  among  them.  The  pecuniary  embarrassments  of 
the  Board  of  Missions,  however,  prevented  me  from  affording 

them  any  encouragement.

This  abstract  shows  a  large  proportion  of  deaths  or  removals 
on  the  list  of  communicants.  This  has  also  been  the  case  with 
the  congregation  at  large  during  the  past  year.  It  has  suffered 
much  from  the  loss  of  valuable  members  in  these  ways.  Their 
places,  however,  have  been  supplied  by  the  addition  of  others ; 
so  that  the  congregation  has  been  upon  the  whole  a  little  on  the 
increase.  There  has  also  been,  it  is  believed,  a  greater  degree 
of  seriousness  among  the  worshippers ;  and  a  disposition  is  mani- 
fested to  make  exertions  and  sacrifices  fo  continue  the  services  of 
the  Church,  and  to  secure  and  promote  their  usefulness.     A 
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small  advance  has  been  made  upon  the  rents  of  the  pews,  and 
cheerfully  assented  to,  in  order  to  increase  the  income  of  the 
church.

The  interests  of  this  congregation  have  sadly  suffered  in  years 
past  for  want  of  more  extensive  accommodations.  Soon  after  the 
last  Convention,  a  hall  in  a  central  situation,  capable  of  holding 
about  two  hundred  people,  was  fitted  up  with  every  convenience 
for  the  decent  and  comfortable  exercise  of  divine  worship,  and 
the  valuable  services  of  the  Rev.  A.  D.  McCoy  were  dbtained. 
The  enterprise  was  undertaken  and  conducted  as  a  part  of  St 
Anne's  Church,  at  an  expense  of  about  fifteen  hundred  dollars, 
with  a  view  to  be  guided  by  the  degree  of  success  with  which 
divine  Providence  might  favor  it,  whether  to  organize  a  separate 
parish  or  not.  Our  hopes  in  regard  to  the  means  of  building  a 
church  not  having  been  realized,  the  result  is  still  doubtful ; 
though  there  is  every  reason  to  believe  that  a  suitable  building,  if 
it  could  be  obtained,  would  be  readily  filled  with  worshippers. 

Although,  through  the  operation  of  general  causes,  there  has 
been,  it  is  believed,  less  attention  to  religion  in  the  community 
the  past  year  than  usual,  yet  we  have  reason  to  be  thankful  that 
the  means  of  grace  have  been  blessed  to  the  conversion  of  some. 
Our  Sunday  schools  still  flourish,  and  our  excellent  superintend- 
ents persevere  in  their  pious  labors.  The  season  of  Lent  was 
especially  precious  to  us,  and  the  services  were  better  attended 
than  they  have  been  in  any  previous  year.  With  the  very 
prompt  and  valuable  assistance  of  Br.  McCoy,  we  were  enabled 
to  hold  an  early  morning  prayer-meeting  every  day  in  Lent, 
which  was  well  attended,  three  public  services  a  week  in  church, 
and  every  evening  during  Passion  Week.  Other  social  religious 
meetings  have  been  frequent  and  well  sustained.  Catechising 
has  been  attended  to  privately,  and  from  house  to  house,  socially 
by  appointment  in  the  Sunday  school  house,  and  more  publicly 
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in  the  church  on  Sunday,  instead  of  the  sermon.  The  regular 
service  in  church  hours  is  kept  up  by  Mr.  Cook,  superintendent 
of  the  First  Sunday  School,  for  the  benefit  of  those  children  and 
others  belonging  to  the  schools  who  are  not  provided  for  in 
church.  There  is  an  attendance  of  nearly  a  hundred,  by  whom 
the  service  is  regularly  performed,  with  singing  and  such  relig- 
ious reading  as  may  be  interesting  and  profitable  to  them.  The 
ladies  have  recently  reorganized  a  Sewing  Circle,  from  which  we 
hope  for  increasing  zeal  and  benefit  to  the  missionary  cause. 
That  God  may  add  to  all  his  other  blessings  this,  "  that  we  may 
not  forget  to  be  thankful,"  and  may  crown  the  whole  with  the 
precious  effusions  of  his  Holy  Spirit,  we  humbly  pray.

Through  the  divine  blessing  the  members  of  this  'parish  con- 
tinue, as  in  years  past,  united,  and  constant  in  their  attendance 
upon  the  public  services  of  the  church.  Its  spiritual  state,  how- 
ever, is  less  encouraging  than  at  some  former  periods ;  yet  we 
are  not  lefl  without  witness  that  our  labors  have  not  been  in  vain 
in  the  Lord. 

The  teachers  and  scholars  of  our  Sunday  school  are  uniform 
in  attending  to  their  respective  duties,  and  we  trust  interested 
and  successful  in  the  important  work  in  which  they  are  engaged. 

Every  Friday  afternoon  during  the  season  of  Lent,  such  chil- 
dren as  attended  in  the  lecture-room  for  that  purpose  were  ex- 
amined or  instructed  in  the  Church  Catechism. 

Confirmation  was  here  administered  on  the  Sunday  preceding 
the  last  annual  Convention  ;  since  which  time  the  subject  of  this 
important  rite  of  our  holy  religion  has  not  been  especially 
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brought  before  the  minds  of  the  assembled  congregation  :  when 
this  shall  again  be  done,  it  is  believed  there  are  those  among  U9 
who  will  be  found  ready  and  desirous  of  joining  themselves  to 
the  Lord  in  a  perpetual  covenant  never  to  be  forgotten.

Contributions  for  various  purposes  have  been  collected  during  the 
past  year,  exclusive  of  the  salary  of  the  Missionary,  amounting 
to  about  $300.  We  are  now  building  a  church  edifice,  which 
will  probably  be  completed  early  in  September  next.

Contributions  for  missionary  and  other  benevolent  objects,  about 
thirty  dollars. 

There  has  been  no  material  change  in  this  parish  since  my 
last  report.  We  have  an  interesting  Bible  class,  of  about  20 
members,  and  our  Sunday  school  is  flourishing,  consisting  of 
about  eighty  sc)iolars.  Divine  service  has  been  performed  in  the 
church  every  Lord's  day  during  the  last  conventional  year,  and 
well  attended.  During  the  season  of  Lent,  and  a  large  portion  of 
the  fasts  and  festivals,  we  have  had  extra  services,  which  I  trust 
have  produced  a  salutary  effect.

St.  Jameses  Church,  Roxbury, 

During  the  past  year,  17  have  been  baptized  in  this  parish,  one 
adult.  Nineteen  communicants  have  died,  or  removed ;  about 
the  same  number  have  been  added  ;  so  that  our  list  still  presents 
112  names.  Seven  have  been  confirmed,  one  couple  married  ; 
5  individuals  have  died.  Our  Sunday  school  has  11  teachers, 
and  65  scholars.  For  missionary  purposes,  $250  have  been 
raised,  part  of  which  has  been  already  paid  over,  and  part  is 
now  ready  for  payment  to  the  General  Board ;  $32  62  have 
been  contributed  to  the  Episcopal  Fund. 

My  absence  from  my  parish  through  more  than  five  months  of 
the  conventional  year,  perhaps  may  account  for  the  fact  that  so 
little  has  been  accomplished  in  the  way  of  increase  at  home,  and 
benevolence  abroad.  During  my  sojourn  in  a  foreign  land,  the 
pulpit  of  St.  James's  Church  was  mostly  supplied  by  the  Rev. 
Francis  Foxcroft  and  the  Rev.  Mr.  Pollard.  Under  their  labors 
the  congregation  was  kept  together,  and  the  spring  has  opened 
with  better  auspices  than  could  have  been  reasonably  expected, 
after  a  winter  of  entire  destitution  oi pastoral  care.  The  services 
of  the  Lord's  day  are  now  increasingly  attended,  insomuch  that 
1  think  the  number  of  stated  worshippers  at  this  church  has  never 
been  so  great  as  it  promises  to  be  through  the  coming  summer. 

A  vigorous  effort  is  now  in  progress  to  raise  the  means  neces- 
sary for  the  payment  of  the  remainder  of  our  church  debt,  which 
I  trust  will  prove  successful.  We  need  only  to  be  relieved  of 
the  reproach  which  exaggerated  reports  of  our  pecuniary  liabili- 
ties are  constantly  fastening  upon  us,  to  take  our  stand  among 
the  most  prosperous  and  flourishing  parishes  of  the  Diocese. 
And  I  fear  we  shall  never  escape  the  most  alarming  representa- 
tions of  our  critical  and  precarious  situation  until  the  last  dollar 
of  this  truly  "  sinking  fund  "  is  paid.  While  solicitude  on  this 
subject  is  engrossing  the  thoughts  of  the  people,  the  gospel  is 
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preached  among  them  with  little  effect.  And  the  tendency  of 
parish  business  to  stifle  and  divert  religious  feeling  is  so  well  un- 
derstood, that  to  report  a  congregation  as  engaged  in  any  finan- 
cial enterprise  respecting  their  common  interest,  is  equivalent  to 
reporting  that  there  is  but  little  strictly  religious  zeal  and  activity 
among  them.  May  God  prosper  the  effort  in  which  our  people 
are  now  engaged,  and  thenceforward  grant  them  grace  to  "  serve 
him  in  all  godly  quietness." 

Episcopal  Chapel^  Jamaica  Plain, 

The  edifice  of  which  mention  was  made  in  my  last  report,  as 
soon  to  be  erected  in  the  beautiful  village  of  Jamaica  Plain,  is 
now  finished,  and  occupied  for  religious  services.  It  .is  capable 
of  accommodating  about  230  persons,  and,  —  having  an  acre  of 
land  contiguous,  —  furnished  with  every  convenience  for  public 
worship,  —  organ,  carpet,  desk  and  pulpit  books,  —  has  cost  little 
more  than  $3000.  Pews  are  already  taken  up  by  resideilrts  in 
that  neighborhood  to  an  amount  not  kss  than  two  thirds  of  the 
whole  cost  of  the  estate,  and  enough  others,  it  is  confidently  be- 
lieved, stand  ready  to  rent  those  which  shall  remain  unsold.  The 
building  is  considered  as  a  model  worthy  the  attention  of  new 
parishes,  who  in  the  erection  of  their  houses  of  worship,  wish 
neatness  and  propriety  of  architecture,  without  great  expense. 

No  parish  has  yet  been  organized  ;  and  whether  the  future 
proprietors  will  deem  it  expedient  to  erect  themselves  into  a  sep»- 
arate  parish,  and,  if  so,  whether  they  will  maintain  any  ofiicial 
connection  with  the  parish  or  rector  of  St.  James's,  it  is  impossible 
for  me  to  predict.  At  present  the  establishment  is  part  of  my 
parochial  cure,  and  on  me  it  devolves  to  see  the  pulpit  supplied. 
The  congregations  have,  since  the. opening  of  the  chapel,  been  as 
large  as  the  room  would  well  accommodate.  The  prospect  of  a 
permanent  body  of  worshippers,  respectable  for  character  and 
numbers,  and  able  to  raise  a  moderate  support  for  a  minister,  is, 
I  may  say,  certain.  I  think  it  worthy  of  remark,  and  a  subject 
of  gratification,  that  this  scion  from  the  church  of  St.  James  has 
not  diminished  its  numbers  or  strength.  In  a  few  weeks  the  at- 
tendance of  the  Bishop  will  be  solicited  to  consecrate  this  chapet 
to  its  appropriate  uses.  May  its  erection  prove  a  great  and  last- 
ing blessing  to  the  community  in  whose  midst  it  stands.  Great 
praise  is  due  to  two  gentlemen,  whose  zreal  in  the  promotion  of 
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this  enterprise  has  been  perfectly  untiring.  To  the  architectural 
skill  of  one  we  owe  its  beauty,  and  to  the  liberality  of  the  other 
large  advances  of  the  means  by  which  it  has  been  built.

We  had  the  privilege,  in  the  Convention  of  1840,  of  giving  a 
favorable  report  of  the  state  of  this  parish,  and  are  happy  to  say 
that  it  has  evinced  no  diminution  of  that  prosperity  which  then 
distinguished  its  progress.  On  the  contrary  the  condition  of  the 
church  is  now  more  flourishing  than  before.  There  has  been  a 
considerable  increase  both  in  the  zeal  and  assiduity  of  her  mem- 
hers,  and  in  the  size  of  our  congregation.  An  evidence  of  this 
may  be  found  in  the  enlargement  of  our  church  edifice.  I 
mentioned  in  my  last  report  that  we  might  perhaps  find  such  a 
step  necessary,  and  immediately  it  became  so :  an  addition  of 
twenty  pews  was  made  to  the  building,  by  which  we  have  at 
once  improved  its  architectural  proportions  and  obtained  more 
extensive  accommodations  ;  and  it  is  gratifying  to  state  that  this 
was  donp  without  involving  the  parish  in  any  debt,  the  room 
gained  haying  been  disposed  of,  and  the  proceeds  covering  the 
expense  of  the  alteration. 

With  regard  to  the  ministerial  services  of  the  Rector  during 
the  past  year,  they  have  been  such  as  usually  devolve  upon  a 
parochial  clergyman  in  his  church,  his  lecture-room,  and  Sunday 
school ;  and,  although  the  number  of  communicants  added  falls 
very  short  of  that  formerly  reported,  we  do  not  regard  that  cir- 
cumstance as  indicating  the  spiritual  condition  of  the  parish  to  be 
less  favorable  than  the  temporal,  since,  ^'  Though  Paul  may  plant 
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and  Apollos  water,  God  alone  can  give  the  increase."  We 
rather  observe  the  growing  attention  and  interest  with  which 
our.  people  hearken  to  the  preached  gospel.  We  mark  their  in- 
creased attachment  to  the  Church  and  their  regular  attendance 
on  her  services,  and  we  cherish  the  confident  expectation  that,  by 
the  divine  blessing,  these  will  prove  the  forerunners  of  an  abun- 
dant harvest,  reposing  implicit  faith  in  his  promise  who  hath  said 
that  "  His  word  shall  not  return  unto  him.  void,  but  shall  accom- 
plish that  whereunto  it  was  sent."

Soon  afler  the  last  Convention,  the  parish  obtained  possession 
of  the  house  of  worship,  which  they  had  previously  purchased, 
and  in  August  it  was  consecrated  to  the  worship  of  Almighty 
God  according  to  the  rites  and  usages  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church. 

Since  we  commenced  services  in  the  church  the  congregation 
has  somewhat  increased,  but  still  remains  small.  The  Bishop 
held  two  confirmations  during  the  last  year,  confirming  ten  in 
August  and  nine  in  April,  which,  together  with  a  previous  con- 
firmation, makes  twenty-nine  confirmed  in  this  parish  in  less  than 
thirteen  months.  And  although  the  congregation  does  not  in- 
crease so  rapidly  as  we  could  wish,  yet  we  feel  encouraged  by 
the  steady  increase  of  the  number  of  our  communicants.  The 
fact  that  the  communion  has  more  than  doubled  in  less  than 
three  years,  and  that  we  have  64  communicants  where  the 
average  congregation  is  about  125,  including  children,  is  so 
indicative  of  the  divine  blessing  as  to  encourage  their  minister  to 
renewed  efforts  for  the  salvation  of  souls,  while  it  shows  to  the 
friends  of  Missions  in  the  Diocese  that  their  support  has  not  been 
bestowed  in  vain. 

The  temporal  affairs  of  the  parish  are  neither  flattering  nor 
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very  embarraseiog.  With  a  little  sacrifice  on  the  part  of  individ- 
uals in  the  parish,  its  financial  concerns  may  be  placed  in  such  a 
condition  as  not  to  be  seriously  detrimental  to  its  successful 
progress.  The  Ladies  Circle  held  a  fair  in  July  last,  at  which 
they  realized  about  $200^  most  of  which  was  expended  in  fitting 
the  interior  of  the  church.  They  aret  now  engaged  in  preparing 
for  another  fair,  to  be  held  on  the  fifth  of  next  month,  for  the 
purppse  of  aiding  in  the  liquidation  of  the  parish  debts.  With 
the  blessing  of  God,  we  may,  I  trust,  at  no  very  distant  day,  see 
a  large  and  thriving  church  in  Fall  River,  but  it  will  require 
persevering  and  prayerful  labor  on  the  part  of  the  minister,  and 
the  continued  countenance  and  support  of  the  Board  of  Missions.

Through  the  great  goodness  of  God,  the  church  in  Hanover 
continues  in  usual  prosperity.  Divine  service  has  been  held  on 
every  Lord's  day,  and  on  the  principal  holy  days,  throughout  the 
year.  The  sacrarpents  of  baptism  and  the  Lord's  supper  have 
been  administered  to  all  persons  disposed  to  receive  them.  Sev- 
eral public  lectures  have  been  given  on  Sunday  evening  upon 
the  distinctive  principles  of  the  Church.  A  Churchman's  class 
has  lately  beon  formed,  for  the  purpose  of  explaining  the  doctrines 
and  usages  of  the  Church,  which  it  is  hoped  may  be  the  means  of 
attaching  our  young  people  more  strongly  to  our  communion. 
The  ladies  of  this  parish  held  a  fair  last  autumn,  the  net  proceeds 
of  which  amounted  to  $200.  With  a  part  of  this  sum  a  parish 
library,  of  200  volumes,  has  been  purchased.  While  we  should 
jthank  God  for  his  mercies,  we  have  to  lament  our  feeble  efforts 
in  his  service  and  our  lack  of  zeal  for  the  welfare  of  his  kingdom. 
Our  prayer  is,  that  the  Lord  will  command  his  blessing,  and  cause 
this  branch  of  the  vine  to  bear  fruit  to  the  praise  and  glory  of 
his  name.

Though  our  congregation,  the  year  past,  has  suffered  from  the 
removal  of  some  regular  and  some  transient  worshippers,  there 
is  a  perceptible  growth  in  our  numbers  from  the  accessions 
which,  we  are  gratified  to  state,  continue  to  be  made  to  it. 

I  am  not  aware  that  the  people  of  the  Old  Colony  are  pecul- 
iar for  the  strength  of  their  prejudice  towards  our  Church  and 
her  orderly  worship,  but  most  true  is  it  that  it  is  such  as  requires 
a  great  amount  of  pains-taking  to  overcome.  It'  has  been  our 
happiness,  however,  during  the  past  year,  to  meet  with  individuals 
who  have  not  only,  as  we  trust,  been  savingly  converted  to  God, 
but  who  take  a  lively  interest  in  our  order  and  worship. 

The. illness  of  our  venerable  Diocesan  deprived  us  of  a  visi-  . 
tation  appointed  in  January,  when  we  had  hoped  to  have  had  a 
considerable  accession  to  our  communion.  Through  the  goodness 
of  God,  with  the  exception  of  a  single  Sabbath,  we  have  been 
enabled  to  labor  throughout  the  year  '  in  the  word  and  doctrines,' 
both  in  the  sanctuary  and  from  house  to  house  ;  and,  we  trust,  to 
some  saving  benefit  on  the  souls  committed  to  our  care.  Besides 
superintending  the  Sunday  school,  we  have  usually  held  two,  and 
frequently  'three,  services  on  the  Sabbath.  Four  evenings  of  the 
week,  on  an  average,  have  been  occupied  either  in  ordinary  lec- 
tures or    catechetical   exercises.      The    season   of  Lent   was 
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observed  by  a  series  of  solemn  and  appropriate  exercises,  in 
wbich  our  people  appeared  to  take  a  very  lively  interest.  We 
hope  the  impressions  then  made  will  not  be  lost  upon  them. 

Our  ladies'  sewing  circle,  with  a  truly  commendable  zeal,  and 
under  many  discouraging  circumstances,  succeeded,  the  past 
year,  in  raising  about  $80,  which,  with  $20,  the  avails  of  the 
monthly  offerings,  were  sent  to  the  Massachusetts  Board,  relying 
on  their  disposition  to  make  such  an  appropriation  to  the  parish 
as  such  exertions  seemed  to  merit,  and  the  exigencies  of  the 
parish  really  needed.  The  limited  means  of  the  Board,  however, 
to  their  expressed  regret,  was  such  that  they  could  do  no  more 
than  refund  the  amount  they  had  received. 

From  the  present  degree  of  seriousness  in  the  minds  of  many 
in  the  parish,  we  hope  that  the  anticipated  visit  of  our  beloved  Di- 
ocesan will  prove  a  season  of  deep  interest  to  us,  and  that  many 
more  than  are  at  present  prepared  for  confirmation  will  be  stirred 
up  of  the  Spirit  to  embrace  the  hope  set  before  them  in  the  gos- 
pel ;  which  may  God  of  his  infinite  mercy  grant,  through  Jesus 
Christ  our  Lord.

The  state  of  this  parish  is  much  the  same  as  in  former  years. 
The  attendance  on  public  worship  has  perhaps  been  rather  less 
the  past  year  than  in  years  preceding ;  but  this  has  probably  been 
owing  only  to  incidental  and  temporary  causes.  Though  this 
society  is  small,  and  likely,  at  least  at  present,  to  remain  so,  yet 
it  may  be  said  that  the  more  permanent  and  influential  part  of 
the  community  are  becoming  more  attached  to  it ;  and  are,  it  is

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hoped,  becoming  more  interested  in  the  gospel  of  their  salvation. 
Though  there  is  much  in  our  spiritual  stale  to  mourn  over  and 
lament,  yet  we  are  not  without  encouraging  tokens  of  the  divine 
favor. 

The  habits  of  this  people  are  such,  that  it  is  almost  in  vain  to 
hold  religious  services  at  any  time  but  on  Sundays.  A  meeting 
on  Wednesday  evening  has,  however,  been  for  many  years  sus- 
tained ;  as  also  a  lecture  in  church  on  the  Friday  afternoon  be- 
fore the  communion.  During  Lent,  public  services  were  held 
every  Wednesday  morning  ;  and  in  Passion  Week  there  was  an 
evening  service  in  the  lecture-room,  except  on  those  days  when 
the  church  was  opened.  On  three  Sundays  in  Lent,  instead  of 
the  usual  sermon  after  morning  service,  the  youth  and  children 
of  the  parish  were  "  openly  in  the  church  "  examined  and  in- 
structed in  the  Church  Catechism.  On  this  exercise  there  was  a 
full  and  interested  attendance. 

To  make  up  for  the  want  of  week-day  services,  it  is  my  prac- 
tice to  spend  considerable  time  in  parochial  visitation.  About 
twelve  of  these  visits  are  made  each  week,  occupying  from  half 
an  hour  to  two  hours,  and  are  thought  to  be  in  a  considerable  de- 
gree useful. 

This  society  has  hitherto  been  at  considerable  expense  to  sus- 
tain appropriate  music  in  public  worship.  We  have  now,  how- 
ever, through  the  great  and  truly  commendable  generosity  of  a 
female  member  of  our  coinmunion,  an  organ  built  for  our  use, 
and  to  be  set  up  in  a  few  days.  This  organ,  built  by  Mr.  George 
Stephens,  of  East  Cambridge,  is  to  cost  8600,  and  is  to  be  given 
by  Mrs.  Mary  Chase  to  this  society,  while  it  continues  in  con- 
nection with  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church.  To  play  this  or- 
gan we  have  offered  us  the  gratuitous  services  of  a  young  gentle- 
man of  a  neighboring  village,  whose  qualifications  are  all  that  we 
could  desire. 

There  was  a  contribution  of  $40  raised  the  last  summer  for 

improving  the  interior  of  the  church ;  and  recently  there  has 

been  a  sub9cription  of  $80  to  purchase  books  for  the  usci  of  the 

Sunday  school.

ThTs  summer 
will  probably  see  the  business  of  the  villages  revive ;  and  to  the 
increase  of  population  thence  accruing  we  look  for  an  increase 
of  strength.  There  is  nothing  so  important  in  the  change  of  the 
circumstances  from  last  year  as  to  deserve  particular  attention. 
The  incumbent's  health  has  been  declining  of  late ;  and  on  this 
score  must  charge  the  briefness  of  his  report.  This  cause  may 
lead  him  to  an  early  resignation  of  his  charge.

In  addition  to  the  above-named  sum, 
the  ladies  of  the  parish,  to  whom  many  thanks  are  due,  have 
raised  $420  by  a  fair,  which  is  intended  to  be  applied  for  the  pur- 
chase'of  an  organ  as  soon  as  practicable. 

This  being  a  new  parish,  some  additional  particulars  may  be 
expected ;  and  with  thankfulness  it  is  reported  that  the  general 
condition  and  prospects  of  the  church  are  highly  encouraging. 
The  peculiarities  of  our  order  and  worship  are  securing  in  an 
increasing  degree  the  notice  and  favor  of  the  community..  Old 
and  unfounded  prejudices  seem  to  be  passing  away.  Many 
young  persons  are  deeply  interested   in   the  prosperity  of  the 
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church,  and  some  of  this  interesting  class  are  enrolling  them- 
selves as  soldiers  of  the  cross.  The  congregation  is  decidedly 
increasing.  The  communicants  have  more  than  doubled  their 
number  since  this  was  made  a  station  by  the  Board  of  Missions, 
two  and  a  half  years  since.  Every  thing  would  appe&r  to  indi- 
cate that  the  church  has  here  secured  a  firm  and  permanent 
footing. 

The  parish  is  not  free  from  debt ;  but  it  is  hoped  and  believed 
that  this  circumstance  will  not  prove  to  be  detrimental  to  the  real 
intei'ests  of  the  church.  A  large  portion  of  the  debt  is  the  con- 
sequence of  the  non-fulfilment  of  promises  of  aid  on  the  part  of 
many  to  whom  application  was  made  for  assistance  before  the 
erection  of  the  church  edifice.  None  of  the  pews  are  as  yet 
soid,  they  being  the  property  of  the  parish,  and  annually  rented. 
This  is  owing  to  the  fact  that  all  the  funds  which  have  been 
raised  for  building  the  church  have  come  to  the  parish  as  dona- 
tions^ 

During  the  past  year,  the  services  have  been  regularly  held  on 
Sundays,  with  the  exception  of  one  half  day,  during  an  illness  of 
the  Rector.  A  weekly  service  has  been  held  in  the  church  or  in 
private  dwellings.  In  the  season  of  Lent  two  services  were  held 
during  each  week,  and  in  Passion  Week  a  daily  service,  with 
two  on  Grood  Friday^  were  well  attended,  and,  as  it  is  hoped ^ 
with  much  profit  to  many  souls. 

A  Bible  class,  with  a  competent  teacher,  is  connected  with  the 
Sunday  school,  and  promises  to  be  instrumental  of  good. 

From  the  rich  experience  of  the  Divine  blessing  thus  far,  the 
church  and  Rector  are  encouraged  to  persevere  in  labors  and 
prayers  for  the  prosperity  of  this  branch  of  Zion.

As  the  report  of  this  parish  did  not  appear  on  the  Journal  of 
the  last  Convention^  the  present  report  will  show  the  state  of  the 
parish  since  the  1st  of  January,  1840,  the  date  on  which  the 
present  incumbent  entered  upon  the  duty  of  his  station. 

The  whole  number  of  families  connected  with  this  cure  is 
about  forty-five.  This  society  was  incorporated  many  years 
since,  and  has  enjoyed  the  services  of  many  faithful  pastors,  and 
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yet  has  never  taken  an  independent  stand  amongst  the  churches 
of  this  Diocese.  The  reason  is  the  inconstancy  with  which  the 
services  of  the  church  have  been  performed.  So  difficult  has 
been  the  cultivation  of  this  field  that  no  one  individual  has  con- 
tinued in  it  long  enough  to  reap  the  fruit  of  his  labor. 

If,  as  the  result  of  the  labor  of  any  devoted  missionary,  the 
good  seed  at  any  time  took  root,  the  precious  germ  was  soon  de- 
stroyed by  the  cold  and  blighting  touch  of  infidelity.  Beside  the 
usual  difficulty  attending  the  advancement  of  the  Church  in  every 
portion  of  New  England,  prejudices  deeper  rooted,  and  opposi- 
tion more  determined,  have  always  existed  here. 

There  have  been  periods  when  infidelity  sought  to  destroy 
every  vestige  of  Christianity.  In  consequence  of  this  many  de- 
voted servants  of  the  Saviour  have  here  become  discouraged, 
and  after  a  few  months  of  diligent  labor,  have  forsaken  the  field. 

Although  many  obstacles  oppose  the  progress  of  Christian  ef- 
fort at  the  present  in  this  community,  still  the  present  incumbent 
is  happy  to  report  thiat  there  is  much  to  encourage.  Infidelity  is 
not  now  openly  avowed,  and  Christianity  is  not  now  openly  op- 
posed. Many  individuals  who  were  once  willing  to  use  their  in- 
fluence against  the  institutions  of  the  gospel,  now  most  cordially 
receive  the  visits  of  the  missionary,  attend  upon  and  join  in  our 
services ;  their  children  are  found  in  our  Sunday  school ;  the 
books  of  our  Sunday  school  library  and  religious  tracts  are  very 
thankfully  received,  and  carefully  read.  Some  who  once  warmly 
opposed,  now  aid  in  sustaining,  our  services  by  their  presence, 
and  many  kind  offices.  All  this  we  can  but  look  upon  as  matter 
for  encouragement  for  the  Missionary,  and  the  Missionary  Board 
of  the  Diocese,  which  in  part  sustain  the  services  of  the  church 
at  this  place.  But  in  all  probability  a  long-continued  and  judi- 
cious course  of  action,  attended  with  the  influence  of  the  Holy 
Spirit,  may  alone  be  expected  to  change  this  moral  waste  into  a 
beautiful  garden  of  the  Lord.

This  parish  continues,  as  at  the  time  of  the  last  report,  with  but 
little  change  for  the  better  or  the  worse.

Several  young  persons,  who  have  hitherto  stood  aloof 
from  our  Bible  class  and  Sunday  school,  are  now  active  and  in- 
quiring assojciatesp  Contributions  have  been  made  to  replenish 
the  Sunday  school  library,  and  paint  the  church  ;  and  the  ladies, 
whose  influence  has  been  rendered  nugatory  by  the  absence  of 
concert,  are  now  organizing  a  sewing  society,  which,  we  confi-

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In  giving  an  account  of  my  labors,  it  may  be  proper  to  state 
the  following  particulars.  I  commenced  as  minister  in  Lowell 
on  the  23d  day  of  last  August.  I  engaged  with  the  committee 
for  one  year,  with  the  express  understanding  that,  if  successful, 
we  should  proceed  to  establish  a  second  church  in  this  city.  God 
has  smiled  upon  us  in  our  work ;  10  have  received  holy  bap- 
tism,—  3  children  and  7  adults.  There  have  been  confirmed,  21. 
The  average  attendance  on  the  three  public  services  of  each 
Lord's  day,  about  200.  A  Bible  class,  which  I  have  conducted' 
twice  on  Sunday,  consists  of  about  80  persons,  adults.  Average 
attendance,  about  50.  We  have  no  Sunday  school,  because  we 
have  no  place  convenient  for  one  to  assemble. 

A  polleclion  has  been  made  for  the  General  Missionary  Board. 
For  the  Sunday  schools,  $13  ;  Easter  collection,  $12.  ■ 

There  seems  to  be  a  readiness  on  the  part  of  the  people  to  at- 
tend upon  the  ordinances  of  the  church.  And  if  God  shall  be 
pleased  to  continue  his  smiles,  and  if  our  friends  are  willing  and 
ready  to  make  the  sacrifices  that  are  necessary,  I  can  see  no  rea- 
son to  doubt  that  our  efforts  shall  be  prospered,  and  a  large  par- 
ish gathered,  in  addition  to  the  one  already  existing  in  this  city.

ARTICLE   L 
This  Church,  as  a  constituent  part  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church  of  the  United  States  of  America,  accedes  to  the  General 
Constitution  of  that  Church,  and  acknowledges  its  authority. 

ARTICLE   n. 

There  shall  he  a  stated  Convention  of  the  Church  in  this  Com- 
monwealth, at  Boston,  on  the  second  Wednesday  in  June,  in 
every  year ;  unless  a  different  time  and  place  be  fixed  on  by  a 
preceding  Convention.  Special  meetings  of  the  Convention  shall 
be  called  by  the  Bishop,  when,  in  his  judgment,  the  good  of  the 
Church  may  require  it,  or  when  the  Standing  Committee  shall 
request  it.  And  when  the  Episcopal  Chair  is  vacant,  the  Standing 
Committee  shall  have  power  to  call  such  Convention.  Provided 
always,  that  no  business  shall  be  done  at  any  special  Convention, 
other  than  is  specified  in  the  notice  calling  such  Convention. 

ARTICLE  III. 

The  Convention  shall  be  composed  of  Clergymen  and  Lay- 
men. 

The  Bishop,  and  the  Assistant  Bishop,  when  there  is  one,  shall 
have  a  seat  and  a  vote  in  the  Convention.  Every  other  clergy- 
man of  the  Church,  of  whatever  order,  being  a  settled  minister, 
or  regularly  officiating  in  some  parish  within  this  Commonwealth ; 
or  being  a  President,  Professor,  Tutor,  or  Instructor  in  some  Col- 
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lege  or  Seminary  of  learning,  and  performing  clerical  functions ; 
or  being  a  Missionary  under  the  direction  of  the  ecclesiastical 
authority  of  this  Commonwealth,  or  a  Chaplain  in  the  army  or 
navy  of  the  United  States,  or  in  any  benevolent  or  other  public 
institution,  shall  be  entitled  to  a  seat  and  vote  in  the  Convention, 
if  he  h^ve  been  actually  as  well  as  canonically  resident  within 
this  State  for  the  space  of  six  calendar  months  next  before  the 
meeting  of  the  Convention,  and  ha3,  for  the  same  period,  been 
employed  in  performing  the  duties  of  his  station,  or  have  been 
canonically  instituted.  Provided,  however,  that  no  clergyman, 
otherwise  entitled  to  a  seat  and  vote  in  the  Convention,  shall  by 
reason  of  advanced  years,  or  infirm  health,  or  temporary  absence, 
be  divested  of  such  privilege. 

Every  parish  in  this  Commonwealth  in  union  with  this  Con- 
vention, shall  be  entitled  to  send  to  the  Convention  a  lay  delegate, 
or  delegates,  not  exceeding  three,  a  certificate  of  whose  appoint- 
ment, signed  by  the  Wardens  or  Parish  Clerk,  shall,  before  his 
or  their  admission  to  a  seat,  be  laid  before  the  Convention.  Pro- 
vided, that  no  pierson  shall  be  competent  to  serve  as  a  lay  dele- 
gate, unless  he  be  a  stated  worshipper  in  the  parish  which  he 
represents.  The  delegation  from  each  parish  shall  be  entitled, 
on  a  division,  by  orders,  to  but  one  vote. 

ARTICLE   IV. 

New  parishes  may  be  admitted  into  union  with  this  Conven- 
tion, oa  motion,  by  a  majority  of  votes,  provided  they  shall  have 
laid  before  the  Convention  written  evidence,  subscribed  by  the 
Wardens  and  Vestry,  that  they  are  duly  organized,  and  accede 
to  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  this  Church. 

ARTICLE   V. 

The  Bishop  of  this  Diocese  shall  preside  in  the  Convention. 
But,  in  case  of  a  vacancy,  or  necessary  absence,  the  members 
shall  plept  a  president  from  among  the  clergy, 

ARTICLE  VI. 
A  Secretary  shall  be  chosen  upon  the  assembling  of  the  An- 
nual Convention,  from  among  the  members  thereof,  who  shall 
remain  in  office  until  the  meeting  of  the  next  Convention. 
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ARTICLE  VII. 
The  members  of  the  Convention  present  on  due  notification, 
and  duly  organized,  shall  constitute  a  quorum  to  transact  the 
ordinary  business  of  the  Convention.

ARTICLE   VIII.

They  shall  keep 
regular  minutes  of  their  proceedings,  and  shall  report  the  same 
annually  to  the  Convention.     A  majority  shall  be  a  quorum. 

ARTICLE   iX^ 

This  Constitution  shall  not  be  subject  to  alteration  in  any  arti- 
cle except  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Convention  ;  nor  unless 
such  alteration  shall  have  been  proposed  at  least  one  annual 
meetiog  previous  to  its  adoption.

Respecting  Contingent  Expenses. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  parish  in  this  State,  after  the  ^ni 
day  of  January,  1829,  to  raise  and  send  to  the  Treasurer  of  the 
Convention,  to  defray  the  contingent  expenses  of  the  Church  in 
this  State,  a  sum  of  money  annually,  which  shall  be  as  much  as 
cnepir  centum  and  one  half  of  one  per  centum  on  the  salary  of  its 
Ministe]^ :  and  those  parishes  which  are  destitute  of  a  clergyman, 
and  which  are  represented  by  lay  delegates  in  the  Convention, 
shall  pay  at  least  five  dollars  annually,  of  send  a  certified  copy 
of  a  vote  that  they  are  unable  to  pay  the  same ;  and  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  Treasurer,  to  certify  in  his  Annual  Report^  what 
parishes  have  neglected  to  comply  with  the  requisitions  of  this 
Canon.  The  money  thus  raised  and  paid  into  the  treasury  of  the 
Convention  shall  be  subject  to  appropriation  by  a  majofity  of  the

ARTICLE   L 
This  Church,  as  a  constituent  part  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church  of  the  United  States  of  America,  accedes  to  the  General 
Constitution  of  that  Church,  and  acknowledges  its  authority. 

ARTICLE  II. 

There  shall  be  a  stated  Convention  of  the  Church  in  this  Com- 
monwealth, at  Boston,  on  the  second  Wednesday  in  June,  in 
every  year ;  unless  a  different  time  and  place  be  fixed  on  by  a 
preceding  Convention.  Special  meetings  of  the  Convention  shall 
be  called  by  the  Bishop,  when,  in  his  judgment,  the  good  of  the 
Church  may  require  it,  or  when  the  Standing  Committee  shall 
request  it.  And  when  the  Episcopal  Chair  is  vacant,  the  Standing 
Committee  shall  have  power  to  call  such  Convention.  Provided 
always,  that  no  business  shall  be  done  at  any  special  Convention, 
other  than  is  specified  in  the  notice  calling  such  Convention. 

ARTICLE  III. 

The  Convention  shall  be  composed  of  Clergymen  and  Lay- 
men. 

The  Bishop,  and  the  Assistant  Bishop,  when  there  is  one,  shall 
have  a  seat  and  a  vote  in  the  Convention.  Every  other  clergy- 
man of  the  Church,  of  whatever  order,  being  a  settled  minister, 
or  regularly  officiating  in  some  parish  within  this  Commonwealth ; 
or  being  a  President,  Professor,  Tutor,  or  Instructor  in  some  Col- 
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lege  or  Seminary  of  learning,  and  performing  clerical  functions ; 
or  being  a  Missionary  under  the  direction  of  the  ecclesiastical 
authority  of  this  Commonwealth,  or  a  Chaplain  in  the  army  or 
navy  of  the  United  States,  or  in  any  benevolent  or  other  public 
institution,  shall  be  entitled  to  a  seat  and  vote  in  the  Convention, 
if  he  h^ve  been  actually  as  well  as  canonically  resident  within 
this  State  for  the  space  of  six  calendar  months  next  before  the 
meeting  of  the  Convention,  and  has,  for  the  same  period,  been 
employed  in  performing  the  duties  of  his  station,  or  have  been 
canonically  instituted.  Provided,  however,  that  no  clergyman, 
otherwise  entitled  to  a  seat  and  vote  in  the  Convention,  shall  by 
reason  of  advanced  years,  or  infirm  health,  or  temporary  absence, 
be  divested  of  such  privilege. 

Every  parish  in  this  Commonwealth  in  union  with  this  Con- 
vention, shall  be  entitled  to  send  to  the  Convention  a  lay  delegate, 
or  delegates,  not  exceeding  three,  a  certificate  of  whose  appoint- 
ment,  signed  by  the  Wardens  or  Parish  Clerk,  shall,  before  his 
or  their  admission  to  a  seat,  be  laid  before  the  Convention.  Pro- 
vided, that  no  person  shall  be  competent  to  serve  as  a  lay  dele* 
gate,  unless  he  be  a  stated  worshipper  in  the  parish  which  lie 
represents.  The  delegation  from  each  parish  shall  be  entitled, 
on  a  division,  by  orders,  to  but  one  vote. 

ARTICLE   IV. 

New  parishes  may  be  admitted  into  union  with  this  Conven- 
tion, on  motion,  by  a  majority  of  votes,  provided  they  shall  have 
laid  before  the  Convention  written  evidence,  subscribed  by  the 
Wardens  and  Vestry,  that  they  are  duly  organized,  and  accede 
to  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  this  Church.

KuUfi  of  ®rber. 

Rule  I.  After  the  organization  of  every  Convention,  the 
morning  service  of  the  Church  shall  be  performed,  a  sermon  de- 
livered, and  the  lioly  communion  administered.  Daily  morning 
prayer  shall  be  used  during  the  sittings  of  the  Convention ;  and, 
,  at  the  close  of  every  day's  session,  appropriate  collects  from  the 
Book  of  Common  Prayer  shall  be  read,  and  the  benediction  pro- 
nounced by  the  President. 

Rule  II.  At  the  opening  of  the  Convention,  when  the  Presi- 
dent has  taken  the  chair,  the  Secretary  of  the  preceding  Conven- 
tion shall  call  the  names  of  the  clergy  entitled  to  seats,  and  enter 
on  the  minutes  the  names  of  those  present.  He  shall  then  call 
the  names  of  the  parishes  entitled  to  representation  ;  and  the  lay 
delegates  shall  place  their  certificates  on  the  Secretary's  table, 
when  the  churches  which  they  represent  are  called.  This  being 
done,  the  President  shall  declare  that  the  Convention  is  ready  to 
proceed  to  business. 

Rule  III.  The  business  of  the  Convention  shall  proceed  in 
the  following  order,  namely  : 

1.  The  election  of  a  Secretary,  who  shall  have  power  to 
appoint  an  assistant. 

2.  The  appointment  of  the  following  committees  : 

A  commiltee  of  examination^  to  consist  of  two  clergymen  and 
one  layman ;  to  whom  shall  be  referred  all  matters  relative  to 
the  right  of  membership,  the  certificates  of  lay  delegates,  the 
incorporation  of  churches,  and  their  admission  into  union  with  the 
Convention :

6.  The  annual  report  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Society  for  the 
relief  of  the  Widows  and  Orphans  of  deceased  Clergymen  of  the 
Protestant  Episcopal  Church. 

7.  The  reports  of  committees  appointed  at  the  preceding  Con- 
vention, in  the  order  in  which  they  were  appointed. 

8.  The  election,  by  ballot,  of  the  Standing  Committee  of  the 
Diocese  for  the  ensuing  year. 

9.  The  election,  by  ballot,  of  a  Treasurer  for  the  ensuing  year. 

10.  The  election,  by  ballot,  of  a  Board  of  Missions  for  the  en- 
suing year. 

11.  The  election,  by  ballot,  of  the  constitutional  number  of 
delegates  to  the  General  Convention. 

12.  Reports  of  committees  appointed  by  the  Convention  in 
session,  in  the  order  in  which  they  were  appointed. 

13.  CaUing  on  each  delegation,  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Con- 
vention, to  pay  the  amounts  assessed  on  their  respective  parishes 
for  the  fund  for  contingent  expenses,  &;c. 

14.  Miscellaneous  business.  Parochial  Reports,  &c. 

RxTLE  IV.  An  address  or  communication  from  the  Bishop 
shall  be  in  order  at  any  time. 

Rule  V.  When  the  President  takes  the  chair,  no  member 
shall  continue  standing,  or  shall  aflerwards  stand  up,  except  to 
address  the  chair. 

No  member  shall  absent  himself  from  the  house,  unless  he 
have  leave,  or  be  unable  to  attend. 

When  any  member  is  about  to  spe&dc,  or  deliver  any  matter 
to  the  house,  he  shall,  with  due  respect,  address  himself  to  the 
President,  confining  himself  strictly  to  the  point  in  debate. 

No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  in  the  same  debate, 
without  leave  of  the  house ;  nor  more  than  once,  until  others 
desiring  to  speak  shall  have  spoken.    - 

While  the  President  is  putting  any  question,  the  members 
shall  continue  in  their  seats,  amd  shall  not  hold  any  private 
discourse. 

Every  member  who  shall  be  in  the  house  when  any  question  is 
put,  shall  vote,  unless  he  be  personally  interested  in  the  question, 
or  shall  be  excused  by  the  Convention  for  reasons  assigned. 

Rule  VI.    No  motion  shall  b«  considered  m  before  the  Con^ 
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vention  unless  seconded  by  a  member  not  belonging  to  the  same 
parish  with  the  mover ;  and  every  motion,  when  required  by  any 
member,  shall  be  reduced  to  writing. 

Rule  VII.  When  the  report  of  a  committee  is  presented,  it 
shall  be  read  and  entered  on  the  minutes,  unless  otherwise 
determined  by  the  house ;  and,  if  accompanied  by  resolutions,  the 
question  shall  be  on  adopting  them. 

Rule  VIII.  AVhen  a  question  is  before  the  Convention,  it 
shall  be  in  order, — 

1.  To  lay  on  the  table  ; 

2.  To  postpone  to  a  day  certain  ; 

3.  To  commit ; 

4.  To  amend ; 

5.  To  postpone  indefinitely ; 

and  a  motion  for  any  one  of  these  proceedings  may  be  considered 
having  precedence  in  the  order  in  which  they  are  here  named ; 
and  a  question  on  any  of  these  proceedings  shall  be  decided 
before  the  original  motion. 

Rule  IX.  Any  member  may  call  for  the  division  of  a  ques- 
tion, when  the  sense  will  admit  of  it. 

Rule  X.  The  question  of  adjournment  shall  always  be  in 
order ;  and  that,  together  with  the  motion  to  lay  on  the  table, 
shall  be  decided  without  debate. 

Rule  XI. .  The  votes  by  orders  may  be  called,  whenever 
desired  by  any  member  of  the  Convention ;  and,  when  called, 
shall  be  entered  on  the  minutes. 

Rule  XII.  On  all  questions  of  order,  the  President  shall 
decide,  subject  to  an  appeal  to  the  house. 

Rule  XIII.  A  question,  being  decided,  shall  not  be  reconsid- 
ered during  the  same  session,  without  the  consent  of  two  thirds 
of  the  members  present,  nor  unless  the  motion  to  reconsider  be 
made  and  seconded  by  members  who  voted  in  the  majority  on 
the  original  decision. 

Rule  XIV.  Clergymen  belonging  to  the  Diocese,  but  not 
entitied  to  seats  in  the  Convention,  clergymen  of  the  Protestant 
Episcopal  Church  not  belonging  to  the  Diocese,  professors  and 
students  of  theological  seminaries  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church,  and  candidates  for  Holy  Orders  in  the  same,  shall  be 
admitted  to  the  sittings  of  the  Convention,  but  without  the  right  of 
taking  any  part  in  its  proceedings.

Morning  prayer  was  then  read  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Clinch, 
of  South  Boston  j  Rev.  Mr.  Lambert,  of  New  Bedford,  and 
Rev.  Mr.  Watson  of  Boston,  assisting.  The  sermon  was 
preached  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Fuller  of  Andover;  text,  Deu- 
teronomy, fifth  chapter,  twenty-eighth  and  twenty-ninth 
verses  :  "T%ey  have  well  said  all  that  they  have  spoken : 
O  that  there  were  such  a  heart  in  them,^ 

The  Rt.  Rev.  the  Bishop  then  administered  the  Lord's 
Supper,  assisted  by  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Watson  and  Clinch. 
The  congregation  having  retired,  the  President  took  the 
Chair,  and  declared  the  Convention  open  for  business.

The  Rev.  Mr.  Watson,  Secretary  of  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee, presented  the  following  Report : 

The  Standing  Committee  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church, 
in  the  Diocese  of  Massachusetts,  in  conformity  with  the  requisi- 
tions of  the  eighth  article  of  the  Constitution,  respectfully  report 
to  the  Convention  the  following  abstract  from  the  records  of  their 
proceedings  during  the  last  year. 

Since  their  appointment  at  the  last  annual  Convention,  the 
Committee  have  held  regular  monthly  and  several  special  meet- 
ings ;  and  they  have  granted  the  canonical  testimonials,  at  the 
following  dates,  in  favor,  respectively,  of  the  following  applicants, 
namely :

On  the  30th  September,  1841,  by  virtue  of  authority  delegated 
to  them  by  the  Convention  of  Massachusetts,  they  elected  the 
Hon.  Jeremiah  Mason,  to  fill  a  vacancy  in  the  Massachusetts 
delegation  to  the  General  Convention.

The  Rev.  Mr.  Mason,  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Mis- 
sions for  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  of  Massachusetts, 
presented  their  Annual  Report,  which  was  read  as  follows  : 

The  Board  of  Missions  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in 
the  Diocese  of  Mass€U3husetts,  respectfully  present  to  the  Conven- 
tion their  Sixth  Annual  Report. 

It  has  pleased  God,  in  his  wise  providence,  to  take  out  of  this 
world  one  of  the  members  of  the  Board,  who  was  deeply  iijiterested 
in  its  measures,  and  by  his  wise  counsels  contributed  much  to 
their  success. 

The  Board  has  also  been  deprived,  in  several  of  its  latter  meet- 
ings, of  the  presence  of  another  member,  whose  feeble  health 
compelled  him  to  seek  a  milder  climate.  These  vacancies  have 
been  the  occasion  of  great  regret  and  sorrow  to  the  remaining 
members  of  the  Board. 
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The  operations  of  the  year  were  commenced  under  the  incum- 
brance of  a  heavy  debt,  the  payment  of  which  rendered  it  neces- 
sary to  limit  the  appropriations  to  a  smaller  sum  than  usual  in 
former  years.  It  was  also  thought  proper  that  these  should  be 
made  with  the  condition  that  the  funds  received  during  the  year 
should  be  sufficient  to  meet  them.  The  missionaries  were,  there- 
fore, informed  that  if  these  should  prove  insufficient,  the  appro- 
priations would  be  proportionably  diminished.  Though  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Board  considered  themselves  bound  to  make  every  ex- 
ertion in  their  power  to  procure  liberal  contributions  to  the 
Treasury,  tlicy  did  not  feel  authorized  to  pledge  any  thing  beyond 
the  amount  actually  received,  and  therefore  felt  obliged  to  make 
the  above-mentioned  condition.

The  debt  on  July  1st,  1841,  when  the  present  Board  entered 
upon  its  duties,  was  $715,  which,  added  to  the  appropriations, 
gave  the  sum  of  $2340,  which  the  Board  confidently  expected 
would  be  raised  during  the  year.* 

The  Board  finds  great  cause  for  encouragement  in  the  amount 
of  good  effected  by  such  limited  means.  The  Churches  at 
Charlestown,  Springfield,  Fall  Eiver,  Andover,  and  Nantucket, 
have   been  steadily,  and,  in  some   instances,  rapidly    gaining 

*  This  hope  was  fully  realized  before  the  rising  of  the  Convention,  by  the 
receipt  of  contributions  from  several  parishes  besides  those  acknowledged  in 
the  Treasurer's  Report. 
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strength,  and  though  they  may  require  aid  still  longer,  there  is 
every  reason  for  believing  that  they  will  all,  within  two  or  three 
years,  be  able  to  sustain  themselves,  and  take  their  stand  among 
the  large  and  flourishing  Churches  of  the  Diocese.  The  Church 
at  Amesbury  is  in  a  prosperous  condition.  It  is  entirely  full,  and 
there  is  a  demand  for  more  extended  accommodations,  and  if 
these  could  be  obtained,  this  parish  would  probably  be  able  to 
dispense  with  missionary  aid.  It  is  hoped  that  the  Church  in 
Bridgewater  will  also  be  able  eventually  to  sustain  itself.  There 
is  little  hope  of  this  result  as  to  the  Churches  at  Blandford,  Lenox, 
Otis,  Ashfield,  and  Clappville  ;  though  by  the  continuance  of  aid 
to  them  the  privileges  of  the  church  may  be  secured  where  they 
will  be  greatly  prized.  Such  is  the  financial  condition  of  the 
Board,  and  the  general  state  of  the  churches  aided  from  its  funds. 
It  will  be  observed,  that  the  principal  part  of  those  funds  have 
been  appropriated  to  the  support  of  parishes,  which,  with  the 
blessing  of  God,  will  at  no  distant  day  be  able  to  dispense  with 
missionary  aid,  and  will  probably  in  a  few  years  return  more  into 
the  treasury  of  the  Board  than  they  have  received  from  it.  And, 
while  none  of  those  few  stations,  of  which  the  same  cannot  be 
expected,  have  been  deserted,  the  Board  has  become  convinced 
of  the  inexpediency  of  increasing  their  number,  and  of  the  duty 
of  concentrating  the  means  placed  at  their  disposal  as  much  as 
possible  where  they  may  with  the  greatest  Qertainty  be  expected 
to  produce  widely  extended  results.  If  the  whole  sum  disbursed 
by  the  Board  of  Missions  since  its  formation  six  years  ago,  namely, 
$13,780,  had  been  instrumental  in  firmly  establishing  only  the 
Churches  at  Charlestown,  Springfield,  Fall  River,  Andover,  and 
Nantucket,  who  could  doubt  that  the  results  had  abundantly  jus- 
tified the  expenditure  ;  who  could  think  of  comparing  the  good 
which  heis  already  flowed,  and  which  we  may  reasonably 
hope  will  flow  in  future  years  from  those  churches,  with  the  few 
thousands  which  have  been  appropriated  for  their  support  ? 

We  repeat,  then,  that  the  Board  feels  the  highest  encourage- 
mei^t  in  view  of  the  results  of  its  operations,  especially  when  the 
narrow  means  with  which  it  has  been  obliged  to  conduct  them, 
are  taken  into  consideration. 

The  meetings  of  the  Board  have  been  held  once  in  every 
two  months,  have  not  been  confined  to  this  city,  nor  been  made 
of  an  exclusively  business  character.    In  connectioii  with  them, 
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there  have  been  public  meetings,  for  the  purpose  of  bringing  the 
subject  of  State  missions  before  the  members  of  our  churches,  and 
by  addresses,  and  the  statement  of  facts,  to  illustrate  their  import- 
ance, and  awaken  a  deeper  interest  in  their  behalf.  These  meet- 
ings have  not  been  as  encouraging  as  was  expected,  but  they  were 
believed  to  be  essential,  at  least  until  the  churches  shall  become  more 
fully  informed,  and  more  deeply  interested  in  the  subject.  It  would 
be  desirable  that  systematic  and  effectual  measures  should  be 
adopted  in  all  the  churches,  upon  which  reliance  might  be  placed 
to  secure  sufficient  means  to  sustain  the  operations  of  the  Board ; 
but  in  the  absence  of  these,  it  has  been  found  necessary  to  resort 
to  more  urgent  measures. 

In  order  to  prepare  the  way  for  some  more  uniform,  simple 
and  effectual  arrangement  as  to  the  missionary  operations  of  the 
Diocese,  a  correspondence  was  opened  a  short  time  since  witji 
the  Committees  of  the  General  Board  of  Missions,  in  which  it  was 
proposed,  that  the  Treasurer  of  this  Board  should  be  made  the 
receiving  agent  of  those  committees  in  this  Diocese,  and  in  gen- 
eral that  their  entire  action  in  this  State,  whether  by  correspond- 
ence or  otherwise,  should  be  through  this  Board.  The  Foreign 
Committee  has  acted  upon  this  proposal,  and  expressed  its  will- 
ingness immediately  to  appoint  the  Treasurer  of  this  Board  their 
receiving  agent  in  the  city  of  Boston.  Many  of  the  churches  in 
the  Diocese  have  followed  a  suggestion  of  the  Board,  made  in  a 
circular  issued  a  few  months  since,  and  have  deposited  with  its 
Treasurer  tlieir  contributions  for  every  department  of  Missions. 

If  the  powers  of  this  Board  could  be  enlarged,  and  it  could  be 
made  the  agent  of  the  Convention  in  regard  to  the  whole  mission- 
ary action  of  the  Diocese,  and  associations  of  the  clergy  and 
laity  could  be  formed  in  different  sections  of  the  State,  to  co- 
operate with  it,  it  is  believed  that  greater  unity  and  efficiency  of 
action  might  be  secured.  This  subject  is  respectfully  submitted 
to  the  Convention,  with  the  hope  that  it  may  receive  its  special 
attention  at  this  time. 

The  importance  of  some  such  instrumentality  as  that  of  the 
Board  of  Missions,  is  becoming  constantly  more  apparent.  A 
great  change,  favorable  to  the  institutions  of  our  Church,  is  taking 
place  in  the  community.  The  minds  of  many  who  have  been 
hitherto  tossed  to  and  fro  upon  every  wind  of  doctrine,  have  at 
length  been  arrested  by  a  view  of  her  steady,  peaceful,  but  surely 
progressive  course. 
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The  fluctuation  of  religious  opinion  around  us,  the  dissolution 
of  old,  and  the  formation  of  new  sects  ;  the  rapid  decline  in  a 
prevailing  denc^ination,  from  a  rigid  system  of  doctrine  and  dis- 
cipline, to  the  verge  of  infidelity,  and  the  utter  disregard  of  all 
unity  of  faith  and  order,  have  turned  the  attention  of  great  num- 
bers to  the  admirable  arrangements  of  the  Church,  and  convinced 
them  fully  of  their  superior  stability  and  expediency,  if  not  of 
their  apostolic  authority.  And  it  becomes  us  to  be  prepared  to 
make  full  and  immediate  use  of  this  favorable  tendency  in  the 
community.  It  is  peculiarly  important  at  this  time,  that  there 
should  be  a  body  like  the  Board  of  Missions  in  efficient  action, 
whose  duty  it  shall  be,  and  with  whom  shall  be  entrusted  ample 
means,  to  occupy  at  once  those  openings  which  appear  in  the 
providence  of  God  for  the  introduction  of  our  Church  institutions. 

Moreover,  there  is  abundant  room  for  every  possible  exertion 
of  such  a  Board,  and  for  the  use  of  tenfold  greater  funds,  to  pro- 
vide inducements  to  win  into  the  church  of  God,  and  bring  under 
the  influence  of  the  gospel  of  the  Redeemer,  that  great  multitude, 
those  many  thousands,  who  in  our  large  cities  and  towns  ar^  now 
living  in  the  utter  neglect  of  every  Christian  privilege,  and  there- 
fore, in  general,  of  their  duties  to  God  and  man. 

Were  it  possible  for  this  Board  to  realize  a  great  increase  of  its 
funds,  an  ample  field  opens  for  their  use,  without,  in  the  slightest 
degree,  interfering  with  any  existing  denomination  or  society. 

There  are  in  this  city,  many  tliousands  of  men,  women,  and 
children,  who  seldom,  if  ever,  enter  a  church  of  God,  and  who 
never  will,  until  sought  out  by  the  Christian  missionary.  The 
efforts  of  some  other  denominations  have  received  this  direction 
of  late  years  with  signal  success.  And  it  is  time  that  our  Church 
entered  more  heartily  into  it.  Too  long  have  the  poorer  classes 
of  the  community  been  neglected  in  her  provisions  for  public 
worship.  The  Church  of  England  has  set  us  a  noble  example  in 
the  regard  paid  to  them  in  the  construction  of  many  of  her 
churches.  May  we  be  quick  to  follow  in  her  steps  in  this  re- 
spect. The  Church  should  be  opened  wide,  the  gospel  preached 
freely  to  the  poor.  We  must  "  go  out  quickly  into  the  streets  and 
lanes  of  the  city,"  and  bring  them  in,  and  show  that  arniong  us  the 
gospel  is  preached  to  the  poor.  There  is  room  in  the  kingdom  of 
Christ  for  them ;  they  should  be  sought  out  and  brought  into  it ; 
yea,  in  the  words  of  the  Saviour,  we  should  ^'  compel  them  to 
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come  in ;"  compel  them  by  that  most  powerful  of  all  forces  ever 
brought  to  bear  upon  the  heart  of  man,  that  of  Christian  love. 

Such  is  the  wide  field  before  us.  God  grant  that  it  may  be 
occupied,  and  the  standard  of  the  cross  planted  upon  it,  in  the 
name  of  Christ  and  his  church  I

Capen,  Esq.  Treasurer  of  the  Massachusetts  Board  of 
Missions,  presented  his  annual  account,  which  was  read.

Resolved,  That  a  Committee  of  three  clergymen  be 
appointed  to  nominate  three  clerical  members  of  the  Con- 
vention to  be  added  to  the  Committee  to  whom  the  An- 
nual Report  of  the  Board  of  Missions  has  been  referred. 
The  Rev.  Messrs.  Howe,  Babcock,  and  Ballard,  were 
appointed  to  compose  the  Committee  of  nomination.

Resolved,  That  the  Convention  now  adjourn  to  reassem- 
ble this  P.  M.  at  half  past  3  o'clock.

The  Convention  reassembled  pursuant  to  adjournment. 
The  Right  Rev.  Dr.  Griswold  having  taken  the  chair, 
the  roll  was  called,  and  the  Convention  declared  open  for 
business.

The  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  Annual  Re- 
port of  the  Board  of  Missions,  presented  a  Report,  which, 
after  several  amendments,  was  adopted  as  follows : 

The  Committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the  Annual  Report  of 
the  Board  of  Missions,  with  instructions  to  consider  the  whole 
subject  of  our  Missionary  operations  in  the  State,  and  to  sugge^ 
to  the  Convention  such  modifications  of  the  present  arrangement 
as  may  seem  expedient,  would  respectfully  report,  that,  after  a 
careful  examination,  it  is  their  opinion,  that  the  existing  plan  is 
more  efficient  and  generally  satisfactory  than  any  other  which  has 
yet  been  tried,  or  than  any  other  which  they  are  able  to  devise 
would  probably  be.  They  have,  therefore,  no  alterations  to 
propose. 
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Yet,  with  the  view  to  carry  out  more  effectually  the  advantages  of 
tlie  existing  organization  of  the  Board,  they  would  recommend 
that  the  State  be  divided  into  four  Districts  or  Associations.  1st 
The  Central,  comprising  the  Churches  in  Boston,  Charlestown, 
Cambridge,  and  Roxbury.  2d.  The  Eastern,  comprising  the 
Churches  in  the  counties  of  Middlesex  and  Essex,  other  than 
those  excepted.  3d.  The  Southern,  including  the  Churches 
in  the  counties  of  Norfolk,  (except  St.  James',  at  Roxbury,) 
Plymouth,  Bristol,  and  Dukes ;  and  4th,  the  Western,  comprising 
all  the  Churches  in  Worcester,  Hampden,  Hampshire,  Franklin, 
and  Berkshire ;  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  watch  over  and  promote 
the  Missionary  spirit  in  their  respective  Districts,  and  to  confer 
with  the  Board  in  regard  thereto. 

And,  further,  that  all  monies  paid  into  the  Treasuries  of  the 
Associations  shall  be  remitted  to  the  Board,  and  no  District  Asso-: 
ciation  shall  have  the  right  to  give  any  direction  to  monies  paid 
into  its  Treasury  other  than  such  as  shall  have  been  designated 
by  the  individual  contributor  or  Church,  and  all  monies  received 
by  any  District  Association,  without  such  special  appropriation, 
shall  be  remitted  by  such  Association,  as  unappropriated  funds, 
subject  to  the  control  of  the  Board  of  Missions. 

They  also  recommend  that  these  Associations  form  themselves 
into  regular  bodies,  with  officers,  for  the  transaction  of  business, 
to  meet  as  often  as  their  convenience  will  permit,  and  take  upon 
themselves  the  duty  of  promoting  the  objects  of  the  Board  with- 
in their  respective  limits,  and  remitting  thereto,  from  time  to  ' 
time,  the  collections  they  may  m£ike  for  missionary  purposes, 
domestic  and  foreign,  with  such  directions  respecting  the  dis- 
posal of  the  same  as  they  may  deem  proper,  and  making  such 
communications  as  they  may  consider  interesting  and  important 
as  to  the  state  and  character  of  the  missionary  feeling,  and  other 
interests,  within  their  districts,  and  report  formally  an  account 
of  their  doings  annually,  to  be  imbodied  in  the  Annual  Report 
of  the  Board  to  the  Convention. 

Such  a  system  has  been  long  tried  l^  other  bodies  of  Chris- 
tians, and  is  yet  in  full  operation,  because  it  has  been  found  so 
effectual  for  the  accomplishment  of  its  object.  It  is  the  system, 
essentially,  of  the  Church  Missionary  Society,  in  England,  one 
of  the  best  managed  institutions  in  the  world.  It  combines  the 
great  advantage  of  union  of  purpose,  with  division  of  labor. 
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At  any  of  the  meetings  of  the  several  associations,  it  will  be 
the  duty  of  the  Board  to  depute  one  of  its  members,  or  some  other 
efficient  person  to  attend,  and  aid  in  its  business,  when  requested, 
and  from  to  time,  to  make  such  suggestions  and  recommendations 
as  the  requirements  and  duty  of  the  Church  shall  seem  to  render 
necessary. 

It  is  further  recommended  that  public  meetings  of  the  Board 
shall  be  held  in  Boston  on  the  first  Tuesday  in  October,  January 
and  April,  and  that  Delegates  be  deputed  from  the  several  Asso- 
ciations to  attend  said  meetings. 

The  Committee  would  further  propose  that  the  Convention 
ratify  the  doings  of  the  Board  of  Missions,  by  which,  in  November 
last,  this  Board  offered  to  act  as  the  General  Agent  of  all  the 
Missionary  operations  of  the  Diocese,  —  it  being  expressly  stated, 
that  it  was  not  their  design  or  desire  to  control,  or  in  any  manner 
to  give  their  own  direction  to  the  funds  intrusted  to  their  care, 
either  for  use,  or  for  transmission.  It  is  recommended  to  the 
Convention,  that  the  Board  of  Missions  be  now  constituted  the 
Agent,  through  which  all  the  Missionary  funds  of  the  State  shall 
be  passed,  the  above  stipulation  being  clearly  understood,  namely  : 
that  all  contributors  shall  have  the  power  to  direct  in  what  man- 
ner their  contributions  shall  be  expended  ;  thus  making  this  Board 
an  Auxiliary  to  the  General  Domestic  and  Foreign  Committees  of 
the  Church.  It  is  also  recommended,  that  the  Report  of  the 
Board  of  Missions,  with  the  Treasurer's  account,  be  inserted  in 
the  Journal  of  the  Convention.

This  parish  has  suffered  more  than  on  any  former  year,  by 
deaths  and  removals.  The  number  of  funerals  is  double  that  of 
any  previously  reported ;  while  several  large  families  have  re- 
moved, some  to  other  parts  of  the  city,  and  some  to  other  towns. 
The  parish,  on  the  whole,  therefore,  has  been  rather  weakened 
than  strengthened  during  the  last  Conventional  year.

St.  PauVs  Churchy  Boston. 

The  rectorship  of  this  parish  was  about  a  year  since  made 
vacant  by  the  resignation  of  the  Rev.  John  S.  Stone,  D.  D.  and 
the  present  incumbent  succeeded  to  his  labors  on  the  first  Sunday 
of  Februegy  last.  Clerical  services  were,  during  that  interval, 
supplied  occasionally. 

It  has  pleeised  God  to  pour  out  the  dew  of  his  blessing  upon 
this  parish  ;  making  fruitful,  in  a  signal  way,  the  seed  so  amply 
sown  by  its  former  most  faithful  minister. 

While  there  have  been  very  marked  and  unusual  demonstra- 
tions of  life,  in  the  awakening  of  many  to  a  first  interest  in  reli- 
gious things,  there  has  been  likewise,  among  elder  Christians, 
evidence  of  the  settled  vigor  which  denotes  increasing  piety ;  so 
that  the  spiritual  prosperity  which  was  reported  as  characterizing 
the  state  of  this  parish  at  the  last  Convention  does  not  seem  to 
have  abated. 

It  is  true,  indeed,  that  in  the  operations  and  gifls  of  benevo- 
lence, St.  Paul's  Church  has  not  maintained  during  the  year  its 
own  creditable  standard.  The  want  of  pastoral  services  will, 
however,  explain,  and  perhaps  excuse,  the  defective  performance 
of  a  duty  which,  more  th€ui  any  other,  requires  the  stimulus  of 
"  line  upon  line,  and  precept  upon  precept."  And  we  devoutly 
trust  that  the  renewed  vigor  of  spiritual  life  will  show  itself  in 
enlarged  effort  for  the  cause  and  kingdom  of  Christ ;  which,  while 
it  is  the  most  tangible,  is,  in  a  generation  like  this,  the  surest 
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proof  of  a  thorough  consecration  to  God.     Very  freely  they  have 
received,  we  trust  that  freely  they  will  give. 

The  plan  of  stated  religious  services,  besides  those  of  the 
Lord's  day,  is  as  follows :  the  observance  of  the  holy-days  of  the 
Church  ;  a  weekly  meeting  of  adults  for  instruction  in  the  doc- 
trines of  the  Catechism ;  a  lecture  on  every  Wednesday  even- 
ing in  the  chapel ;  a  missionary  meeting  on  the  first  Sunday 
evening  of  every  month ;  and,  "  on  convenient  occasions,"  a 
meeting  of  tlie  children  of  the  parish, "  openly  in  the  church,"  for 
examination  in  the  Catechism.

A  number  of  the  young  people  of  the  parish  have  recently 
organized  a  Branch  Sunday  school,  which  is  held  in  the  Bedford 
Street  Chapel,  where,  twelve  years  since,  the  congregation  of 
Grace  Church,  assembled  for  worship. 

The  result  of  our  efforts  to  interest  those  connected  with  the 
Sunday  school  in  missionary  operations  is  truly  gratifying. 
Through  the  weekly  contributions  of  the  teachers  and  scholars. 
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we  now  support  fifteen  children  in  the  Mission  schools  at  Cape 
Palmas,  at  an  expense  of  three  hundred  dollars,  yearly. 

The  general  condition  of  the  parish  remains  in  all  respects 
much  the  same  as  during  the  preceding  one  or  two  years.

The  regular  services  of  the  Church  have  been  held  three  times 
on  each  Sunday.  An  interesting  Bible-class  of  adults  is  connect- 
ed with  the  Sunday  school ;  and  a  meeting  of  the  teachers  has 
been  kept  up  with  spirit,  beside  a  weekly  meeting  of  a  more  gen- 
eral character.  An  important  part  of 'the  Missionary's  labor  is  in 
visiting ;  in  which  much  assistance  has  been  rendered,  the  last 
winter,  by  a  circle  of  ladies  from  St.  Paul's  Church.  A  sewing 
school,  interesting  and  useful,  has  been  kept  in  connection  with 
the  mission,  by  a  number  of  ladies.  The  services  of  morning 
and  afternoon  are  uniformly  well  attended ;  the  number  of  per- 
sons averaging  from  one  hundred  and  fifty  to  two  hundred. 

We  have  cause  of  thankfulness  in  the  knowledge  that  good, 
much  good  has  been  done  by  the  mission,  but  have  still  to  lament 
that  no  more  ample,  convenient,  or  inviting  accommodations  and 
facilities  have  yet  been,  or  are  likely  soon  to  be,  provided  for 
carrying  on  this  labor  of  love.  We  are  invited  to  occupy  a  field 
of  extended  usefulness,  long  white  to  harvest.     But  the  means  axe

Mount  Zion  Church,  Chelsea. 

This  parish  was  organized  on  the  7th  of  September  last,  but  no 

suitable  place  for  public  worship  could  be  obtained  in  the  village, 

till  the  15th  of  November;   when  the  hall  now  rented   by  the 

parish  was  secured.    Since  that  time,  divine  service  has  been 
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performed  every  Sunday,  by  the  neighboring  clergy,  with  the 
assistance  of  a  number  of  candidates  for  Holy  Orders,  who  haye 
officiated  as  lay  readers,  till  the  present  time.  The  congregation 
feel  under  especial  obligations  to  Mr.  Emory  M.  Porter  for  his 
faithful  services,  and  the  untiring  zeal  which  he  has  manifested 
for  the  interest  of  this  infant  parish. 

The  nuinber  of  families,  who  may  be  said  to  be  attached  to 
the  church,  is  from  fifteen  to  twenty.  Communicants,  17.  Bap- 
tized, 1.  Confirmed,  2.  A  Sunday  school,  and  a  Ladies'  Sew- 
ing Circle  have  been  organized,  which,  we  trust,  are  doing  good. 
It  remains  with  the  Church  at  large,  to  say  whether  this  branch 
shall  assume  a  standing  with  the  neighboring  churches. 

The  village  now  contains  from  2000  to  2500  inhabitants,  which 

has  increased  from  about  fifty,  since  July,  1833,  when  the  ferry, 

which  now  connects  it  with  the  city  of  Boston,  was   opened. 

From  present  appearances,  the  increase  of  population  will  be 

larger  than  any  former  year.     There  are  five  other  congregations 

beside  our  own,  all  of  which  are  small,  but  the  friends  of  the 

Church  feel  assured,  if  aid  could  be  extended  to  them  for  a  short 

time,  a  flourishing  congregation  could  be  raised,  and  the  Church 

firmly  established  in  Chelsea.

Of  the  three  congregations  in  this  village,  the  two  that  are  Con- 
gregational in  their  forms,  have  always  had  such  decided  advan- 
tage of  numbers  and  wealth,  with  other  attractions,  that  numbers 
and  wealth  can  present  for  new  comers,  that  the  Episcopal  Church 
can  make  but  slow  progress,  in  increase,  however  onward  may 
be  the  progress,  in  sobriety  and  reverence,  of  its  individual  mem-, 
bers. 

We  continue  to  sufier  much  from  the  want  of  a  new  jsdii^ce, 
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while  our  prospect  of  obtaining  one;  is  more,  or  no  less  remotei 
than  it  has  been  in  years  past. 

With  the  hope,  however,  that  the  day  is  not  far  distant,  when 
the  stones  that  shall  rebuild  our  sanctuary,  shall  be  raised  from 
the  dust,  we  wait  patiently.  If  the  clerical  brethren  who  stand 
on  the  high  places  of  Zion,  were  occasionally  willing  to  step 
down  a  little  and  lend  a  helping  hand,  for  the  sake  of  the  good 
they  might  do,  (not  for  the  honor  they  might  hope  to  obtain,)  per* 
haps  their  labors  and  kindnesses,  in  feebler  parishes,  might  in 
such  wise  be  appreciated,  that  they  would  not  afterwards  regret 
the  time  and  the  toil  they  should  thus  expend.  The  Rector  de« 
sires  very  gratefully  to  acknowledge  here,  the  present  of  a  beau- 
tiful gown,  much  needed,  of  which  the  donors  are  unknown.

The  religious  condition  of  this  parish  was  never  more  encour- 
aging. Attendance  on  the  services  of  the  sanctuary  is  large,  uni- 
form, and  serious.  An  effort  has  been  made  during  the  past 
year  to  settle  the  church  debt,  which,  owing  principally  to  the  re- 
verses suffered  in  the  business  world,  has  been  but  partially  suc- 
cessful. The  effort^  however,  has  stayed,  for  the  time,  the  re* 
ligious  charities  of  the  parish,  so  that,  though  our  congregation  is 
larger  than  ever  before,  our  benevc^ent  contributions  have  been 
unusually  smalL  It  is  much  to  be  regretted,  that  the  discharge  of 
one  duty  is  among  men  so  often  substituted  for  another  ;  and,  more 
deplorable  still,  when  that  which  has  superseded  the  other,  fails  also 
of  execution.  Seven  hundred  dollars  have  been  raised  by  the  La- 
dies of  the  Parish  Church,  for  its  relief.  With  this,  and  the  trans* 
fer  of  some  of  our  abundant  pew  property,  sixteen  hundrisd  dol- 
lars of  the  debt  has  been  discharged,  and  fourteen  hundred  more 
is  in  process  of  adjustment 
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The  congregation  worshipping  at  St.  John's  Chapel,  on  Jamaica 
Plain,  are  without  a  minister.  They  are  still  part  of  St.  James' 
parish,  and  under  my  pastoral  care.  Through  the  winter,  I  lec- 
tured in  the  Chapel  on  the  Tuesday  evening  in  each  week,  and 
on  Thursday  evenings,  to  the  congregation  of  St.  James'.  For 
the  last  two  months,  the  state  of  my  health  has  compelled  me  to 
dispense  with  both  these  extra  services.  Jamaica  Plain,  is,  in 
many  respects,  an  inviting  field  of  labor.  Much  good  may  be 
done  there,  and  the  present  is  a  peculiarly  favorable  juncture  for 
the  effort.  A  resident  minister  is  much  wanted,  and,  any  faithful 
and  devoted  man,  acceptable  to  the  worshippers,  would  be  very 
cordially  welcomed  by  me.  Seventeen  of  the  communicants  re- 
ported above,  worship  at  the  chapel.  Twenty -three  of  the  Sab- 
bath scholars,  attend  the  school.  Five  and  a  half  dollars  of  the 
charitable  contribution  were  collected  there. 

I  trust  that  the  foundation  of  two  efficient  and  flourishing  par- 
ishes is  laid  in  the  town.     If  it  please  God  to  spare  my  life  until 
t     they  are  both  matured  and  established,  I   shall  regard  it  as  a 
special  cause  of  gratitude,  and  feel  that  "  I  have  not  run  in  vain,

In  addition  to 
the  number  of  burials,  we  have  to  record  the  death  of  our  revered 
and  beloved  Pastor.  On  the  morning  of  April  26th,  his  spirit  left  ,^ 
its  earthly  tabernacle  for  a  brighter  and  better  world.  He 
preached  for  the  last  time  in  the  morning  of  the  first  Sunday.afler.  ■ 
Easter.  For  thirty-nine  years,  with  but  few  exceptions,  he  was 
present  at  this  Convention.  During  his  ministry,  952  persons  were 
baptized;  191  received  the  holy  rite  of  confirmation  ;  164  couple 
married,  and  450  consigned  to  the  grave.    Since  his  decease,  our 
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church  has  been  supplied  by  the  neighboring  clergy,  and  on  them, 
for  the  present,  we  principally  depend  for  the  preaching  of  the 
gospel  of  Christ,  and  to  break  to  us  the  bread  of  life.  In  our 
time  of  affliction,  they  have  extended  to  us  their  sympathies  and 
their  labors  ;  may  the  great  Head  of  the  Church  pour  upon  them 
the  continual  dew  of  his  blessing.  This  church  has  met  with  a 
loss,  the  greatness  of  which  we  do  not  yet  realize.  We  are  with- 
out a  shepherd  to  watch  over  our  souls.  "  Our  strong  staff  is 
broken,  and  the  beautiful  rod."  He  is  gone  to  return  to  his  flock 
no  more.  May  this  affliction  be  sanctified  to  us,  and  may  it  lead 
us  to  reflect  upon  our  approaching  dissolution  ;  and,  during  the 
short  space  allotted  to  our  present  existence,  may  we  wisely  em- 
ploy our  time  in  imitating  his  virtuous  precepts  and  examples,  that 
when  we  shall  be  called  from  the  Church  below,  we  may  be  re- 
ceived into  the  Church  above,  to  partake  in  union  with  the  souls 
of  our  departed  Rector  and  friends,  of  those  joys  which  endure 
forever. 

In  our  afflictive  bereavement,  we  ask  the  prayers  of  our  Christian 
brethren,  and  especially  of  this  Convention,  in  our  behalf,  that 
God  would  remember  us  in  mercy,  and  that,  in  his  own  good  time, 
he  will  raise  up  to  us  a  successor,  —  a  faithful  servant  of  Jesus 
Christ,  who  will  boldly  make  known  to  us  the  mystery  of  the 
gospel,  and  shun  not  to  declare  the  whole  counsel  of  God.

This  church  has  enjoyed  during  the  past  year,  through  the 
divine  blessing,  increasing  prosperity.  At  no  period  since  the 
present  Rector  entered  upon  his  duties,  has  greater  unity  of  feel- 
ing and  action  been  manifested.

A  plan  of  tract  distribution  has  been 
adopted  in  connection  with  our  Missionary  collections,  which  has 
placed  in  the  families  of  the  parish  during  the  past  six  months 
more  than  a  thousand  valuable  tracts  on  a  variety  of  subjects  con- 
nected with  the  gospel  and  the  Church,  and  promises  to  lead  to 
the  most  important  results.

The  condition  of  this  church  as  far  as  respects  its  numbers  and 
attendance,  is  nearly  the  same  that  it  was  a  year  ago.  The  pews 
(being  only  twenty-six,)  are  all  let,  and  occupied  by  thirty  families 
and  twenty  single  persons  ;  so  that  we  cannot  receive  any  accession 
to  our  numbers  till  wee  an  procure  means  for  enlarging  the  church. 
Had  we  twice  the  number  of  sittings  we  now  have,  they  would 
probably  be  all  occupied  in  a  short  time  feifter  they  were  furnished, 
and  a  congregation  be  gathered  sufficiently  large  for  sustaining  a 
clergyman.  But,  in  our  present  situation,  with  a  church  so  limit- 
ed in  its  dimensions  as  to  hold  only  half  people  enough  for  sus- 
taining a  minister,  paying  at  the  rate  operatives  usually  do  in  this 
village,  and  having  in  our  little  congregation  no  factory  agents  or 
proprietors,  or  any  other  persons  of  a  liberal  income,  we  are 
sometimes  tempted  to  give  up  our  little  Bethel  as  a  forlorn  hope. 

Most  of  those,  however,  who  compose  our  congregation  are 
decidedly  attached  to  the  Episcopal  Church,  and  c€uinot  find 
among  the  prevailing  denominations  a  substitute  for  her  services. 
We,  therefore,  do  hope  that  our  more  favored  brethren  of  the 
Diocese  will,  by  their  liberality,  enable  us  so  to  enlarge  our  church 
as  to  accommodate  a  congregation  large  enough  for  sustaining  a 
clergyman. 

The  parish  is  still  in  debt  to  the  amount  of  nearly  $400.  Ef- 
forts are  now  making,  and  have  been,  for  six  months  past,  by 
monthly  contributions,  and  by  the  exertions  of  the  Liadies'  Sewing 
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Circle,  to  diminish  this  debt.  Could  the  means  of  paying  this 
debt  be  obtained,  and  a  sum  sufficient  for  enlarging  the  church, 
not  so  as  to  vie  in  appearance  with  the  houses  of  the  other  denom- 
inations in  the  place,  but  so  as  to  afford  sittings  for  a  congregation 
of  400  or  500  persons,  a  reasonable  hope  might  be  cherished 
that  the  Episcopal  Church  in  Amesbury  would  eventually  be  sus- 
tained without  always  depending  on  Missionary  aid. 

This  prospect  has  recently  assumed  a  more  encouraging  aspect. 
A  great  religious  awakening  has  prevailed  in  this  vicinity,  and 
the  members  of  tlie  Episcopal  congregation  have  been  deeply  in- 
terested in  it  In  some  of  the  extra  meetings,  which  we  found  it 
expedient  to  hold,  we  were  favored  with  the  very  acceptable  ser- 
vices of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Horton,  of  Dover,  N.  H.  and  of  the  Rev. 
Mr.  Wadleigh,  of  Guilford,  Vt. 

We  hope  that  the  present  favorable  indications  of  the  spiritual 
prosperity  of  our  little  church  will  not  be  suffered  to  pass  by,  with- 
out establishing  in  its  members  the  permanent  graces  and  virtues 
of  a  Christian  character. 

For  what  we  have  seen  in  the  sanctuary  and  in  the  social  meet- 
ing, God  be  praised ;  and  for  the  confirmation  of  our  hopes  in 
respect  to  the  spiritual  and  temporal  prosperity  of  our  little  church, 
we  beg  the  devout  prayers,  as  well  as  the  fostering  aid,  of  the 
members  of  this  Convention.

During  the  past  year,  this  church  has,  through  the  blessing  of 
God,  freed  itself  from  one  serious  hindrance  to  its  increase  and 
prosperity.  By  a  special  and  generous  effort  on  the  part  of  its 
members,  a  debt  of  $1250,  which  began  to  be  oppressive  and 
pernicious,  contracted  principally  for  the  erection  of  the  church, 
has  been  entirely  extinguished,  thus  relieving  the  society  from  all 
pecuniary  embarrassments,  and  giving  it  a  degree  of  firmness  and 
security  it  never  before  possessed.  This  effort,  made  by  a  peo- 
ple who  are  suffering  from  the  present  depressed  state  of  manu- 
factures, together  with  their  other  contributions,  is  a  gratifying  in- 
dication that  they  are  strongly  attached  to  the  principles  of  their 
Church,  and  willing  to  make  sacrifices  in  its  behalf. 

For  the  purpose  of  obtaining  money  for  Missionary  and  chari- 
table purposes,  a  plan  has  been  adopted,  which,  after  a  trial  of 
nine  months,  is  found  to  be  simple,  convenient  and  successful.  It 
is  nothing  more  than  availing  ourselves  of  the  provision  the  Church 
has  made  in  her  communion  office  for  the  reception  of  "  alms  and 
oblations."  At  our  monthly  communion  seasons,  the  whole  con- 
gregation is  retained  till  after  "  the  offertory,"  when  a  collection 
is  taken  for  some  object  which  was  notified  the  preceding  Lord's 
day.  The  prayer  "  for  the  whole  state  of  Christ's  church  mili- 
tant," is  then  offered,  and  persons  who  are  not  communicants, 
retire  if  they  wish.  Some  of  the  collections  are  fixed  to  particu- 
lar days,  as  the  collection  for  Foreign  Missions  very  appropriately 
to  Christmas,  and  that  for  State  Missions  to  Easter,  while  some  of 
them  are  left  to  fluctuate  according  to  circumstances.  The  plan 
hsts  succeeded  beyond  expectation,  and,  as  it  secures  so  many  ad- 
vantages, it  is  hoped,  will  never  be  discontinued.  It  forms  and 
cherishes  the  habit  of  giving  —  a  habit  essential  to  the  growth  and 
perfection  of  Christian  character.  It  maJtes  a  religious  act  of  our 
charities,  as  whatever  may  be  contributed  is  solemnly  consecra- 
ted to  God  in  prayer.  It  opens  an  easy  channel,  through  which 
our  benevolence  can  steadily  flow  forth  to  supply  the  spiritual 
wants  of  those  who  are  less  favored  than  ourselves  —  a  channel, 
which,  so  long  as  there  shall  be  faith  and  prayer,  will  not  become 
dry. 
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The  Sunday  School  has,  during  the  year,  been  improved  by  a 
valuable  addition  to  its  library,  and  by  the  acquisition  of  Gather- 
wood's  large  and  accurate  map  of  modern  Jerusalem.  This, 
with  Mitchell's  map  of  the  world,  a  map  of  the  world  as  known 
to  the  ancients,  a  map  of  Palestine,  and  one  of  the  journey ings  of 
the  Israelites,  furnishes  important  facilities  for  illustrating  an 
essential  branch  of  Sunday  school  instruction  —  sacred  geography. 
The  school,  however,  is  not  in  as  vigorous  a  state  as  it  would  be, 
were  the  congregation  more  interested  in  its  welfare,  and  could  it 
be  supplied  with  teachers  whose  attendance  was  uninterrupted  and 
permanent.  Fifty  copies  of  the  Children's  Magazine,  and  five 
copies  of  the  Journal  of  Christian  Education  are  circulated,  and 
are  acceptable  and  useful. 

The  Parish  Library,  founded  mainly  for  the  purpose  of  forming  a 
collection  of  books,  which  should  exhibit,  explain,  and  defend  our 
peculiarities  of  doctrine  and  government,  now  numbers  more  than 
200  volumes.  Such  a  library  is  of  great  importance  to  this 
church,  which  is  peculiarly  exposed  to  opposition,  misrepresenta- 
tion and  ridicule,  and  surrounded  by  an  intelligent,  educated  and 
inquiring  community.  With  means  small  and  stinted,  because  its 
value  is  not  duly  appreciated,  it  has,  however,  already  done  good 
service,  in  diffusing  light,  in  dispelling  prejudice,  in  demolishing 
error,  in  reproving  iniquity,  in  quickening  piety  and  devotion  to 
God ;  and  could  it  be  patronized  as  it  deserves,  would  achieve 
more  frequent  and  effective  victories. 

Among  the  individuals  confirmed  during  the  year,  were  three 
students  in  the  Theological  Seminary,  who,  though  trained  till 
within  the  last  six  months  in  systems  avowedly  adverse  to  the 
Episcopal  Church,  are  now  candidates  for  orders ;  two  of  them  in 
this  diocese. 

Though  there  has  been  some  additions  both  to  the  congregation 
and  to  the  communion,  yet  as  we  have  experienced  some  serious 
losses  by  removal,  our  numbers  have  not  materially  increased. 
Situated,  however,  as  we  are,  we  regard  it  as  no  small  gain  to 
have  maintained  our  position,  and  to  have  had  the  satisfaction  of 
seeing  the  gradual  but  certain  diffusion  of  the  leaven  of  truth  and 
piety  among  the  regular  attendants  upon  our  services.  The 
Saviour  hath  promised  that  the  progress  of  this  spiritual  transfor- 
mation, thus  commenced,  shall  be  inevitable.     This  is  one  encour- 
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agement  amidst  poverty  and  change,  toil  and  weakness,  trial  and 
infirmity.  The  young  tree  may  not  show  either  widely-spreading 
branches  or  many  leaves  and  blossoms,  much  less  a  large  measure 
of,  ripened  fruit,  yet,  if  its  roots  are  striking  down  deep  and  strong, 
it  may  be  the  more  certainly  preparing  for  a  shady  and  prolific 
maturity.

May  the  merciful  Lord 
of  the  harvest  give  me  and  my  worthy  helpers  in  the  congrega- 
tion of  which  he  has  made  me  minister,  grace  so  to  plant,  that 
others  who  come  after  may  gather  abundantly !

This  Parish  was  duly  organized  on  the  19th  day  of  August  last 
On  the  24th  day  of  that  month,  the  names  of  twenty-five  commu- 
nicants were  transferred  from  St.  Anne^s  Church,  and  subse- 
quently seventeen  have  been  transferred  from  the  same  Church, 
making  in  all,  from  that  Church,  forty-two  communicants.  Nine- 
teen of  these  persons  were  worshippers  in  Chapel  Hall,  and  con- 
firmed before  St.  Luke's  Church  was  organized,  and  consequently 
first  enrolled  on  the  list  of  communicants  at  St.  Anne's  Church. 

Since  the  organization  of  this  Parish,  there  have  been.  Bap- 
tisms :  infants,  9 ;  adults,  13  ;  total,  22.  Communicants  :  added 
to  those  who  were  transferred  from  St.  Anne's,  38  ;  removed,  2 ; 
present  number,  78.  Confirmed,  23.  Marriages,  2.  Burials,  5. 
A  Sunday  school  has  been  organized  and  now  numbers  95  schol- 
ars. A  Sunday  school  library,  containing  493  volumes,  has  been 
purchased  by  the  congregation. 

This  Church  yet  suffers  much  from  the  very  limited  number 
that  can  be  accommodated  in  the  Hall.  We  rejoice,  however,  to 
state  that  seven  thousand  and  five  hundred  dollars  have  been  sub- 
scribed towards  the  erection  of  a  convenient  church,  and  the  work 
of  building  is  commenced.  Within  three  or  four  months  from 
this  date,  we  hope  to  go  into  the  basement  of  the  church  ;  and,  if 
aided  liberally  by  our  Christian  friends,  we  shall  be  able  to  con- 
secrate this  temple  to  God,  as  soon  as  next  Christmas-day. 

The  congregation  have  attempted  to  meet  the  current  expenses 
of  the  parish,  this,  the  first  year  of  their  existence  ;  but  it  has  re- 
quired very  great  personal  sacrifices.  Yet  they  have  been  made 
freely,  and  God  has  accepted  the  free-will  offering  at  the  hands 
of  his  people,  and,  by  sending  the  continual  dew  of  his  blessings, 
has  increased  the  graces  of  the  Church,  and  continually  added  to

When  the  undersigned  came  to  this  parish,  in  October  last,  he 
found  a  congregation,  which  had  been  gathered  about  eighteen 
months,  occupying  a  hall,  as  a  place  of  worship.  A  Sunday 
school  of  about  sixty  scholars  was  in  operation,  a  church  edifice 
nearly  completed  ;  and,  though  the  parish  had  been  without  a  min- 
ister for  several  months,  Sunday  services  had  been  regularly  held. 
Early  in  November,  the  new  church  was  finished,  a  large  and 
elegant  organ  erected,  a  vestry-room  built,  and  the  house  pre- 
pared for  public  services.  The  building  is  of  gothic  architecture, 
has  a  tower  and  front  of  granite,  contains  103  pews,  is  ca- 
pable of  seating  about  800  persons,  and  is,  in  every  respect, 
neat  and  convenient.  On  the  10th  day  of  November,  the  Bishop 
of  the  Diocese,  in  the  presence  of  a  large  number  of  the  clergy 
and  laity,  consecrated  this  church  by  the  name  of  St.  John's 
Church,  and  on  the  21st  of  the  same  month  instituted  the  under- 
signed as  Rector. 

During  the  eight  months  past,  the  undersigned  has  officiated 
every  Sunday,  and,  during  the  winter,  has  generally  held  a  third 
service  on  Sunday  evenings.  He  has  maintained  a  Bible  class 
and  a  meeting  of  Sunday  school  teachers,  every  week,  beside 
occasional  meetings  for  religious  conversation  and  inquiry.  He 
has  established  a  communicants'  meeting,  monthly,  and  a  monthly 
Missionary  lecture.  In  addition  to  the  usual  Sunday  services,  he 
superintends  the  Sunday  school,  and  teaches  a  class  of  young 
ladies.  • 

The  numbers  of  the  Sunday  school  have  much  increased  — 
the  teaching  is  believed  to  be  faitliful,  and  the  pupils  seem  inter-

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ested  and  attentive.  The  library,  though  small,  is  good,  and  the 
general  interests  of  the  school  are  prosperous. 

The  temporal  affairs  of  the  parish  are  believed  to  be  in  a  good 
condition.  The  pews  in  the  church  are  generally  rented  and  well 
filled,  and  the  congregations  large  and  attentive.  The  church 
edifice  is  paid  for,  so  far  as  the  workmen  and  contractors  are 
concerned ;  and  though  a  considerable  debt  still  remains  to  be 
ultimately  paid,  we  believe  it  will  be,  if  God  continue  to  prosper 
us,  faithfully  paid  and  discharged. 

On  the  3d  day  of-  April  last,  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  con- 
j&rmed  thirty-one  persons  in  this  parish ;  and  from  the  great  interest 
which  has  been  manifested  in  religion,  the  Rector  is  happy  to  re- 
port its  religious  condition  to  be  sound,  healthy  and  prosperous.

The  present  Rector  entered  upon  his  duties  in  this  parish,  Nov. 
7,  1841.  During  the  seven  months,  there  have  been,  Baptisms : 
children,  2  ;  adults,  43  ;  total,  45.  Communicants  :  added,  70 ; 
died,  or  removed,  2  ;  present  number,  113.  Confirmed,  64. 
Marriages,  none.  Burials,  12.  Sunday  school  and  Bible  class, 
about  100.  Missionary  contributions  :  General  Board  for  Africa, 
620.  Massachusetts  Board,  $20 ;  for  Tracts  distributed  monthly, 
$7  52;  Bishop's  Fund, /or  deficiency,  $7  b6;  Bishop's  Fund, 
Annual  Collection  for  1842,  $12;  Easter  Collection,  1842, 
$13  02 ;  Alms  at  communion,  $10  30 ;  expended  by  the  Ladies' 
Sewing  Society,  for  alteration  of  pulpit,  reading-desk  and  chancel, 
about  $75 ;  for  addition  to  the  Episcopal  Social  Library,  (now 
containing  286  vols.)  $30  69 ;  and  for  blinds  to  the  church,  $40. 
The  members  of  the  parish  have  also  paid,  or  completed  a  sub- 
scription for  the  payment,  of  the  only  debt  due  from  them,  of 
about  $140,  being  the  balance  due  for  painting  the  exterior  of  the 
church,  and  other  small  demands  contracted  previous  to  the  time 
included  in  this  report.  The  circulation  of  the  Christian  Witness 
and  Church  Advocate  has  been  increased  from  seven  or  eight, 
to  thirty  copies,  and  it  is  believed  it  will  be  found  a  useful  aux- 
iliary in  the  promotion  of  evangelical  truth. 

It  is  with  feelings  of  devout  gratitude  to  God  for  the  success 
which  has  attended  his  ministry  in  this  parish,  that  the  Rector 
makes  his  first  report  to  the  Convention.  When  he  visited  the 
parish  in  November,  the  church  had  been  closed  a  few  Sundays, 
and  services  had  been  held  near  the  church  by  ministers  of  the 
Methodist  and  Baptist  denominations.  These,  however,  were  dis- 
continued soon  after  the  commencement  of  his  labors.  An  en- 
couraging increase  in  the  numbers  who  attended  his  ministry,  and 
an  attentive  listening  to  the  word  preached,  induced  him  to  accept 
an  invitation  to  remain  until  Easter.  Early  in  January,  there 
were  perceptible  indications  of  an  awakened  religious  interest  on 
the  minds  of  a  few  persons  ;  this  gradually  extended,  until  nwij 
were  foimd  inquiring*  the  way  of  salvation.    Believing  that  tbe 
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parishioners  were  in  a  state  of  mind  to  be  profited  by  extra  re- 
ligious services,  the  assistance  of  some  of  his  brethren  was  ob- 
tained early  in  the  season  of  Lent,  and  their  faithful  exhibition 
and  enforcement  of  the  truth  as  it  is  in  Jesus,  was  blessed  by  the 
Spirit  of  God  in  the  building  up  of  Zion.  During  Lent,  services 
were  held  on  Ash  Wednesday  and  Good  Friday,  and  on  Wednes- 
day and  Friday  evenings,  and  every  evening,  save  one,  during 
Passion  Week.  In  addition  to  the  usual  services  on  Sunday, 
we  have  a  lecture  on  Wednesday  evening,  which  is  well  attended ; 
occasional  religious  meetings  are  also  held  at  other  times. 

Having  received  and  accepted  an  unanimous  invitation  to  the 
Bectorship  of  this  Church,  the  undersigned  received  priest's  orders 
on  Easter  Monday,  March  28,  the  Rev.  T.  M.  Clark,  Rector  of 
tjrrace  Church,  and  the  Rev.  John  Woart,  Rector  pf  Christ  Church, 
Boston,  assisting  in  the  services  and  in  the  laying  on  of  hands. 
To  both  these  brethren  the  parish  of  St.  Andrew's  is  much  indebt- 
ed for  their  zeal  in  preaching  Christ,  on  this  and  on  other  occa- 
sions ;  and  they  have  the  satisfaction  to  believe  that  their  preach- 
ing was  not  in  vain  in  the  Lord ;  but  that  it  was  in  demonstration

This  church  is  situated  in  a  small  village  seven  miles  from  Han- 
over, in  which  there  are  three  settled  ministers  of  the  C#ngrega- 
tional.  Baptist,  and  Unitarian  denominations. 

The  former  Rectors  of  St.  Andrew's  Church,  Hanover,  have 
preached  part  of  the  time  in  this  parish.  I  have  there  held  three 
services,  on  Sunday  evenings,  since  my  connexion  with  St.  An- 
drew's. And  at  the  funeral  of  Capt.  Luther  Little,  long  known 
as  a  friend  and  generous  supporter  of  the  Church  in  Marshfield, 
I  also  preached  to  a  large  congregation.

During  the  last  conventional  year,  this  parish  has  materially 
sufiered  in  its  temporalities,  by  the  reverses  which  have  befallen 
some  of  its  chief  supporters.  We  are  not  aware,  however,  that 
this  has  operated  to  discourage  its  friends,  much  less  to  abate  their 
interest  in  its  welfare.  On  the  contrary,  we  think  we  can  per- 
ceive indications  of  a  greater  degree  of  oneness  and  attachment. 
We  have  always  been  of  the  opinion,  that,  in  order  to  secure  the 
efficiency  of  the  ministry,  and  the  stability  of  the  parish,  there 
should  be  with  the  communicants  an  onward  progression,  in  tlie 
knowledge  of  the  doctrines  of  Christ,  and  a  steady,  prayerful  re- 
gard to  "  all  godliness  of  living."  To  encourage  such  a  state,  I 
have  for  some  months  met  the  communicants,  semi-monthly,  on 
Monday  evening,  for  the  purpose  of  familiarizing  their  minds  with 
the  nature  of  their  and  my  own  duties  and  responsibilities.  It  is 
our  intention  to  make  this  a  permanent  exercise,  and  propose  a 
course  of  familiar  instructions  in  the  doctrines  and  principles  of 
the  Church.  Surrounded  as  we  are  by  heretical  opuiions,  we 
deem  such  a  course  extremely  desirable,  that  each  communicant 
may  be  able  to  give  a  reason  of  the  hope  that  is  in  him. 

On  the  alternate  Monday  evening,  I  have  been  accustomed,  for 
like  reasons,  to  read  Bishop  Wilson's  Evidences  of  Christianity 
to  a  class  of  young  persons,  accompanied  with  such  familiar  illus- 
trations as  may  render  them  easy  of  apprehension  to  the  humblest 
capacity.  Besides  the  usual  Sunday  services,  two,  and  sometimes 
three,  other  religious  exercises  in  the  lecture-room,  or  vicinity, 
have  been  continued  through  the  year.  A  delightful  measure  of 
spiritual-minded ness  succeeded  the  meeting  of  the  Convocation 
in  the  winter,  which  the  Lent  exercises  very  much  increased.  A 
few  were  brought  under  convictions  of  sin,  and  have  been,  as  we 
trust,  truly  renewed  by  the  Holy  Ghost.  Circumstances  of  a  pain- 
ful  nature  followed,  which  injured  the  pious  feelings  that  existed. 
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and  it  was  not  long  before  the  newly-awakened  interest  subsided. 
At  present,  there  seems  to  be  a  return  to  a  better  feeling,  and  our 
hope  is,  that  the  visit  of  our  beloved  Diocesan,  in  the  month  of 
August,  will  find  us  happily  prepared  for  so  rich  a  benefit. 

The  exertions  which  were  found  necessary  in  order  to  sustain 
the  ministry,  under  our  pecuniary  embarrassments,  operated,  as 
will  be  perceived,  to  lessen  the  sums  usually  raised  for  other 
benevolent  purposes.  The  Ladies'  Sewing  Circle,  by  their  un- 
tiring efforts,  raised,  during  the  year,  the  sum  of  $90,  which,  with 
the  monthly  offerings,  and  monies  received  from  the  Massachu- 
setts Board,  which  are  gratefully  acknowledged,  enabled  the 
parish  to  get  through  the  year  free  of  all  incumbrances. 

On  hearing  of  the  success  which  had  attended  the  Missionary 
efforts  of  our  worthy  neighbors  at  Hanover,  we  were  induced,  in 
the  month  of  February,  to  try  a  similar  experiment.  A  Parochial 
Society  was  formed,  and  collectors  sent  out  to  obtain  subscribers 
of  a  cent  per  week,  for  missionary  and  other  purposes,  at  the 
option  of  the  subscriber.  To  our  surprise,  on  casting  up  the  ag- 
gregate, we  found  an  income  of  890  for  the  year  commencing 
with  February.  About  850  of  this  is  for  missionary  purposes. 
Of  this  amount,  820  have  been  pledged  to  the  General  Board  for 
Foreign  Missions  ;  810  of  which  were  sent  last  month,  and  810  to 
the  Massachusetts  Board. 

Upon  the  whole,  we  have  much  to  encourage  us,  for  which  we 
would  be  devoutly  thankful  to  the  God  and  Father  of  all  our

Since  the  last  Convention,  this  parish  has  suffered  the  loss  of  its 
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Rector,  the  Rev.  Edmund  Neville,  who  resigned  the  parish  for  a 
field  of  labor,  in  Philadelphia.  His  loss  was  severely  felt,  and 
the  prosperity  which  the  parish  had  enjoyed  under  his  faithful 
and  able  ministry  was  checked  by  his  resignation,  and  the  few 
succeeding  months  were  marked  by  comparative  discouragement 
and  depression.  But,  through  the  blessing  of  God,  the  check  has 
proved  temporary.  The  subscriber  took  the  resident  chturge  of 
St.  Thomas'  in  November  last,  and,  at  Easter,  entered  on  the 
duties  of  Rector.  The  winter  was  one  of  very  encouraging  pros- 
perity, and  the  parish  has  never  felt  itself  so  strong  as  now.  A 
number  of  families  have  recently  joined  the  congregation,  and  the 
church,  though  enlarged  from  its  former  dimensions,  has  but  few 
good  sittings  unoccupied.  The  attendance  on  all  the  services  is 
good.  The  season  of  Lent  was  observed  by  such  services  as  the 
Church  contemplates  for  that  season,  and  was  a  period  of  decided 
spiritual  increase. 

The  various  parochial  institutions  are  doing  well,  and  the  mis- 
sionary contributions  have  been  diminished  from  those  of  the  two 
former  years  only  by  the  unsettled  condition  of  the  parish  as  to 
its  Rector,  and  by  the  large  contributions  necessary  to  complete 
the  repairs  on  the  church  edifice,  now  one  of  the  most  convenient 
and  beautiful  in  the  Diocese. 

The  financial  affairs  of  the  parish  are  prosperous ;  the  support 
of  the  Church  as  cheerful  as  it  is  liberal ;  unusual  harmony  marks 
the  movements  of  the  people  in  all  their  present  arrangements ; 
the  prejudices  of  tlie  community  against  the  Church  are  yielding 
here,  as  elsewhere,  and,  through  a  succession  of  trials,  the  parish 
seems  to  have  reached  the  point  of  a  stable  and  influential  exist- 
ence. And,  chiefly,  the  grace  of  God  is  so  evidently  dispensed 
amongst  us,  as  to  make  us  feel  that  the  promise  is  to  us.

Massachusetts  Board,  $30.  Sunday  school:  scholars,  127;

This  parish  is  at  present  in  a  very  promising  condition.  The 
congregation  has  increased  very  considerably  during  the  past 
year.  Our  Sunday  school  never  was  so  large,  and  never  more 
interesting  than  now.  Several  of  the  scholars  are  candidates  for 
confirmation.  The  Church  debt  has  been  somewhat  reduced 
since  the  last  report,  by  the  liberal  contributions  of  both  ladies 
and  gentlemen  of  the  parish.  On  the  fifth  Sunday  after  Easter, 
I  baptized  the  three  adults  above  reported ;  these  individuals  were 
from  the  three  great  divisions  of  the  human  family.  One  was  a 
scholar  in  the  Sunday  school,  another  in  middle  age,  and  the 
third  was  eighty -four  years  old.  The  increase  of  the  communion 
has  been  such  as  clearly  to  indicate  that  God's  blessing  has  rested 
upon  our  labors,  and  to  His  name  be  the  praise.  Less  than  four 
years  ago,  the  number  of  communicants  in  this  infant  parish,  was 
30.     The  present  number  is  80.

Four  of  the  above  adult  baptisms  were  by  immersion.  Bap- 
tism has  been  administered  in  this  mode  by  the  Rector  of  thii( 
Church,  on  seven  different  occasions,  and  three  times  during  the 
past  year.  Those  mentioned  above  as  added  to  the  Church,  are 
each  new  communicants. 

The  number  who  attend  public  worship  continues  to  be  small ; 
two  thirds,  probably,  of  the  adults  being  professedly  religious  peo- 
ple. The  Rector's  salary  remains  the  same  as  in  former  years, 
$300 ;  and  the  extent  of  the  parish  seems  not  to  warrant  any  in- 
crease of  it. 

But,  though  our  numbers  are  small,  yet  the  Lord  has  not  over- 
looked us  in  dispensing  spiritual  blessings.  A  large  proportion, 
particularly  of  our  young  people,  have,  we  trust,  turned  to  the 
Lord,  and  have  joined  the  fellowship  of  his  flock.  Whatever  has 
been  done,  either  by  minister  or  people,  to  extend  the  Redeemer's 
kingdom  among  us,  seems  to  have  been  eminently  owned  and 
blessed.  Though  there  is  certainly  much  to  lament  in  our  spirit- 
ual state,  both  as  individuals  and  as  a  community,  yet  we  feel 
bound  to  acknowledge  that  the  Lord  is  very  good  and  gracious  to  us. 

Several  of  our  young  people  have  recently  presented  to  the 
Church  an  elegant  Bible,  the  one  formerly  used  having  been 
merely  loaned  for  the  purpose. 

A  gown,  too,  has  been  presented  to  the  Rector  by  the  ladies  of 
the  parish. 

To  replenish  the  Sunday  school  library,  a  subscription  of  about 
$20  has  been  recently  raised. 

These  acts  of  generosity  are  the  more  worthy  of  notice,  as 
they  are  performed  chiefly  by  those  who  have  no  other  income 
than  their  daUy  earnings.  j^^^^  L.  B.  Goodww.

The  undersigned  commenced  officiating  in  Christ  Church, 
Clappville,  in  December,  1841. 

The  general  features  of  this  parish  remain  nearly  the  same  as 
they  were  reported  to  the  last  Convention.  The  usual  attendance 
at  church,  improves,  though  it  is  yet  much  smaller  than  the  popu- 
lation of  the  village  is  capable  of  affording. 

The  number  of  families  attending  church,  32.  Communicants, 
84.  Marriages,  none.  Baptisms :  adults,  2.  Burials,  3.  Com- 
municants :  added  4.     Sunday  school  scholars,  25  ;  teachers,  4. 

Besides  regular  services  on  Sundays  and  week-days,  at  Clapp- 
ville, a  sermon  has  been  regularly  preached  once  in  a  fortnight, 
at  the  village  of  Cherry  Valley,  to  very  respectable  and  attentive 
congregations. 

The  prospects  of  this  parish  seem  a  little  gloomy,  but  there  are 
still  in  it  pious  Christians,  whom  discouragements  never  move, 
whose  reverential  prayers  and  pious  deeds  are  so  united  as  to 
njove  the  gratitude  of  their  minister,  and  to  evince  that  Christ's 
spirit  abides  in  his  Church.

In  addition  to  these  contributions,  about  $700  have  been  paid 
for  an  organ,  including  $420  which  was  reported  at  the  last  Con- 
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vention,  but  was  not  then  applied.  Besides  this,  about  8400  have 
been  recently  raised,  by  subscriptions  in  the  parish,  towards  the 
church  debt. 

The  plan  of  weekly  offerings  has  been  commenced  in  the  Sun- 
day school,  and  by  this  means  $16  of  the  $29,  paid  to  the  Massa- 
chusetts Board  of  Missions,  has  been  contributed.  The  scholars 
are  much  interested  in  the  plan,  and  it  promises  more  than  has 
been  already  realized. 

The  number  confirmed,  the  additions  to  the  communion,  and 
the  amount  of  contributions,  have  been  greater  the  past  year  than 
in  any  previous  one.  The  same  is  true  in  regsu'd  to  deaths  and 
removals.  More  would  have  been  contributed  for  objects  out  of 
the  parish,  were  we  not  obliged  to  pay  interest  upon  the  debt, 
which  amounts  to  no  inconsiderable  sum.  It  is  expected  that  it  will 
be  reduced  gradually ;  and  until  it  shall  be  entirely  cancelled,  it 
is  hoped  that  the  interest  of  the  people  in  missionary  objects  will 
not  be  estimated  by  the  amounts  given  in  aid  of  them. 

During  the  year,  the  usual  services  have  been  regularly  held, 
and  the  holy  days  of  the  Church  observed.  The  season  of  Lent 
was  one  of  unwonted  religious  interest,  the  frequent  services  being 
well  attended,  and,  as  we  hope,  blessed  to  the  souls  of  the  people. 

This  parish  is  yet  in  its  infancy  ;  but  we  trust,  that  under  the 
smiles  of  the  Great  Head  of  the  Church,  it  will  grow  and  thrive, 
and  be  a  blessing  to  many  generations.

Although  but  few  individuals  in  this  parish  have  professed  pub- 
licly their  faith  in  the  Redeemer,  during  the  last  year,  still, 
through  the  influence  of  the  prescribed  services  of  the  Church, 
the  circulation  of  religious  tracts,  catechetical  instruction,  and 
frequent  visiting  from  house  to  house,  there  has  been  an  increas- 
ing attachment  to  the  principles  of  the  Church,  and  a  marked  in- 
terest in  the  truths  of  the  gospel.

The  Rector  of  this  parish  is  happy  to  say,  that  its  condition  is 
more  prosperous  than  at  any  former  period  of  his  connection  with 
it.  Although  the  sphere  of  labor  comprises  a  gradually  diminish- 
ing population  of  less  than  1200  souls,  attached  to  four  religious 
denominations,  nevertheless,  by  the  blessing  of  God,  the  Church 
has  steadily  advanced,  in  numbers  and  influence,  and  has  outlived 
whatever  of  prejudice  or  opposition  which  may  have  existed 
against  her  forms,  her  doctrines,  and  her  peculiar  claims.  The 
present  season,  all  the  children  and  youth  of  the  parish,  without  a 
single  exception,  are  connected  with  the  Sunday  school  and  Bible 
classes,  and  it  is  hoped  and  believed,  that  the  efforts  made  for 
their  moral  and  religious  improvement,  will  exert  a  happy  influ- 
ence upon  their  own  and  the  Church's  prosperity. 

The  choir  of  singers  connected  with  this  pariah,  under  tb^ 
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direction  of  William  T.  Filly,  Esq.  who  plays  the  organ,  and  de- 
votes one  evening  a  week  to  their  instruction  gratuitously,  is 
large  and  well  trained,  and  performs  with  great  acceptance  the 
music  of  the  Church. 

The  objects  which  have  presented  their  claims  upon  her  liber- 
ality, have  been  exceedingly  numerous,  and  it  should  be  borne  in 
mind  in  justification  of  her  not  responding  to  every  call,  that  even 
during  her  infknt  existence  and  seasons  of  subsequent  depression, 
she  has  ever  relied  under  God  upon  her  own  resources,  and  that 
the  annual  burden  during  the  last  eleven  years  imposed  upon  her 
members,  has  averaged  more  than  $1200.

The  contributions  made  by  this  parish  during  the  last  three 
years,  have  been  entirely  devoted  to  their  own  wants  ;  excepting 
the  small  sum  that  has  been  annually  raised  for  the  Bishop's  Fund. 
Having  been  much  reduced  by  the  formation  of  a  new  parish  at 
Van  Deusenville,  their  wants  were  many,  and  their  means  limited. 
Within  the  last  three  years  a  large  amount  of  necessaries  for  the 
Church  and  Sunday  school  has  been  purchased ;  and  it  has  taken 
all  the  monies  raised  by  the  Ladies'  Society,  and  the  stated  ofiTer- 
ings  of  the  Church. 

The  last  year,  also,  has  brought  considerable  pecuniary  em- 
barrassment to  the  members  of  the  parish.

The  concerns,  both  temporal  and  spiritual,  of  this  Church,  do 
not  differ  materially  from  what  they  have  been  for  several  years 
past  There  are  a  considerable  number  of  families,  (more  theui 
fifty)  nominally  attached  to  the  Church  ;  so  that  there  are  not 
wanting  materials  for  a  very  respectable  congregation,  could  they 
be  induced  to  a  regular  attendance  on  divine  worship. 

From  its  commencement  in  this  place,  the  Church  has  had  to 
struggle  hard  against  combined  opposition  ;  and  though,  at  times, 
that  opposition  seemed  to  be  giving  way,  yet  it  may  be  questioned, 
I  think,  whether  the  opposing  spirit  has,  in  any  material  degree, 
been  diminished.

The  undersigned,  in  compliance  with  a  Canon  of  the  General 
Convention  of  1835,  "  requiring  every  clergyman,  not  regularly 
settled  in  any  parish  or  church,  to  report  to  the  ecclesiastical  au- 
thority of  his  Diocese,  the  occasional  services  he  may  have  per- 
formed," reports,  that,  from  the  date  of  his  ordination  as  Deacon, 
May  12,  1841,  to  Nov.  7,  1841,  at  which  time  he  commenced  his 
labors  in  the  parish  of  St.  Andrew's,  Hanover,  he  preached  ffty 
sermons  at  fifteen  different  places  in  Massachusetts,  Maine,  New 
Hampshire,  and  Vermont.

To  the  Right  Rev,  Alexander  V.  Griswold,  D.  D.  Bishop  of  the 
Eastern  Diocese : 

In  compliance  with  the  charge  imposed  by  Canon  on  a  clergy- 
man without  cure,  I  submit  this  account  of  my  official  performan- 
ces, the  past  year. 

I  officiated  the  last  time,  as  statedly  charged  with  the  duty,  at 
South  Leicester,  the  first  Sunday  in  December.  Being  somewhat 
enfeebled  in  health,  and  having  a  multitude  of  domestic  cares,  I 
had  nothing  for  several  weeks  to  do  falling  within  the  scope  of 
this  report. 

Jan.  29th,  I  performed  the  funeral  service  over  the  remains  of 
a  young  woman  in  Charlton.  Feb  3d,  preached  at  a  clerical 
meeting  convoked  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Lee,  at  Springfield.  Feb.  6th, 
preached  one  sermon  at  Christ  Church,  Springfield.  Feb.  25th, 
baptized,  in  Charlton,  a  young  woman,  sister  of  the  one  above-men- 
tioned, in  private  ;  she  being  very  sick  (as  appeared  afterwards)

with  her  last  sickness.  April  7th,  Fast  Day  ;  officiated  at  Christ 
Church,  South  Leicester.  April  10th,  Sunday ;  officiated  at 
the  Church  in  Blandford,  and  delivered  a  lecture  the  next  even- 
ing. April  17th,  Sunday  ;  officiated  (service  and  sermon)  at 
Christ  Church,  South  Leicester.  April  27th,  officiated  (three  ser- 
vices)  at  Warehouse  Point,  Ct.

The  Right  Rev.  the  Bishop  being  about  to  leave  the 
city,  on  an  official  visitation  to  Rhode  Island,  was  unable 
to  give  his  further  attendance  upon  the  business  of  the 
Convention,  and  retired,  after  calling  the  Rev.  Mr.  Clark  to 
the  Chair,  who  was  subsequently  chosen  President,  pro 
tern. 

The  following  Preamble  and  Resolutions  were  then 
presented  and  read : 

Whereas,  this  Convention  has  duly  considered  that  part  of  the 
Bishop's  Address  to  the  last  Convention  of  the  Eastern  Diocese, 
relating  to  the  appointment  of  an  Assistant  Bishop  for  the  Diocese 
of  Massachusetts,  Resolved^  That  this  Convention  respectfully  and 
affectionately  assure  our  venerated  Bishop,  that  we  are  entirely 
satisfied  with  the  services  he  is  now  renderingf  and  has  so  long 
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and  so  faithfully  rendered  us,  —  and  so  far  from  desiring  to  have 
any  further  or  other  Episcopal  services  than  he  is  accustomed  to 
afford,  we  expressly  desire  that  we  may  remain  under  his  exclu- 
sive charge,  while  his  health  and  strength  shall  continue. 

Resolved^  That  a  copy  of  this  Resolution,  authenticated  by  the 
Acting  President  and  the  Secretary  of  the  Convention,  be  communi- 
cated to  the  Bishop.

The  Rev.  Mr.  Watson  having  proposed  a  revision  of 
article  III.  of  the  Constitution  of  the  Church  in  Massa-

Resolved,  That  the  subject  be  referred  to  a  Committee 
of  three  gentlemen,  to  report  thereon  at  the  next  Annual 
Convention. 

Whereupon,  the  following  persons  were  appointed  to 
compose  this  Committee  :  William  D.  Sohier,  Esq.  Ed- 
ward S.  Rand,  Jr.  Esq.  and  the  Rev.  John  L.  Watson. 

The  Secretary  laid  before  the  Convention  the  following 
communication  from  the  "Secretary  of  the  Convention  of 
the  Eastern  Diocese. 

The  Financial  Committee  would  respectfully  report  to  the 
Convention,  that,  upon  examination,  they  find  that,  since  the  year 
1836,  there  has  been  every  year  a  deficiency  in  the  sum  annually 
pledged  by  the  Convention  of  the  Eastern  Diocese  towards  the 
Bishop^s  support ;  which  deficiency,  at  the  present  time,  amounts 
to  about  the  sum  of  thirteen  hundred  dollars.  And  they  recom- 
mend that  collections  be  taken  in  all  the  churches  in  the  Diocese 
on  or  before  the  second  Sunday  in  December  next,  to  be  appro- 
priated to  the  payment  of  this  deficiency.  And  they  also  recom- 
mend that  the  Treasurer  of  the  Episcopal  Fund  be  requested  to 
cause  circulars,  containing  the  above  recommendation,  to  be  dis-. 
tributed  to  the  several  churches  in  the  Diocese.  And  the  Finan- 
cial Committee  further  recommend  that,  in  order  to  prevent  such 
deficiency  in  future  years,  the  several  State  -Conventions,  at  their 
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next  annual  meetings,  be  requested  to  assume,  and  cause  to  be 
collected  and  paid  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Episcopal  Fund,  the 
said  annual  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars,  in  the  following  propor- 
tions, namely  :  Massachusetts,  six  hundred  and  fifty  dollars ; 
Rhode  Island,  three  hundred  dollars ;  and  Maine,  fifly  dollars : 
and  that  the  Secretary  of  this  Convention  be  requested  to  commu- 
nicate the  above  to  the  Secretaries  of  the  State  Conventions  of 
Massachusetts,  Rhode  Island,  and  Maine.

The  Rev.  Mr.  Ballard,  from  the  Committee  on  Finance, 
to  whom  was  referred  the  communication  of  the  Secretary 
of  the  Convention  of  the  Eastern  Diocese,  presented  the 
following  Report : 

The  Committee  of  Finance  report  to  the  Convention,  that  upon 
consideration  of  the  communication  from  the  Secretary  of  the 
Eastern  Diocese,  concerning  the  deficiency  in  the  Bishop's  salary, 
they  recommend  that  collections  be  made  in  all  the  Churches  in 
this  Diocese,  on  or  before  the  second  Sunday  in  December  next, 
to  be  appropriated  to  the  payment  of  this  deficiency.

Lee,  of  Springfield,  and  the  Rev.  Dr.  Easiburn,  then  ad- 
dressed the  congregation. 

On  Thursday  morning,  at  8  o'clock,  there  was  a  mis- 
sionary meeting  at  the  chapel  of  St.  Paul's  Church,  in 
behalf  of  the  General  Board  of  Foreign  Missions,  and  ad- 
dresses delivered  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Milnor  and  the  Rev.  Dr.

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ARTICLE  VI. 

A  Secretary  shall  be  chosen  upon  the  eissembling  of  the  An- 
nual Convention,  from  among  the  members  thereof,  who  shall 
remain  in  office  Until  the  meeting  of  the  next  Convention. 

ARTICLE  VIl. 

The  members  of  the  Convention  present  on  due  notification, 
and  duly  organized,  shall  constitute  a  quorum  to  transact  the 
ordinary  business  of  the  Convention.  The  Clergy  and  lay  dele- 
gates shall  deliberate  as  one  body,  and  vote  as  such,  except 
when  a  division  is  called  for ;  in  which  case,  a  concurrence  of 
both  orders  shall  be  necessary  to  carry  any  measure.  All  elec- 
tions shall  be  by  ballot,  unless  otherwise  ordered  by  the  Conven- 
tion* 

ARTICLE  VIIL 

There  shall  be  a  Standing  Committee,  to  consist  of  six  mem- 
bers; three  clergymen  and  three  laymen.  They  shall  keep 
regular  minutes  of  their  proceedings,  and  shall  report  the  same 
annually  to  the  Convention.     A  majority  shall  be  a  quorum. 

ARTICLE  IX. 

This  Constitution  shall  not  be  subject  to  alteration  in  any  arti- 
cle except  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Convention  ;  nor  unless 
such  alteration  shall  have  been  proposed  at  least  one  annual 
meeting  previous  to  its  adoption. 
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or  regularly  officiating  in  some  parish  within  this  Commonwealth ; 
or  being  a  President,  Professor,  Tutor,  or  Instructor  in  some  CJol- 
lege  or  Seminary  of  learning,  and  performing  clerical  functions  ; 
or  being  a  Missionary  under  the  direction  of  the  ecclesiastical 
authority  of  this  Commonwealth,  or  a  Chaplain  in  the  army  or 
navy  of  the  United  States,  or  in  any  benevolent  or  other  public 
institution,  shall  be  entitled  to  a  seat  and  vote  in  the  Convention, 
if  he  have  been  actually  as  well  as  canonically  resident  within 
this  State  for  the  space  of  six  calendar  months  next  before  the 
meeting  of  the  Convention,  and  has,  for  the  same  period,  been 
employed  in  performing  the  duties  of  his  station,  or  have  been 
canonically  instituted.  Provided,  however,  that  no  clergyman, 
otherwise  entitled  to  a  seat  and  vote  in  the  Convention,  shall  by 
reason  of  advanced  years,  or  infirm  health,  or  temporary  absence, 
be  divested  of  such  privilege. 

Every  parish  in  this  Commonwealth  in  union  with  this  Con- 
vention, shall  be  entitled  to  send  to  the  Convention  a  lay  delegate, 
or  delegates,  not  exceeding  three,  a  certificate  of  whose  appoint- 
ment, signed  by  the  Wardens  or  Parish  Clerk,  shall,  before  his 
or  their  admission  to  a  seat,  be  laid  before  the  Convention.  Pro- 
vided, that  no  person  shall  be  competent  to  serve  as  a  lay  dele- 
gate, unless  he  be  a  stated  worshipper  in  the  parish  which  he 
represents.  The  delegation  from  each  parish  shall  be  entitled, 
on  a  division,  by  orders,  to  but  one  vote. 


ARTICLE  IV. 

New  parishes  may  be  admitted  into  union  with  this  Conven- 
tion, on  motion,  by  a  majority  of  votes,  provided  they  shall  have 
laid  before  the  Convention  written  evidence,  subscribed  by  the 
Wardens  and  Vestry,  that  they  are  duly  organized,  and  accede  to 
the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  this  Church. 


ARTICLE  v. 

The  Bishop  of  this  Diocese  shall  preside  in  the  Convention. 
But,  in  case  of  a  vacancy,  or  necessary  absence,  the  members 
shall  elect  a  president  from  among  the  clergy. 
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ARTICLE  VI. 

A  Secretary  shall  be  chosen  upon  the  assembling  of  the  An- 
nual Convention,  from  among  the  members  thereof,  who  shall 
remain  in  office  until  the  meeting  of  the  next  Convention. 

ARTICLE  VII. 

The  members  of  the  Convention  present  on  due  notification, 
and  duly  organized,  shall  constitute  a  quorum  to  transact  the 
ordinary  business  of  the  Convention.  The  Clergy  and  lay  dele- 
gates shall  deliberate  as  one  body,  and  vote  as  such,  except 
when  a  division  is  called  for ;  in  which  case,  a  concurrence  of 
both  orders  shall  be  necessary  to  carry  any  measure.  All  elec- 
tions shall  be  by  ballot,  unless  otherwise  ordered  by  the  Conven- 
tion* 

ARTICLE  VIIL 

There  shall  be  a  Standing  Committee,  to  consist  of  six  mem- 
bers; three  clergymen  and  three  laymen.  They  shall  keep 
regular  minutes  of  their  proceedings,  and  shall  report  the  same 
annually  to  the  Convention.     A  majority  shall  be  a  quorum. 

ARTICLE  IX. 

This  Constitution  shall  not  be  subject  to  alteration  in  any  arti- 
cle except  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Convention  ;  nor  unless 
such  alteration  shall  have  been  proposed  at  least  one  annual 
meeting  previous  to  its  adoption. 
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Canon  of  i828, 

Respecting  Contingent  Expenses. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  parish  in  this  State,  after  the  first 
day  of  January,  1829,  to  raise  and  send  to  the  Treasurer  of  the 
Convention,  to  defray  the  contingent  expenses  of  the  Church  in 
this  State,  a  sum  of  money  annually,  which  shall  be  as  much  as 
one  per  centum  and  one  half  of  one  per  centum  on  the  salary  of  its 
minister :  and  those  parishes  which  are  destitute  of  a  clergyman, 
and  which  are  represented  by  lay  delegates  in  the  Convention, 
shall  pay  at  least  five  dollars  annually,  or  send  a  certified  copy 
of  a  vote  that  they  are  unable  to  pay  the  same  ;  and  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  Treasurer,  to  certify  in  his  Annual  Report,  what 
parishes  have  neglected  to  comply  with  the  requisitions  of  this 
Canon.  The  money  thus  raised  and  paid  into  the  treasury  of  the 
Convention,  shall  be  subject  to  appropriation  by  a  majority  of  the 
votes  of  the  Standing  Committee,  Secretary,  and  Treasurer  of 
the  Convention ;  and  the  following  appropriations  shall  always 
be  deemed  proper,  namely,  to  pay  the  travelling  expenses  of  the 
Bishop  to  this  Convention  ;  to  pay  the  travelling  expenses  of 
such  clerical  members  of  the  Convention  as  cannot  afibrd  to  pay 
the  same,  not  exceeding  ten  dollars  to  any  clergyman  in  one 
year  ;  to  pay  the  travelling  expenses  of  the  clericcd  delegates  to 
the  General  Triennial  Convention,  not  exceeding  twenty-five 
dollars  to  each  clerical  delegate  ;  to  pay  to  the  delegates  of  the 
Church  in  this  State  to  the  General  Convention,  such  sums  as 
shall  enable  them  to  pay  the  quota  assessed  on  the  several 
churches  in  this  State  by  each  General  Convention,  for  the  con- 
tingent expenses  thereof;  and  to  pay  for  publishing  the  Journals 
of  this  Convention,  and  such  other  publications  as  shall  be  pub- 
lished by  order  of  this  Convention ;  and  every  parish  shall  be 
entitled  to  five  copies  at  least,  of  every  publication  printed  by 
order  of  the  Convention. 
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(Rmon  of  tide  URtntval  Coniimtion  of  i835, 

On  the  mode  of  securing  an  accurate  view  of  the  state  of  the 

Church  from  time  to  time. 

Section  1.  As  a  full  and  accurate  view  of  the  state  of  the 
Church,  from  time  to  time,  is  highly  useful  and  necessary,  it  is 
hereby  ordered  that  every  Minister  of  this  Church  shall  present, 
or  cause  to  be  delivered,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  every  an- 
nual  Convention,  to  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  or,  where  there  is 
no  Bishop,  to  the  President  of  tlie  Convention,  a  statement  of  the 
number  of  baptisms,  confirmations,  marriages,  and  funerals,  and 
of  the  number  of  communicants  in  his  parish  or  church,  and  of 
all  other  matters  that  J  may  throw  light  on  the  state  of  the  same  ; 
and  these  parochial  reports,  or  such  parts  of  them  as  the  Bishop 
shall  think  fit,  shall  be  read  and  entered  on  the  journals  of  the 
Convention.  And  every  other  clergyman  not  regularly  settled 
in  any  parish  or  church,  shall  also  report  to  the  ecclesiastical  au- 
thority of  his  Diocese,  the  occasional  services  he  may  have  per- 
formed ;  and,  if  he  have  performed  no  such  services,  the  causes 
or  reasons  which  have  prevented  the  same.

Morning  prayer  was  then  read  by  the  Rev.  Jacob  Pear- 
son, Rector  of  St.  John's  Church,  Ashfield,  assisted  by 
the  Rev.  T.  W.  Snow,  Missionary  in  the  Southern  District 
of  the  Diocese,  who  read  the  Lessons.  The  Ante-Com- 
munion Service  was  read  by  the  Bishop,  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Snow  reading  the  Epistle.  The  Rt.  Rev.  the  Bishop  then 
delivered  his  Primary  Charge;  after  which  a  collection 
was  made  at  the  Offertory,  in  aid  of  the  Society  for  the 
Relief  of  the  Widows  and  Orphans  of  deceased  Clergy- 
men of  the  Diocese.  The  Holy  Communion  was  then 
administered  by  the  Bishop,  assisted  by  the  Rev.  Titus 
Strong,  D.  D.  Rector  of  St.  James's,  ^Greenfield,  and  the 
Rev.  Messrs.  Pearson  and  Snow.

At  a  meeting  held  July  5th,  1842,  the  Committee  signed  the 
canonical  certificate  of  consent  to  the  consecration  of  the  Rev. 
John  Johns,  D.  D.,  Assistant  Bishop  elect  of  the  Diocese  of 
Virginia. 

At  a  meeting  held  August  19th,  1842,  the  Right  Rev.  Bishop 
of  the  Diocese  having  represented  to  the  Committee  that  he 
deems  it  expedient  to  call  a  special  Convention  of  the  Church  in 
Massachusetts,  to  act  upon  a  proposal  for  the  election  of  an 
Assistant  Bishop,  and  asking  the  advice  and  opinion  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  this  measure,  it  was  voted,  that  the  Committee  recom- 
mend the  measure  suggested,  and  advise  the  call  of  such  a 
Convention. 

At  a  meeting  held  October  6th,  1842,  the  Committee  appointed 
by  the  Special  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  Massachusetts  to 
announce  to  the  Rev.  Manton  Eastburn,  D.  D.  his  election  to  the 
office  of  Assistant  Bishop  in  this  Diocese,  having  communicated 
to  the  Standing  Committee  that  the  Bishop  elect  had  accepted  the 
office,  it  was  voted,  that  in  behalf  of  the  Standing  Committee, 
the  President  and  Secretary  be,  and  they  are  hereby  authorized 
to  adopt  all  such  measures  as  shall  be  necessary  to  carry  into 
full  efiect  the  instructions  of  the  Special  Convention  to  procure 
the  consecration  of  the  Bishop  elect. 
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All  which  is  respectfully  submitted,  in  behalf  of  the  CJom- 
mittee.

The  Rev.  Mr.  Mason,  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Mis- 
sions of  the  Diocese,  read  the  following 

Hepcrt : 

The  Board  of  Missions  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in 
Massachusetts,  respectfully  present  to  the  Convention,  their 
seventh  annual  report. 

The  decease  of  our  late  venerated  Father  in  God,  was  an 
event  deeply  mourned  by  the  Board,  over  which  he  had  presided 
since  its  formation,  and  in  whose  operations  he  always  expressed 
deep  interest.  The  Board  would  embrace  the  opportunity  to 
record  their  sense  of  the  loss  the  Church  has  sustained  by  his 
death,  their  veneration  for  his  character,  and  their  testimony  to 
the  wisdom  and  meekness  with  which  he  uniformly  presided  over 
their  deliberations. 

In  accordance  with  the  recommendation  of  the  last  Convention, 
the  Board  have  enlarged  the  sphere  of  their  operations  during  Ihe 
past  year,  and  have  acted  as  the  agent  of  the  Diocese  for  all 
departments  of  Missions.  At  their  suggestion,  the  Treasurer  of 
the  Board,  has  been  appointed  by  both  Committees  of  the  Board 
of  Missions  of  the  Church  in  the  United  States,  their  receiving 
agent  in  this  Diocese,  and  the  Churches  generally  throughout  the 
State,  have  transmitted  their  missionary  contributions  through 
him,  which  will  enable  him  to  present  to  the  Convention,  in  a 
tabular  form,  the  amount,  and  the  sources,  of  the  regular  appro- 
priations of  the  Diocese  in  the  past  year,  for  the  entire  field  of 
Missions. 

The  plan  proposed  by  the  last  Convention,  for  the  formation  of 
Missionary  Associations  in  different  parts  of  the  Diocese,  to 
cooperate  with  this  Board,  has  been  partially  carried  into  effect. 
They  have  been  formed,  and  have  held  meetings  in  the  Southern, 
Eastern,  and  Western  Districts,  but  not  in  the  Central,  where  the 
public  meetings  of  the  Board,  and  the  frequent  occasions  to 
present  the  whole  subject  of  Missions,  in  other  ways,  have  per- 
haps rendered  them  less  necessary.     The  Southern  and  Western 
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District  Missionary  Associations  have  been  in  vigorous  and  suc- 
cessful action  throughout  the  year,  and  several  of  their  meetings 
have  been  attended  by  the  Bishop  and  by  special  delegates  from 
the  Board. 

The  amount  received  by  the  Treasurer  for  all  departments  of 
Missions  is  $10,496  31;  which  is  more  than  double  the  sum  raised 
in  the  Diocese  for  missionary  purposes  last  year. 

The  following  is  a  summary  of  the  operations  of  the  Board,  in 
the  department  of  State  Missions.  The  appropriations  for  the 
year  ending  July  1st,  1843,  amounted  to  $2734,  and  were  made 
as  follows :

The  services  of  the  missionaries  at  Lenox,  Clappville  and 
Bridgewater,  having  terminated  during  the  progress  of  the  year, 

*  In  these  instances  the  appropriation  did  not  commence  with  the 
beginning  of  the  year,  and  only  the  sum  due  before  July  Ist,  1843,  is 
mentioned,  but  the  appointment  was  for  a  year, 
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the  whole  sum  due  for  the  year  is  thereby  reduced  to  82584. 
To  meet  this  appropriation,  the  receipts  have  been  about  82200, 
which  leaves  a  deficiency  of  about  $400,  which  it  is  hoped  will 
be  received  before  the  present  month  ends. 

The  reports  which  will  be  made  to  the  Bishop  by  the  Clergy 
who  have  received  aid  from  the  Board,  will  render  it  unnecessary 
to  give  more  than  a  rapid  view  of  their  labors  as  its  mission- 
aries. 

The  state  of  the  Churches  at  Bridgewater,  Clappville,  Otis, 
Blandford  and  AshReld,  has  not  materially  changed  during  the 
year.  In  each  of  these  places  there  is  a  small  congregation, 
strongly  attached  to  the  Church,  but  quite  unable  to  sustain  the 
whole  charge  of  public  worship. 

The  Church  at  Amesbury  has  reduced  its  debt,  and  is  gradu- 
ally increasing  in  prosperity. 

The  Churches  at  Springfield  and  Charlestown,  and  St.  Luke^s, 
at  Lowell,  have  advanced  rapidly  in  numbers,  but  are  still  encum- 
bered with  heavy  debts. 

The  Churches  at  Fall  River  and  Andover  have  gained  strength, 
and  probably  will  not  require  missionary  aid  much  longer. 

During  the  past  year  a  missionary  has  been  appointed  at 
Chelsea,  and  the  congregation  there  have  subscribed  $1000  to- 
wards the  erection  of  a  small  church. 

Through  the  efforts  of  the  missionary  at  Northampton,  the 
Church  there  has  been  revived,  its  debts  entirely  paid,  and  their 
place  of  worship  put  in  thorough  repair.  The  congregation 
increases,  and  many  young  people  have  become  interested  in  the 
services  of  the  Church. 

Within  a  few  months  a  Church  has  been  formed  in  Cambridge- 
port,  under  favorable  auspices,  and  an  application  for  aid  in 
support  of  their  minister,  was  granted  by  the  Board. 

The  labors  of  the  missionary  at  Quincy  have  been  attended 
with  great  success.  The  church  there  has  been  put  in  complete 
repair,  a  parsonage-house  built,  and  the  congregation  much  in- 
creased. In  addition  to  his  services  at  Quincy,  the  missionary 
has  preached  in  Braintree  frequently,  and  in  Hingham  once  ;  in 
which  latter  place  a  few  Episcopalians  have  rented  the  Metho- 
dist meeting-house  for  six  months,  in  which  the  missionary  intends 
to  officiate  once  a  fortnight. 
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During  the  last  three  months,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Snow,  aided  by  the 
Church  at  Taunton,  and  the  Southern  District  Missionary  Asso- 
ciation, has  held  services  in  five  villages  and  towns  in  the  vicinity 
of  Taunton,  and  has  been  appointed  a  missionary  of  the  Board, 
to  continue  them. 

He  reports  that  the  attendance  on  these  occasions  was  encour- 
aging ;  that  he  used,  in  every  instance,  the  full  service  of  the 
Church,  and  that  it  was  always  well  received. 

The  Southern  District  Association  have  made  a  communication 
to  the  Board,  strongly  recommending  this  mode  of  operation. 
They  remark,  that  in  our  large  agricultural  towns,  there  is  a 
greater  or  less  number  of  artisans,  who  have  been  bom  and 
educated  in  our  mother  Church,  and  readily  embrace  an  oppor- 
tunity of  attending  our  services ;  and  though  it  might  be  imprac- 
ticable to  establish  Churches  in  such  places  at  once,  a  missionary 
whose  field  of  labor  should  cover  a  considerable  district,  officiating 
in  turn  in  several  places,  might  do  much  good,  and  ultimately 
succeed  in  planting  several  Churches. 

They  speak  in  high  terms  of  the  labors  of  Rev.  Mr.  Snow,  and 
make  an  urgent  appeal  for  a  thorough  trial  of  this  mode  of 
operations. 

In  this  connection  it  should  be  remarked,  that  the  missionaries 
at  Springfield  and  Bland  ford  have  unitedly  extended  their  labors 
into  towns  in  their  vicinity.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Lee  reports,  that  he 
has  officiated  several  times,  on  Sunday  evening,  in  Jencksville, 
seven  miles  from  Springfield,  and  that  he  has  held  one  service  in 
Westfield.  In  Jencksville  there  are  several  families  favorable  to 
our  Church,  and  one  gentleman  defrayed  the  expense  of  the 
services  there.  In  Westfield,  there  are  a  few  Episcopal  families, 
for  whose  benefit  especially  he  intends  to  hold  service  there  occa- 
sionally. 

The  plan  of  effiDrt  upon  which  the  Rev.  Mr.  Snow  has  entered, 
the  Board  think  of  high  importance,  and  nothing  but  the  want 
of  greater  means  prevents  its  application  with  great  probability 
of  success  to  other  parts  of  the  State. 

But  so  limited  are  the  resources  placed  at  the  disposal  of  the 
Board,  that  it  has  been  impossible  to  occupy  effectively  the  open- 
ings which  have  appeared  for  the  labors  of  faithful  missionaries. 

Every  year  renders  more  clear  the  importance  of  bringing 
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fully  before  the  community,  the  distinctive  features  of  our  Church, 
which  we  believe  to  be  so  adapted  to  establish  and  preserve  those 
great  doctrines  of  the  gospel,  upon  which  the  well-being  of 
society,  and  the  salvation  of  men  depend. 

And  within  the  past  year,  especially,  several  causes  have  united 
to  make  this  duty  more  imperative  than  ever.  Formerly  so 
violent  were  the  prejudices  against  our  Church,  that  she  advanced 
only  amidst  great  opposition,  and  her  gain  was  regarded  with 
distrust  and  regret  by  the  great  mass  of  the  community.  But 
the  case  has  now  become  far  different.  A  great  and  strongly 
marked  change  has  taken  place.  The  barriers  of  prejudice  have 
been,  in  a  great  degree,  broken  down,  and  the  minds  of  many  are 
prepared  candidly  to  examine  the  claims  of  our  Church.  Her 
extension  is  regarded  favorably  in  many  quarters,  where  opposi- 
tion might  have  been  expected. 

The  principal  cause  of  this  change  is  probably  to  be  found  in 
certain  facts  which  have  gained  general  attention. 

In  a  period,  distinguished  by  the  endless  increase  of  sects,  by 
the  fluctuation  of  religious  opinions,  by  the  disorders  in  many 
religious  communities,  by  loose  views  in  regard  to  the  authority  of 
the  Scriptures,  and  the  gradual  neglect  of  several  most  important 
articles  of  the  Christian  faith,  by  low  and  degrading  views  of  the 
sacraments  and  the  ministry, —  in  such  a  period,  the  unity,  stability, 
good  order,  power  to  preserve  and  transmit  unimpaired  the  great 
truths  of  the  gospel,  reverence  for  the  word  of  God,  the  sacred 
ordinances,  which  distinguish  the  Church  of  our  aflections,  could 
not  fail  to  become  prominent,  and  to  attract  the  favorable  atten- 
tion of  many  minds. 

But  this  state  of  things,  while  it  makes  our  position,  as  Episco- 
palians, more  agreeable,  renders  more  incumbent  the  duty  of 
faithfully  presenting  and  sustaining  our  Church  institutions. 

But  there  are  strong  reasons  for  increased  missionary  exertions 
in  our  own  State,  independent  of  the  peculiar  value  which  we 
attach  to  our  distinctive  principles  as  a  Church.  The  population 
of  this  commonwealth  is  rapidly  increasing,  and  many  facts  show 
the  necessity  of  great  and  earnest  efforts  to  promote  more  exten- 
sively, throughout  the  community,  the  public  worship  of  the 
Almighty.  Infidelity,  indifference,  and  open  vice,  number  large 
multitudes,  who  will  never  be  brought  under  the  restraining  and 
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converting  power  of  the  truth,  unless  measures  are  taken  to  bring 
them  into  the  Church  of  God. 

Every  Christian  is  bound  to  put  forth  greater  exertions  to  mul- 
tiply the  privileges  of  public  worship,  and  especially  to  extend 
them  to  that  great  and  increasing  class  who  have  not  the  ability 
or  the  will,  to  procure  them  for  themselves. 

While  then,  we  rejoice  in  the  increased  zeal  for  the  extension 
of  the  Church  in  distant  parts  of  our  own  country  and  in  foreign 
lands,  may  we  not  forget  that  a  great  work  still  remains  to  be 
done  in  the  borders  of  our  own  State  ;  a  work  of  immense  impor- 
tance, both  as  regards  the  temporal  and  the  eternal  welfare  of 
the  community  of  which  we  are  members.

The  Chair  appointed  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Parker  and  Edson, 
and  the  Hon.  Edward  A.  Newton. 

The  Committee  appointed  at  the  last  Annual  Conven- 
tion to  report  on  a  proposed  revision  of  Article  III.  of  the 
Constitution,  presented  the  following 

Heport : 

The  Committee  appointed  at  the  last  Convention  to  revise  the 
third  article  of  the  Constitution,  beg  leave  to  report  the  follow- 
ing article  as  a  substitute  for  the  said  third  article. 

Article  III.  of  the  Constitution  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church  in  the  State  of  Massachusetts. 

The  Convention  shall  be  composed  of  the  following  persons  : 

1st.  The  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  and  the  Assistant  Bishop  (if 
there  be  one :) 

2d.  Every  Presbjrter  and  Deacon,  who  shall,  for  the  term  of  six 
calendar  months  next  preceding  the  meeting  of  the  Convention, 
have  been  actually  as  well  as  canonically  resident  within  the 
Diocese,  and  engaged  in  the  regular  performance  of  clerical 
duties  under  the  authority  or  by  the  permission  of  the  ecclesias- 
tical authority  of  the  same  : 
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3d.  Every  Presbyter  and  Deacon,  actually  as  well  as  canooi- 
cally  resident  within  the  Diocese  for  the  term  of  six  calendar 
months  next  preceding  the  meeting  of  the  Convention,  and 
officiating  in  the  same  as  a  Missionary,  duly  appointed  or  recog- 
nized by  the  ecclesiastical  authority  of  the  Diocese,  or  as  a 
chaplain  in  any  public  benevolent  institution,  or  in  the  army  or 
navy  of  the  United  States,  or  as  a  president,  professor,  tutor 
or  instructor  in  any  college,  academy  or  seminary  of  learning, 
or  as  the  Treasurer  or  Secretary  of  the  Convention  duly  elected 
in  accordance  with  the  constitution  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church  in  the  Diocese  of  Massachusetts : 

4th.  The  Lay  Delegates  of  the  several  Churches  in  the  Diocese 
in  union  with  the  Convention,  not  exceeding  three  from  each 
Church,  who  shall,  at  the  time  of  their  election,  be  members  of 
the  Church  or  Parish  for  which  they  appear.  The  evidence  of 
their  election  shall  be  a  certificate  of  the  fact  signed  by  the 
wardens  or  warden,  or  by  the  parish  clerk  of  the  Church  or 
Parish. 

No  clergyman,  who  has  been  at  any  time  entitled  to  a  seat  and 
vote  in  the  Convention,  shall  be  divested  of  such  privilege  by 
reason  of  advanced  years,  infirm  health,  or  absence  from  the 
Diocese  for  a  less  period  than  one  year. 

Every  member  of  the  Convention  shall  be  entitled  to  one  vote, 
except  upon  a  division  by  orders,  in  which  case  the  delegation 
from  each  Church  or  Parish  shall  be  entitled  to  but  one  vote.  A 
division  shall  be  had  whenever  called  for  by  any  one  member. 

Upon  the  article  as  thus  framed  your  committee  were  unani- 
mous. But  upon  another  proposed  clause,  providing  that  every 
Presbyter  canonical  ly  instituted  as  the  Rector  or  Minister  of  any 
Church,  Parish  or  Congregation,  shall  also  be  entitled  to  a  seat 
and  vote  in  the  Convention  without  reference  to  the  time  of  his 
actual  or  canonical  residence  in  the  Diocese  —  they  have  not 
been  able  to  arrive  at  a  like  result.  Deeming  it, however,  expedi- 
ent to  bring  the  subject  fully  before  the  Convention,  they  beg 
leave  farther  to  report  the  following  clause  to  be  inserted  (in  case 
the  same  shall  hereafter  be  accepted  by  the  Convention)  after 
the  first  division  of  the  article : 

2d.  "  Every  Presbyter  canonically  resident  within  the  Diocese 
and  canonically  instituted   as  the  Rector  or  Minister  of  some 
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Church,  Parish  or  Congregation  within  the  Diocese,  and  in  union 
with  this  Convention." 

All  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

The  Convention  met  pursuant  to  adjournment. 

The  minutes  of  the  Morning  Session  were  read  and 
approved. 

The  Treasurer  of  the  Convention  presented  his  Annual 
Account.* 

The  Annual  Account  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Board  of 
Missions  was  presented.! 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Baury,  in  behalf  of  the  Trustees  of  the 
Society  for  the  Relief  of  Widows  and  Orphans  of  de- 
ceased Clergymen  of  the  Diocese,  presented  the  following 

tteport : 

The  Trustees  of  the  Society  for  the  Relief  of  Widows  and 
Orphans  of  deceased  Clergymen  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church  of  Massachusetts,  in  compliance  with  the  requisitions  of 
the  seventh  article  of  the  Constitution  of  said  society,  present  the 
following  to  the  Convention  of  the  Diocese  as  their  first  annual 
report. 

The  subject  of  forming  a  society  for  the  relief  of  widows  and 
children  of  deceased  clergymen  appears  to  have  first  engaged 
the  attention  of  the  Convention  of  Massachusetts,  in  1831.  No- 
thing definite,  however,  was  concluded  upon  till  the  Convention 
of  1840,  when  a  committee  to  whom  this  important  and  benevo-

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lent  object  had  been  referred,  made  a  report :  whereupon,  it  was 
resolved,  "  that  this  Convention  approve  of  the  organization  and 
establishment  of  a  Society  for  the  Relief  of  Widows  and  Chil- 
dren of  Deceased  Clergymen,  and  that  the  report  of  said  society 
shall  be  annually  received  by  the  Convention,  and  published  with 
the  journals  of  the  same." 

A  meeting  of  gentlemen  favorable  to  the  establishment  of 
such  an  institution,  was  held  in  the  city  of  Boston,  June  17th  of 
the  same  year,  when  the  draft  of  a  constitution,  which  had  been 
previously  submitted  to  the  Convention  by  a  committee  raised  by 
them  for  that  purpose,  was  read  and  unanimously  adopted. 

The  society  being  duly  organized,  proceeded  to  appoint  a  com- 
mittee to  apply  to  the  general  court  of  this  commonwealth  for 
an  act  of  incorporation. 

At  the  annual  meeting,  in  1841,  this  committee  reported  that 
they  had  obtained  of  the  legislature  an  act  of  incorporation,  cor- 
responding, in  all  respects,  with  the  requests  of  the  petitioners, 
which  was  accepted  by  the  society,  and  entered  upon  their 
records. 

The  late  Rev.  James  Morss,  D.  D.,  Rector  of  St.  Paul's  Church, 
Newburyport,  having  made  a  communication  to  the  corporation 
that  his  deceased  wife,  Mrs.  Elizabeth  Morss,  had  bequeathed  to 
the  funds  of  the  society  five  hundred  dollars,  the  trustees  were 
directed  to  take  such  measures,  with  regard  to  the  acknowledg- 
ment and  receipt  of  the  same,  as  might  appear  to  them  necessary 
and  proper. 

At  the  annual  meeting,  in  1842,  the  corporation  were  notified 
that  the  venerable  relict  of  the  late  Rt.  Rev.  Edward  Bass,  D.  D», 
the  first  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of  Massachusetts,  had,  by  her 
last  will  and  testament,  constituted  this  society  her  residuary 
legatee  ;  and  measures  were  accordingly  taken  with  reference  to 
the  acknowledgment  and  receipt  of  this  her  pious  bequest. 

By  a  resolution  of  the  Convention  of  the  Diocese,  in  1839,  it 
was  "  resolved,  that  at  each  subsequent  meeting  of  this  Conven- 
tion, the  regular  alms  and  oblations  be  taken  during  the  customary 
administration  of  the  holy  communion,  and  paid  to  the  trustees 
of  the  society  for  the  relief  of  the  widows  and  children  of 
deceased  clergymen."  And  there  have  since  been  paid  the 
treasurer,  from  this  source,  two  hundred  and  nine  dollars,  sixty- 
three  cents. 
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The  annual  subscriptions  for  1841  and  2,  which  have  been 
received,  amount  to  the  sum  of  eighty-three  dollars. 

From  the  executor  of  the  late  Mrs.  Morss,  for  legacy  of  five 
hundred  dollars  (the  estate  being  represented  as  falling  short  ten 
per  cent.)  four  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  have  been  received  ;  and 
from  the  executor  of  Mrs.  Bass's  estate,  one  thousand  three 
hundred  and  one  dollars,  ninety-seven  cents. 

The  whole  amount  paid  into  the  treasury  of  the  Society  to  this 
date  being  two  thousand  forty-four  dollars  and  sixty  cents.     Of 
these  funds,  five  hundred   dollars  are  deposited  in  the  city  of 
Boston  on  interest,  in  the  Provident  Institution  for  Savings,  and 
the  balance  in  the  Washington  Bank. 

At  an  adjourned  meeting  of  the  corporation  in  September  last, 

the  following  by-law  was  adopted  :  "  All  moneys  received  for 

the  objects  of  this  Society  shall  be  invested  under  authority  of 

the  trustees,  exclusively  on  the  security  of  real  estate  within  the 

Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts." 

The  trustees  soon  after  held  a  meeting  and  appointed  a  com- 
mittee to  invest  two  thousand  dollars  in  accordance  with  the 
above  regulation ;  whilst,  as  yet,  this  committee  have  been  unable 
satisfactorily  to  themselves,  to  discharge  the  duties  of  their 
appointment. 

In  concluding  this  their  report  to  the  Convention,  the  trustees 
embrace  the  opportunity,  most  respectfully  to  express  their  regret, 
that  any  of  the  clergy  should  be  apparently  indifferent  to  the 
advantages  which  their  families  might  derive  from  the  funds  of 
this  institution,  should  they,  in  the  providence  of  God,  be  left  in 
other  than  affluent  circumstances. 

Of  more  than  fifty  clergymen  belonging  to  the  Diocese,  but 
twenty  are  subscribers  to  this  fund  ;  only  five  of  whom,  agree- 
ably to  the  provisions  of  the  constitution,  would  transmit  to  their 
families  any  right  whatever  to  assistance  from  the  same.  For 
the  information,  therefore,  of  those  who  may  be  desirous  of 
making  some  provision  for  an  exigency  to  which  all  are  liable, 
the  following  extracts  from  the  constitution  of  the  Society  are 
subjoined  : 

"  Art.  IV.  The  widows  and  children  of  deceased  clergymen 
who  shall  have  paid  the  sum  of  five  dollars,  or  the  sum  of  ten 
dollars  annually,  shall  be  entitled  to  an  annuity  of  ^lvq  times  the 
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amount  of  such  annual  subscription  for  twice  the  number  of  years 
during  which  it  has  been  paid." 

"  Art.  VI.  This  charity  shall  be  confined  to  the  widows  and 
children  of  those  clergymen  who  have  continued  members  of  the 
Society  to  the  time  of  their  decease,  and  who  have  died  in  the 
communion  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church." 

All  which  is  respectfully  submitted  in  behalf  of  the  Trustees.

The  Bishop  then  delivered  the  following 

MY  BRETHREN  OF  THE  CLERGY  AND  LAITY  : 

I  can  readily  enter  into  the  peculiar  emotions,  with  which  you 
hear  me  addressing  you  on  the  present  occasion.     Assembled 
together  with  the  purpose  of  consulting,  as  usual,  on  the  interests 
of  this  important  Diocese,  and  of  setting  forward  measures  for 
the  advancement  of  the  kingdom  of  God,  you  no  longer  behold 
in   his  accustomed   place  that  revered  and  holy   prelate,  who, 
for  more  than  thirty  years,  presided  over  this   portion  of  the 
Lord's  vineyard.     It  is  difficult  for  us,  even  in  ordinary  cases,  to 
wear  our  wonted  cheerfulness  of  aspect,  when  we  miss   from 
the  midst  of  us  those  with  whom,  for  a  long  succession  of  days, 
we  have  taken  sweet  counsel  together.     But,  in  an  instance  like 
the  present,  how  increased  must  be  the  sadness  that  casts  its 
shade  over  your  hearts  !     I  can  easily  imagine  the  tenderness 
with  which  you   recur,  at  this  annual  gathering,  to  the  many 
similar  occasions,  on  which  you  have  exchanged  the  greetings  of 
affection  with  your  late  venerated  Father ;    and   have  felt  the 
influence  of  that  meek  intelligence  which  beamed  from  his  eye^ 
while  occupying  the  chair  I  am  now  called  to  fill,  and  while 
.presenting  to  you  the  humble  record  of  his  useful  and  unwearied 
labors.     Your  sensations,  if  I  rightly  interpret  them,  are  akin  to 
tliose  of  soldiers,  when,  in  the  midst  of  the  conflict  with  the 
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enemy,  the  missile  of  death  strikes  down  unexpectedly  the  ancient 
Xieader,  whose  presence  had  sustained  them  through  difficulty ; 
'^vhose  smile  had  revived  them  when  fainting ;  and  under  whose 
standard  they  had  marched,  with  alacrity  and  joy,  to  an  hundred 
victories. 

Amidst  the  sorrow,  however,  which  fills  your  hearts,  at  this  loss 
of  him  whom  you  had  long  venerated  and  loved,  you  cannot  but 
derive  comfort  from  the  reflection,  that  the  last  summons  came  to 
liim  while  he  was  actively  laboring  in  his  Master's  service.     He 
<iied,  as  we  must  always  wish  that  a  Christian  soldier  should  die  ; — 
not  after  having  been  consigned  to  previous  years,  or  even  weeks, 
of  physical  and  mental  decay,  but  with  his  faculties  in  full  exer- 
cise ;  with  his  accoutrements  of  battle  al)   upon  him  ;  and  in  the 
midst  of  untiring  toils  in  behalf  of  the  great  interests  committed 
to  his  keeping.     That  portion  of  his  labors,  during  the  past  year, 
which  belongs  to  the  Diocese  of  Massachusetts,  I  now  proceed 
to  present  to  you  ;  and  from  this  record  it  will  fully  appear,  that 
this  veteran  Leader  only  ceased  to  work,  wheij  he  had  ceased  to 
live. 

On  the  Fourth  Sunday  after  Trinity,  June  1 9,  1842,  the  late 
Bishop  held  an  Ordination  at  Christ  Church,  in  this  city,  and 
admitted  Mr.  Emory  M.  Porter  to  Deacon's  Orders  ;  and  preacher) 
the  Sermon  upon  this  occasion.  On  the  same  day  he  visited 
Graee  Church,  in  this  city  ;  preached ;  and  confirmed  29. 

On  the  Fifth  Sunday  after  Trinity,  Jui^e  26,  be  visited  St. 
Mary's  Church,  Newton  ;  preached  twice ;  coi^rn^ed   14 ;  ^4 

administered  the  Holy  Communion. 

On  the  Sixth  Sunday  after  Trinity,  July  3,  in  St.  John'?  Ch^rpb, 

Wilkinsonville,  he  preached  three  times;   cpnfirp^e^  9;   ^nd 

administered  the  Holy  ComrouQiop, 

On  Tuesday,  July  5,  i^  St.  James's  Cb^rph,  Aa?§9VM?yT  h© 
pw^qhed  twice,  apd  pppfirm^d  5. 

On  Wednesday,  July  6,  in  St.  Pftul'^  Cbuisb,  NiWlWJ7»^rt,M 
preached,  and  confirmed  11. 
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On  the  Seventh  Sunday  after  Trinity,  July  10,  in  the  Church  of 
the  Ascension,  Fall  River,  he  preached  three  times,  and  con- 
firmed 16. 

On  Saturday,  July  30,  he  preached  in  St.  Anne's  Church, 
Lowell ;  and  on  the  following  day.  Tenth  Sunday  after  Trinity, 
he  preached  in  the  same  Church  twice,  and  confirmed  51.  On 
this  Sunday,  he  also  preached  in  St.  Luke's  Church,  Lowell,  and 
confirmed  23.  The  lamented  Bishop  has  also  entered  upon  his 
journal,  that  he  confirmed  1  on  the  following  day. 

On  Monday,  August  1,  he  laid  the  corner-stone  of  the  new 
Church  of  St.  Luke,  Lowell. 

On  the  Eleventh  Sunday  after  Triniiy,  August  7,  he  preached 
twice  in  Trinity  Church,  Bridge  water. 

On  the  Twelfth  Sunday  after  Trinity,  August  14,  in  Grace 
Church,  New  Bedford,  he  preached  twice,  and  confirmed  13. 
'  On  Tuesday,  August  16,  he  preached  twice  in  Trinity  Church, 
Nantucket,  and  confirmed  22. 

On  the  Thirteenth  Sunday  after  Trinity,  August  21,  in  St. 
John's  Church,  Northampton,  he  preached  tw*ice  ;  baptized  1 
adult ;  confirmed  10  ;  and  administered  the  Holy  Communion. 

On  Tuesday,  August  23,  he  preached,  and  confirmed  5,  in  St. 
Luke's  Church,  Lanesborough. 

On  Wednesday,  August  24,  St.  Bartholomew  the  Apostle,  he 
preached,  and  confirmed  8,  in  St.  Stephen's  Church,  Pittsfield. 

On  Thursday,  August  25,  he  preached  in  Trinity  Churchy 
Lenox,  and  confirmed  1. 

On  Friday,  August  26,  he  preached  in  St.  Paul's  Church, 
Stockbridge. 

On  Saturday,  August  27,  he  preached  in  St.  James's  Church, 
Great  Barrington  ;  and  on  the  following  day.  Fourteenth  Sunday 
after  Trinity,  he  preached  twice  in  the  same  church,  and  con- 
firmed 3.     He  also  preached  on  this  Sunday  in  Trinity  Church, 
Van  Deusenville,  and  confirmed  2. 
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On  Monday,  August  29,  in  St.  Paul's  Church,  Otis,  he  preached, 
and  confirmed  2. 

On  Tuesday,  August  30,  he  preached  in  St.  Mark's  Church, 
Blandford. 

On  Wednesday,  August  31,  he  preached  in  Christ  Church, 
Springfield,  and  confirmed  8. 

On  the  Fifleenth  Sunday  after  Trinity,  September  4,  at  an 
Ordination  held  in  Grace  Church,  in  this  city,  he  admitted  Mr. 
Samuel  A.  Taylor  to  Deacon's  Orders ;  and  on  this  occasion  he 
also  preached. 

On  Wednesday,  September  7,  he  held  an  Ordination  in  St. 
John's,  Jamaica  Plains,  and  admitted  the  Rev.  Justin  Field,  Junr., 
Deacon,  the  Minister,  to  Priest's  Orders.  He  also  preached  the 
Sermon  on  this  occasion. 

On  Wednesday,  September  14,  he  held  an  Ordination  in  St. 
Michael's  Church,  Marblehead,  and  admitted  the  Rev.  Moses  P. 
Stickney,  Deacon,  the  present  Rector  of  the  parish,  to  Priest's 
Orders.     The  Sermon  on  this  occasion  was  preached  by  himself. 

On  the  Seventeenth  Sunday  after  Trinity,  September  18,  he 
preached  twice,  and  confirmed  1,  in  Christ  Church,  Clappville. 

On  Saturday,  September  24,  he  preached  in  St.  Anne's,  Lowell ; 
and,  on  the  next  day.  Eighteenth  Sunday  after  Trinity,  preached 
again  in  the  same  church,  and  confirmed  29.  He  also  preached 
twice  on  this  Sunday  in  St.  Luke's,  Lowell,  and  confirmed  16. 

The  next  official  transaction  of  your  departed  and  revered 
Bishop,  was  his  attendance  at  the  Special  Convention  of  this 
Diocese,  assembled,  at  his  own  request,  in  Trinity  Church  in  this 
city,  on  Tuesday,  the  27th  day  of  September.  The  singularly 
impressive  Address  which  he  delivered  upon  that  important  occa- 
sion, will  abide,  I  doubt  not,  in  the  memory  of  all  those  among 
you,  who  listened  to  it  as  it  fell  from  his  lips.  For  myself  I  can 
only  say,  that,  on  first  reading  it  in  my  then  distant  home,  I  was 
struck  with  the  inimitable  simplicity  and  pathos  that  breathed  in 
every  line.     But  when,  on  the  other  hand,  I  call  to  mind  the 
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exquisite  portrait  which  it  drew  of  what  a  Bishop  of  the  Church 
should  be,  I  am  constrained  to  cry  out  with  St.  Paul,  "  Who  is 
sufficient  for  these  things  ?  "  Let  me  ask  for  your  prayers,  that 
I  may  preach  Jesus  Christ,  and  Him  Crucified,  in  all  the  fulness 
which  our  venerated  Father  has  there  described ;  and  that  my 
doctrine  may  be  adorned  by  that  corresponding  life  and  deport- 
ment, which  he  has  depicted  in  this  rich  and  precious  specimen 
of  Christian  eloquence. 

On  Wednesday,  September  28,  the  late  Bishop  attended  the 
Convention  of  the  Eastern  Diocese  at  Charlestown ;  and  admitted 
Mr.  William  A.  White  to  Deacon's  Orders. 

On   the  Nineteenth   Sunday   after  Trinity,    October    2,   he 
preached  in  the  room  known  as  Trinity  Chapel,  in  this  city. 

On  Thursday,  October  13,  assisted  by  his  Right  Reverend 
brethren,  the  Bishop  of  Virginia,  the  Bishop  of  North  Carolina, 
and  the  Bishop  of  Maryland,  he  consecrated  the  Rev.  John  Johns, 
D.  D.,  to  the  office  of  Assistant  Bishop  of  Virginia.  This  im- 
pressive and  important  solemnity  took  place  in  the  Monumental 
Church  at  Richmond :  and  it  will,  without  doubt,  be  a  lasting 
source  of  satisfaction  to  my  distinguished  brother,  who  was  then 
invested  with  his  present  high  and  holy  office,  that  o  ur  revered 
Father,  notwithstanding  his  advanced  age,  was  enabled  by  a  kind 
Providence  to  undertake  so  long  a  journey  ;  and,  among  the  latest 
acts  of  his  official  life,  to  lay  upon  him  those  hands  which  had  so 
often,  during  a  period  of  more  than  thirty  years,  been  extended 
in  prayer  and  blessing. 

On  the  Twenty-Second  Sunday  after  Trinity,  October  23,  he 
preached  three  times  in  St.  Andrew's  Church,  Hanover,  and  con- 
firmed 13. 

On  the  Twenty-Third  Sunday  after  Trinity,  October  30,  iu 
Christ  Church,  Quincy,  he  preached  twice,  and  confirmed  16 ; 
and  I  find,  in  his  record  of  this  visit,  an  expression  of  his  satia* 
faction  at  the  thriving  condition  of  that  parish,  after  the  n^ftay 
vicissitudes  and  discouragements  to  which,  during  past  y^aif,  it 
has  been  subjected. 
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On  the  Twenty-Fourth  Sunday  after  Trinity,  November  6,  he 
held  an  Ordination  in  Christ  Church,  Andover  ;  and  admitted  Mr. 
Edward  A.  Renouf,  and  Mr.  D.  R.  Brewer,  to  Deacon's  Orders. 
On  this  day  he  preached  twice,  and  confirmed  5. 

On  the  Twenty-Fifth  Sunday  after  Trinity,  November  13,  he 
preached  in  the  room  known  as  the  Mission  Chapel  in  Common 
Street,  in  this  city. 

On  the  Twenty-Sixth  Sunday  after  Trinity,  November  20,  he 
held  an  Ordination  in  St.  Peter's,  Salem,  and  admitted  the  Rev. 
John  Wayland,  Deacon,  to  Priest's  Orders.  The  Sermon  on  this 
occasion  was  preached  by  himself. 

On  the  First  Sunday  in  Advent,  November  27,  he  preached  in 
the  room  in  this  city,  called  Trinity  Chapel ;  and 

On  the  Second  Sunday  in  Advent,  December  4,  he  again 
preached  twice  in  the  same  place ;  confirmed  3 ;  and  adminis- 
tered the  Holy  Communion. 

On  the  Third  Sunday  in  Advent,  December  11,  he  preached 
twice  in  Christ  Church,  in  this  city  ;  and  once  in  the  Hall  used 
as  a  Free  Chapel  in  Bedford  Street. 

On  Friday,  December  23,  he  held  an  Ordination  in  St.  Paul's 
Churchy  Boston,  and  admitted  Mr.  Benjamin  Franklin  to  Deacon's 
Orders.     He  also  preached  the  Sermon  on  this  occasion. 

On  Christmas-Day,  he  preached  twice  at  Cambridgeport,  and 
administered  the  Holy  Communion. 

On  St.  John  the  Evangelist's  Day,  Tuesday,  December  27,  at 
'an  Ordination  held  in  St.  Paul's,  Boston,  he  admitted  Mr.  John  S. 
Davenport,  and  Mr.  Ferdinand  E.  White,  to  Deacon's  Orders ; 
the  latter  being  an  alumnus  of  the  General  Theological  Seminary. 
The  Sermon  was  also  preached  by  himself. 

On  Thursday,  December  29,  in  Trinity  Church  in  this  city, 
and  assisted  by  his  Right  Reverend  brethren  of  Connecticut, 
New  York,  and  Western  New  York,  he  consecrated  him  who 
now  addresses  you  to  the  office  of  Assistant  Bishop  of  Massa- 
chtisetts.     How  little  did  any  of  us  anticipate,  on  that  solemn

occasion,  that,  before  two  short  months  should  elapse,  he  was  t 
be  taken  out  of  our  sight ;   and  that  he  who  was  then  set  apart  to 
aid  him  in  the  oversight  of  this  Diocese,  was  to  appear  in  youi 
presence,  at  this  Convention,  as  its  only  authorized  Head ! 

On  the  Festival  of  the  Circumcision,  January   1,   1843,  h* 
preached  twice  at  St.  James's  Church,  Roxbury. 

On  the  Second  Sunday  after  the  Epiphany,  January  15,  \ki 
preached  twice  at  Worcester,  and  confirmed  5. 

On  the  Third  Sunday  after  the  Epiphany,  January  22,  he 
preached  twice  in  Mount  Zion  Church,  Chelsea,  and  confirmed  \3. 

On  the  Fourth  Sunday  after  the  Epiphany,  January  29,  he 
preached  in  Grace  Church,  in  this  city,  and  confirmed  17. 

On  the  Fifth  Sunday  after  the  Epiphany,  February  5,  he 
preached  twice  in  St.  Matthew's,  South  Boston,  and  administered 
the  Holy  Communion. 

On  Septuagesima  Sunday,  February  12,  our  revered  Father 
ofliciated,  for  the  last  time,  within  the  courts  of  an  earthly  tem- 
ple ;  and  the  Rector  and  parishioners  of  St.  Peter's,  Salem,  have 
the  melancholy,  yet  pleasing  remembrance,  that  in  that  Church 
were  heard  the  final  accents  of  this  venerable  prelate,  in  his 
public  and  official  capacity.  On  this  occasion  he  preached  twice, 
and  administered  the  solemn  rite  of  Confirmation  to  22 ;  and  on 
the  following  Wednesday,  February  15,  was  called  to  receive 
that  crown  of  life  and  immortality  which  is  promised  to  the 
"  faithful  unto  death." 

The  record  of  my  own  official  acts,  during  the  few  months 
that  have  elapsed  since  I  first  came  among  you,  will  be  com- 
prised within  a  short  space.  My  public  ministrations  have  been 
principally  confined  to  Trinity  Church,  in  this  city ;  but  I  have 
preached  occasionally,  at  the  request  of  the  several  incumbents, 
in  the  parish  churches  of  Boston  and  of  its  vicinity.  It  is  my  in- 
tention to  commence,  with  the  divine  permission,  an  entire  Visita- 
tion of  the  Diocese,  immediately  after  my  return  from  the  annual 
meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  General  Theological 
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Seminary.    This  meeting  will  take  place,  as  usual,  in  the  city  of 
New  York,  towards  the  end  of  the  present  month,  and  will  occu- 
py a  few  days ;   and  you  do  not  need,  I  trust,  to  be  assured,  my 
brethren  of  the  Clergy  and  Laity,  with  what  pleasure  the  antici- 
pation of  setting  out  afterwards,  without  delay,  for  your  several 
parishes,  fills  my  heart.     I  may  then  acquire,  by  being  personally 
present  among  you,  a  more  intimate  knowledge  of  your  affairs  ; 
and  may  hope  to  draw  closer  that  bond  which  unites,  as  with  a 
cord  of  love,  the  sheep  and  their  spiritual  shepherd. 

On  Tuesday,  the  17th,  and  Wednesday,  the  18th  of  January, 
it  was  my  privilege  to  attend  the  quarterly  meeting  of  the  Wes- 
tern District  Church  Missionary  Association,  at  St.  James's 
Church,  Greenfield  :  addressing  the  congregation  on  the  interest- 
ing and  important  subject  of  Missions ;  and  also  preaching  twice 
from  the  pulpit  of  that  old  and  established  parish,  and  administer- 
ing the  Holy  Communion.  On  this  occasion  I  had  the  gratifica- 
tion of  meeting  my  reverend  brethren,  Mr.  Ballard,  the  Rector  of 
St.  Stephen's,  Pittsfield ;  Mr.  Goodwin,  Rector  of  St.  John's, 
Wilkinsonville  ;  Mr.  Pearson,  Rector  of  St.  John's,  Ashfield  ;  and 
Mr.  Lee,  Rector  of  Christ  Church,  Springfield ;  who,  as  well  as 
the  highly  esteemed  incumbent  of  the  parish,  the  Rev.  Dr. 
Strong,  favored  the  congregation  with  their  services.  There  can 
I>e  no  doubt  that  these  Associations  are  productive  of  great  spirit- 
jial  benefit,  both  to  the  Clergy  and  to  the  people.  By  bringing 
43gether  the  ministering  servants  of  Christ  from  their  several  and 
solated  spheres  of  labor,  such  periodical  seasons  animate  and  re- 
iresh  them  in  their  work ;  while,  at  the  same  time,  an  opportunity 
s  afforded  for  urging,  with  united  and  great  force,  upon  those 
jvho  are  assembled  at  these  services,  the  duty  of  love  and  good 
^orks.  In  order  to  carry  forward  with  success  the  work  of  mis- 
sions in  this  Diocese,  in  the  domestic  field  generally,  and  in  for- 
eign lands,  there  will  be  needed  a  large  increase  of  the  missionary 
spirit.  Among  the  means  of  promoting  such  a  spirit,  are  these 
occasional  meetings  for  the  purpose  of  bringing  the  wants  of  the 
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world  before  the  attention  of  our  people ;  and  I  trust  that  they 
will  continue  to  leceive  from  my  brethren  of  the  Clergy  that 
hearty  support,  of  which  past,  though  short  experience,  has 
proved  the  benefits. 

On  the  Third  Sunday  in  Lent,  March  19, 1  had  the  pleasure  of 
being  present,  in  New  York,  at  the  interesting  occasion  of  the 
Rev.  Gregory  T.  Bedell  being  instituted  Rector  of  the  Church  of 
the  Ascension ;  and  of  being  allowed,  by  the  kind  request  of  the 
Bishop  of  New  York,  to  preach  the  Sermon,  from  the  pulpit  of 
that  parish  which  is  consecrated  to  me  by  so  many  delightful  and 
endearing  recollections.  It  will,  I  trust,  be  permitted  me  to  place 
on  record,  in  this  Address,  the  expression  of  my  ardent  prayer,  that 
my  young  successor  may  be,  as  he  promises  to  be,  a  faithful  watch- 
man on  that  spot  so  sacred  to  my  heart ;  and  may  prove  worthy  of 
his  distinguished  father's  usefulness,  and  of  his  own  honored  name. 

On  Friday,  April  7, 1  visited  the  School  of  Moral  Discipline,  in 
South  Boston,  of  which  the  Rev.  Mr.  Wells  is  the  Rector ;   and 
administered  the  rite  of  Confirmation  to  5  persons,  in  the  Chapel 
of  that  Institution.     Three  of  these  were  pupils  of  the  School ; 
and  of  these  3,  only  one  had  been  educated  within  the  pale  of  our 
own  Church,     This  is  one  among  many  instances  that  are  con- 
stantly occurring,  of  the  beneficial  effects  of  such  establishments 
as  that  of  Mr.  Wells  in  impressing  the  youthful  mind  with  a  love 
for  our  institutions ;   and,  what  is  infimitelr  more  important,  in 
pn^moting  e^rlv  piety,  and  preparing  the  rising  generation  for 
UfV  of  Ohrisiian  usefulness;.     Would  to  God  that  we  had  simils 
9tpirit\)al  nurst^rU^^  scattered  over  the  whole  extent  of  our  land 
Prvxiu  th^^m  w^  might  with  conHdence  expect  a  regular  supply

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Dedham,  I  confirmed  11  in  the  aflernoon  ;  and  preached  again 
in  the  evening. 

On  Thursday  of  the  same  week,  April  27,  in  St.  Thomas's 
Church,  Tauaton,  I  addressed  the  congregation  in  the  afternoon 
on  the  missionary  topic ;  this  being  the  public  meeting  of  the 
Southern  District  Church  Missionary  Association.  The  people 
were  ako  addressed  at  this  time  by  the  He  v.  Mr.  Kandall,  and 
the  Hey.  Mr.  Snow ;  and  the  valuable  remarks  which  they  Ihea 
made,  appealing  alike  to  head  and  heart,  have  left,  I  trust,  an 
abiding  impression  behind  them.  In  the  evening  I  preached. 
On  the  next  day,  Friday,  April  28, 1  examined,  in  the  afternoon^ 
ib&  children  of  the  parish  in  the  Catechism,  and  addressed  the 
Sunday  School  Teachers ;   and,  in  the  evening,  confirmed  32* 

Oa  the  Fifth  Sunday  after  Easter,  May  21,  in  St.  Paul's, 
Boston,  I  confirmed  39  in  the  afternoon. 

On  the  Sunday  after  Ascension  Day,  May  28,  in  Christ 
Church,  Boston,  I  confirmed  9  in  the  evening. 

Oa  Wednesday,  June  7,  at  an  Ordination  held  in  Trinity 
Church,  Boston,  I  admitted  to  the  Holy  Order  of  Deacons  Mr. 
Beuben  £.  Taylor,  a.  Candidate  for  Orders  of  the  Diocese  of 
Maine,  and  late  an  ordained  Minister  of  the  Presbyterian  denomi- 
nation. 

On  Trinity  Sunday,  June  11,  at  St.  James's  Church,  Roxburyv 
I  xx>]ifirmed  11  in  the  afternoon. 

During  the  past  year,  11  Deacons  have  been  ordained,  and  5 
Priests.  Of  the  Deacons,  3  were  of  the  Diocese  of  Rhode  Island, 
and  1  belonged  to  that  of  Maine ;  and  1  was  ordained  at  the  re- 
quest ^  the  Bishop  of  Virginia.  Of  the  Priests,  3  were  of  the 
Dioeese  of  Rhode  Island.  It  s^ppears,  from  the  details  above  pre- 
aefiUled  to  you,  that  the  whole  number  of  persons  confirmed  in  this 
Diocese,  since  the  last  C^uavention,  i^  467 ;  that  the  comer-atone 
of  ene  church  has  been  laid ;  and  that  the  late  Bishop  cGorisweld 
preached  76  times  in  this  portion  of  the  extensile  £eld  Go«(imitted 
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to  his  charge.  Since  my  consecration  in  December  last,  I  have 
preached  53  times. 

The  following  persons  are  Candidates  for  Orders :  —  George 
W.  Porter,  George  Henry  Clark,  Horatio  Merrill,  James  L.  Scott, 
George  D.  Miles,  Daniel  G.  Estes,  Nathanael  G.  Allen,  E.  F. 
Slafter,  George  D.  Wildes,  Caleb  M.  Stimson,  John  Coe,  Thornton 
W.  Clapp,  and  William  B.  Corbin  —  Total,  13.  One  of  these 
gentlemen,  Daniel  G.  Estes,  is  pursuing  his  studies  in  the  General 
Theological  Seminary ;  and  another,  Nathanael  G.  Allen,  intends 
to  become  a  member  of  that  Institution  in  the  autumn  of  the 
present  year. 

The  following  changes  have  taken  place  in  the  Diocese,  since 
the  last  Convention : 

The  Rev.  Benjamin  C.  C.  Parker  has  been  received  from  the 
Diocese  of  Vermont ;  but  is  at  present  officiating  in  the  Diocese 
of  New  York.  The  Rev.  Asa  Eaton,  D.  D.,  has  been  received 
from  New  Jersey. 

The  Rev.  W.  S.  Bartlett  has  been  received  from  the  Diocese 
of  New  York,  and  is  now  the  Rector  of  the  newly  incorporated 
parish  of  Mount  Zion  Church,  Chelsea ;  which,  under  his  assidu- 
ous and  efficient  care,  is,  I  am  happy  to  say,  in  a  very  encourag- 
ing condition. 

The  Rev.  J.  S.  Davenport,  Deacon,  has  removed  into  this 
Diocese  from  that  of  Maine,  and  has  been  appointed  Rector 
of  St.  Paul's,  Newburyport. 

The  Rev.  George  Waters  has  been  transferred  to  the  Diocese 
of  New  York;  the  Rev.  Ferdinand  E.  White,  Deacon,  and  the 
Rev.  Emery  M.  Porter,  Deacon,  to  the  Diocese  of  Connecticut ; 
the  Rev.  William  A.  White,  Deacon,  to  that  of  Pennsylvania ; 
the  Rev.  Samuel  A.  Taylor,  Deacon,  to  that  of  Maryland ;  and 
the  Rev.  George  Leeds  to  that  of  Western  New  York. 

Mr.  John  Coe,  a  Candidate  for  Orders,  has  been  received  into 
this  Diocese  from  that  of  Connecticut^ 

Mr.  Robert  T.  S.  Lowell,  formerly  a  Candidate  for  Orders,  has 
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left  this  Diocese ;  and,  having  received  ordination  from  the  hands 
of  the  Bishop  of  Newfoundland,  is  now  officiating  within  the 
bounds  of  that  prelate's  jurisdiction. 

Mr.  Wellington  E.  Webb,  a  Candidate  for  Orders,  has  been 
transferred  to  Virginia. 

The  Rev.  Henry  Blackaller  has  resigned  the  Rectorship  of 
Trinity  Church,  Bridgewater. 

The  Rev.  Samuel  P.  Parker  has  discontinued  his  services  in 
Trinity  Church,  Van  Deusenville,  and  now  devotes  himself  ex- 
clusively to  the  care  of  St.  Paul's,  Stockbridge.  This  determina- 
tion on  his  part  will  prove,  I  have  no  doubt,  greatly  conducive  to 
the  prosperity  of  the  last  named  parish  ;  and,  should  missionary 
aid  be  extended  to  both  these  places,  they  will  he  enabled,  each 
of  them,  to  sustain  the  services  of  a  resident  minister. 

The  Rev.  Theodore  W.  Snow,  under  an  appointment  from  the 
Board  of  Missions  of  this  Diocese,  is  now  employed,  with  highly 
encouraging  prospects  of  success,  as  an  itinerating  missionary 
in  the  Southern  portion  of  the  State.  This  is  a  species  of  mis- 
sionary labor  which  is  recommended  by  many  advantages ;  and, 
bad  we  the  means  for  carrying  it  into  extensive  operation,  would 
be  eminently  efficient  in  extending  our  Church,  with  its  scriptural 
standards,  through  districts  where  it  is  as  yet  unknown. 

A  new  parish  has  been  organized  at  Cambridgeport,  by  the 
name  of  St.  Peter's,  since  the  last  Convention ;  of  which  the  Rev. 
Mr.  Brewer  is  the  Minister. 

The  Rev.  Samuel  McBumey,  a  Presbyter  of  this  Diocese,  has, 
at  his  own  request,  been  displaced  from  the  Ministry.  The  Mis- 
sion Chapel  in  this  city,  of  which  he  was  the  minister,  is  at 
present  supplied  with  regular  ministrations  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Boyle. 

In  conclusion  of  this  record  of  the  twelve  months  just  com- 
pleted, it  only  remains  for  me  to  state,  that  canonical  notice  was 
received  by  Bishop  Griswold,  in  November  last,  from  the  Bishop 
of  New  York,  that  the  Rev.  James  Roosevelt  Bayley,  and  the 
Bev.  John  Enill,  Presbyters  of  that  Diocese,  had  been,  according 
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to  Canon  38,  displaced  by  him  from  the  Ministry ;  in  the  csase  of 
the  former,  for  causes  not  affecting  his  moral  standing.  A  similar 
notice  was  also  received  in  November  by  your  late  DiocesaB, 
from  the  Bishop  of  Connecticut,  in  regard  to  the  Rev.  David  L. 
Devens,  a  Presbyter  of  that  Diocese.  And,  in  April  last,  canoni- 
cal notice  to  the  same  effect  was  transmitted  to  me  by  the  Bishop 
of  Virginia,  in  reference  to  the  Rev.  James  M'Mechin,  a  Presby- 
ter of  that  Diocese  ;  in  this  case,  for  no  causes  affecting  the 
moral  standing. 

Having  thus  presented  to  you  the  official  record  of  the  past 
year,  I  shall  detain  you  only  for  a  few  mon>ents  more  by  referring 
to  some  topics,  more  or  less  connected  with  the  prosperity  of  our 
Church,  in  this  Diocese  over  which,  in  divine  providence,  I  have 
been  made  the  Overseer. 

Among  the  first  in  importance  is  the  subject  of  Missions.  The 
embarrassments  in  the  financial  department  of  our  General  Mis- 
sionary Society,  having  so  lately  been  brought  before  the  atten- 
tion of  the  whole  Church,  are  quite  familiar  to  you  all.  Through 
the  divine  blessing  upon  the  appeal  of  the  Board  of  Missions."  the 
immediate  and  pressing  danger  has  been  averted.  But  let  us 
beware  of  the  great  evil  of  relying,  for  the  support  of  this  work, 
upon  sudden  and  spasmodic  efforts,  instead  of  that  stream  of 
steady  and  systematized  charity,  which  is  the  only  scriptural 
method  of  supply.  Let  the  Clergy  keep  constantly  before  the 
eye  of  their  people  their  obligations  to  this  holy  cause ;  and  let 
the  Laity  second  the  zeal  of  their  pastors  by  a  spirit  of  cheerful 
liberality.  Whether  it  may  be  found  expedient  to  make  any 
changes  in  the  organization  of  the  two  Committees,  or  to  let  the 
present  arrangements  proceed,  this  is  not  the  place  to  inquire. 
But  surely,  so  long  as  the  system  is  commended  to  our  suprport 
by  the  authoritative  voice  of  that  Church  to  which  we  belong,  it 
is  our  duty,  whatever  fault  any  may  think  they  see  in  it,  to  sen- 
tain  it  with  all  our  hearts.  And  as  surely  it  is  not  our  duty, 
under  the  avowed  plea  of  objections  to  some  featores  in  ite 
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character,  to  desert  the  object  which  it  was  established  for  the 
purpose  of  carrying  forward, — that  of  imparting  to  a  dying 
world  the  knowledge  of  Christ  and  Him  crucified.  Let  me  im- 
plore, liierefore,  your  earnest  cooperation,  in  this  blessed  work  of 
dispensing  "  to  them  that  are  far  off,  and  to  them  that  are  nigh," 
the  unutterable  consolations  of  the  gospel  of  peace.  And,  in 
connexion  with  this  subject,  allow  me  to  commend  to  your 
prayers  and  your  aid  the  cause  of  Missions  in  this  Diocese. 
Many  are  the  spots,  upon  which  laborers  could  be  employed 
with  cheering  prospects  of  success,  if  the  necessary  means  to 
sustain  them  were  furnished.  And  when  was  there  ever  a 
period,  when  the  voice  of  Providence  urged  us  forward  with 
more  encouraging  tones  ?  The  two  crying  wants,  in  this  portion 
of  the  country,  are  that  of  sound,  scriptural  doctrine,  on  the  one 
hand,  and  of  order  and  stability  on  the  other.  Does  not  our 
Church  meet  these  wants,  in  the  completest  manner  ?  And,  if 
so,  can  any  thing  retard  our  progress,  if  all  orders  and  estates  of 
men  among  us  will  only  live  under  a  sense  of  their  duty,  and 
resolve  upon  its  faithful  performance  ?  May  the  Holy  Spirit, 
by  his  special  grace  preventing  us,  put  into  all  our  minds  good 
desires ;  and,  by  his  continual  help,  may  we  bring  the  same  to 
good  effect ! 

There  is  another  subject  which  has  a  direct  bearing  upon  the 
welfare  of  our  Church,  not  only  in  this  Diocese,  but  throughout 
these  United  States ;  and  to  which  I  think  it  right,  therefore,  to 
call  your  attention.  I  refer  to  the  General  Theological  Seminary 
of  our  Church,  established  in  the  city  of  New  York.  Having 
been  myself  a  member  of  that  Institution,  when  a  Candidate  for 
Holy  Orders,  —  and  having  had  abundant  opportunity,  since  that 
time^  both  as  a  resident  in  its  immediate  neighborhood,  and  as 
one  of  its  Trustees,  of  knowing  its  value  as  a  school  of  thorough 
and  systematic  theological  instruction,  —  I  can  speak  with  con- 
fidence in  its  favor.  It  is  my  sincere  desire  that  those  Trustees 
of  this  Seminary  who  belong  to  this  Diocese, — both  clerical  and 
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lay?  —  inay  give  to  it  their  support;  and,  as  far  as  their  engage- 
ments shall  permit,  may  afford  the  encouragement  of  their  pres- 
ence at  the  annual  meetings  of  the  Board,  and  at  the  accompany- 
ing examinations  of  the  students.  It  has  always  been  a  pleasure 
to  me,  in  former  years,  to  find  this  Diocese  ably  and  efficiently 
represented  in  the  Board  of  Trustees  ;  but  the  representation, 
although  weighty  and  zealous  in  character,  was  numerically  small. 
It  must  be  evident  to  you  all,  my  brethren  of  the  Clergy  and 
Laity,  that,  in  order  to  make  our  beloved  Church  a  successful 
instrument,  in  this  region,  for  advancing  the  cause  of  sound  and 
scriptural  truth,  it  is  an  indispensable  requisite  that  we  should 
have  a  body  not  only  of  faithful  and  devoted,  but  of  thoroughly 
educated  Clergy.  It  was  with  this  immensely  important  object 
in  view,  that  our  General  Seminary  was  established  by  the  author- 
ity of  the  General  Convention.  Its  endowments  being  liberal, 
secure  the  services  of  able  and  experienced  Professors.  Its 
location  being  in  a  city  which  is  the  centre  of  information,  affords 
the  students  great  facilities  for  acquiring  an  extensive  knowledge 
of  our  Church,  and  of  its  affairs.  And,  above  all,  its  course  of 
instruction  carries  the  pupils  of  it  through  a  thorough  investiga- 
tion of  tlie  Holy  Scriptures ;  which,  if  there  be  any  force  in  the 
maxim.  Bonus  textuarius^  bonus  theoJogus  est^  must  be  admitted 
to  be  no  slight  advantage,  as  part  of  the  training  of  our  young 
men  for  the  ministry  of  the  word.  This  being  the  case,  let  each 
Diocese,  by  its  authorized  representatives,  keep  an  eye  of  watch- 
ful interest  fixed  upon  this  noble  school.  If  any  thing  should  be 
w^rong  in  it,  this  wrong  will  be  made  right,  through  that  super- 
vision of  the  whole  Church  which  was  contemplated  when  the 
Seminary  was  first  set  on  foot.  Let  me  express  the  hope  that 
my  brethren  of  the  Clergy  will  give  this  subject  serious  conside- 
ration ;  and  that,  so  far  as  they  may  have  any  influence  over  the 
minds  of  young  persons  looking  forward  to  ordination,  they  will 
secure  their  attendance  upon  that  distinguished  seat  of  theological 
acquirement.      What  we  need  greatly  at  present,  through  the 
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whole  land,  is  a  more  general  diffusion  of  sound  scholarship 
among  the  ranks  of  the  Clergy  ;  —  first  of  all,  of  classical  pro- 
ficiency, which  lies  at  the  foundation,  and  which  can  only  be 
attained  by  a  full  College  course ;  and,  after  this,  of  accurate 
theological  knowledge,  which  our  General  Seminary  dispenses 
with  a  copious  hand.  If  it  shall  be  thought  by  any,  that  old  par- 
tialities and  associations  have  warped  my  judgment,  I  will  only 
point  out  to  you  the  men  whom  that  Institution  has  sent  forth 
from  her  halls ;  many  of  whom  are,  at  this  moment,  not  only 
among  our  most  accomplished  defenders  of  the  faith,  but  in  the 
very  first  rank  as  direct,  simple,  and  earnest  preachers  of  the 
truth  as  it  in  Jesus. 

Among  the  means  of  promoting  the  cause  of  true  religion,  and 
the  prosperity  of  our  Church  in  this  Diocese,  is  the  diffusion  of 
judicious  Tracts  ;  setting  forth  the  great  doctrines  of  our  Liturgy, 
Articles,  and  Homilies,  and,  in  a  moderate  tone,  stating  the  dis- 
tinguishing features  of  our  ecclesiastical  polity.  I  would  suggest 
to  the  present  Convention  the  propriety  of  taking  some  definite 
action,  on  this  important  subject. 

The  need  is  also  strongly  felt  among  us,  of  some  organized 
body  of  trustees,  appointed  to  receive  and  apply  any  sums  which 
individuals  might  feel  disposed  to  give,  by  donation  or  bequest, 
for  the  purpose  of  aiding  in  the  erection  of  Churches.  There  are, 
undoubtedly,  many  members  of  our  communion,  who  have  an 
earnest  desire  to  assist  in  the  building  of  commodious  and  econom- 
ical sanctuaries,  where  the  gospel  might  be  preached  in  our  towns 
and  villages,  and  the  sacraments  dispensed  ;  but  who,  being 
uncertain,  when  individual  applications  are  made  to  them,  whether 
or  not  the  amount  they  give  will  be  judiciously  expended,  hold 
back  from  this  work.  I  respectfully  suggest,  that  we  might 
expect  great  good  from  a  Board,  or  Committee,  for  Church-build- 
ing purposes,  acting  under  the  authority  of  this  Convention ;  and 

thereby  inspiring  others  with  confidence  in  the  prudence  and 
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good  management,  with  which  so  important  a  matter  would  be 
conducted. 

1  turn,  for  a  moment,  to  another  topic,  not,  indeed,  to  be  placed 
in  the  same  scale  of  importance  with  those  just  referred  to,  but 
still  having  a  close  connexion  with  the  fitness  and  beauty  of  our 
public  worship.  I  have  frequently  had  occasion  to  lament,  in 
common  with  many  others,  the  inappropriate  character  of  the 
music  in  most  of  our  parish  churches,  in  town  as  well  as  country. 
The  psalmody  is  generally  faulty  in  one  or  the  other  of  the  two 
following  respects: — either  it  consists  of  music,  beautiful,  it  is 
true,  in  itself,  but  not  ecclesiastical ;  that  is,  of  tunes  arranged 
from  melodies  familiar  to  the  ears  of  those  who  frequent  the 
concert- room  and  the  opera :  or,  on  the  other  hand,  it  is  a  selec- 
tion of  inferior  compositions  having  their  origin  here  among 
ourselves,  and  destitute  of  all  pretension  to  either  musical  excel- 
lence, or  devotional  effect.  But  a  still  more  serious  deficiency  is 
observable  in  the  chanting  of  our  Churches.  In  the  first  place,  it 
is  extremely  slow.  Chanting  is  musical  reading  ;  but  the  prevail- 
ing system  substitutes  for  the  free  and  joyous  rapidity  of  a  hymn 
of  praise,  the  mournful  march  of  a  funeral  dirge.  And  the 
music  of  these  chants  is  often  as  inappropriate  as  the  time.  Now, 
as  singing  forms  so  large  a  portion  of  our  daily  service,  it  is 
highly  important  that  it  should  be  of  such  a  character  as  to  cor- 
respond with  the  dignity  of  our  Liturgy,  and  to  inspire  emotions 
befitting  the  sanctuary  of  the  Eternal.  If  it  be  asked,  then, 
whither  we  are  to  turn  for  models  of  ecclesiastical  music,  the 
answer  obviously  must  be  this ;  —  to  our  mother  Church  of  Eng- 
land. Who  of  us  can  listen  to  the  simple  and  solemn  harmony 
of  an  English  psalm  tune,  without  feeling  that  it  is  the  music 
best  adapted  for  sending  upward  to  the  most  high  God  the  united 
praises  of  a  whole  congregation  ?  And  who  can  hear  our  Te 
Deum,  and  our  several  anthems,  sung  to  the  music  of  those 
sublime  Cathedral  compositions  which  breathe  so  peculiarly  the 
spirit  of  the  sanctuary,  without  experiencing  emotions  which  no 
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other  strains  can  inspire  ?  I  gladly  avail  myself,  therefore,  of 
the  present  opportunity  to  mention,  that,  with  the  view  of  pro* 
ducing  uniformity  throughout  the  Diocese,  a  work  has  been  com- 
piled, at  my  suggestion,  by  the  distinguished  Organist  of  Trinity 
Church,  in  this  city.  It  is  a  selection  of  appropriate  psalm  and 
hymn  tunes,  and  of  chants ;  and  restores  to  many  of  the  psalm 
tunes  their  original  harmony,  which  had  been  from  time  to  time 
mutilated  by  various  hands.  The  Author,  having  been  educated 
in  the  school  of  English  ecclesiastical  music,  and  having  filled 
successively  the  posts  of  Sub-Organist  of  Salisbury,  and  Organist 
of  Hereford  Cathedral,  is  fully  competent  to  do  justice  to  such  a 
task.  The  book  is  published  in  as  cheap  a  form  as  was  practi- 
cable, in  order  to  bring  it  within  the  reach  of  all.  I  commend 
this  useful  undertaking  to  the  especial  patronage  of  the  Clergy 
of  this  Diocese.  In  those  churches  where  the  facilities  for  obtain- 
ing musical  talent  are  limited,  it  may  be  desirable  to  have  nothing 
sung  except  the  metre  psalms  and  hymns.  But,  where  chanting 
is  practised,  it  is  much  to  be  wished  that  it  should  be  appropriately 
executed. 

May  you  be  guided,  my  brethren,  in  all  your  deliberations,  by 
that  Holy  Spirit,  without  whom  our  best  strength  is  weakness, 
and  our  highest  wisdom  is  folly  !

Canon  I.  At  the  opening  of  every  Convention,  the  morning 
service  of  the  Church  shall  be  read  ;  the  Episcopal  Charge  be 
delivered,  or  a  sermon  by  the  Bishop,  or  a  Presbyter  appointed 
by  him ;  and  the  Holy  Communion  be  administered* 

Canon  II.  Daily  morning  prayer  shall  be  read  during  the 
sittings  of  the  Convention,  and  the  session  of  the  last  day  shall 
be  closed  with  collects  from  the  Book  of  Common  Prayer,  and 
the  Benediction,  by  the  President. 

Canon  III.  At  the  opening  of  the  Convention,  the  President 
having  taken  the  chair,  the  Secretary  of  the  preceding  Convention 
shall  call  the  names  of  the  Clergy  entitled  to  seats  and  enter  on 
the  minutes  the  names  of  those  present.  He  shall  then  call  the 
names  of  the  parishes  entitled  to  representation,  and  the  Lay 
Delegates  shall  place  their  certificates  on  the  Secretary's  table 
when  the  churches  which  they  represent  shall  be  called. 

This  being  done,  a  Secretary  shall  be  chosen,  and  the  following 
committees  be  appointed  : 

1.  A  Committee  of  Qualification^  to  consist  of  two  clergymen 
and  one  layman,  who  shall  examine  all  matters  relative  to  the 
right  of  membership. 

2.  A  Committee  on  New  Parishes^  to  whom  shall  be  referred 
the  applications  of  parishes  to  be  admitted  into  union  with  this 
Convention. 

3.  A  Committee  of  Finance^  to  consist  of  one  clergyman  and 
two  laymen,  to  whom  shall  be  referred  the  Treasurer's  report, 
the  appropriation  of  the  contingent  expenses  of  the  Convention, 
and  all  other  financial  matters  not  specially  referred  to  any  other 
committee. 

4.  An  Executive  Committee^  to  consist  of  three  clergymen, 
who  shall  propose  the  place  and  time  of  the  next  annual  meeting 
of  the  Convention,  and  suggest  such  arrangements  as  may  be 
necessary  to  carry  their  proposal  into  effect. 

5.  A  Committee  on  Unfinished  Business^  who  shall  make  report 

of  all  matters  remaining  from  the  last  Convention,  and  requiring 

present  action. 
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These  committees  having  been  appointed,  reports  shall  be  re- 
ceived in  the  following  order : 

1.  The  annual  communication  of  the  Standing  Committee  of 
the  Diocese. 

2.  The  annual  report  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Convention. 

3.  The  annual  report  of  the  Board  of  Missions, 

4.  The  annual  report  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Society  for  the 
Relief  of  the  Widows  and  Orphans  of  deceased  Clergymen-of  the 
Protestant  Episcopal  Church. 

5.  The  reports  of  committees  appointed  at  the  preceding  Con- 
vention. 

The  following  officers  shall  then  be  chosen  by  ballot : 

The  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese  ;  the  Treasurer  of 
the  Convention  ;  the  Board  of  Missions  ;  and  the  Delegates .  to 
the  General  Convention. 

The  delegations  shall  then  be  called  upon  to  pay  the  amounts 
assessed  upon  their  respective  parishes  for  the  contingent  expenses 
of  the  Convention. 

Then  shall  follow  the  Parochial  Reports  and  miscellaneous 
business. 

Canon  IV.  All  Episcopal  Charges,  and  the  Journals,  shall  be 
published  under  the  direction  of  the  Secretary  and  Treasurer  of 
the  Convention. 

Rules  of  ®rber. 

Rule  I.  When  the  President  takes  the  chair,  no  member 
shall  continue  standing,  or  shall  afterwards  stand  up,  except  to 
address  the  Chair. 

No  member  shall  absent  himself  from  the  house,  unless  he 
have  leave,  or  be  unable  to  attend. 

When  any  member.is  about  to  speak,  or  deliver  any  matter  to 
the  house,  he  shall,  with  due  respect,  address  himself  to  the  Pres- 
ident, confining  himself  strictly  to  the  point  in  debate. 

No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  in  the  same  debate, 
without  leave  of  the  house ;  nor  more  than  once,  until  others 
desiring  to  speak  shall  have  spoken. 

While  the  President  is  putting  any  question,  the  members  shall 
continue  in  their  seats,  and  shall  not  hold  any  private  discourse. 

Every  member  who  shall  be  in  the  house,  when  any  question 
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is  put,  shall  vote-,  unless  he  be  personally  interested  in  the  ques- 
tion, or  shall  be  excused  by  the  Convention  for  reasons  assigned. 

Rule  IL  No  motion  shall  be  considered  as  before  the  Con- 
vention unless  seconded  by  a  member  not  belonging  to  the  same 
parish  with  t!ie  mover ;  and  every  motion,  when  required  by  any 
member,  shall  be  reduced  to  writing. 

Rule  III.  When  the  report  of  a  committee  is  presented,  it 
shall  be  read  and  entered  on  the  minutes,  unless  otherwise  de- 
termined by  the  house  ;  and,  if  accompanied  by  resolutions,  the 
question  shall  be  on  adopting  them. 

Rule  IV.  When  a  question  is  before  the  Convention,  it  shall 
be  in  order  to,  — 

1.  To  lay  on  the  table  ; 

2.  To  postpone  to  a  day  certain  ; 

3.  To  commit ; 

4.  To  amend ; 

5.  To  postpone  indefinitely  ; 

and  a  motion  for  any  one  of  these  proceedings  may  be  considered 
as  having  precedence  in  the  order  in  which  they  are  here  named  ; 
and  a  question  on  any  of  these  proceedings  shall  be  decided 
before  the  original  motion. 

Rule  V.  An  address  or  communication  from  the  Bishop  shall 
be  in  order  at  any  time. 

Rule  VI.  Any  member  may  call  for  the  division  of  a  ques- 
tion, when  the  sense  will  admit  of  it. 

Rule  VII.  The  question  of  adjournment  shall  always  be  in 
order ;  and  that,  together  with  the  motion  to  lay  on  the  table, 
shall  be  decided  without  debate. 

Rule  VIII.  The  votes  by  orders  may  be  called,  whenever 
desired  by  any  member  of  the  Convention ;  and,  when  called, 
shall  be  entered  on  the  minutes. 

Rule  IX.  On  all  questions  of  order,  the  President  shall  de* 
cide,  subject  to  an  appeal  to  the  house. 

Rule  X.  A  question,  being  decided,  shall  not  be  reconsid- 
ered during  the  same  session,  without  the  consent  of  two  thirds 
of  the  members  present,  nor  unless  the  motion  to  reconsider  be 
made  and  seconded  by  members  who  voted  in  the  majority  on 
the  original  decision. 

In  behalf  of  the  Committee.

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The  several  Canons,  and  Rules  of  Order,  proposed  iii 
the  foregoing  report,  were  then  separately  considered,  and 
adopted. 

On  motion, 

Resolved,  That  a  committee,  consisting  of  three  clergy- 
men and  two  laymen,  be  appointed  to  revise  the  Constitu- 
tion, and  to  propose  such  amendments  thereof  as  may  be 
necessary ;  and  that  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  the 
third  article  of  the  Constitution,  and  of  the  Committee  on 
the  Rules  of  Order,  be  referred  to  the  same  committee ; 
who  shall  report  to  the  next  Convention. 

The  Chair  appointed  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Vinton,  Green- 
leaf,  and  Wells,  and  Edward  S.  Rand,  Jr.,  and  George 
M.  Dexter,  Esqrs. 

On  motion, 

Resolved,  That  the  Convention  proceed  to  the  election 
of  a  Treasurer  for  the  ensuing  year. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Clinch  and  Dr.  George  C.  Shattuck  were 
appointed  to  receive  and  canvass  the  votes ;  who,  having 
attended  to  that  duty,  reported  that  the  Rev.  Isaac  Boyle, 
D.  D.  was  elected. 

The  Convention  then  proceeded  to  elect  Delegates  to 
the  General  Convention.  The  Rev.  N.  T.  Bent,  and  E. 
S.  Rand,  Jr.,  Esq.,  were  appointed,  by  the  Chair,  a  com- 
mittee to  receive  and  canvass  the  votes. 

On  motion, 

Resolved,  That  St.  Peter's  Church,  Cambridgeport,  and 
Trinity  Church,  Nantucket,  be  received  into  union  with 
this  Convention ; 

Whereupon,  certificates  of  the  following  Lay  Delegates 
from  said  parishes,  were  read :

On  motion. 

Resolved^  That  the  subject  of  the  number  of  copies  to 
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be  printed,  of  the  Journal  of  this  Convention,  and  of  the 
Bishop's  Charge,  be  referred  to  the  Committee  of  Finance. 
The  Rev.  Dr.  Boyle  presented  a  report  of  the  committee, 
appointed  at  a  preceding  Convention,  in  reference  to  Christ 
Church,  Cambridge,  which  was  as  follows : 

Export : 

At  a  meeting  yesterday,  of  the  committee  on  the  subject  of 
Christ  Church,  Cambridge,  the  undersigned,  as  chairman,  was 
requested  to  communicate  to  the  Convention  a  statement  of  facts 
up  to  this  time,  in  relation  to  the  business  entrusted  to  them. 

At  the  Convention  of  1840,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Hoppin,  in  his  paro- 
chial report,  stated  the  condition  of  the  Church,  and  urged  its 
claims  for  aid  as  related  to  the  college,  and  to  the  Church  at  large. 
This  report  was  referred  to  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Edson,  Howe,  and 
Watson.  The  committee  reported,  "  that  a  committee  of  three 
be  appointed  to  lay  the  subject  of  a  more  competent  and  perma- 
nent support,  before  the  Episcopal  community,  and  to  solicit  and 
receive  moneys  for  that  object ;  such  moneys  to  be  funded  and 
held  by  the  Trustees  of  Donations,  and  applied  by  the  Bishop  to 
the  support  of  the  minister  of  Christ  Church." 

The  report  was  accepted,  and  committed  to  Rev.  Dr.  Boyle, 
Rev.  Mr.  Baury,  and  Dr.  Oliver. 

A  circular  letter  was  accordingly  prepared  by  the  committee, 
setting  forth  the  condition  and  claims  of  the  Church,  and  copies 
sent  to  many  individuals  in  Boston,  New  York,  and  Philadelphia, 
supposed  to  be  able  and  willing  to  afford  their  assistance.  David 
Sears,  Esq.  first  subscribed  $200  for  a  parsonage-house,  provided 
the  sum  of  three  thousand  dollars  should  be  subscribed  within  a 
limited  time.  Samuel  D.  Parker,  Esq.,  subscribed  $300,  on  con- 
ditions expressed  in  a  memorandum.  The  aid  solicited  having 
taken  this  form,  it  was  supposed  that  the  sums  subsequently  sub- 
scribed were  intended  for  the  same  object.  At  the  Convention  of 
1841,  the  Committee  reported  progress,  and  recommended  an  ad- 
dition to  their  number  ;  accordingly,  Henry  Codmanand  William 
Parker,  Esqrs.  were  added.  After  subscriptions  to  the  amount 
of  $925  were  obtained,  the  difficulty  afterwards  of  increasing  it, 
somewhat  discouraged  the  committee,  who  doubted  the  practi- 
cability of  raising  a  sufficient  sum  to  attain  the  object  in  view,  and 
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their  (iirorU  for  a  time  were  suspended.  But  a  suggestion  having 
In  ( li  luude,  that  the  Church  in  Cambridge  might  supply  from 
iluir  Cuiul  u  considerable  part  of  the  existing  deficiency  in  the 
suiii  tiucossary  for  a  parsonage,  a  communication  was  made  to 
I  ho  wurdeus  of  the  Church  by  the  Committee,  to  the  efl^ct,  that 
\(  the  Church  would  engage  to  furnish  fifteen  hundred  dollars 
tivui  their  permanent  fund,  a  renewed  exertion  would  be  made  to 
ia^rouso  the  sum  already  subscribed,  to  a  like  amount.  A  vote 
i)f  ti»o  parish  was  understood  to  have  been  passed,  soon  after- 
wards, agreeing  to  meet  the  proposal  of  the  Committee,  although 
uu  oilicial  notice  of  the  fact  was  communicated  by  the  wardens. 

At  the  Convention  of  1842,  in  consequence  of  the  decease  of 
one  member  of  the  Committee,  and  the  resignation  of  another, 
the  Rev.  Mr.  Hoppin  and  the  Hon.  Simon  Greenleaf  were  chosen 
to  fill  the  vacancies. 

The  Committee  at  length,  with  considerable  labor,  having  pro- 
cured, chiefly  by  small  subscriptions,  such  an  addition  as  to  make 
the  whole  sum  subscribed  fourteen  hundred  dollars,  and  the  time 
limited  for  one  of  the  larger  subscriptions  having  nearly  expired, 
these  facts  were  communicated  to  the  senior  warden  of  the 
t^huivh,  Isaac  Lum,  Esq.  In  consequence,  a  communication 
was  afterwards  received  from  that  gentleman,  stating  that  at  a 
mooting  of  the  Society  of  Christ  Church,  Cambridge, '*^  sixteen 
huudrod  dollars  was  voted  to  be  appropriated  out  of  the  chorch 
t\uui,  for  the  purpose  of  building  a  parsonage-house,  to  be  added 
to  tho  subscription  obtained  by  the  Committee."  Of  the  sum 
sul^!vril>od,  $45'^  have  been  collected,  of  which  $3S7  have 
Uvn  |>i\id  into  the  hands  of  Rev.  Dr.  Boyle,  and  the  remainder, 
$115^  into  thi>so  of  Rov,  Mr.  Hoppin.

The  Hon.  E.  A.  Newton,  from  the  Committee  to  whom 
was  referred  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Missions,  presented 
the  following  Report,  which  was  adopted : 

Export : 

The  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  annual  report  of  the 
Board  of  Missions,  together  with  the  report  of  the  Treasurer 
thereof,  have  attended  to  the  duty  assigned  them,  and  beg  respect- 
fully to  present  their  views  thereon,  as  follows : 

In  the  opinion  of  your  Committee,  the  missionary  organization 
of  this  Diocese,  is  now  nearly  perfect;  has  stood  the  test  of 
careful  experiment ;  has  proved  successful ;  and  has  given  very 
general,  if  not  entire  satisfaction ;  and  it  has  come  to  their  knowl- 
edge, that  very  intelligent  persons  in  other  Dioceses,  consider  it  a 
model  for  the  Church  at  large.  They  recommend,  however, 
some  slight  modifications  in  its  arrangements,  which  they  think 
will  be  found  useful. 

1st.  That  all  the  Churches  out  of  the  city  of  Boston,  now  in- 
cluded in  the  Central,  or  City  Association,  be  separated  therefrom, 
and  attached  to  the  associations  with  which  the  counties  in  which 
they  are  situated,  are  now  connected.  Thus,  St.  James's,  and 
any  other  Church  in  Norfolk,  shall  hereafter  be  considered  as 
making  part  of  the  Southern  Association,  and  the  Churches  in 
Cambridge,  Charlestown,  Chelsea,  and  elsewhere  in  Middlesex 
and  Essex,  shall  make  part  of  the  Northern  Association.  Thereby 
leaving  the  Churches  within  the  limits  of  the  city,  to  be,  alone, 
the  Central  Association. 

That  one  member,  at  least,  of  the  several  associations,  shall 
always  be  a  member  of  the  Board,  and  that  his  travelling  expenses 
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in  attending  the  meetings  of  the  Board,  shall  be  pcdd  out  of  the 
treasuries  of  the  respective  associations. 

Considering  the  vast  importance  to  the  Church  at  large,  that  ita 
strength  should  be  greatly  increased  in  this  Diocese,  the  Com- 
mittee recommend  that  the  parishes  therein  be  strongly  recom- 
mended to  increase  their  contributions  to  the  fund  for  State  Mis- 
sions, and  without  diminishing  their  contributions  for  the  other 
branches. 

That  the  plan  of  systematic  contributions  be  strongly  urged  by 
the  respective  pastors,  to  the  favorable  regard  and  practice  of 
their  several  flocks. 

That  the  Board  be  recommended  to  depute  some  one  of  its 
members,  or  others,  whom  it  may  select,  to  attend  the  quarterly 
meetings  of  the  Associations  ;  experience  having  shown,  that  such 
deputations  tend  greatly  to  the  encouragement  and  success  of 
such  meetings. 

That  all  other  agents,  or  deputations,  for  any  missionary  pur- 
pose, unless  approved  or  sanctioned  by  the  Bishop,  be  discounte- 
nanced. The  Church  in  this  Diocese,  being  now  complete  in  its 
organization  and  arrangements,  is  fully  competent  and  willing 
to  perform  all  the  duties  devolving  upon  it,  whether  in  regard  to 
its  own  immediate  interests,  or  the  interests  of  the  Church  gene- 
rally, in  the  United  States,  of  which  it  makes  a  part. 

That  the  success  which  has  attended  the  efforts  of  the  Board 
during  the  past  year,  should  be  the  subject  of  devout  thanksgiving 
to  Almighty  God  ;  and  the  conduct  and  management  of  the  Board, 
the  subject  of  hearty  approval,  and  praise. 

The  Committee  will  close  their  report  with  the  addition  of  a 
few  statistics,  which  they  think  will  be  satisfactory,  and  useful  to 
be  made  public. 

The  number  of  communicants  in  this  Diocese  at  the  last  annual 
meeting  of  this  Convention,  was  3554. 
The  amount  contributed  the  past  year,  for  State  Missions,

From  authentic  documents  in  the  possession  of  your  Committee, 
and  now  subject  to  the  inspection  of  the  Convention,  it  appears, 
that  the  highest  rate  of  contribution,  per  communicant,  made  by 
any  other  body  of  Christians  in  the  United  States,  for  Foreign 
Missions,  to  wit,  the  Congregational  Churches  in  Massachusetts, 
is  $1  10  each.  The  average  rate,  of  the  various  religious  bodies 
which  contribute  to  the  operations  of  the  Board  of  Commissioners 
for  Foreign  Missions,  of  the  Congregational  and  Presbyterian 
Churches,  is  seventy  cents,  per  communicant.  The  average  rate 
contributed  by  the  Congregational  Churches  in  New  England,  is 
fifly  cents. 

That  one  fourth  of  the  Congregational  Churches  in  New  Eng- 
land do  not  contribute  any  thing  for  Foreign  Missions,  and  only 
one  half  (^  the  Presbyterian  and  Congregational  Churches  to- 
gether. 

That  in  our  Church,  of  forty-two  parishes  and  congregations 
of  this  Diocese,  thirty -six  have  contributed  to  Foreign  Missions, 
and  aZZ,  save  one,  to  one  or  other  of  the  departments  of  mis- 
sionary work. 

These  statements  are  not  made  with  the  view  to  disparage 
other  religious  communities  —  Grod  forbid  —  nor  unduly  to  exalt 
otir  own  —  but  that  it  may  be  seen  that  we  are  not  wanting  in  the 
performance  of  a  part  of  our  duty ;  and  with  the  view  to  en-  , 
courage  ourselves  to  proceed  to  the  fulfilment  of  it.  It  is  to  be 
feared,  that,  as  a  body,  we  do  not  generally  contribute  to  the 
extension  of  the  interest  of  the  kingdom  of  our  blessed  Redeemer 
as  we  ought,  —  few  only,  as  yet,  it  must  be  confessed,  are  duly 
alive  to  the  sense  of  this  great  privilege  ;  and  the  object  of  this 
exposition,  mainly,  is  to  show,  that  when  all  shall  be  so  alive,  w© 
hare  the  power  in  this  Diocese,  small  though  our  numbers  com- 
paratively are,  to  efiect  a  vast  amount  of  good  on  the  eart^.

The  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  so  much  of  the  Bishop's 
address  as  relates  to  the  publication  of  a  series  of  Episcopal 
Tracts,  respectfully  report  that  they  have  considered  the  subject 
referred  to  them,  and  they  recommend  the  adoption  by  this  Con- 
vention of  the  following  resolutions  : 

Resolved^  That  this  Convention  fully  concur  with  the  Rt.  Rev. 
Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  in  the  views  expressed  in  his  address  on 
the  importance  of  extending,  in  this  Diocese,  a  knowledge  of  the 
doctrines,  worship,  and  usages  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church, 
by  the  circulation  of  suitable  Tracts. 

Resolvedy  That  a  committee  of  three  clergymen  and  two  lay- 
men, of  whom  the  Bishop  shall  be  chairman,  be  appointed  by 
this  Convention,  to  select  and  supervise  the  publication  of  such 
a  series  of  Tracts,  through  the  agency  of  some  competent  pub- 
lisher, and  to  take  action  for  their  circulation,  throughout  the 

Diocese.

Resolved^  That  the  Committee  on  the  Church  at  Cam- 
bridge, be  authorized  to  make  such  disposition  of  the  funds 
collected,  or  to  be  collected,  for  the  benefit  of  that  Church, 
as  shall  be  consistent  with  the  intention  of  the  donors,  and 
as  shall,  in  their  judgment,  be  most  conducive  to  the  in- 
terests of  the  Church. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Ballard,  in  behalf  of  the  Committee  of 
Finance,  reported  that  they  recommend  the  printing  of 
one  thousand  copies  of  the  Journal  of  this  Convention, 
and  fifteen  hundred  copies  of  the  Primary  Charge  of  the 
Bishop;  and  also  that  the  travelling  expenses  of  such 
clergymen  as  are  reported  to  the  Treasurer,  be  paid  out  of 
the  Contingent  Fund.

Resolved,  That  the  Convention  now  take  a  recess  of 
fifteen  minutes,  in  order  to  afford  an  opportunity  for  a 
meeting  of  the  Society  for  the  Relief  of  the  Widows  and 
Orphans  of  deceased  Clergymen,  in  the  Diocese  of  Mas- 
sachusetts. 

After  which,  the  Convention  came  to  order,  and  pro- 
ceeded to  business. 

E.  S.  Rand,  Jr.  Esq.,  from  the  committee  to  whom  was 
referred  that  part  of  the  Bishop's  address  relating  to  the 
building  of  churches,  presented  the  following  report,  which 
was  accepted : 

Be|]0rt. 

The  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  that  part  of  the  Bishop^s 
address  which  relates  to  Church-Building,  and  the  devising  of 
measures  to  promote  the  erection  of  churches  within  the  Diocese, 
beg  leave  to  report : 

That  the  subject  thus  committed  to  them,  presents  so  wide  a 
field,  and  embraces  such  a  variety  of  measures  and  views,  that 
they  have  found  it  impossible,  in  the  brief  space  of  time  allotted  to 
them,  to  give  it  that  consideration  which  its  importance  deserves. 
It  is,  moreover,  a  suliject  to  which,  as  a  system,  the  attention  of 
the  Episcopal  community  in  this  section  of  our  country  has  been 
little  directed ;  and  inasmuch  as  its  success  must  depend  almost 
entirely  upon  the  particular  measures  and  agents  employed ;  and 
deeming  it  important  that  any  system  adopted  by  the  Conventicm, 
should  be  well  matured  and  adopted  (Niily  after  much  deliberation 
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and  carefiil  study ;  and  feeling  that  any  plan  which  they  could 
propose  (even  could  they  agree  upon  one)  must  necessarily  he 
ill  arranged  and  defective  ;  they  would  propose  that  this  whole 
subject  be  referred  to  the  Board  of  Missions,  as  a  body  well  fitted, 
from  their  situation  and  knowledge  of  the  wants  of  the  several 
parts  of  the  Diocese,  to  attend  to  this  subject,  to  consider  and 
report  to  the  next  Convention ;  and  beg  leave  to  ofier  the  follow- 
ing resolutions : 

Resolved^  That  that  part  of  the  Bishop^s  address  which  relates 
to  the  [subject  of  Church-Building,  be  referred  to  the  Board  of 
Missions,  to  consider  the  same,  and  report  to  the  next  Convention, 
such  an  organization  and  measures  for  the  building  and  increase 
of  churches  in  the  Diocese,  as  they  may  deem  expedient. 

Resolved^  That,  until  the  meeting  of  the  next  Convention,  the 
Board  of  Missions  be,  and  they  hereby  are  authorized,  to  receive 
such  sums  of  money  and  donations,  as  may  be  given  or  made  to 
^m  for  the  erection  of  new  churches,  or  in  aid  of  existing 
churches  in  the  Diocese,  and  to  appropriate  the  same  according 
to  the  direction  of  the  donors,  or  when  not  specifically  appropri- 
ated by  the  donors,  in  such  manner  as  they  may  deem  best. 

All  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

Respecting  the  increase  of  the  Episcopal  Fwnd. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  parish  in  this  Diocese  annually  to 
raise  and  pay  over  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Trustees  of  Donations 
to  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  this  commonwealth,  a  sum 
of  money  equal  to  five  per  centum  on  the  amount  of  the  salary 
of  its  minister,  to  be  added  to  the  permanent  fund  for  the  support 
of  the  Bishop  of  this  Diocese ;  and  the  said  Treasurer  shall 
report  annually  to  this  Convention,  the  amount  by  him  received 
from  each  parish. 
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Resolved^  That  the  accruing  income  of  the  Episcopal  Fund 
held  by  the  Trustees  of  Donations  to  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church  in  this  State,  be  paid  to  the  Eight  Rev.  Bishop  of  this 
Diocese,  towards  his  support. 

On  motion  of  the  Hon.  E.  A.  Newton, 

Resolved^  That  the  Treasurer  of  this  Convention  be 
directed  to  transmit  a  copy  of  the  canon  "  respecting  the 
increase  of  the  Episcopal  Fund,"  to  the  minister  and 
wardens  of  each  parish  in  the  Diocese,  at  least  two  months 
before  the  meeting  of  the  next  Annual  Convention,  and 
call  on  them  to  make  the  requisite  contribution. 

The  Minutes  of  the  Convention  having  been  read  and 
approved,  it  was. 

On  motion. 

Resolved^  That,  after  prayers  by  the  Bishop,  the  Con- 
vention adjourn  sine  die*

Com- 
municants; added  21,  whole  number  241*    Sunday  school  chil- 
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dren,  about  200.  Catechetical  instruction  in  Church  continued  as 
usual.  A  Bible  class  of  young  ladies  also  meets  at  the  same 
hours  with  the  Sunday  school.  Missionary  and  charitable  con- 
tributions, 8634  45  ;  collections  for  the  poor,  $124  26. 

The  Rector  has  not  yet  a  perfect  list  of  the  communicants. 
He  therefore  continues  the  number  given  in  the  last  report  of 
his  predecessor.     He  hopes  to  arrange  a  list  the  present  year. 

The  number  of  confirmations  reported  by  me  to  the  last  Con- 
vention, was  unusually  large.  This  year  the  number  is  unusually 
small.  I  believe,  however,  that  there  has  been  an  increase  of 
seriousness  in  the  congregation. 

With  the  exception  of  July  and  August,  a  lecture  has  been 
delivered  in  the  chapel  every  Wednesday  evening  throughout  the 
year.  The  church  has  been  open  for  divine  service  one  Sunday 
evening  in  every  month.  The  Rector  has  also  taken  part  with 
the  Rectors  of  Grace  Church  and  St.  Paul's,  in  holding  a  monthly 
missionary  meeting  in  each  of  these  churches  in  rotation. 

During  the  present  summer,  a  short  religious  service  is  con- 
ducted by  the  Rector,  in  the  chapel,  every  morning  at  half  past 
five  o'clock. 

In  addition  to  other  improvements  in^  this  church,  the  frame- 
work of  the  bells  has  been  recently  repaired.  They  can  now  be 
rung,  which  has  not  been  the  case  for  the  last  twenty  years. 

It  may  be  proper  to  state,  that  a  little  more  than  $100  of  our 
missionary  contributions  was  collected  at  one  of  the  united 
meetings. 

St  PauVs  Church,  Boston. 

The  Rev.  Alexander  H.  Vinton,  D.D.,  Rector. 

It  has  pleased  God  to  nourish  with  his  goodness  the  congre^r 
tion  of  this  Church,  grafting  in  their  hearts  the  love  of  the  truths 
and  increasing  in  them  the  fruits  of  true  religion.  The  most 
obvious  and  ready  sign  of  this  spiritual  prosperity  is  perhaps  the 
steadfast  interest  of  the  congregation  in  the  outward  means  and 
auxiliaries  of  the  Christian  life  ;  next  to  this,  their  enlarged  benefi- 
cence ;  while  less  conspicuous,  but  more  sure,  and,  to  a  pastor's 
heart,  more  inspiriting,  are  indications  of  grace,,  of  which  he  is 
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sometimes  the  only  human  witness ;  humility  growing  deep  from 
a  juster  self-knowledge,  faith  confirmed  by  affliction,  and  religious 
sensibility  matured  by  self-discipline,  into  Christian  principle, 
which  is  steady  without  being  cool. 

The  plan  and  order  of  religious  services  have  been  the  same 
as  were  reported  to  the  last  Convention. 

The  following  is  a  report  of  the  statistics  required  by  the 
canon.  Baptisms,  (infants  16,  adults  2)  18.  Number  of  persons 
confirmed,  39.  Communicants:  added,  45;  deceased,  3;  pres- 
ent number,  350.  Marriages,  3.  Burials,  10.  Number  of 
scholars  in  the  Sunday  school,  160.  Number  of  teachers,  34. 
The  amount  of  contributions  for  missionary,  and  other  charitable 
purposes,  has  been  apportioned  as  follows :  for  objects  strictly 
missionary,  about  $4,500 ;  for  the  support  of  candidates  for  the 
ministry,  $900;  for  church-building,  $1,042;  for  other  chari- 
table objects,  $791  61 ;  total  sum  of  charities,  $7,233  61. 

Grace  Churchy  Boston.

Seven  years  have  now  elapsed  since  Grace  Church  was  con- 
secrated to  the  service  of  Almighty  God,  and  in  review  of  all 
the  circijmstances  of  its  history  during  this  period,  we  see  abun- 
dant reason  for  devout  thankfulness  and  praise.  Two  hundred 
and  seventy-four  persons  have  been  admitted  to  the  church  in 
baptism,  and  precisely  the  same  number  have  been  confirmed. 

There  are  seven  young  men  now  communicants  of  this  church, 
who  are  engaged  in  studies  preparatory  to  the  ministry,  four  of 
whom  have  been  admitted  as  Candidates  for  Holy  Orders. 

The  amount  contributed  for  missionary  objects,  under  the  quiet 
and  steady  operation  of  the  system  of  monthly  offerings,  in  the 
past  year,  has  been  very  decidedly  increased. 
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St.  Matthew^s  Chwrch,  South  Boston. 
The  Rev.  Joseph  H.  Clinch,  Rector. 

Baptisms,  infants,  28.  Communicants :  added,  19 ;  died  or 
removed,  14  ;  present  number,  49.  Confirmed,  0.  Marriages,  6. 
Burials,  13.  Sunday  scholars,  70.  Missionary  contributions: 
General  Board,  $27  36;  Massachusetts  Board,  $18;  other  con- 
tributions for  religious  and  benevolent  objects,  $38  75. 

There  is  reason  to  believe  that  this  parish  is  at  present  in  a 
more  healthy  and  prosperous  condition  than  it  has  been  for  sev- 
eral years ;  the  average  attendance  is  larger  than  it  h^  ever 
before  been,  and  an  increased  degree  of  interest  appears  to  be 
manifested,  amongst  those  of  other  denominations,  in  reference 
to  the  Church  and  her  institutions. 

Free  Church  of  the  Episcopal  City  Mission  Society, 

On  the  first  of  April,  the  subscriber,  at  the  request  of  the 
Bishop,  received  an  invitation  from  the  Secretary  of  the  Boston 
City  Mission  Society,  "  to  take  charge  of  the  congregation  wor- 
shiping in  the  chapel  of  the  Society,  in  Common  street,  until  a 
missionary  should  be  appointed  to  succeed  the  Rev.  S.  McBurney; 
resigned." 

Having  accepted  this  invitation,  he  immediately  commenced 
his  official  duties ;  in  the  course  of  which,  he  has  visited  about 
fifty  families,  these  being  nearly  all  whose  names  and  places  of 
abode  he  has  hitherto  been  able  to  ascertain.  He  shall  continue 
his  inquiries,  having  reason  to  believe  that  not  less  than  a  hun- 
dred families,  or  parts  of  families,  worship  constantly  or  occa- 
sionally at  the  chapel. 

From  an  examination  of  the  records  of  the  late  incumbent,  it 
would  appear,  that  from  the  time  of  his  last  annual  report  to  the 
period  of  his  resignation,  two  adults  and  eleven  infants  have  been 
baptised,  eight  marriages  have  taken  place,  and  ten  burials.  The 
number  of  Sunday  scholars  was  found  to  be  greatly  reduced  from 
that  reported  in  June  last.  It  is  believed  that  most  of  them  had 
gone  to  other  Episcopal  places  of  worship.  Not  more  than  about 
thirty  attend  at  present.     The  school  has  been  recently  more 
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completely  organized,  by  the  choice  of  an  experienced  superin- 
tendent. The  sum  of  8*7  65  was  lately  contributed  by  the  chil- 
dren for  domestic  missions. 

A  short  time  since,  the  school-room  in  Common  street,  where 
the  congregation  had  assembled  for  several  years,  was  taken 
down  by  the  city  authorities ;  and  since  the  beginning  of  this 
month,  public  worship  has  been  conducted  at  a  hall  in  Washington 
street,  No.  839.  The  morning  and  evening  services  of  the 
Church  have  been  regularly  performed  on  the  Lord's  day,  and 
the  Holy  Communion  administered  at  the  staled  seasons.  The 
number  ot  persons  present  has  been  generally  less  than  a  hun- 
dred. There  has  sometimes  been  a  third  service,  and  it  is  intended 
to  continue  it  in  future,  if  possible,  without  interruption.  Since 
the  resignation  of  the  late  minister,  three  infants  have  been 
admitted  to  baptism,  and  two  marriages  have  been  solemnized. 

The  prospect  which  is  now  afforded  of  the  erection  of  a  con- 
venient edifice  at  no  distant  period,  in  consequence  of  the 
munificent  proposal  of  a  generous  member  of  our  Church,  and 
the  measures  at  present  in  operation  for  procuring  a  favorable 
site  for  building,  encourage  a  reasonable  hope  that  through  the 
divine  blessing  on  our  prayers  and  efforts,  a  fresh  impulse  will  be 
given  to  this  beneficent  institution,  which  will  greatly  add  to  the 
number  of  that  portion  of  our  community,  for  whose  advantage 
and  spiritual  improvement  it  was  originally  formed,  who  may  bcf 
inclined  to  avail  themselves  of  its  privileges.

The  town  is  rapidly  increasing,  and 
there  can  be  but  little  doubt  that  eventually  the  Church  will  be 
firmly  established.  Some  members  of  the  congregation  have 
raised  a  portion  of  the  funds  necessary  to  buy  a  lot  of  land  and 
erect  a  church  ;  and  it  depends  upon  the  assistance  they  receive 
from  their  brethren  in  other  places,  whether  or  not  this  object 
shall  be  gained. 


Wotfolft  Counts* 

Christ  Church,  Qnincy. 
The  Rev.  John  P.  Robinson,  Rector. 

The  Rector  entered  upon  the  duties  of  his  parish  on  the  10th 
of  April,  1842,  and  this  report  is  inclusive  from  that  date  to  this 
Convention. 

This  parish,  which  had  been  in  a  desponding  state  for  some 
time,  has  awakened  to  new  life.  The  first  effort  on  the  part  of 
the  parish,  was  the  alteration  of  the  interior  of  the  church.  This 
was  made  judiciously,  and  in  good  taste.  This  important  work 
finished,  it  was  resolved  by  the  parishioners,  the  Lord  being  their 
helper,  that  they  would  build  a  house  for  their  minister.  The 
pious  resolve  was  at  once  carried  out;  on  Christmas  eve  the 
parsonage  was  raised  ;  and,  on  the  first  day  of  April,  it  was  occu- 
pied by  the  Rector's  family.  The  building  is  thirty -six  by  twenty- 
seven  feet,  constructed  of  the  best  materials  and  workmanship, 
and  valued  at  81,200. 

Although  the  means  of  the  people  are  very  limited,  it  has  been 
erected  without  involving  the  parish  in  any  debt.  The  whole 
amount  due  for  materials  is  $250,  for  which  the  Rector  and 
another  individual  alone  are  responsible.  This  has  been  a  work 
of  faith.  For  a  feeble  parish  it  has  been  a  vast  undertaking,  and 
the  self-denial  which  has  been  so  cheerfully  practiced  in  order 
to  accomplish  it,  affords  the  pleasing  assurance,  that  it  was  begun, 
continued,  and  ended  in  dependence  on  God.  "  There  is  every 
reason,  (says  the  Rev.  Dr.  Cutler,  in  his  sermon  preached  in 
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Christ  Church,  Quincy,  on  completing  a  century  since  its  forma- 
tion,) to  believe  that  the  Church  would  have  sunk  in  ruins,  after 
the  American  revolution,  had  it  not  been  for  this  house  and  land ; 
the  rent  of  which  kept  it  in  repair,  and  afforded  the  occasional 
services  of  a  clergyman."  This  house  now  built,  I  feel  assured, 
under  God's  providence,  will  preserve  this  Church  to  generations 
to  come.  May  those  whose  untiruig  exertions  and  labors  have 
been  given  from  the  commencement  to  the  close  of  this  work,  be 
held  in  grateful  remembrance  by  all  who  love  our  Holy  Apostolic 
Church. 

The  spiritual  interests  of  the  parish,  the  Rector  trusts,  have  kept 
pace  with  its  growing  temporal  prosperity.  While  the  gospel  of 
Christ  has  been  humbly,  and,  he  hopes,  truly  preached,  his  heart 
has  been  rejoiced  with  evidence  of  its  being  truly  received,  and 
truly  followed,  and  made  the  wisdom  of  God  and  the  power  of 
God,  unto  the  salvation  of  souls.  The  stated  services  throughout 
the  year,  have  been  three  upon  Sunday,  two  lectures  during  the 
week,  the  observance  of  the  holy  days  of  the  Church,  and  a  mis- 
sionary service  once  a  month.  To  these  may  be  added,  other 
public  services  performed  at  Hingham,Braintree,  and  Milton ;  the 
first  named  of  these  places  has  already  the  nucleus  of  -ft  Church. 
The  contributions  by  the  parish  and  Sunday  school  to  missions, 
from  the  fact  of  their  being,  in  most  instances,  the  fruit  of  extra 
labor  and  self-denial,  are  very  grateful  to  him  whose  lot  it  is  to 
minister  among  them.

The  Rector  respectfully  reports :  that  in  his  parochial  curd 
there  are  143  communicants ;  7  have  been  transferred  to  the 
newly-organized  parish  of  St.  John's,  Jamaica  Plain ;  10  have 
died,  or  removed,  during  the  past  ecclesiastical  year ;  30  have 
been  added  to  the  list.  Confirmed,  11.  Baptisms,  (infants  16^ 
adults  1,)  17.  Marriages,  4.  Funerals,  4.  The  missionary 
contributions  of  the  parish  have  amounted  to  $229  54  to  the 
Foreign  Department  of  the  General  Board ;  $96  52  to  Ae  Do- 
mestic Department ;  other  contributions  for  charitable  purposes, 
$88  19 ;  total,  $414  25.  The  Sunday  school  has  12  teachers 
and  70  scholars.  In  the  last  report,  the  school  at  St.  John's  was^ 
reckoned  as  part  of  our  own.  That  parish  had  not  then  a  sepa- 
rate parochial  existence. 

From  the  above  statistics,  it  appears  that  the  parish  is  steadily 
progressing  in  numbers,  in  efficiency,  and  in  all  those  religious 
observances  and  benevolent  efforts,  which  betoken  an  healthy 
and  substantial  growth. 

Of  the  financial  condition  of  the  parish  the  Rector  will  not 
again  report,  until  he  has  to  announce  the  successful  issue  of 
some  plan  for  the  payment  of  the  church  debt,  or,  the  failure  of 
all  plans,  and  the  mortifying,  and  (to  the  Church  at  large)  disas- 
trous loss  of  one  of  our  most  beautiful  and  substantial  ecclesias- 
tical edifices.  The  sum  required  for  its  redemption  is  trifling, 
compared  with  what  the  parish  have  already  paid  ;  and  yet  they 
have  not,  I  fear,  the  ability,  moral  or  pecuniary,  unassistfed,  ta 
raise  the  necessary  amount.  They  have  expended  much,  toiled 
hard,  and  waited  patiently. 

"  The  kingdom  of  God,  and  his  righteousness,"  is,  I  would 
fain  believe,  in  some  hopeful  degree  the  aim  of  our  spiritual 
household  ;  may  we  not  anticipate  that  all  needful  temporalities, 
will,  by  some  means  of  God's  appointment,  be  added  unto  usv

This  parish,  which,  at  the  last  Convention,  was  reported  vacant 
in  consequence  of  the  decease  of  its  late  Rector,  the  Rev.  James 
Morss,  D.  D.,  remained  so,  having  been  supplied  by  different 
clergymen,  until  the  first  Sunday  in  Lent,  at  which  time  the 
present  incumbent  having  been  chosen  Rector,  entered  upon  the 
duties  of  the  office,  and  wants  only  the  reception  of  Priest's 
Orders  to  be  instituted. 

The  parish  has  continued  prosperous  and  united  as  in  years 
past.  The  proprietors  of  the  church  have  recently  determined 
upon  an  alteration  of  the  interior,  with  a  view  to  increased  accom- 
modations, which  are  called  for.

The  prosperity  of  this  Church  has  continued  without  interrup- 
tion. There  has  been  a  steady  increase  in  the  number  of  wor- 
shippers and  communicants.  More  have  removed  from  the  parish 
than  usual,  but  their  places  have  been  soon  occupied. 

Through  a  part  of  the  year  an  unusual  degree  of  seriousness 
pervaded  the  congregation,  and  deep  and  abiding  religious  im- 
pressions were  produced  in  many  hearts. 
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The  plan  for  the  distribution  of  prayer-books  and  tracts,  men- 
tioned in  my  last  report,  has  been  continued,  and  there  have  been 
circulated  in  the  parish,  during  the  year,  about  two  thousand 
tracts,  and  thirty  prayer-books.  A  considerable  number  of  Bibles, 
prayer-books,  and  tracts,  have  also  been  given  to  seamen.  The 
continuance  of  this  distribution,  which  is  effected  principally 
through  the  zealous  efforts  of  a  few  ladies  of  the  parish,  and  a 
contribution  by  a  charitable  society,  of  which  most  of  the  con- 
gregation are  members,  must  lead  to  important  results.

Several  persons  are  "  ready  and  desirous "  to  be  confirmed, 
who,  God  willing,  will  be  presented  to  the  Bishop,  that  they  may 
receive  that  rite,  at  the  time  appointed  for  his  visitation. 

The  youth  and  children  of  the  parish  are  catechised, ''  openly 
in  the  church,"  on  the  last  Sunday  in  every  month,  by  the  Rector. 

The  tracts  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Tract  Society  are  dis- 
tributed to  every  family  of  the  parish,  monthly,  and  the  reading 
of  them,  it  is  believed,  is  a  useful  auxiliary  to  the  ordinary  min- 
istrations of  the  word,  in  promoting  true  religion  and  virtue  among 
the  people.

In  consequence  of  the  depression  of  manufacturing  business, 
the  population  of  the  village,  during  the  year  past,  has  consid- 
erably diminished,  and  four  families  belonging  to  the  parish  have 
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removed.  Yet,  by  the  blessing  of  God,  we  have  been  able  to 
pay  $200  of  the  debt,  which  has  long  been  standing  against  the 
Church,  leaving  a  remainder  of  $200  still  due.  $145  of  the 
sura  paid  were  the  avails  of  a  fair^  held  by  the  ladies  of  the 
parish.  $55  were  the  gift  of  three  ladies  of  Christ  Church, 
Philadelphia,  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Dorr.

This  parish  has,  during  the  year,  as  from  the  beginning,  expe- 
rienced, through  the  blessing  of  God,  a  gradual  and  stable  growth. 
The  congregations,  on  all  occasions  of  public  worship,  were 
never  larger,  and  never  were  there  more  evident  indications  of 
future  and  permanent  prosperity. 

Since  the  consecration  of  the  church,  in  the  autumn  of  1837, 
eighty-six  persons  have  been  added  to  the  communion,  making 
the  average  annual  increase  ybur^een.  Among  the  present  com- 
municants are  seven  candidates  for  orders,  of  whom  six  have 
become  such  during  the  past  year.  The  number  of  baptisms 
administered  by  the  present  Rector  is  also  eighty-six  ;  the  number 
confirmed,  during  his  connection  with  the  parish,  is  sixty-Jive^ 
and  there  are  now  several  candidates  awaiting  the  appointed  visit 
of  the  Bishop.  Since  his  institution,  the  Rector  has  preached 
and  lectured  more  than  three  times  a  week,  on  the  average,  no 
account  being  made  of  Sunday  school  teachers'  meetings,  of  bad 
weather,  of  his  sickness,  or  necessary  absence.  When  he  recol- 
lects that  he  has  thus  labored  in  a  place,  where,  in  a  population 
of  not  more  than  2,500,  there  are  no  less  than  six  houses  of  wor- 
ship, he  wishes  to  record  his  grateful  praise  to  the  Author  of  all 
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health  and  godliness,  for  granting  him  even  this  measure  of 
strength  and  success. 

Under  the  able  superintendence  of  Mr.  E.  F.  Slafter,  a  candi- 
date for  orders,  and  a  member  of  the  seminary,  who  is  assisted  in 
his  important  work  by  six  other  theological  students,  the  Sunday 
school  has  increased,  both  in  numbers  and  efficiency.  From  the 
end  of  the  Epiphany  season  till  Easter,  the  catechism  was,  as  in 
former  years,  the  sole  study,  and  at  the  annual  examination  in 
the  church,  on  the  Sunday  before  Easter,  it  was  found  that  nearly 
all  the  children  could  repeat  the  whole  of  this  incomparable  sum- 
mary of  Christian  doctrine.  The  teachers'  meeting,  conducted 
by  the  Rector,  has  been  held  on  Friday  evening,  almost  without 
interruption,  and  has  been  more  fully  attended  than  during  aiiy 
preceding  year.  The  Expository  lecture  on  the  Scripture  Lessons 
has  been  continued  on  Sunday  evening,  and  a  course  of  lectures 
on  the  Epistle  to  the  Hebrews  has  been  commenced  for  Wednes- 
day evenings.  Soon  after  the  last  Convention,  the  Rector  also 
delivered  several  familiar  lectures  upon  the  geography  of  the 
Holy  Land,  with  special  reference  to  the  discoveries  which  mod- 
ern research  has  effected  in  that  most  interesting  country. 

This  parish  deserves  great  commendation  for  the  laudable 
efforts  it  has  ever  made  to  sustain  itself,  and  this  during  a  period 
of  almost  unparalleled  pecuniary  embarrassment  and  depression 
of  business.  May  it  continually  grow  in  numbers  and  "  true 
religion."  May  its  members  never  become  weary  in  welldoing ! 
May  they  realize  more  and  more  the  importance  and  responsi- 
bility of  their  position !  May  every  heart  be  made  a  temple  of 
the  Holy  Ghost,  through  Jesus  Christ,  our  Lord  !

Through  the  blessing  of  God,  the  outward  prosperity  of  this 
parish  as  to  numbers,  continues  nearly  the  same  as  in  former 
years,  and  it^  spiritual  welfare,  (though  far  short  of  our  wishes 
and  our  prayers,)  has  been,  it  is  hoped,  in  some  degree  advanced. 
There  have  been  discouragements,  it  is  true,  during  the  past  year ; 
such  as  a  diminution  of  the  Rector's  salary,  and  the  loss  of  sev- 
eral raluable  members,  who,  living  nearer,  have  become  connected 
with  the  newly -organized  parish  of  St.  Peter's,  in  Cambridge  port. 
The  prospect  of  adding  a  parsonage-house  to  the  Church  property 
shortly,  may,  in  some  degree,  counterbalance  the  former  of  these 
disadvantages.  As  to  the  latter,  the  increase  of  the  number  of 
our  churches,  must  always  be  a  source  of  joy,  however  hard  to 
sever  the  tie  between  pastor  and  people.  We  trust  that  our 
ancient  church  has  thus  far  been  sustained,  through  many  seasons 
of  discouragement,  for  some  good  end  in  the  wise  providence  of 
God. 

The  Sunday  school,  though  small,  includes,  with  a  trifling 
exception,  all  the  children  belonging  to  the  congregation.  In 
connection  with  it,  a  Bible  class  has  been  formed  under  the 
instruction  of  the  Rector. 


St.  Peter^s  Chv/rch^  Cambridgeport, 
The  Rev.  D.  R.  Brewer,  Minister. 

This  parish  was  organized  on  the  27th  day  of  October,  1842. 
The  regular  services  of  the  Church  were  commenced  at  the  Town 
Hall,  on  the  second  Sunday  in  Advent,  and  have  been  continued  in 
the  same  place,  without  interruption,  to  the  present  time.  They 
have  been  usually  attended  by  a  congregation  of  between  one 
hundred  and  one  hundred  and  fifty  persons,  who  have  seemed 
attentive  and  interested. 

Considering  the  inconvenience  of  our  place  of  worship,  and 
the  difficulties  incident  to  the  formation  of  a  new  parish,  the  con- 
dition and  prospects  of  this  Church  are  prosperous  and  encour- 
aging ;  we  have  good  reason  to  believe  and  hope  that,  under  the 
blessing  of  God,  it  will  ultimately  become  vigorous  and  flour- 
ishing. 
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Upon  mature  deliberation,  it  has  been  thought  the  most  expe- 
dient and  judicious  plan  to  erect  a  small  building,  suitable  for  the 
performance  of  divine  service,  until  an  increase  of  our  numbers 
and  means  shall  warrant  the  erection  of  a  larger  and  more 
expensive  church.  A  lot  of  land  has  been  selected  and  purchased 
for  this  purpose  ;  and  it  is  intended  that  the  edifice  shall  be  built 
and  finished  during  the  present  summer. 

The  parish  is  deeply  indebted  to  Richard  H.  Dana,  Esq.,  of 
Boston,  for  the  generous  donation  of  a  valuable  piece  of  land  in 
Cambridgeport ;  this  timely  benefaction  vjrill  be  of  great  service 
to  the  interests  of  the  Church. 

The  number  of  families  now  belonging  to  this  parish  is  about 
35.  Number  of  communicants  about  15.  Teachers  and  scholars 
in  the  Sunday  school,  25.  Burials,  1.  Baptisms,  (infants  2, 
adults  1,)  3.  Contributions  for  missions,  $22  10 ;  for  surplice 
and  gown,  $40 ;  ladies^  contribution  for  communion  plate  and 
other  purposes,  $105  76. 

St.  Anne^s  Church,  Lowell. 
The  Rev.  Theodore  Edson,  Rector. 

Baptisms,  (infants  57,  adults  36,)  93.  Communicants :  added, 
103  ;  died  or  removed,  18  ;  present  number,  320.  Confirmed, 
80.  Marriages,  7.  Burials,  21.  Sunday  scholars,  565.  Mis- 
sionary contributions  :  General  Board,  $64  ;  Msissachusetts  Board, 
$80 ;  other,  $65. 

Through  the  mercy  and  goodness  of  God,  this  congregation 
has  been  favored  with  even  more  than  its  accustomed  degree  oF 
prosperity,  during  the  past  year.  The  Rector,  who,  on  account 
of  indisposition,  was  absent  from  his  people  about  three  months, 
has  been  entirely  restored  to  health ;  and  was  enabled  to  resume 
the  full  parochial  duty  on  the  first  of  October.  His  place  was 
happily  supplied,  during  his  illness,  by  the  very  valuable  and 
acceptable  services  of  the  Rev.  George  Leeds. 

Two  confirmations  were  held  by  the  late  Bishop,  and  a  third 
was  appointed  by  him  for  the  19th  of  February,  the  Sunday  next 
succeeding  his  lamented  death. 

Among  the  causes  which  have  contributed  to  promote  and  sus- 
tain the  continued  prosperity  of  this  parish,  the  Rector  cannot 
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forbear  to  mention  the  unsparing  efforts  of  faithful  superintend- 
ents and  devoted  teachers  of  our  Sunday  schools. 

Since  the  last  Convention,  St.  Anne's  Church  has  been  pur- 
chased of  the  Merrimac  Company  (by  whom  it  was  built)  at  the 
price  of  twelve  thousand  dollars ;  and  that  sum,  raised  among 
ourselves,  was  paid  on  the  first  day  of  March.  A  sense  of  what 
is  due  to  the  worship  of  God,  and  a  worthy  ambition  to  be  free 
from  debt,  have  actuated  our  people  in  this  good  work.  The 
effort  of  raising  such  a  sum  in  a  small  congregation,  has,  it  will 
be  seen,  diminished  somewhat  the  amount  of  our  accustomed 
contributions  for  other  religious  and  benevolent  purposes.  We 
feel,  however,  that  since  God  has  blessed  us  so  liberally  in  spirit- 
ual, as  well  as  temporal  things,  we  should  not  be  long  in  making 
up  any  deficiency  that  may  be  due  to  His  service  and  glory,  to 
whom  we  are  so  much  indebted. 

St,  Luke^s  Church,  Lowell. 
The  Rev.  Amos  D.  McCoy,  Rector. 

This  parish  was  privileged  to  see  the  corner-stone  of  their 
church  laid  by  the  late  Rt.  Rev.  Dr.  Griswold,  accompanied  by  a 
number  of  the  clergy  of  Boston  and  its  vicinity,  on  the  1st  day 
of  August  last.  On  the  first  day  of  January  they  worshipped  in 
their  lecture-room,  in  the  basement  of  the  church,  which  is  pro- 
vided with  sittings  to  accommodate  five  hundred  persons.  Since 
the  lecture-room  was  opened,  the  average  number  of  attendants 
upon  the  services  of  Sunday  has  been  from  three  to  four  hundred 
persons.  The  expenditure  for  the  purchase  of  the  land,  and  the 
erection  of  the  church,  has  been  $11,500.  Three  thousand  more 
will  be  required  to  complete  the  building.  Four  thousand  dollars 
have  been  loaned  on  mortgage  ;  two  thousand  are  held  as  stock ; 
tlie  remainder  of  what  has  now  been  expended,  is  gratuitously 
contributed  to  the  Church.

The  Rector  has  officiated,  generally,  upon  the  Sundays  and 
holy  days  throughout  the  year.  In  the  winter  season,  and  to  the 
present  time,  he  has  preached  three  times  on  Sunday  ;  held  a 
meeting  for  religious  instruction  once  in  the  week  ;  a  meeting  of 
Sunday  school  teachers  once  in  the  week ;  a  missionary  meeting 
once  in  a  month ;  and  a  meeting  of  communicants  before  each 
communion. 

He  superintends  his  own  Sunday  school ;  teaches  a  Bible  class 
in  it ;  and  catechises  the  children  "  openly,  in  the  church."  A 
library  of  305  volumes  is  kept  open  on  Sunday,  for  the  use  of 
the  Sunday  school,  and  contains  within  it  the  germ  of  a  parochial 
library,  which,  it  is  proposed,  at  some  future  day,  to  establish. 

He  is  happy  to  be  able  to  report  the  condition  of  the  parish  as 
increasing  in  number,  in  usefulness,  and  in  spiritual  life.  Most 
gratefully  would  he  record  the  affectionate  interest  of  his  people, 
as  continually  manifested  toward  him,  and  the  Church ;  and  the 
rich  experience  he  has  had  of  the  Divine  blessing  upon  his  labors, 
combined  with  the  great  unanimity  of  affection  toward  himself 
personally,  induces  him  to  hope,  and  most  confidently  expect,  the 
permanent  establishment  in  this  place  of  a  large  and  powerful 
parish. 

St  Man/ 8  Churchy  Netoton  Lower  Falls.

And  it  has  continued  to  this 
present,  as  the  above  statistics  evince,  in  a  state  of  comparative 
spiritual  prosperity. 

With  regard  to  its  temporal  condition,  being  situated  in  a  man- 
ufacturing village,  its  members  have  felt,  and  still  feel,  "  the 
pressure  of  the  times,"  which  is  not  favorable  to  an  increase,  but 
rather  tends  to  a  diminution  of  our  population.

But  it  is  matter  of  encourage* 
ment,  that,  for  the  last  two  or  three  years,  the  congregation  has 
been  gradually  drawing  to  itself  the  more  permanent  population 
of  the  town.     And,  although  the  business  of  the  place  could 
hardly  reach  a  lower  point  of  depression  than  it  has  seen  the 
last  year,  the  parish  has  held  on  its  steady  way,  its  treasury 
supplied,  it  is  true,  by  a  very  heavy  draft  upon  a  portion  of  its 
members,  but  still,  cheerfully  supplied,  and  a  prosperous  passage 
through  such  a  year  has  given  us  great  confidence  in  the  sub* 
stantial  strength  of  the  body. 
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In  apiAtual  things  we  have  been  richly  blessed.  The  additions 
to  the  communion,  nearly  or  quite  double  those  of  any  former 
year,  have  been  mainly  from  the  ranks  of  the  young,  and  of  a 
most  encouraging  character.  The  Sunday  school,  and  especially 
the  Bible  class,  have  yielded  a  delightful  harvest,  and  are  full  of 
promise  now.  The  increase  of  the  missionary  spirit  has  hardly 
had  its  fair  expression,  on  account  of  the  circumstances  of  the 
parish.  Indeed,  this  is  one  of  those  cases  where  ability  is  taxed 
almost  to  its  limit,  for  the  support  of  the  Church  at  home,  and 
yet  it  will  be  seen  that  no  mean  offerings  have  gone  abroad. 
The  parish  are  deeply  interested  in  the  mission  of  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Snow,  in  our  region.  It  was  at  their  unaided  expense,  that  the 
experiment  of  two  months  was  tried,  and  their  contributions  to 
this  object,  for  the  future,  will  testify  their  sense  of  what  the 
mission  is  accomplishing. 

We  may  record,  as  the  blessing  of  this  Church,  the  evident 
increase  of  personal  piety,  a  growing  attachment  to  the  dis- 
tinctive features  of  our  beloved  Church,  and  the  unbroken  con- 
tinuance of  peace  and  love  in  our  borders.

It  will  appear  from  the  above  statistics,  that  there  has  been  an 
unusually  large  number  of  removals  from  the  parish,  during  the 
past  year. 

The  services  in  Lent  were  particularly  blessed.  There  are  a 
number  of  Candidates  for  the  Holy  Communion,  waiting  to 
receive  the  apostolic  rite  of  Confirmation.  The  parish  continues 
to  strengthen,  gradually ;  and  I  may  safely  say,  that  in  a 
temporal  and  spiritual  point  of  view,  it  was  never  in  a  more 
prosperous  condition.  As  evincing  an  increased  missionary 
spirit,  I  am  happy  to  say,  that  ihe  amount  of  contributions  during 
the  past  year  for  missionary  purposes,  has  been  more  than 
double  that  of  any  other  year  since  the  organization  of  the 
parish.

In  compliance  with  the  requisition  of  a  canon  of  the  General 
Convention  of  1835, 1  would  report  that,  during  the  first  eight 
months  of  the  last  Conventional  year,  I  was  occupied  without 
interruption,  in  the  Churches  of  Boston  and  its  vicinity ;  either 
assisting  my  brethren,  where  they  needed  my  assistance,  or 
taking  their  places,  when  absent. 

During  the  last  four  months,  I  have  been  engaged  as  a  mission- 
ary in  the  Southern  District  of  our  State,  where  the  number  oF 
persons  now  under  the  influence  of  my  ministrations  is  about  dye 
hundred.

Of  the  $166  contributed  for  missionary  purposes,  the  sum  of 
$100  was  given  by  a  benevolent  individual  who  has  removed 
from  the  parish ;  so  that  the  amount  paid  to  the  General  Board 
the  past  year  is  considerably  greater  than  can  ordinarily  be 
expected  from  the  parish. 

A  Parochial  and  Missionary  Association  has  been  in  existence 
most  of  the  year,  and  it  is  chiefly  from  this  source  that  the  mis- 
sionary contributions  from  the  parish  have  come.     It  promises  to  ^ 
be  very  successful  in  raising  funds  for  the  purposes  which  its 
name  designates. 
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The  Sunday  school  is  becoming  more  and  more  interesting 
and  efficient.  Weekly  contributions  are  still  continued,  by 
which  the  scholars  support  one  child  at  the  African  mission 
school.  The  provisions  of  the  Church  in  reference  to  catecheti- 
cal instruction  have  been  more  strictly  complied  with  during  the 
past  year  than  in  any  previous  one.  The  children  are  much 
interested  in  the  exercise,  and  are  desirous  for  its  frequent 
repetition* 

Increased  attention  has  been  paid  to  the  various  holy  days  of 
the  Church ;  and  the  wisdom  of  the  Church  in  their  appointment 
has  been  proportionably  felt  by  the  Rector  and  people. 

The  parish  may  be  considered  as  in  a  prosperous  condition, 
though,  like  many  others,  it  labors  under  the  disadvantage  of  a 
debt ;  which  circumstance  alone  has  obliged  it  to  continue  a  bene- 
ficiary of  the  Board  of  Missions,  longer  than  it  had  anticipated. 

The  Rector  has  held  occasional  services  in  neighboring  villa- 
ges, where  our  Church  is  but  little  known,  and  where  great  good 
might  be  accomplished  by  more  constant  labors. 

As  the  parish  has  enjoyed  no  Episcopal  visitation  since  nearly  a 
year  ago,  when  it  was  favored,  for  the  last  time,  with  the  services 
of  our  late  venerable  and  beloved  Bishop,  only  a  small  number 
are  reported  as  having  been  confirmed  ;  but  it  is  hoped  that  a 
considerable  number  will  present  themselves  for  the  apostolic 
rite  when  opportunity  offers. 

For  the  blessings  of  His  providence  and  grace  which  God  has 
vouchsafed  to  this  people,  for  the  peace  and  unity  which  charac- 
terize this  portion  of  His  vineyard,  and  for  the  cheering  prospects 
which  he  seems  to  be  opening  before  us.  His  holy  name  be 
praised ! 

St.  MarKs  Chwch^  Blandford. 
The  Rbv.  H.  H.  Bates,  Rector. 

The  general  condition  of  the  Church  in  Blandford,  remains 
nearly  the  same,  as  at  the  period  of  the  last  report  to  the  Con- 
vention. Since  the  first  of  April,  1842,  our  services  have  been 
held  one  half  of  the  time  in  a  very  convenient  house  at  the 
North  Meadow,  two  miles  from  our  church<

Inasmuch  as  by  this  arrangement  we  have  increased  the 
number  of  attendants  upon  our  services,  it  is  deemed  advisable  to 
continue  it.  The  inhabitants  of  that  village  are  desirous  of 
erecting  a  church ;  but  owing  to  the  great  depression  of  business 
at  the  present,  it  will  be  deferred  for  this  season.  Beside 
the  services  in  these  two  places  on  the  Lord's  day,  and  other 
sacred  seasons  upon  which  a  congregation  could  be  gathered, 
occasional  services  have  been  held  in  several  other  parts  of  the 
town.  In  a  part  of  Otis,  near  to  the  North  Meadow,  an  occa- 
sional service  has  been  held  ;  and  also  in  a  part  of  Becket,  at 
Chester  village,  Chester  Greathill,  Granville,  in  the  north  part  of 
Westfield,  and  in  connection  with  the  Kector  of  Christ  Church, 
Springfield,  one  service  in  Westfield  village.  At  each  of  these 
places  individuals  are  found  who  earnestly  desire  the  continuance 
of  our  services.  Although  these  labors  are  arduous,  being,  in 
most  instances,  performed  after  the  ordinary  services  of  the 
Lord's  day,  still  we  deem  them  highly  necessary  in '  our 
attempts  to  remove  the  various  obstacles  which  oppose  the  ad- 
vancement of  truth  in  this  region.  By  the  kindness  of  several 
members  of  Christ  Church,  Springfield,  we  have  been  enabled  to 
circulate,  in  every  place  where  we  have  ofiiciated,  to  a  good  ex- 
tent, many  valuable  tracts,  which  are  doing  much  good.  About 
fifty  copies  of  the  Book  of  Common  Prayer  have  been  sold,  and, 
in  most  instances,  to  individuals  wholly  unacquainted  with  it.

This  parish  continued  to  enjoy  the  useful  services  of  the  Kev, 
Mr.  Waters,  until  last  October,  when  he  removed  to  a  more  invi- 
ting field  of  labor  in  a  neighboring  diocese.  It  is  thought  the 
missionary  contributions  and  the  Sunday  school  would  have  been 
as  large  as  last  year,  if  the  church  could  have  been  opened  for 
regular  services.  Much  do  this  people  desire  to  have  their  spirit- 
ual wants  thus  supplied  ;  and  they  are  willing  to  contribute  accor- 
ding to  their  ability,  for  this  purpose  ;  but  without  aid  from  abroad 
they  cannot  expect  that  the  privileges  of  the  sanctuary  can  be 
theirs.

The  past  year  has  been  a  season  of  deep  affliction  to  the  Rec- 
tor, and  those  most  intimately  connected,  in  the  sudden  death  of 
a  beloved  son,  and  in  the  continual  sickness  which  has  visited 
his  family. 

It  has,  however,  proved  a  season  of  uncommon  spiritual  pros- 
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perity.  An  unusual  number  of  baptisms  has  taken  place.  The 
Sunday  school  has  much  increased ;  the  congregation  enlarged ; 
and  a  considerable  number  has  been  added  to  the  communion  of 
the  Church. 

In  July  last,  the  Western  District  Church  Missionary  Associa- 
tion was  organized  in  this  parish ;  the  meetings  of  which  have 
given  a  new  impulse  to  the  cause  of  missions,  and  promise  to 
promote  materially  the  interests  of  our  beloved  Church.  The 
Rector  of  this  parish  deems  it  not  improper  to  notice,  in  this  re- 
port, the  erection,  by  his  parishioners  and  friends,  of  a  beautiful 
and  expensive  monument,  over  the  remains  of  his  departed  son ; 
and  the  grateful  experience  of  their  sympathy  in  numerous  acts 
of  kindness.  To  the  Father  of  mercies,  and  the  God  of  all  com- 
forts and  grace,  his  thanks  are  more  especially  due,  in  that,  while 
so  many  of  his  brethren  suffer  from  infirmity  and  disease,  he 
has  never  been  kept,  by  sickness,  from  the  house  of  God,  or  from 
the  performance  of  any  official  duty,  during  a  ministry  of  twenty- 
two  years.

The  above  statistics  do  not  correctly  indicate  the  spiritual  con- 
dition of  St.  James's  Church.  It  hath  pleased  the  Lord,  in  the 
midst  of  the  years,  to  revive  his  work  among  us,  and  in  wrath  to 
remember  mercy.  Evidences  of  an  increased  interest  in  religion 
among  the  people,  induced  the  minister  to  anticipate  the  seaaon 
of  Lent,  and  to  commence  extra  services  on  Septuagesima  Sun* 
day.  These,  four  in  number,  in  addition  to  the  usual  services 
of  the  Sunday,  were  continued  weekly,  without  interruption,  and 
with  the  happiest  results,  until  the  fifth  Sunday  in  Lent.  The 
great  inquiry,  "  What  must  I  do  to  be  saved  ?  "  heard  on  every 
hand,  and  from  persons  of  every  age  and  condition,  soon  made 
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it  apparent  that  the  Lord  was  among  us  in  great  power ;  in  a 
word,  our  parish  and  our  town,  have  experienced  a  refreshing 
from  the  presence  of  the  Lord,  altogether  unprecedented  in  their 
history.  During  the  first  week  in  Lent,  by  invitation  of  the  Rec- 
tor, a  meeting  of  the  Berkshire  Association  was  held  in  the  parish. 
It  was  attended  by  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Ballard,  Lee,  Parker  and 
Warland ;  and,  to  the  blessing  of  God  on  the  faithful  declaration 
of  his  word  by  these  his  ministers,  much  of  the  good  that  has 
been  accomplished  is  to  be  ascribed.  Their  seasonable  visit,  in 
a  time  of  great  need,  and  the  effectual  words  by  them  spoken, 
will  not  soon  be  forgotten  in  this  parish.  Much  to  his  grief,  while 
the  religious  feeling  was  unabated,  the  labors  of  the  Rector  were 
entirely  suspended  by  illness ;  and  since  the  fourth  Sunday  in 
Lent,  he  has  been  able  to  officiate  only  three  Sundays.  For  the 
last  three  weeks,  the  parish  has  been  supplied  by  the  Rev.  N.  VV. 
Monroe,  whose  services  will  probably  be  continued  there  for 
some  weeks  to  come.  A  respectable  number  await  the  Bishop's 
coming,  to  receive  confirmation. 

The  $180  mentioned  above,  were  raised  by  the  Ladies'  Benev- 
olent Society,  and  liave  been  appropriated  to  various  parochial 
and  religious  purposes.

The  progress  of  this  Church,  the  past  year,  has  been  encour- 
aging. Deeper  piety  among  the.  communicants,  and  the  sacrifice 
of  their  worldly  goods,  are  among  the  evidence  that  God  has 
given  it  His  blessing.     In  Lent,  from  one  to  two  additional  ser-

vices  a  week  have  been  held,  and  on  these  occasions  a  sennon 
has  been  preached. 

A  class  of  adults  has  been  instructed  in  the  Church  Catechism 
on  Sundays,  and  the  children  of  the  Sunday  school  have  also 
been  pretty  regularly  examined  in  it.  Systematic  contributions 
to  missions  and  other  objects,  have  been  begun  to  be  made,  with 
good  prospect  of  success. 

The  church  has  been  repaired  inside  ;  a  fence  put  around  it ; 
the  work  of  repainting  the  outside  has  been  begun,  and  the  funds 
provided.  The  expense  of  the  entire  repairs  will  be  about  $400; 
8200  of  which  were  contributed  by  the  friends  of  the  Church  in 
Boston. 

It  has  been  thought  expedient  that  the  present  Minister  should 
resign  the  charge  of  this  parish,  in  order  to  give  all  his  services 
to  the  Church  in  the  town  in  which  he  resides.  A  clergyman, 
who  should  reside  at  Van  Deusenville,  will  find  many  of  the  re- 
quisite organizations  ready  to  his  hand,  and  an  affectionate  people, 
to  appreciate  his  labors. 

St.  PauVs  Churchy  Stockbridge. 
The  Rev.  S.  P.  Parker,  Minister.

During  the  past  year,  several  persons,  hitherto  strangers  to  the 
Church,  have  been  led  to  it  by  the  Spirit  of  God.  In  consequence, 
an  attempt  is  now  made  to  erect  a  church ;  and  the  requisite  sum 
is  secured,  except  $400. 

In  order  to  improve  the  present  opportunity  of  planting  the 
Church  permanently  in  Stockbridge,  I  have  left  Trinity  Church, 
Van  Deusenville,  and  hold  divine  service  twice  on  Sunday  here. 
Hitherto  there  has  been  but  one  service  on  Sunday  in  this  place, 
and  that  at  a  late  hour  in  the  afternoon.     The  benefit  is  apparent 
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in  the  fact,  that  twenty  families,  previously  strangers  to  the 
Church,  now  attend  its  services,  and  the  congregation  has  been 
doubled. 

During  Lent,  divine  service  has  been  held  on  two  days  of  each 
week,  besides  Sunday,  and  a  sermon  preached  on  each  occasion. 
A  clsuss  of  adults  have  attended,  at  my  house,  once  a  week,  in- 
structions in  the  scriptures  ;  and,  during  the  past  six  months,  have 
engaged  in  the  study  of  the  Catechism,  in  the  way  of  question 
and  answer.  There  is  a  Sunday  school,  likewise,  in  operation. 
A  weekly  lecture  is  given  in  different  parts  of  the  town  and 
neighborhood,  in  rotation.  Systematic  contributions  to  missions 
have  been  begun  under  good  auspices. 

The  people  are  making  all  the  effort  in  their  power  to  build  a 
church.  The  present  congregation  amounts  to  two  hundred. 
Many  circumstances  conspire  to  render  this  a  favorable  moment 
for  securing  a  Church  at  Stockbridge,  and  thus,  for  doing  much 
good  for  the  future,  and  for  saving  the  labors  of  the  last  eight 
years. 

It  may  not  be  improper  for  the  incumbent  to  state,  that  i  for 
seven  years  he  has,  at  the  cost  of  health,  kept  this  church  open, 
by  the  labors  of  his  school.  No  demand,  during  that  time,  has 
been  made  by  him  on  the  Board  of  Missions. 

He  leaves  it  to  the  hearts  of  the  churchmen  in  Boston,  whom 
God  has  made  His  stewards,  whether  they  will  contribute  a  sum  a 
little  exceeding  one  half  of  the  tax  of  which  he  has  thus  relieved 
the  Massachusetts  Board  of  Missions,  in  order  to  secure  the  fruits 
of  these  labors.

Missionary 
contributions :  General  Board,  $385  02 ;  MEissachusetts  ^Board, 
t60 ;  Sunday  school  library,  $18  21 ;  Convention  Fund,  $10  50 ;

The  condition  of  this  parish  may  be  reported  as  favorably  as 
in  fbrmer  years.    The  larger  number  of  communicants  added, 
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than  has  been  mentioned  in  some  of  the  last  reports,  may  be 
taken  as  a  good  indication,  that  the  word  has  not  been  preached 
in  vain.  It  is  believed  that  the  interests  of  religion  are  cherished 
with  an  increased  amount  of  religious  affection ;  while  an  attach- 
ment to  the  peculiar  principles  of  the  Church  has  been  uniformly 
gaining.  A  quarterly  meeting  of  the  Western  District  Church 
Missionary  Association,  was  held  here  in  September  last,  and  is 
considered  as  having  been  very  useful  in  promoting  the  objects 
for  which  it  was  designed.  Systematic  contributions  have  been 
made  for  missionary  purposes,  with  an  increase  upon  the  amount 
of  former  years. 


Kantttcttet  CEottnts- 

The  following  report  was  made  by  the  Vestry  of  Trinity 
Church,  Nantucket,  at  the  request  of  the  officiating  Minister,  the 
Rev.  F.  W.  J.  Pollard,  who,  at  the  time  of  the  Convention,  was 
not  canonically  resident  in  the  diocese  : 

Baptisms,  (infants  29,  adults  31,)  60.  Confirmed,  22.  Com- 
municants, 84.  Marriages,  3.  Burials,  4.  Members  of  the 
Sunday  school,  80.  Contributions  :  for  the  Episcopal  Fund,  $15; 
for  the  General  Board  of  Missions,  $i5  50  ;  for  the  poor  of 
Nantucket,  840;  for  a  charitable  society  at  Nantucket,  $15;  for 
the  Sunday  school  library  of  Trinity  Church,  Nantucket,  $12; 
for  repairs  of  the  Sunday  school  chapel,  $150 ;  for  parochial  pur- 
poses, $600 ;  total,  $877  50. 

During  the  last  two  years,  there  have  been  upwards  of  100 
baptisms,  62  of  which  were  adult  baptisms. 


The  Rev.  E.  M.  P.  Wells,  Rector  of  the  School  of  Moral  Dis- 
cipline, South  Boston,  reports  as  follows  :

Circumstances  having  for  several  years  prevented  my  re- 
porting myself  to  this  body,  it  is  now  with  renewed  pleasure  that 
I  resume  this  duty.

During  the  past  year,  there  have  been  baptized,  2  ;  and  con- 
firmed, 5.  The  number  of  communicants  is  12.  Missionary  and 
other  religious  charities,  $350.  Besides  the  appointed  services 
of  Sunday,  we  have  for  the  first  class,  lectures  on,  and  recitations 
in,  the  Church  Catechism,  Moral  Philosophy  and  Sacred  History, 
alternately;  for  the  second  class,  recitations  of  the  Epistles  and 
Gospels.  The  Fridays  during  the  year,  the  Wednesdays  and 
Fridays  during  Lent,  and  every  day  of  Passion  week,  have  been 
observed  as  feists  in  food  and  amusements,  and  as  days  of  reli- 
gious services.  Good  Friday,  Christmas  day,  and  Ash- Wednes- 
day have  been  observed  as  holy  days  with  full  religious  services, 
and  a  dispensing  with  all  secular  occupations. 

If  you  will  bear  with  me,  it  may  not  be  uninteresting  to  state 
that  in  looking  back  upon  the  past  fifteen  years,  in  which  I  have 
been  engaged  in  the  care  of  boys  in  this  city,  I  cannot  but  note 
the  unlocked  for  results  obtained  by  the  simple  continued  use  of 
the  services  of  our  Church  on  the  minds  of  the  750  boys,  who 
have  been  under  my  care,  and  from  whom  I  am  constantly  hear- 
ing most  encouraging  accounts. 

Immediate  results  I  have  not  sought  after,  knowing  that,  in 
young  minds,  though  immediate  results  are  most  easily  produced, 
they  are,  when  produced,  most  evanescent.  I  have  endeavored  to 
lead  my  boys  by  "  a  patient  continuance  in  welldoing,  to  seek 
for  glory,  honor  and  immortality."  I  have  endeavored  to  have 
them  see,  hear  and  feel  the  Church  saying  unto  them  in  her  con- 
stant action  of  prayer,  praise,  ordinances  and  teaching,  "  My  son, 
give  me  thine  heart ; "  and  to  lead  them  to  reply  to  Him  who 
thus  speaketh  to  them  from  heaven,  —  to  reply  in  acts  as  well  as 
sentiments,  — "  my  Father,  thou  art  the  guide  of  my  youth." 
As  I  knew  I  could  have  the  care  of  these  boys  for  a  short  time 
only,  perhaps,  but  for  one  year,  I  have  preferred  to  work  upon 
the  foundation  of  what  would  become  their  future  moral  structure  ; 
to  do  something  which  should  be  permanent,  even  though  it  were 
small ;  to  place  the  seed  of  truth  where  it  should  be  so  guarded 
by  discipline  and  fenced  in  by  principle,  that  it  should  not  be- 
come a  prey  to  the  beak  of  the  fowl,  the  foot  of  the  beast,  nor  the 
sweep  of  the  tempest,  where 

"  Though  seed  lie  buried  long  in  dust, 
It  sha'  n*t  deceive  our  hope." 
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Instead  of  finding,  as  I  feared  would  be  the  case,  that  the 
religious  impressions  made  while  with  me,  would  be  soon  effaced 
on  leaving  school,  I  have  found  them  oflen  increasing.  And 
often  when,  as  in  many  cases  was  true,  the  first  effect  on  leaving 
our  regular  discipline  was  unfavorable,  yet  there  was  an  ultimate 
return  to, a  falling  back  upon,  the  principles,  habits  and  affections 
in  which  they  had  been  educated.  Boys  from  the  various  de- 
nominations, also,  have  not  only  become  interested  in  the  Church, 
while  at  school,  but  some  even  more  so  by  comparison  and  re- 
flection after  leaving  it.  Some  of  these  from  the  straitest  sects 
have  devoted  themselves  to  the  sacred  ministry  in  our  Church. 
I  trouble  you  with  these  remarks.  Right  Reverend  Sir,  because 
I  wish  to  increase,  if  possible,  the  little  interest  already  felt  in 
Church  schools ;  to  hasten  the  time  when  the  lambs  of  our  flock 
shall  no  longer  be  turned  over  to  the  wolves  of  the  world ;  sent 
to  be  educated  in  schools  where  the  chief  recommendation  on 
religious  matters  is  that  they  "  teach  no  sentiments  in  particular," 
where  the  infidel  may  have  his  child  educated  without  its  being 
contaminated  with  Christianity. 

I  am  the  less  backward  in  urging  this  pomt,  because  I  cannot 
now  be  supposed  to  be  influenced  by  personal  interest.  With 
the  consent  of  the  Bishop,  I  expect  soon  to  discontinue  my  school, 
in  consequence  of  a  lameness  which  prevents  me  from  engaging 
in  (what  has  been  a  great  object  in  my  school)  the  active  exer- 
cises and  recreations  of  my  boys ;  this  was  important  that  I  might 
be  with  them  in  their  hours  of  relaxation  and  unbending,  when  the 
boy  throws  open  his  breast,  and  we  can  see  the  natural  elements 
of  his  character,  and  their  workings.  Then  we  can  most  effectu- 
ally teach  the  practice  of  what  is  inculcated  in  the  lecture,  — 
can  check,  direct,  model  or  reform. 


To  the  Right  Rev.  the  Bishop  of  Massachusetts : 

In  compliance  with  Canon  7th  of  the  General  Convention  of 
1835,  requiring  "  every  clergyman  not  regularly  settled  in  any 
parish  or  church,  to  report  to  the  ecclesiastical  authority  of  his 
diocese  the  occasional  services  he  may  have  performed,"  the 
undersigned  reports  as  follows  : 

He  resigned  the  charge  of  Trinity  Church,  Bridgewater,  20th 
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April,  and,  on  the  following  Sunday,  took  leave  of  the  congrega- 
tion. In  1838,  when  he  there  entered  upon  his  labors,  there 
were  22  families  and  27  communicants.  In  April  last,  by  the 
records  of  the  parish,  there  were  47  families  and  67  communi- 
cants. Allowing  for  deaths  and  removals  during  five  years,  there 
remained  42  families  and  53  communicants. 

On  the  second  Sunday  after  Easter,  he  preached  in  the  Church 
of  the  Ascension,  Fall  Hiver.  On  the  following  Sunday,  in  St. 
,  Andrew's  Church,  Hanover ;  morning,  afternoon  and  evening  at 
each  place.  On  the  fourth  Sunday  after  Easter,  he  officiated  in 
Worcester.  The  congregation  recently  formed  there,  but  not, 
as  yet,  organized  into  a  parish,  having  signified  to  the  Diocesan 
their  desire  of  his  services  for  a  few  months,  until  a  Clergyman, 
approved  by  the  Board  of  Missions,  could  be  obtained,  he 
removed  there  with  his  family,  the  following  week,  with  what 
was  barely  necessary  for  such  an  arrangement.  He  was  in- 
duced to  concur  in  this  from  the  strong  representation  made 
to  him  by  Ithe  congregation  in  Worcester,  that,  unless  they 
could  immediately  secure  the  labors  of  a  resident  Clergyman, 
such  was  the  growing  discouragement,  they  feared  they  should  be 
compelled,  however  reluctantly,  to  abandon  the  enterprise.  It  is 
with  devout  gratitude  to  the  Great  Head  of  the  Church,  that  he  is 
enabled  to  report  very  favorably  of  the  present  aspect  of  things 
there. 

During  the  past  fortnight  I  have  visited  all  the  families  com- 
prising the  congregation,  of  whom  there  are  at  present  about  24, 
together  with  many  individuals  usually  worshipping  with  us, 
among  whom  are  22  communicants  of  the  Church. 

On  Whitsunday,  a  Sunday  school  was  organized,  consisting,  at 
present,  of  5  teachers  and  25  scholars.  The  school  will  be 
superintended  by  the  Minister,  and  the  classes  examined  by  him 
every  Sunday.

IN  CONVENTION,  JUNE,  1841. 


ARTICLE    I. 

This  Church,  as  a  constituent  part  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church  of  the  United  States  of  America,  accedes  to  the  General 
Constitution  of  that  Church,  and  acknowledges  its  authority. 

ARTICLE   II. 

There  shall  he  a  stated  Convention  of  the  Church  in  this  com- 
monwealth, at  Boston,  on  the  second  Wednesday  in  June,  in 
every  year ;  unless  a  different  time  and  place  be  fixed  on  by  a 
preceding  Convention.  Special  meetings  of  the  Convention  shall 
be  called  by  the  Bishop,  when,  in  his  judgment,  the  good  of  the 
Church  may  require  it,  or  when  the  Standing  Committee  shall 
request  it.  And  when  the  Episcopal  Chair  is  vacant,  the  Standing 
Committee  shall  have  power  to  call  such  Convention.  Provided, 
always,  that  no  business  shall  be  done  at  any  special  Convention, 
other  than  is  specified  in  the  notice  calling  such  Convention. 

ARTICLE   III. 

The  Convention  shall  be  composed  of  Clergymen  and  Lay- 
men. 

The  Bishop,  and  the  Atssistant  Bishop,  when  there  is  one,  shall 
have  a  seat  and  a  vote  in  the  Convention.  Every  other  clergy- 
man of  the  Church,  of  whatever  order,  being  a  settled  minister, 
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or  regularly  officiating  in  some  parish  within  this  Commonwealth ; 
or  being  a  President,  Professor,  Tutor,  or  Instructor  in  some  Col- 
lege or  Seminary  of  learning,  and  performing  clerical  functions ; 
or  being  a  Missionary  under  the  direction  of  the  ecclesiastical 
authority  of  this  commonwealth,  or  a  Chaplain  in  the  army  or 
navy  of  the  United  States,  or  in  any  beneyolent  or  other  public 
institution,  shall  be  entitled  to  a  seat  and  vote  in  the  Convention, 
if  he  have  been  actually  as  well  as  canonically  resident  within 
this  State  for  the  space  of  six  calendar  months  next  before  the 
meeting  of  the  Convention,  and  has,  for  the  same  period,  been 
employed  in  performing  the  duties  of  his  station,  or  have  been 
canonically  instituted.  Provided,  however,  that  no  clergyman, 
otherwise  entitled  to  a  seat  and  vole  in  the  Convention,  shall,  by 
reason  of  advanced  years,  or  infirm  health,  or  temporary  absence, 
be  divested  of  such  privilege. 

Every  parish  in  this  commonwealth,  in  union  with  this  Con- 
yention,  shall  be  entitled  to  send  to  the  Convention  a  lay  delegate, 
or  delegates,  not  exceeding  three,  a  certificate  of  whose  appoint- 
ment, signed  by  the  Wardens  or  Parish  Clerk,  shall,  before  his 
or  their  admission  to  a  seat,  be  laid  before  the  Convention.  Pro- 
vided, that  no  person  shall  be  competent  to  serve  as  a  lay  dele- 
gate unless  he  be  a  slated  Worshipper  in  the  parish  which  he  repre- 
sents. The  delegation  from  each  parish  shall  be  entitled,  on  a 
division,  by  orders,  to  but  one  vote. 


ARTICLE  rv. 

New  parishes  may  be  admitted  into  union  with  this  Convention, 
on  motioil,  by  a  majority  of  votes,  provided  they  shall  have  laid 
before  the  Convention  written  evidence,  subscribed  by  the  War- 
dens and  Vestry,  that  they  aie  duly  organized,  and  accede  to  the 
Constitution  and  Canons  of  this  Church. 


ARTICLE   V. 


The  Bishop  of  this  Diocese  shall  preside  in  the  Convention. 
But,  in  case  of  vacancy,  or  necessary  absence,  the  members 
shall  elect  a  president  from  among  the  clergy. 
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ARTICLE    VI. 

A  Secretary  shall  be  chosen  upon  the  assembling  of  the  Annual 
Convention,  from  among  the  members  thereof,  who  shall  remain 
in  office  until  the  meeting  of  the  next  Convention. 

ARTICLE   VII. 

The  members  of  the  Convention  present  on  due  notification, 
and  duly  organized,  shall  constitute  a  quorum  to  transact  the  or- 
dinary business  of  the  Convention.  The  Clergy  and  lay  delegates 
shall  deliberate  as  one  body,  and  vote  as  such,  except  when  a 
division  is  called  for  ;  in  which  case,  a  concurrence  of  both  orders 
shall  be  necessary  to  carry  any  measure.  All  elections  shall  be 
by  ballot,  unless  otherwise  ordered  by  the  Convention. 

ARTICLE    VIII. 

There  shall  be  a  Standing  Committee,  to  consist  of  six  mem- 
bers ;  three  clergymen  and  three  laymen.  They  shall  keep  reg- 
ular minutes  of  their  proceedings,  and  shall  report  the  same 
annually  to  the  Convention.     A  majority  shall  be  a  quorum. 

ARTICLE    IX. 

This  Constitution  shall  not  be  subject  to  alteration  in  any  article 
except  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Convention  ;  nor  unless  such 
alteration  shall  have  been  proposed  at  least  one  annual  meeting 
previous  to  its  adoption.

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(Eanon  of  1828, 

Respecting  Contingent  Expenses, 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  parish  in  this  State,  after  the  first 
day  of  January,  1829,  to  raise  and  send  to  the  Treasurer  of  the 
Convention,  to  defray  the  contingent  expenses  of  the  Church  in 
this  Slate,  a  sum  of  money  annually,  which  shall  be  as  much  as 
one  per  centum  and  one  half  of  one  per  centum  on  the  salary  of  its 
minister ;  and  those  parishes  which  are  destitute  of  a  clergyman, 
and  which  are  represented  by  lay  delegates  in  the  Convention, 
shall  pay  at  least  five  dollars  annually,  or  send  a  certified  copy 
of  a  vote  that  they  are  unable  to  pay  the  same ;  and  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  Treasurer,  to  certify  in  his  Annual  Report,  what 
parishes  have  neglected  to  comply  with  the  requisitions  of  this 
Canon.  The  money  thus  raised  and  paid  into  the  treasury  of  the 
Convention,  shall  be  subject  to  appropriation  by  a  majority  of  the 
votes  of  the  Standing  Committee,  Secretary,  and  Treasurer  of 
the  Convention ;  and  the  following  appropriations  shall  always 
be  deemed  proper,  namely :  to  pay  the  travelling  expenses  of  the 
Bishop  to  this  Convention;  to  pay  the  travelling  expenses  of 
such  clerical  members  of  the  Convention  as  cannot  aflTord  to  pay 
the  same,  not  e'!xceeding  ten  dollars  to  any  clergyman  in  one 
year ;  to  pay  the  travelling  expenses  of  the  clerical  delegates  to 
the  General  Triennial  Convention,  not  exceeding  twenty-five 
dollars  to  each  clerical  delegate ;  to  pay  to  the  delegates  of  the 
Church  in  this  State  to  the  General  Convention,  such  sums  as 
shall  enable  them  to  pay  the  quota  assessed  on  the  several 
Churches  in  this  State  by  each  General  Convention,  for  the  con- 
tingent expenses  thereof;  and  to  pay  for  publishing  the  Journals 
of  this  Convention,  and  such  other  publications  as  shall  be  pub- 
lished by  order  of  this  Convention ;  and  every  parish  shall  be 
entitled  to  five  copies,  at  le«ist,  of  every  publication  printed  by 
order  of  the  Convention.

On  the  mode  of  sccwing  an  accurate  view  of  the  state  of 

the  Churchy  from  time  to  time. 

Section  1.  As  a  full  and  accurate  view  of  the  state  of  the 
Church,  from  time  to  time,  is  highly  useful  and  necessary,  it  is 
hereby  ordered  that  every  Minister  of  this  Church  shall  present, 
or  cause  to  be  delivered,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  every  an- 
nual Convention,  to  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  or,  where  there  is 
no  Bishop,  to  the  President  of  the  Convention,  a  statement  of  the 
number  of  baptisms,  confirmations,  marriages,  and  funerals,  and 
of  the  number  of  communicants  in  his  parish  or  Church,  and  of 
all  other  matters  that  may  throw  light  on  the  state  of  the  same ; 
and  these  parochial  reports,  or  such  parts  of  them  as  the  Bishop 
shall  think  fit,  shall  be  read  and  entered  on  the  journals  of  the 
Convention.  And  every  other  clergyman  not  regularly  settled 
in  any  parish  or  Church,  shall  also  report  to  the  ecclesiastical  au- 
thority of  his  Diocese,  the  occasional  services  he  may  have  per- 
formed ;  and,  if  he  have  performed  no  such  services,  the  causes 
or  reasons  which  have  prevented  the  same.

ttnles  of  ®rlrer. 

Rule  I.  When  the  President  takes  the  chair,  no  member  shall 
continue  standing,  or  shall  afterwards  stand  up,  except  to  address 
the  Chair. 

No  member  shall  absent  himself  from  the  house,  unless  he 
have  leave,  or  be  unable  to  attend. 

When  any  member  is  about  to  speak,  or  deliver  any  matter  to 
the  house,  he  shall,  with  due  respect,  address  himself  to  the 
President,  confining  himself  strictly  to  the  point  in  debate. 
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No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  in  the  same  debate, 
without  leave  of  the  house ;  nor  more  than  once,  until  others 
desiring  to  speak  shall  have  spoken. 

While  the  President  is  putting  any  question,  the  members  shall 
continue  in  their  seats,  and  shall  not  hold  any  private  discourse. 

Every  member  who  shall  be  in  the  house,  when  any  question 
is  put,  shall  vote,  unless  he  be  personally  interested  in  the  ques- 
tion, or  shall  be  excused  by  the  Convention  for  reasons  assigned. 

Rule  II.     No  motion  shall  be  considered  as  before  the  Con- 
vention unless  seconded  by  a  member  not  belonging  to  the  same 
parish  with  the  mover ;  and  every  motion,  when  required  by  any  - 
member,  shall  be  reduced  to  writing. 

Rule  III.  When  the  report  of  a  committee  is  presented,  it 
shall  be  read  and  entered  on  the  minutes,  unless  otherwise  deter* 
mined  by  the  house ;  and,  if  accompanied  by  resolutions,  the 
question  shall  be  on  adopting  them. 

Rule  IV.  When  a  question  is  before  the  Convention,  it  shall 
be  in  order — 

1.  To  lay  on  the  table ; 

2.  To  postpone  to  a  day  certain ; 

3.  To  commit ; 

4.  To  amend ; 

5.  To  postpone  indefinitely ; 

and  a  motion  for  any  one  of  these  proceedings  may  be  considered 
as  having  precedence  in  the  order  in  which  they  are  here  named ; 
and  a  question  on  any  of  these  proceedings  shall  be  decided 
before  the  original  motion. 

Rule  V.  An  address  or  communication  from  the  Bishop  shall 
be  in  order  at  any  tifne. 

Rule  VI.  Any  member  may  call  for  the  division  of  a  ques- 
tion, when  the  sense  will  admit  of  it. 

Rule  VII.  The  question  of  adjournment  shall  always  be  in 
order ;  and  that,  together  with  a  motion  to  lay  on  the  table,  shall 
be  decided  without  debate. 

Rule  VIII.  The  votes  by  orders  may  be  called,  whenever 
desired  by  any  member  of  the  Convention ;  and,  when  called, 
shall  be  entered  on  the  minutes. 
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Rule  IX.  On  all  questions  of  order,  the  President  shall  decide, 
subject  to  an  appeal  to  the  house. 

Rule  X.  A  question,  being  decided,  shall  not  be  reconsidered 
during  the  same  session,  without  the  consent  of  two  thirds  of  the 
members  present,  nor  unless  the  motion  to  reconsider  be  made 
and  seconded  by  members  who  voted  in  the  majority  oa  the 
original  decision.

The  Rev.  Dr.  Eaton,  from  the  Executive  Committee, 
presented  a  report,  recommending  the  second  Wednesday 
in  June,  1845,  at  10  o'clock,  A.  M.,  as  the  time  of  the  next 
Annual  Convention,  and  Trinity  Church,  Boston,  as  the 
place  in  which  the  same  shall  be  held. 
•  The  report  was  adopted. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Vinton,  from  the  Committee  on  New 
Parishes  reported  that  a  parish  had  been  duly  organized  in 
Worcester,  under  the  name  of  All  Saints'  Church,  —  and 
one  in  Boston,  under  the  name  of  the  Church  of  the 
Messiah, — and  recommended  that  they  be  admitted  into 
union  with  this  Convention. 
The  report  was  adopted.

Church,  was  recognized  under  its  new  name,  it  having 
been  legally  adopted. 

The  Bishop  then  delivered  the  following 

MY  BRETHREN  OP  THE  CLERGY  AND  LAITY  :— 

I  proceed  to  lay  before  you,  on  this  occasion  of  our  annual 
ecclesiastical  council,  the  record  of  my  official  transactions  during 
the  past  year. 

On  Wednesday,  Thursday,  and  Friday,  of  the  week  following 
the  meeting  of  the  last  Convention,  I  attended  the  annual  meeting  of 
the  Board  of  Missions,  which  was  held  in  St.  Paul's,  Boston. 

On  Friday,  June  23,  1843,  at  St.  John's  Church,  Charlestown, 
confirmed  16  in  the  evening. 

On  St  John  Baptist's  Day,  Saturday,  June  24,  preached  in  the 
evening  in  the  temporary  place  of  worship  occupied  by  th^  con- 
gregation of  St.  Luke's,  Lowell. 

On  the  second  Sunday  after  Trinity,  June  25,  at  St.  Anne's, 
Lowell,  after  Morning  Prayer,  heard  the  children  of  the  parish 
catechized  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Edson,  the  Rector;  and  then  ex- 
amined them  myself.  The  attendance  of  children  was  very 
numerous.  After  the  examination,  I  addressed  a  few  words  to  the 
congregation  which  was  then  assembled.  May  they,  and  may  all 
the  congregations  throughout  the  Diocese,  appreciate  daily  more 
and  more  the  importance  of  seconding  the  ministry,  in  the  nurture 
of  the  rising  generation !     Exertions  for  the  spiritual  welfare  of 
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children  never  can  be  in  vain ;  for  the  promise  of  God,  in  his  own 
word,  is  pledged  to  grant  the  blessing,  where  the  labor  is  faithfully 
bestowed. 

In  the  aAernoon  of  this  day,  confirmed  30  at  St.  Anne^s ;  and, 
after  the  conclusion  of  divine  service,  examined  the  children  of  the 
Sunday  Schools  connected  with  this  parish,  and  addressed  a  few 
observations  to  the  Teachers.  In  the  evening,  I  confirmed  10  at 
St.  Luke^s.  It  is  truly  a  gratifying  event,  that  a  second  parish  has 
been  organized  in  this  large  manufacturing  town,  where  the  sound 
doctrines,  and  wholesome  order  of  our  Church,  are  so  enninently 
fitted  to  exert  a  salutary  influence.  For  the  want  of  funds,  the 
parish  church,  though  covered  in,  has  not  been  completed ;  al- 
though, through  the  generous  contributions  of  Episcopalians  in 
this,  and  in  other  Dioceses,  the  fears  entertained  respecting  the 
immediate  sacrifice  of  the  building  have  at  various  times  been 
removed.  But  it  is  again  in  danger ;  and  I  trust  that  the  means 
for  accomplishing  its  permanent  safety  will,  in  course  of  time,  be 
cheerfully  furnished. 

On  the  following  day,  June  26, 1  went  to  New  York,  for  the 
purpose  of  attending  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees 
of  the  General  Theological  Seminary ;  and  shared  with  many 
others,  on  Friday,  June  30,  the  pleasure  and  profit  of  listening  to 
the  Sermon  preached  by  the  Bishop  of  Delaware,  on  occasion  of 
the  Commencement  of  that  Institution.  I  can  wish  nothing  better 
for  its  students  than  that  they  should  follow  Out,  in  their  ministry, 
the  model  of  scriptural  preaching  which  that  Discourse  presented. 
On  the  Third  Sunday  after  Trinity,  July  2, 1  preached  twice  from 
the  pulpit  of  the  Church  of  the  Ascension,  New  York  ;  and  thus 
had  the  gratification  of  beholding  once  more,  within  the  walls  of 
that  beloved  sanctuary,  the  faces  of  my  ancient  flock. 

On  Thursday,  July  6,  in  Christ  Church,  Cambridge,  instituted 
the  Rev.  Nicholas  Hoppin  Rector  of  that  parish. 
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On  Friday,  July  7,  in  the  Methodist  Meeting  House  at  Cam- 
bridgeport,  confirmed  6  for  the  parish  of  St.  Peter's  in  the  evening. 

On  the  Fourth  Sunday  after  Trinity,  July  9,  preached  in  the 
morning  at  St.  Peter's,  Salem ;  and  in  the  afternoon  confirmed  8. 
This  confirmation  was  after  an  interval  of  only  5  months  since  the 
last  administration  of  the  rite  in  that  parish ;  and  this  fact  accounts 
for  the  small  number  of  persons  presented.  After  the  conclusion 
of  divine  service  in  the  afternoon  I  examined  the  children  in  the 
Catechism ;  and  then  addressed  the  Sunday  School  Teachers  and 
others,  who  were  present.  The  flourishing  state  of  this  parish, 
and  its  steady  and  healthy  growth,  are  a  subject  for  devout  grati- 
tude to  God. 

In  the  evening  of  this  day,  confirmed  7  in  the  ancient  church  of 
St  Michael,  Marblehead ;  and  on  the  following  day,  Monday,  July 
10,  in  the  afternoon,  catechized  the  children  after  Evening  Prayer, 
and  addressed  the  congregation. 

On  Tuesday,  July  11,  confirmed  13  in  the  evening,  in  St* 
Paul's  Church,  Newburyport. 

On  Wednesday,  July  12,  in  the  afternoon,  confirmed  2  in  St. 
James's  Church,  Amesbury. 

On  Thursday,  July  13,  preached  in  the  evening  in  Christ  Church, 
Andover ;  and  on  the  evening  of  the  following  day,  confirmed  9 
in  the  same  church.  On  this  day  the  Eastern  District  Church 
Missionary  Association  held  one  of  their  appointed  meetings. 
The  Rev.  Messrs.  Blaisdale,  Edson,  and  McCoy  were  present, 
besides  the  Rector  of  the  parish,  the  Rev.  Dr.  Fuller ;  and  in  the 
afternoon,  an  excellent  discourse  on  the  subject  of  Missions  was 
preached  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Blaisdale.  In  the  evening,  a  collection 
was  made  for  the  Massachusetts  Board  of  Missions.  It  is  to  be 
hoped  that  collections  will  always  be  made  on  similar  occasions* 
When  the  hearts  of  the  people  are  opened  by  appeals  from  the 
Clergy,  it  is  always  desirable  to  afford  them  the  oppcMrtunity  of 
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expressing  their  interest  in  the  missionary  cause,  by  contributions 
to  the  Lord^s  treasury. 

On  the  Fifth  Sunday  aAer  Trinity,  July  16,  in  the  temporary 
place  of  worship  occupied  by  the  congregation  of  St.  Luke^s, 
Chelsea,  confirmed  3  in  the  morning. 

In  the  aflernoon  of  the  same  day,  confirmed  9  in  St.  Matthew's 
Church,  South  Boston. 

On  Monday,  July  17,  preached  in  the  evening  in  Christ  Church, 
Quincy. 

On  Tuesday,  July  18,  in  St.  Andrew's,  Hanover,  confirmed  2 
in  the  afternoon;  and,  after  divine  service,  examined  a  large 
number  of  the  children  of  the  parish  in  the  Catechism.  On  the 
evening  of  this  day,  I  preached  a  second  time  in  the  same  church. 

On  Wednesday,  July  19,  in  Trinity  Church,  Marshfield, 
preached  in  the  afternoon. 

On  Thursday,  July  20,  in  Trinity  Church,  Bridgewater,  preached 
in  the  afternoon ;  and  again  in  the  evening.  On  the  next  day, 
Friday,  July  21,  after  Morning  Prayer,  catechized  the  children  of 
the  parish. 

On  the  Sixth  Sunday  after  Trinity,  July  23,  in  Grace  Church, 
New  Bedford,  examined  the  children  in  the  Catechism,  after 
Morning  Prayer,  and  in  the  afternoon  confirmed  15  in  the  same 
church.     In  the  evening  I  preached. 

On  Tuesday,  July  25,  St.  James  the  Apostle,  I  proceeded  to 
Nantucket ;  and  on  the  evening  of  that  day  preached  in  Trinity 
Church,  on  that  island.  On  Wednesday,  July  26, 1  confirmed  19 
in  the  same  church,  in  the  evening.  I  was  accompanied,  on  this 
visit,  by  my  reverend  brethren,  Mr.  Robinson,  Mr.  Cutler,  and 
Mr.  Snow ;  the  last  two  of  whom  preached  once  each  in  Trinity 
Church,  on  the  second  day  of  the  Visitation.  A  meeting  was  held, 
at  this  time,  of  the  Southern  District  Church  Missionary  Associa- 
tion; and  a  collection  was  made  in  the  church,  in  aid  of  the 
purposes  of  the  Association. 
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I  left  Nantucket  on  Friday,  July  28 ;  and  on  the  evening  of 
that  day  confirmed  14  in  the  Church  of  the  Ascension,  Fall  River. 

On  the  Seventh  Sunday  after  Trinity,  July  30,  at  St.  Mary's, 
Newton,  Lower  Falls,  preached  in  the  ntorning ;  and  in  the  after- 
noon confirmed  3.  Between  the  morning  and  afternoon  services, 
I  visited  the  Sunday  School  of  this  parish,  and  addressed  a  few 
remarks  to  the  Teachers  and  Scholars. 

On  Monday,  July  31,  in  the  afternoon,  preached  in  St.  PauPs, 
Hopkinton. 

On  Tuesday,  August  1,  in  St.  John's,  Wilkinson ville,  confirmed 
7  in  the  afternoon ;  and  preached  again  in  the  same  church  in  the 
evening.  Afler  the  sermon,  I  catechized  the  children  of  the 
parish. 

On  Thursday,  August  3,  preached  in  the  evening  in  the  tempo- 
rary place  of  worship,  occupied  hy  the  congregation  of  All  Saints', 
Worcester. 

On  Friday,  August  4,  preached  in  Christ  Church,  Clappville, 
in  the  evening. 

On  the  Eighth  Sunday  after  Trinity,  August  6,  in  Christ  Church, 
Springfield,  preached  in  the  morning,  and  administered  the  Holy 
Communion.  In  the  afternoon,  confirmed  12  in  the  same  church ; 
and,  after  divine  service,  examined  the  children  in  the  Catechism. 

On  Monday,  August  7,  preached  in  the  afternoon  in  St.  Mark's, 
Blandford,  and  baptized  the  infant  son  of  the  Kev.  Mr.  Bates,  the 
Sector;  and  again  preached,  in  the  evening,  in  the  school  house 
at  the  North  Meadow. 

On  Tuesday,  August  8,  in  St.  Paul's,  Otis,  in  the  afternoon, 
baptized  the  infant  daughter  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Allen,  the  Bector^ 
and  also  two  adults ;  and  confirmed  3. 

On  Wednesday,  August  9,  in  the  Town  House  of  Stockbridge, 
confirmed  13  for  the  parish  of  St.  PauPs,  in  the  afternoon  ;  and 
in  the  evening  preached  in  the  lecture-room,  occasionally  occu- 
pied by  the  congregation. 
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On  Thursday,  August  10,  in  St  James's  Church,  Great  Barring- 
ton,  confirmed  28  in  the  aAemoon ;  and  preached  a  second  time 
in  the  same  church  in  the  evening. 

On  Friday,  August  11,  in  Trinity  Church,  Van  Deusenville, 
confirmed  2  in  the  afternoon. 

On  Saturday,  August  12,  preached  in  the  aflemoon  in  Trinity 
Church,  Lenox. 

On  the  Ninth  Sunday  after  Trinity,  August  13,  in  St.  Stephen's 
Pittsfield,  preached  in  the  morning.  In  the  afternoon  confirmed 
13 ;  and  then  examined  the  children  in  the  Catechism.  In  the 
evening  preached  again  in  the  same  church. 

On  Monday,  August  14,  in  St.  Luke's,  Laneshorough,  preached 
in  the  morning,  and  catechized  the  children.  In  the  afternoon 
confirmed  5 ;  and  also  at  a  private  house,  confirmed  a  member 
of  the  parish,  who  was  prevented  hy  indisposition  from  being  pres* 
ent  in  the  church. 

On  Tuesday,  August  15,  in  St.  John's,  Ashfield,  confirmed  5  in 
the  afternoon,  and  examined  the  children  in  the  Catechism. 

On  Thursday,  August  17,  in  St.  James's,  Greenfield,  confirmed 
3  in  the  afternoon,  and  catechized  the  children. 

On  Friday,  August  18,  in  the  Meeting  House  at  Montagu,  con- 
firmed in  the  afternoon  2  persons  belonging  to  the  parish  of  St 
James's,  Greenfield;  and  preached  again  in  St  James's,  Greenfield, 
on  the  evening  of  the  same  day. 

On  the  Tenth  Sunday  after  Trinity,  August  20,  in  St  John^s 
Church,  Northampton,  preached  in  the  morning,  and  administered 
the  Holy  Communion.  In  the  afternoon  confirmed  3,  and  af^er 
divine  service  catechized  the  children.  In  the  evening,  preached 
again  in  the  same  church ;  and  thus  completed  my  first  entire 
visitation  of  the  Diocese. 

On  Thursday,  September  7,  at  an  Ordination  held  in  Trinity 
Church,  Boston,  admitted  Mr.  Newton  E.  Marble,  a  Candidate  for 
Orders  of  the  Diocese,  to  the  Holy  Order  of  Deacons.    The  ser- 
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mon  was  preached  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Burroughs.     Mr.  MarUe  has 
been  chosen  the  Rector  of  Trinity  Church,  Bridgewater. 

On  Wednesday,  September  13,  attended  a  periodical  meeting 
of  the  Eastern  District  Church  Missionary  Association  in  Lowell. 
The  Rev.  Messrs.  Edson,  McCoy,  Davenport,  Biaisdale,  Mason, 
and  Watson,  were  present  on  this  occasion.  I  preached  in  the 
evening  in  St.  Anne^s  Church ;  and  a  collection  was  m^de  for  the 
Massachusetts  Board  of  Missions.  I  also  confirmed,  at  this  time, 
3  persons. 

On  Thursday,  October  12,  in  St.  John^s  Church,  Jamaica  Plain, 
after  Evening  Prayer,  catechized  the  children  of  the  congregation. 
The  present  incumbent  of  this  Church  is  the  Rev.  Dr.  Shepard, 
who  has  been  received  into  this  Diocese  from  that  of  Connecticut 

On  Tuesday,  October  31,  in  St.  Luke's  Church,  Lowell,  bap- 
tized 2  infants  in  the  afternoon,  and  confirmed  6  persons.  The 
number  confirmed  in  this  parish  during  the  year  is  16. 

On  Wednesday,  November  1,  All  Saints'  Day,  in  Trinity 
Church,  Boston,  at  an  Ordination  held  by  request  of  the  Bishop 
of  Rhode-Island,  admitted  to  the  Holy  Order  of  Priests  the  Rev. 
Samuel  A.  Taylor,  Deacon,  of  that  Diocese,  Missionary  to  Meso- 
potamia under  an  appointment  from  the  Foreign  Committee  of  the 
Board  of  Missions. 

On  Tuesday,  November  14,  at  Med  ford,  administered  the  rite 
of  Confirmation,  and  subsequently  the  Holy  Communion,  to-  a 
resident  of  that  town  who  has  been  confined  fbr  many  years  to 
his  own  house,  owing  to  the  deprivation,  by  an  afflictive  providence, 
of  the  use  of  his  limbs.  What  a  lesson  do  such  cases  as  this 
read  to  iw,  who  are  permitted,  from  year  to  year,  to  ascetid  with 
joyful  feet  to  the  courts  of  Grod,  and  to  share  the  unspeakable 
privileges  of  his  holy  temple !  Let  us  diligently  use  these  mercies 
while  we  have  them,  least  haply  the  period  may  come  when  wo 
shall  look  back,  with  regret,  to  the  slighted  and  unimproved  ^*  days 
of  the  Son  of  man  I '^ 
2* 
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On  the  Twenty-Third  Sunday  after  Trinity,  November  19,  ia 
Trinity  Church,  Boston,  administered  the  rite  of  Confirmation  to 
a  distinguished  officer  of  the  United  States  Navy,  about  to  leave 
this  country  to  assume  the  command  of  a  squadron  on  the  Medi- 
terranean station. 

On  the  Second  Sunday  in  Advent,  December  10,  in  Trinity 
Church,  Boston,  confirmed  30  in  the  morning. 

On  Wednesday,  December  20,  at  an  Ordination  held  in  St 
Paul's,  Newburyport,  admitted  to  Priest's  Orders  the  Rev.  JohnS. 
Davenport,  Deacon  ;  and  preached  again  in  the  same  church  on 
the  evening  of  that  day. 

On  Thursday,  December  21,  St.  Thomas  the  Apostle,  instituted 
the  Rev.  Mr.  Davenport  Rector  of  that  parish.  The  Rev.  Mr. 
Edson  preached  the  sermon  on  this  occasion.  Since  my  last  visit 
to  Newburyport,  St.  Paul's  Church  had  undergone  some  altera- 
tions, with  the  view  of  providing  accommodation  for  a  larger 
number  of  worshippers  than  it  before  held ;  and  1  was  gratified  to 
remark  the  correct  taste  and  feeling  with  which  these  alterations 
had  been  made  by  the  Vestry. 

On  Tuesday,  December  26,  St.  Stephen's  Day,  at  an  Ordinati<m 
held  in  Trinity  Church,  Boston,  admitted  to  Deacon's  Orders  Mr. 
William  B.  Corbin,  a  Candidate  for  Orders  of  this  Diocese,  and 
late  a  Licentiate  of  the  Congregational  denomination.  The  Rev. 
Dr.  Vinton  preached  the  sermon.  Mr.  Corbin  has  recently  been 
transferred  to  the  Diocese  of  Connecticut. 

On  the  First  Sunday  after  the  Epiphany,  January  7,  1844,  in 
Christ  Church,  Cambridge,  confirmed  4  in  the  afternoon. 

On  Wednesday,  January  10, 1  attended,  at  Lenox,  the  anniver- 
sary of  the  Auxiliary  Bible  Society  of  Berkshire ;  and  had  the 
gratification  of  meeting  a  large  assembly  of  persons,  interested  in 
the  noble  work  of  sending  abroad  those  inspired  Scriptures,  which 
are  the  only  infallible  directory  of  ruined  man  to  life  and  immor- 
tality.    On  this  occasion  I  delivered  an  address ;  and  have  recorded

this  fact,  simply  for  the  purpose  of  expressing  to  you,  my  brethren 
of  the  Clergy  and  Laity,  my  undiminished  attachment  to  the 
principle  upon  which  Bible  Societies  are  organized.  In  an  unimi 
between  those  of  various  names  for  the  simple  purpose  of  circu- 
lating the  word  of  God  without  note  or  comment,  results  are 
accomplished  which  could  in  no  other  way  be  attained,  while  there 
is,  in  my  view,  no  compromise  of  that  duty  which  we  owe  to  the 
Church  of  our  dearest  affections.  This  is  a  cause  which  God  has 
crowned  with  the  most  unequivocal  tokens  of  his  favor  and  bless- 
ing ;  and  my  convictions  of  its  excellence  have  grown  stronger 
-with  every  year  that  has  passed  over  my  head,  since  I  first 
became  a  member  of  the  great  national  Bible  Society,  established 
in  the  city  of  New  York.  After  these  remarks  it  is  hardly  neces- 
sary to  say,  that  to  see  all  the  members  of  our  Church,  both  clerical 
and  lay,  giving  their  support  heartily  to  this  plan  for  blessing  the 
world,  would  afford  me  the  most  unalloyed  gratification. 

On  the  evening  of  the  same  day,  I  preached  in  St.  Stephen^s, 
Pittsfield  ;  and  had  the  pleasure  of  meeting  there,  as  well  as  at 
the  Bible  Society  meeting  at  Lenox,  several  of  the  clergy  of 
Berkshire. 

On  Wednesday,  January  31, 1  had  the  pleasure  of  consecrating 
St.  Peter^s  Church,  Cambridgeport.  This  accession  to  the  num- 
ber of  our  places  of  worship  must  be  a  subject  of  mutual  con- 
gratulation to  us  all.  Cambridgeport  is  rapidly  increasing  in 
population ;  and  there  is  every  probability  that  the  time  is  not  far 
distant,  when  the  present  small  edifice  will  give  place  to  a  church 
of  much  larger  dimensions. 

On  Tuesday,  February  13,  confirmed,  in  a  private  house,  a 

sick  member  of  Trinity  Church,  Boston. 

< 

On  Wednesday,  February  14,  at  an  Ordination  held  in  St 
Peter^s  Church,  Cambridgeport,  admitted  to  the  Order  of  Priests 
the  Rev.  Darius  R.  Brewer,  Deacon,  the  Rector  of  the  Parish. 

On  the  Third  Sunday  in  Lent,  March  10,  in  the  Chapel  of  the 
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Boston  Episcopal  City  Mission  Society,  in  Pearl  Street,  confirmed 
16  in  the  evening.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Wells,  having  transferred  to 
other  hands  the  cane  of  his  establishment  for  education  at  South 
Boston,  has  been  appointed  the  Missionary  of  this  Society  ;  and 
is  now  proeecuting  his  work  in  this  interesting  field  of  labor,  with 
very  evident  tokens  of  a  divine  blessing  upon  his  ministrations. 

On  the  First  Sunday  afler  Easter,  April  14,  in  St  Matthew^s 
Church,  South  Boston,  confirmed  10  in  the  aAemoon.  This 
number,  added  to  the  9  persons  already  recorded  as  having  been 
confirmed  there  in  July  last,  makes  the  whole  number  confirmed 
in  this  parish,  during  the  year,  19. 

On  Wednesday,  April  17^  in  Christ  Church,  Springfield^ 
preached  in  the  afternoon,  and  in  the  evening  confirmed  IL 
These,  added  to  the  12  con6rmed  in  the  parish  in  August  last,  as 
already  stated,  make  the  whole  number  confirmed  there,  sinoa 
the  last  Convention,  23. 

On  the  third  Sunday  after  Easter,  April  28,  in  St.  P^ter^ 
Cambridgeport,  confirmed  5  in  the  evening.  The  whole  number 
confirmed  in  this  parish,  during  the  year,  is  1 1. 

On  St.  Philip  and  St.  James's  Day,  Wednesday,  May  1, 1  com* 
menced  a  second  Visitation  of  the  Diocese ;  and  confirmed  in  the 
evening  9  persons  in  St.  Peter's,  Salem.  The  whole  number 
confirmed  in  this  Church  since  the  last  Convention  is  17. 

On  the  evening  of  Thursday,  May  2, 1  again  preached  in  this 
church. 

On  Friday,  May  3,  in  St.  MichaePs,  Marblehead,  confirmed  4 
in  the  evening ;  making,  with  the  7  confirmed  in  July  last,  the 
whole  number  for  the  year  11.  I  was  much  pleased  to  find, 
that,  since  my  last  visit  to  this  parish,  a  new  and  very  convenient 
vestry-room  had  been  erected ;  and  learned,  with  equal  satisfac- 
tion, that  it  is  intended,  during  the  present  summer,  to  make  some 
very  much  needed  improvements  in  the  interior  of  the  Church. 

Oa>  the  Fourth  Sunday  after  Beater,  May  5^  in  St.  Paul\ 
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Newburyport,  preached  in  the  morning,  and  administered  the 
Holy  Communion.  In  the  afternoon  confirmed  11 ;  making, 
with  the  13  confirmed  in  July  last,  24  for  the  year.  I  also  ex- 
amined the  children  of  the  parish  in  the  Catechism  ;  and  again 
preached  in  the  evening. 

On  Monday,  May  6,  in  St.  James's,  Amesbury,  preached  in 
the  afternoon ;  and  then  catechized  the  children,  and  addressed 
the  parents  and  others  present  in  the  Church. 

On  Tuesday,  May  7,  in  Christ  Church,  Andover,  preached  in 
the  afternoon;  and  in  the  evening  confirmed  6.  Tlie  whole, 
number  confirmed  here  during  the  year  is  15.  The  Rev.  Dr. 
Fuller,  who  for  several  years  was  the  useful  Rector  of  this  parish, 
has,  to  my  great  regret,  left  the  Diocese ;  having  become  the 
Milnor  Professor  of  Divinity  in  the  Theological  Seminary  of 
Ohio.  He  has  been  succeeded  in  the  charge  of  Christ  Church, 
Andover,  by  the  Rev.  George  Packard,  who  has  been  received  into 
this  Diocese  with  letters  dimissory  from  the  Bishop  of  Virginia. 

On  the  Fifth  Sunday  aAer  Easter,  May  12,  in  St.  Andrew's, 
Hanover,  preached  in  the  morning ;  and  in  the  afternoon  con- 
firmed 2.  The  whole  number  confirmed  for  the  year,  is  4, 
After  the  confirmation,  I  catechized  the  children. 

On  the  evening  of  this  day,  preached  again  in  Trinity  Church, 
Marshfield.  ^ 

On  Monday,  May  13,  in  Trinity  Church,  Bridgewater,  preach- 
ed in  the  afternoon,  and  catechized  the  children  ;  and  again 
preached  in  the  evening. 

On  Wednesday,  May  15,  in  St.  Thomas's  Church,  Taunton, 
preached  in  the  afternoon,  and  catechized  the  children  of  the 
parish ;  and  in  the  evening  confirmed  8.  A  regular  meeting  of 
the  Southern  District  Church  Missionary  Association  took  place 
in  Taunton  on  the  preceding  day ;  and  sermons  were  preached 
in  the  afternoon  and  evening  by  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Cutler  and 
Howe. 
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On  Friday,  May  17,  in  Grace  Church,  New  Bedford,  c«^- 
chized  the  children  in  the  aAemoon  ;  and  in  the  evening  con- 
firmed 8.  This  number,  added  to  15  confirmed  in  July  last, 
makes  23  for  the  whole  year. 

On  the  Sunday  after  Ascension -Day,  May  19,  in  Trinity 
Church,  Nantucket,  preached  in  the  morning,  and  again  in  the 
aAemoon ;  and  catechized  the  children.  In  the  evening  con* 
firmed  14.  The  whole  number  confirmed  in  this  church  since 
the  last  Convention  is  33.  My  revered  predecessor  in  office 
expressed  his  regret  at  certain  peculiarities  practised  by  the 
Rector  of  this  parish,  in  conducting  the  service ;  regarding  them 
as  bearing  a  resemblance  to  the  ceremonies  of  a  communion, 
from  whose  superstitions  we  were  at  the  Reformation  happily 
delivered.  At  my  first  visit  to  Nantucket  last  summer,  I  afilec- 
tionately  desired  that  they  might  be  relinquished;  but  I  am 
grieved  to  state,  that,  notwithstanding  my  earnest  request,  both  at 
that  time,  and  since  also,  some  of  these  objectionable  singularities 
are  still  continued* 

On  Friday,  May  24,  in  Grace  Church,  Boston,  instituted  the 
Rev.'Clement  M.  Butler  Rector  of  the  parish;  which  was  de- 
prived, last  autumn,  of  the  valuable  services  of  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Clark,  by  his  resignation  of  the  charge  of  it,  and  removal  to  the 
Diocese  of  Pennsylvania.  To  his  assiduous  labors  Grace  Church 
is  mainly  indebted,  under  divine  Providence,  for  the  important 
and  useful  position  which  it  now  occupies ;  and  it  is,  I  trust,  the 
sincere  prayer  and  wish  of  us  all,  that  his  exertions  may  continue 
to  be  blest  in  that  new  and  interesting  field  upon  which  he  has 
entered,  as  one  of  the  successors  of  the  honored  and  lamented 
Bedell  in  St.  Andrew's  Church,  Philadelphia.  Mr.  Butler  comes 
into  this  Diocese  from  that  of  Maryland  ;  and  was  chosen  with 
remarkable  unanimity  to  the  post  where  he  now  stands,  as  a 
watchman  and  steward  of  the  Lord. 

On  Tuesday  in  Whitsun- Week,  May  28,  in  St.  PauPs,  Dedfaam, 
confirmed  2  in  the  evening. 
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On  Trinity  Sunday,  June  2,  in  St.  PauPs,  Boston,  confirmed 
28  in  the  afternoon. 

On  Wednesday,  June  5,  in  St.  Anne's,  Lowell,  confirmed  14 
in  the  evening.  The  whole  number  confirmed  in  this  parish 
during  the  last  twelve  months  is  47. 

On  Sunday  last.  First  Sunday  after  Trinity,  June  9,  in  Christ 
Church,  Boston,  confirmed  4  in  the  evening. 

And  yesterday,  St.  Barnabas  the  Apostle,  June  11,  at  an  Ordi- 
nation held  in  Trinity  Church,  Boston,  admitted  to  Priest's  Orders 
the  Rev.  George  Packard,  Deacon,  Minister  of  Christ  Church, 
Andover.     The  Rev.  Mr.  Greenleaf  preached  the  Sermon. 

From  the  foregoing  record  it  appears,  that  the  number  of 
persons  confirmed  in  this  Diocese,  during  the  past  year,  is  462 ; 
that  2  Deacons  have  been  ordained,  and  4  priests ;  and  that  one 
Church  has  been  consecrated. 

I  have  preached,  during  the  year,  152  times. 

The  following  persons  are  Candidates  for  Orders  :  —  Greorge 
W.  Porter,  George  Henry  Clark,  James  L.  Scott,  George  D. 
Miles,  James  Jackson,  Daniel  G.  Estes,  Nathanael  G.  Allen,  E.  F, 
Slafter,  George  D.  Wildes,  Thornton  W.  Clapp,  Edward  A. 
Washburn,  Thomas  M.  Smith,  Charles  S.  Putnam,  Daniel  B. 
Hagar,  and  R.  B.  Hall  —  Total  15.  Horatio  Merrill,  a  Candi- 
date  for  Orders,  af\er  having  undergone  the  canonical  examina- 
tions, was  found  to  be  not  duly  qualified  for  ordination  ;  and  his 
name  is  therefore  erased  from  the  list  of  Candidates.  Another 
Candidate  for  Orders,  Caleb  M.  Stimson,  having  overpassed  the 
requisite  time  within  which  application  is  to  be  made  for  the  first 
and  second  examinations,  has,  in  like  manner,  ceased  to  be  a 
Candidate. 

In  July  last  I  gave,  with  sincere  pleasure,  my  consent  to  the 
consecration  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Henshaw,  as  Bishop  of  Rhode« 
Island.  That  interesting  solemnity  took  place  at  Providence 
during  the  month  of  August ;  and  it  was  a  subject  of  deep  regret 
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to  me,  that  owing  to  the  engagements  previously  made,  and  which 
could  not,  without  detriment,  he  postponed,  I  was  unahle  to  com- 
ply with  the  request  of  the  venerable  Senior  Bishop  to  be  present 
and  assisting  on  the  occasion. 

Since  the  last  Convention  the  following  changes,  in  addition  to 
those  already  noticed,  have  taken  place  in  the  Diocese : 

The  Rev.  Elezer  A.  Greenleaf  has  been  transferred,  by  letters 
dimissory,  to  the  Diocese  of  New  Hampshire ;  the  Rev.  Benjamin 
C.  C.  Parker  to  New  York  ;  the  Rev.  Edward  J.  Steams  to  Mary- 
land ;  and  the  Rev.  Edward  A.  Renouf,  Deacon,  to  Western  New 
York.  Mr.  Jonathan  Coe,  a  Candidate  for  Orders,  has  been 
transferred  to  the  Diocese  of  Connecticut. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Bates  has  resigned  the  parish  of  St.  Mark^s, 
Blandford,  and  is  now  officiating  in  the  Diocese  of  Connecticut. 

The  Rev.  Robert  M.  Chapman  has  been  received  into  this 
Diocese  from  that  of  North  Carolina ;  and  is  now  the  Minister  of 
Trinity  Church,  Van  Deusenville. 

The  Rev.  Henry  Burroughs  has  been  received  from  the  Diocese 
of  New  Jersey,  and  is  the  Rector  of  St.  John's,  Northampton ;  the 
Rev.  Orange  Clark,  D.  D.,  his  immediate  predecessor,  haying 
become  a  Missionary  in  the  Western  district  of  the  Diocese. 

The  following  Clergymen  have  also  been  received  into  the 
Diocese  :  —  The  Rev.  Frederick  W.  J.  Pollard,  Rector  of  Trinity 
Church,  Nantucket,  from  the  Diocese  of  New  York  ;  the  Rev, 
Addison  Searle,  Chaplain  in  the  United  States  Navy,  from  the 
Diocese  of  Michigan ;  the  Rev.  James  B.  Howe  from  New  Hamp- 
shire ;  and  the  Rev.  Thomas  G.  Salter  from  Connecticut 

During  the  past  year  a  new  parish  has  been  organized  in  the 
southern  part  of  this  city,  under  the  name  of  the  Church  of  the 
Messiah.  The  Vestry  have  secured  a  very  convenient  place  for 
holding  public  worship  ;  and  have  appointed  as  the  Rector  of  the 
parish  the  Rev.  George  M.  Randall,  who  has  resigned  his  charge 
of  the  Church  at  Fall  River,  and  is  now  laboring  in  this  new  field 
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with  very  encouraging  prospects.  May  the  divine  hlessing  attend 
hi^  ministrations ;  and  render  them  instrumental  in  rearing  a  large 
and  permanent  parish,  in  that  rapidly  growing  quarter  of  the  city ! 

The  Rev.  George  T.  Chapman,  D.  D.,  late  of  the  Diocese  of 
New  Jersey,  but  now  of  this,  has  been  appointed  by  the  Board  of 
Missions  the  Missionary  at  Worcester ;  and  is  now  the  Minister  of 
the  newly  incorporated  parish  of  All  Saints^  m  that  town.  I 
entertain  the  confident  hope,  that,  under  the  efficient  services  thus 
imparted  to  this  congregation,  they  will  grow  to  such  strength  as 
to  be  enabled,  in  a  short  time,  to  commence  the  erection  of  a 
sanctuary.  The  site  for  an  intended  Church  h£is,  I  understand, 
been  already  secured.  Worcester  is  an  important  central  pdint 
in  the  Diocese;  and  a  flourishing  parish  there  would  exert  a 
powerful  influence  in  favor  of  our  interests  elsewhere. 

Among  those  subjects  for  devout  and  cheerful  thanksgiving  to 
God,  presenting  themselves  at  this  meeting  of  our  annual  Council, 
there  are  two  of  peculiar  interest  which  I  proceed  to  place  upon 
record. 

One  of  these  is  the  rescue  of  the  two  parishes  of  St.  John's, 
Charlestown,  and  St  James's,  Roxbury,  from  those  pecuniary  em- 
barrassments by  which  they  have  been  so  long  pressed  to  the 
earth;  and  which  had  at  last  brought  them  to  the  verge  of 
immediate  dissolution.  Through  the  genierous,  self-denying,  and 
indefatigable  exertions  of  a  few  members  of  our  Church  in  this 
city,  seconded  by  the  liberal  contributions  of  those  to  whom  they 
applied  for  aid,  the  church  at  Charlestown  has  been  entirely 
relieved  from  debt ;  and  the  church  at  Roxbury  has  been  placed 
in  such  a  situation,  that  its  small  remaining  amount  of  liability 
will,  in  a  short  time,  be  wholly  liquidated.  The  active  Rectors  of 
these  parishes  will  now  have  the  satisfaction  of  pursuing  their 
labors,  unimpeded  by  those  obstacles  which  have  hitherto  dis- 
couraged the  hearts,  and  in  a  great  measure  frustrated  their  efforts. 
And  I  cannot,  consistently  with  a  sense  of  duty,  refrain  from  thus 
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publicly  acknowledging  the  debt  of  gratitude  which  is  laid  upon 
our  whole  Church,  towards  those  gentlemen  who,  hj  Crod^s  grace, 
were  led  to  give  up,  for  a  time,  personal  ease,  and  the  care  of 
important  personal  interests,  for  the  purpose  of  completing  an 
object  in  which  the  salvation  of  immortal  souls,  and  the  honor  of 
our  Communion,  were  so  deeply  involved.  May  such  exanf^ples 
of  disinterested  devotion  to  the  kingdom  of  Christ,  now  so  rare 
among  those  who  are  professedly  his  people,  daily  increase  in  the 
midst  of  us !  While  there  is  no  merit  in  any  thing  that  we  do, 
and  even  our  best  services  need  to  be  washed  in  redeeming  blood, 
yet  we  have  reason  to  believe,  on  the  divine  promise,  that  oar 
labors  in  the  Redeemer's  cause,  done  from  love  to  Him  because 
He  first  loved  us,  will  be  honored  and  accepted  by  Him  aa  the 
evidences  of  our  faith,  and  the  fruits  of  the  gracious  Spirit  in  our 
hearts.  The  good  work  to  which  I  have  just  called  your  attenticm, 
has  taken  from  my  own  mind  a  most  oppressive  weight  of  amuety. 
May  God  reward  its  authors  tenfold  into  their  bosom  I 

But  while  we  find,  in  this  event,  ground  for  thankfulness  a&d 
rejoicing,  let  it  not  come  without  its  lesson  of  admonition.  The 
difficulties  under  which  both  these  parishes  so  long  labored,  had 
their  origin  in  the  perilous  step  of  proceeding  to  build  a  sanctuary, 
without  having  a  reasonable  prospect  of  paying  for  its  erection. 
This  is  an  error,  the  pernicious  operation  of  which,  it  is  true,  has 
been  witnessed  in  other  Dioceses  besides  our  own :  but  so  blighting 
have  been  its  efiects  upon  the  prosperity  of  many  of  the  parishes 
within  my  jurisdiction,  that  I  cannot  help  lifting  up  a  warning 
voice,  at  this  time,  against  the  recurrence  of  the  like  tremendous 
evils  in  days  to  come.  I  therefore  take  the  present  opportunity 
of  expressing  the  hope,  that  no  Church  will  in  future  be  begun, 
until  those  concerned  in  the  building  of  it  have  fair  ground  fyt 
believing  that  no  embarrassments  will  result  from  the  measure. 

Another  subject  of  grateful  acknowledgment  is  the  commence- 
ment of  another  sacred  edifice  in  this  city,  to  be  devoted  to  the 
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purposes  of  our  Episcopal  City  Mission.  *  It  is  well  known  that  the 
Managers  of  this  Society  have,  for  several  years  past,  employed 
a  missionary  to  search  out  the  spiritually  destitute  in  their  abodes ; 
to  carry  to  them  the  tidings  of  a  Saviour,  and  the  consolations  of 
the  gospel ;  and  to  invite  them  to  the  privileges  of  the  house  of 
God.  A  great  obstacle,  however,  to  tlie  full  success  of  such 
labors,  has  been  the  want  of  a  commodious  and  decent  sanctuary, 
where  those  who  are  the  objects  of  the  missionary's  labors  might 
enjoy,  in  a  place  of  comfort  and  propriety,  the  blessings  of  the 
word  and  the  ordinances.  It  is  a  duty  to  relieve  the  temporal  ne- 
cessities of  the  poor  ;  but  it  is  a  still  higher  duty  to  provide  for  the 
wants  of  their  immortal  souls.  This  can  only  be  done  by  placing 
them  under  the  ministrations  of  a  preached  gospel ;  but,  in  order 
to  induce  them  to  resort  to  these,  it  is  absolutely  necessary  that 
we  should  provide  for  them  the  same  accommodation,  which  we 
so  much  value  ourselves.  Under  a  deep  sense  of  the  importance 
of  this  object,  a  member  of  the  Church  in  this  city  made  a  proposal, 
last  autumn,  to  erect  at  his  own  expense  a  suitable  Church,  pro- 
vided that  the  City  Missionary  Society  would  furnish  the  land  on 
which  it  should  be  placed.  Through  the  contributions  of  members 
oi  our  several  city  parishes,  a  lot  of  ground  has  been  procured  in 
Purchase  Street,  and  the  proposed  building  has  been  begun; 
although  I  regret  to  say,  that  the  response  to  the  generous  propo- 
sition above  referred  to  has  not  been  so  liberal  and  hearty,  as  to 
have  even  yet  secured  the  whole  purchase-money  of  the  site.  It 
is  to  be  hoped  that  the  remainder  will  soon  be  forthcoming :  — 
mortifying  it  is  that  the  hearts  of  many  are  so  backward  in  this 
work  of  love.  When  we  see  tlie  readiness  with  which  silver  and 
gpld  are  expended  by  the  children  of  this  world,  upon  objects  of 
selfish  pleasure  and  luxury,  and  then  turn  to  the  reluctance  which 
multitudes  of  professed  Christians  evince,  in  consecrating  any 
portion  of  their  substance  to  the  glory  of  Christ,  may  we  not  well 
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sigh  over  that  low  prevailing  standard,  by  which  men  seem  to 
measure  their  obligations  to  Him  whose  name  they  bear  ?  While, 
in  the  example  just  recorded,  we  find  cause  for  gratitude  to  the 
Almighty,  let  it  stimulate  us  all  to  greater  activity  in  our  Re- 
deemer's service.  Of  all  that  we  have,  we  are  but  the  stewards. 
The  days  of  our  stewardship  will  soon  be  terminated.  Let  us  so 
use  our  talents,  that  at  last  we  may  receive  the  welcome,  "  Well 
done,  good  and  faithful  servant,  enter  thou  into  the  joy  of  thy 
Lord !" 

The  congregation  of  St.  Paul's,  Stockbridge,  have  since  the  last 
Convention  commenced, and  nearly  completed,  their  parish  Church, 
and  expect  to  have  it  ready  for  consecration  in  the  course  of  a 
few  weeks;  and  the  parishioners  of  St.  Luke's,  Chelsea,  are 
making  preparations  for  erecting  an  edifice,  to  be  finished  in  the 
autumn  of  the  present  year. 

It  is  of  course  known  to  all  of  you,  that  the  Tract  Committee, 
appointed  at  the  last  Convention  of  this  Diocese,  commenced  their 
operations  in  the  autumn,  and  have  issued  successively  a  small 
number  of  tracts,  illustrative  of  the  doctrines,  worship,  polity,  and 
offices  of  our  Church.  The  views  expressed  in  my  address 
delivered  last  year,  and  the  adopted  report  of  the  Committee  to 
whom  the  subject  was  referred,  appear,  by  a  fair  construction,  to 
assign  to  the  Tract  Committee  the  duty  of  publishing  not  merely 
didactive  treatises,  but  also  tracts  of  an  awakening  character; 
such  as  will  carry  home  to  the  consciences  of  men  the  momentous 
subject  of  personal  religion.  They  have,  accordingly,  had  refer- 
ence to  this  object  in  the  last  of  their  publications ;  —  but  in 
performing  this,  and  every  other  part  of  the  trust  committed  to 
them,  they  will  be  able  to  effect  but  little,  if  they  are  not  more 
warmly  seconded  by  the  aid  of  the  various  parishes.  I  would 
suggest  to  my  brethren  of  the  Clergy,  that,  with  the  view  of 
ensuring  to  the  Committee  a  regular  supply  of  the  needed  funds, 
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and  of  interesting  more  generally  their  people  in  the  object,  there 
be  formed,  in  their  several  spheres  of  labor,  Tract  associations. 
Let  me  hope  that  this  subject  will  receive  your  early  attention. 

At  the  last  Convention,  I  expressed  my  sense  of  the  great 
importance  of  some  organized  Board  of  Trustees,  who  might 
receive  and  apply  monies  contributed  in  aid  of  the  erection  of 
Churches.  To  the  views  briefly  set  forth  at  that  time  in  my 
Address,  I  beg  to  refer  you ;  at  the  same  time  expressing  my 
regret,  that  no  definite  action  on  the  subject  was  then  taken.  I 
once  more  commend  the  matter  most  earnestly  to  your  attention. 
The  want  of  Churches  is  one  of  the  greatest  under  which  we 
labor ;  and  there  is  little  probability  of  many  new  sanctuaries 
being  built  in  this  Diocese,  without  aid.  It  becomes,  therefore,  a 
most  important  object,  to  set  on  foot  the  most  effectual  means  for 
obtaining  this  aid.  The  Board  of  Missions,  to  whom  this  subject 
was  referred,  have,  for  reasons  which  their  Report  explains, 
matured  no  plan  for  your  consideration. 

The  Committee  to  whom  was  given  in  charge,  by  the  last  Con- 
vention, the  erection  of  a  mural  tablet  in  Trinity  Church,  in  this 
city,  to  the  memory  of  your  late  revered  and  beloved  Diocesan, 
have  performed  the  duty  assigned  to  them.  The  monument  now 
adorns  these  consecrated  walls ;  and  you  will  perceive,  with  great 
satisfaction,  how  faithfully  the  sculptor  has  engraven  in  marble 
the  expression  of  that  countenance,  which  you  all  knew  so  well. 

It  is  proper  here  to  state,  that,  acting  under  a  request  from  the 
Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese  of  New-Hampshire,  I  have,  on 
two  occasions,  performed  Episcopal  acts  in  that  portion  of  the 
Lord^s  vineyard :  in  December  last  consecrating  St  Michael's 
Church,  Manchester ;  and  in  the  month  of  April  confirming  9 
persons  in  St.  Thomases  Church,  Dover. 

Since  the  last  Convention  I  have  received  canonical  notice  from 
the  Bishop  of  Illinois,  of  having  displaced  from  the  ministry  the 
Rev.  Timothy  Minor,  a  Presbyter  of  that  Diocese ;  and  also  from 
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the  same  Bishop  notice  of  having  suspended  from  all  exercise  of 
the  ministry  for  contumacy,  according  to  Canon  15,  Sec.  2,  of 
the  Diocese  of  Illinois,  the  Rev.  Erastus  D^WoIf,  a  presh3rter 
thereof.  I  have  likewise  received  canonical  notice  from  the  Bishop 
of  Ohio,  of  having  displaced  from  the  ministry  the  Rev.  Almon 
Barnes,  a  Deacon  of  that  Diocese,  for  causes  not  aflfecting  his 
moral  standing. 

With  one  or  two  subjects,  to  which  I  ask  your  serious  attention, 
I  hasten  to  close  the  present  address. 

I  must,  in  duty,  urge  upon  the  consciences  of  the  lay-members 
of  our  Church  the  necessity  of  solemn  self-examination,  in  refer- 
ence to  their  interest  in  the  Missionary  Cause.  The  domestic 
missions  of  our  Church  throughout  the  United  States,  —  her  foreign 
missions,  —  the  operations  of  our  own  Board  of  Missions  in  this 
Diocese,  —  all  are  cramped  and  retarded ;  and  only  for  the  want 
of  a  sufRcient  degree  of  that  spirit,  which  prompts  men  to  do  unto 
others  even  as  Christ  has  done  to  them.  I  have  just  made  mention 
of  some  remarkable  examples  of  Christian  liberality,  and  feel,  I 
would  hope,  that  grateful  sense  of  them  which  I  have  expressed. 
But  from  how  small  a  number  of  individuals  are  those  contribu- 
tions derived,  by  which  the  kingdom  of  our  Lord  and  Master  is 
carried  onward !  How  much  might  be  done,  if  all  would  feel 
that  they  have  a  part  to  perform !  At  the  very  moment  in  which 
I  am  now  speaking,  the  treasury  of  our  Diocesan  Board  of  Missions 
is  without  the  means  to  meet  a  debt,  which  ought  two  months 
since  to  have  been  paid.  While  I  must  again  urge  upon  the 
Clergy  the  formation,  in  their  parishes,  of  plans  for  systematic 
contribution,  let  me  affectionately  press  upon  the  Laity  the  remem- 
brance of  their  responsibilities.  Accustom  yourselves  to  think  oflen 
upon  the  pressing  need  which  exists,  of  daily  beneficence  on  the 
part  of  Christians.  I  must  be  permitted  to  bear  my  unequivocal 
testimony,  at  this  time,  to  the  zeal,  judgment,  and  impartiality, 
with  which  our  Missionary  Board  have  discharged  their  responsible 
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duties.  They  have  well  done  that  which  they  have  done.  But 
they  cannot,  it  is  ohvious,  meet  the  calls  for  aid  which  are  made 
upon  them,  unless  furnished  with  adequate  resources.  I  commend 
this  subject  to  your  deliberate  reflection ;  and  may  the  Holy  Spirit 
incline  your  hearts  ^^  to  think  and  do  always  such  things  as  are 
right ! " 

My  brethren  of  the  Clergy  —  Among  the  promises  uttered  by 
me  at  my  consecration,  was  the  declaration  of  my  readiness, 
"  with  all  faithful  diligence,  to  banish  and  drive  away  from  the 
Church  all  erroneous  and  strange  doctrine  contrary  to  God^s 
word ;  and  both  privately  and  openly  to  call  upon  and  encourage 
others  to  the  same."  Under  a  solemn  remembrance  of  this  vow, 
I  feel  it  to  be  my  duty  to  bear,  on  this  occasion  of  our  ecclesi- 
astical council,  my  public  testimony  against  certain  views,  which, 
having  made  their  appearance  at  various  periods  since  the  Re- 
formation, and  passed  away,  have  been  again  brought  forward 
with  great  zeal  in  our  own  day.  Originating  with  a  few  distin- 
guished men  in  England,  and  thence  passing  over  to  this  country, 
they  have  not  been  without  their  deleterious  influence  upon  the 
minds  of  many  of  our  Clergy.  The  principal  characteristic 
features  of  this  sytem  are  the  following :  —  exaggerated  views  of 
the  efficacy  of  the  Sacraments ;  unscriptural  statements  respecting 
the  presence  of  Christ  in  the  Lord^s  Supper,  and  the  description 
of  this  festival  as  a  sacrifice,  instead  of  a  commemoration  of  that 
sacriiice  which  was  offered  by  the  Redeemer  once  for  all ;  the 
doctrine  of  sacerdotal  absolution,  as  a  power  delegated  to  the 
ministry  ;  the  joining  together  of  Scripture  and  Tradition,  as  co- 
ordinate authorities  in  matters  of  faith ;  a  disposition  to  undervalue 
the  privileges  of  the  glorious  Reformation,  and  to  depreciate  even 
those  English  Reformers  whose  claims  to  our  gratitude  are  written 
in  their  blood ;  the  merging  of  the  individuality  of  each  man,  as  a 
subject  of  the  Holy  Spirit's  influences,  in  the  Church  collectively ; 
and,  chiefest  and  most  pernicious  of  all,  confused  views  of  the 
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fundamental  doctrine  of  justification,  —  making  it  to  depend,  not 
wholly  upon  that  extrinsic  righteousness  which  flows  to  us  from 
the  merits  of  Christ  without,  but  in  part  upon  an  inherent  righte- 
ousness existing  within. 

My  brethren,  it  ought  to  be  sufficient  to  keep  us  from  the  least 
taint  of  these  views,  to  know  that  they  are  utterly  at  yariance 
with  the  doctrines  of  our  own  formularies.  But  in  another  view 
they  assume  an  equally  grave  importance: — for  it  will  not  h^ 
difficult  to  shew,  that,  should  such  sentiments  ever  pervade  the 
preaching  of  our  Clergy  generally,  our  Church  would  be  reduced, 
under  their  influence,  to  the  condition  of  an  inert  carcass,  destitute 
of  the  life  and  power  of  the  gospel  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ  If, 
for  example,  congregations  of  baptized  persons  should  be  ad- 
dressed as  those  who,  in  baptism,  have  without  distinction  bad 
spiritual  life  imparted  to  them,  instead  of  the  momentous  fact 
being  recognized,  that  large  numbers,  notwithstanding  their  bap« 
tism,  are  still  dead  in  trespasses  and  sins,  —  it  must  be  seen  at 
once  that  the  eflect  of  such  teaching  would  be,  to  turn  men's 
thoughts  away  from  the  scriptural  doctrine  of  the  necessity  of 
conversion,  and  to  lull  them  into  an  entire  spiritual  slumber.  If, 
again,  there  is  a  tendency  to  the  exaltation  of  the  Holy  Com- 
munion above  its  proper  position,  as  a  commemorative  institution, 
and  a  means  of  grace  to  the  faithful  recipient,  and  to  present  it 
in  the  awful  mysteriousness  in  which  it  was  ^iveloped  in  an  age 
of  darkness,  it  is  plain  that  the  result  of  this  will  be,  not  to  in- 
crease the  penitence  and  love  of  our  congregations,  but  to  foster 
superstition.  If,  further,  the  ministry  established  by  Christ,  in- 
stead of  being  represented  as  ambassadors  to  proclaim  the  mer- 
cies of  God  in  his  dear  Son,  should  hold  themselves  up  as  an 
order  of  persons,  through  whom,  as  channels,  remission  is  ccm- 
veyed,  the  manifest  effect  of  this  must  be,  to  place  a  human 
being  between  the  eyes  of  the  people  and  the  Lord  and  Saviour 
Jesus  Christ ;  and  to  make  the  forgiveness  of  sins,  instead  of  being 
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a  transaction  between  a  man's  own  soul  and  God  alone,  a  matter 
of  ministerial  intervention.  If,  again,  a  pretended  oral  teaching 
of  the  apostles,  handed  down  from  father  to  son  through  the 
course  of  eighteen  centuries,  is  to  be  held  forth  to  the  people  as 
filling  up  that  wherein  the  Scriptures  are  deficient,  and  as  having 
the  same  claims  to  deference  which  are  possessed  by  God's  own 
written  and  authentic  revelation  of  his  will  to  man,  it  is  obvious 
that  the  precious  Bible  will  no  longer  be  the  book  of  books  in 
common  esteem ;  and  the  authority  of  the  word  of  God  will  be 
rendered  of  none  effect  by  the  traditions  of  men.  If,  further,  the 
Reformation  should  be  spoken  of  with  qualified  gratitude,  there 
must,  of  necessity,  be  engendered  a  proportionate  regret  for  the 
loss  of  that  condition,  from  which  this  event  procured  our  eman- 
cipation. If,  yet  again,  the  idea  should  be  conveyed,  that  the 
position  of  man  as  an  individual  is  swallowed  up  by  his  position 
as  connected  with  the  sacramental  host  of  the  Church,  the  conse- 
quence of  this  would  plainly  be,  to  destroy  his  responsibility  ;  to 
quench  his  desires  after  private  communion  with  God ;  and  to 
reduce  to  a  nullity  that  personal  union  with  Christ,  by  a  true  re- 
pentance, and  a  living  faith,  which  is  the  very  essence  of  reli- 
gion. And  then,  lastly,  should  the  clergy  fail  to  teach  clearly 
from  the  pulpit,  that  man's  justification  takes  place  only  through 
the  righteousness  of  Christ,  counted  to  him  on  the  exercise  of 
faith,  —  and  that  our  inward  righteousness  is  nothing  more  than 
the  fruits  of  this  faith,  produced  by  the  sanctifying  Spirit  of  God, 
—  it  is  evident  that  the  people  would  be  furnished  with  another 
gospel  than  that  of  the  Scriptures ;  and  would  be  taught  to  build 
their  hopes  not  upon  a  rock,  but  on  the  sand.  In  a  word,  —  I 
cannot  but  view  this  system  as  tending  to  change  our  ground  of 
acceptance :  to  make  the  necessity  of  sacraments  greater  than 
the  necessity  for  the  preaching  of  Christ  crucified  :  to  put  divine 
authority  aside  for  human :  to  make  the  Church  more  prominent 
than  Christ  who  is  the  light  of  the  Church :  to  magnify  ordinances 
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unduly :  to  make  us  yearn  aAer  a  supposed  better  state  of  things, 
than  the  martyrs  of  the  Church  of  England  have  lefl  us  as  our 
inheritance :  and  to  place  in  the  room  of  a  living  and  experi- 
mental religion  of  the  heart,  a  system  of  formal  observances. 

Of  the  very  general  prevalence,  in  our  Church,  of  tenets,  so 
foreign  from  the  evangelical  spirit,  and  the  moderate  tone,  of  our 
Prayer  Book,  I  cannot  feel  any  serious  apprehension.  Between 
the  errors  of  Popery  on  the  one  side,  and  of  those  systems  around 
us,  on  the  other,  which  confessedly  attach  too  little  importance  to 
the  Sacraments,  as  seals  and  pledges  of  covenanted  spiritual 
blessings, — and  which  deny  its  proper  value  to  primitive  anti- 
quity, as  a  witness  to  facts, —  our  standards  present  a  middle 
way,  so  excellent,  and  so  clearly  defined,  that  it  must,  one  would 
hope,  commend  itself  to  the  great  body  of  those  who  minister  at 
our  altars.  There  is  one  class  of  our  Clergy,  however,  in 
reference  to  whom  the  voice  of  affectionate  caution  and  admoni- 
tion seems  to  be  strongly  needed;  —  those,  namely,  who  have 
received  ordination  in  our  own  Church,  after  having  previously 
been  in  the  ministry  of  other  religious  bodies.  These  persons, 
dissatisfied  with  certain  deficiencies  in  the  system  to  which  they 
once  belonged,  —  having  sought  a  refuge  from  these  within  the 
pale  of  our  own  communion,  —  and  yet  not  having  had  sufficient 
time  and  experience  to  understand  her  true  character,  —  have  a 
very  natural  tendency  to  get  beyond  that  wise  moderation,  which 
is  her  peculiarly  distinguishing  feature  ;  and  are  carried,  in  their 
ardent  zeal,  to  extremes  unknown  by  those,  who  have  been  nour- 
ished from  early  years  at  her  fountains  of  sound  doctrine.  My 
reverend  and  dear  brethren,  the  ardent  desire  of  my  soul  is,  that 
from  every  pulpit  in  this  Diocese  may  go  forth  the  clear  and 
unadulterated  gospel  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ.  I  need  not  surely 
say,  that  I  would  have  you  love,  and  honor,  and  commend,  the 
Sacraments,  as  instituted  means  of  grace  to  those  who  rightly 
receive  them.    I  need  not  say,  that  I  would  have  you  inculcate, 
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as  you  have  opportunity,  reverence  for  the  ministers  of  God ;  and 
reverence  for  the  temple  of  God ;  and  an  enlightened  regard  for 
that  august  ritual,  which  has  come  down  to  us  as  a  hiessed  legacy 
from  the  primitive  ages  of  the  Church.  This  you  will  of  course 
do,  if  you  are  true  to  your  responsibilities.  But  that  which  is  the 
most  important  of  alU  and  which  therefore  I  am  most  of  all 
anxious  for  is,  that  you  should  faithfully  and  distinctly  exhibit 
Christ,  and  that  salvation  by  his  blood  which  is  alone  effectual  to 
meet  the  wants  of  ruined  man.  For  without  this  there  can  be  no 
blessing  on  our  ministry.  With  it,  there  will  certainly  come  the 
signs  of  the  divine  presence.  And  our  Church  will  be,  what  her 
institutions  and  her  doctrines  so  eminently  fit  her  to  be,  a  name 
and  a  praise  in  the  earth. 

May  the  Holy  Spirit,  in  all  our  labors,  and  in  the  present 
council  of  his  Church,  vouchsafe  to  be  with  us,  for  Jesus  Christ^s 
sake! 

The  Eev.  Mr.  Woart,  Secretary  of  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee, presented  the  following  Beport :

The  Standing  Committee  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church, 
in  Massachusetts,  chosen  at  the  Annual  Convention,  in  June, 
1843,  ofier  the  following  Report : 

During  the  past  year  they  have  held  fourteen  meetings  in 
Boston,  twelve  of  which  were  regular  meetings  held  on  the  first 
Monday  of  every  month;,  and  two  of  which  were  adjourned 
meetings. 

They  have  signed  testimonials  recommending  fiv6  persons  ae 
candidates  for  Holy  Orders,  namely :  Thoihas  Mather  Sihith^ 
Edward  Abiel  Washburn,  Charles  Simeon  Putnam,  Daniel  B. 
Ragar,  and  Robert  B.  Hall. 

They  have  signed  testimonials  in  favor  of  three  persons  apply- 
ing to  be  admitted  Deacons,  namely :  Newton  E.  Marble,  Giorgio 
D.  Wildes,  and  William  Bester  Corbin. 
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They  have  recommended  three  persons  to  the  Bishop  for 
admission  to  the  Priesthood  :  the  Rev.  Darius  R.  Brewer,  the  Rev. 
John  S.  Davenport,  and  the  Rev.  George  Packard. 

On  the  third  of  July  last,  the  Committee  consented  to  the  con- 
secration of  the  Rev.  John  Prentiss  Kewley  Henshaw,  D.  D., 
elected  to  the  Episcopate  of  Rhode  Island,  by  signing  and  for- 
warding to  the  Secretary  of  that  Diocese  the  certificate  required 
in  such  case  by  the  Canon. 

At  the  meeting  of  the  Committee,  in  November  last,  the 
President  was  requested  to  apply  to  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese 
for  a  form  of  prayer  to  be  used  at  the  opening  of  their  future 
meetings.  A  prayer  was  furnished  by  the  Bishop,  and  has  since 
been  used.     All  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

The  Rev.  Mr.  Mason,  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Mis- 
sions of  the  Diocese,  read  the  following  Report : 

Rqjott  of  lift  Boarb  of  itiiooiond. 

The  Board  of  Missions  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the 
Diocese  of  Massachusetts,  in  presenting  their  eighth  annual  report, 
desire  to  acknowledge  the  blessing  of  God,  manifest  in  the  cheer- 
ing results  of  their  operations  during  the  past  year. 

A  few  months  since,  a  vacancy  occurred  in  the  Board,  by  the 
removal  of  the  Rev.  Thomas  M.  Clark  from  the  Diocese.  For 
several  years  he  had  been  a  valuable  member  of  this  Board,  and 
contributed  largely,  both  in  this  capacity,  and  as  Rector  of  Grace 
Church,  to  its  success. 

The  Missionary  exertions  of  the  Diocese  have  received  a  fresh 
impulse  during  the  year,  and  its  contributions  in  the  various  de- 
partments of  Missions  have  exceeded  those  of  any  former  year. 
All  of  these  will  not  appear  in  the  report  of  the  Treasurer,  not 
having  been  in  some  cases  passed  through  the  treasury  of  the 
Board. 

The  amount  received  by  the  Treasurer  for  all  departments  of 
Missions,  has  been  $9903  80 ;  of  which  $3513  58  was  for  Foreign 
Missions;  $2190  86  for  Domestic  Missions,  out  of  this  State; 
and  $2901  56  for  Missions  within  the  Diocese. 
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The  appropriations  for  Diocesan  Missions  have  been  as  follows :

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The  missionary  at  Blandford  resigned  April  1st,  and  the  mis- 
sionary  in  Western  District  did  not  enter  upon  his  duties  until 
Oct.  1st,  1843,  which  reduces  the  above  sum  8100,  leaving 
$3350  as  the  amount  of  appropriations  for  the  year  ending  July 
1st,  1844.  To  this  must  be  added  a  debt  of  $739  96,  due  to  the 
Missionaries  at  the  beginning  of  the  year,  which  raises  the  sum 
due  to  them  within  the  year  to  $4089  96. 

To  meet  this  amount,  the  receipts  for  State  Missions  have  been 
$2901  56,  which  leaves  a  deficiency  of  $1188  40.  As  some  of 
the  parishes  have  not  made  their  contributions  for  the  year,  this 
deficiency  will  probably  be  diminished  before  the  close  of  the 
Convention. 

The  results  of  the  operations  of  the  Board  will  be  seen  by  the 
following  summary : 
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The  Churches  at  Springfield  and  Andover  have  not  received 
aid  this  year,  and  a  brief  statement  in  regard  to  them  will  illustrate 
the  success  of  the  Board.  Services  were  commenced  at  Spring* 
field  in  October,  1838,  and  the  Church  there  was  received  into 
union  with  the  Diocese  in  June,  1839.  During  the  present  year 
it  has  entirely  sustained  itself,  and  is  rapidly  advancing  to  a  place 
among  the  most  flourishing  churches  in  the  Diocese. 

The  Church  at  Andover  was  taken  into  connection  with  the 
Diocese  in  June,  1837 ;  received  aid  from  the  Board  until  this 
year,  when  it  became  able  to  support  itself.  It  is  now  entirely 
free  from  debt,  and  appropriates  to  the  funds  of  the  Board. 

The  Church  at  Charlestown  also  presents  a  signal  instance  of 
success  attending  the  operations  of  the  Board.  It  was  gathered 
in  1839 ;  has  received  large,  but  gradually  diminishing,  appro- 
priations, since  Jiine  1st  of  that  year ;  is  now  firmly  established, 
having  been  entirely  freed  from  debt  by  a  recent  effort  there  and 
in  this  city  ;  and  will  no  longer  require  missionary  aid. 

The  Church  at  Fall  River  has  met  with  a  great  loss  by  the 
removal  of  their  rector  to  Boston,  but  is  believed  to  be  gradually 
gaining  strength. 

The  parish  at  Cambridgeport  having  incurred  a  debt  in  the 
erection  of  their  church,  will  need  aid  in  supporting  their  minister 
until  it  shall  be  liquidated  ;  for  which  end  they  will  use  their 
utmost  endeavors. 

The  Church  in  Northampton  has  made  rapid  progress  during 
the  year.  A  debt  for  the  organ  has  been  paid,  which  leaves  the 
parish  free  from  incumbrance.  The  missionary  states  that  the 
congregation,  the  attendance  at  the  communion,  and  the  Sunday 
school,  have  increased. 

The  afikirs  of  the  Church  at  Stockbridge  have  assumed  an 
encouraging  aspect,  and  the  rector  has  nearly  succeeded  in  raisine 
a  sum  sufficient  for  the  erection  of  a  church. 

Van  Deusenville  has  been  made  a  Missionary  Station,  with 
good  hope  of  success ;  and  the  missionary  officiates  in  Lenox  one 
Sunday  in  every  month. 

The  missionary  at  Ashfield  reports,  that  his  Church  is  in  a 
more  flourishing  condition  than  in  any  previous  year.  For  eight 
years  he  has  occupied  that  post,  and  amidst  many  discourage- 
ments steadily  pursued  his  labors. 
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In  the  churches  at  Otis,  Bland  ford,  Bridge  water,  and  Ames- 
bury,  it  is  believed  that  no  material  change  has  taken  place 
during  the  year. 

At  Chelsea  it  is  designed  to  erect,  before  winter,  a  chapel  to 
accommodate  252  persons,  when  an  increase  in  the  congregation 
is  expected. 

St.  Luke^s  Churchy  in  Lowell,  is  still  encumbered  with  a  heavy 
debt,  and  remains  in  an  unfinished  state. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Blackaller  officiated  in  Worcester  until  Easter* 
He  reports  that  when  he  commenced  services  there  in  May,  1843, 
there  were  24  families,  and  22  communicants  in  his  congregation ; 
and  that  at  the  date  of  his  report,  March  1st,  1844,  there  were  39 
families,  35  communicants,  and  33  Sunday  school  scholars. 
At  Easter,  vigorous  measures  were  taken  by  the  Board  to  establish 
a  Church  in  Worcester,  the  result  of  which  was,  that  an  annual 
cum  of  $1000  for  thfee  years,  was  contributed  by  several  gedtle- 
men  in  Boston,  to  support  a  minister  there  for  that  period,  with 
the  understanding  that,  in  the  mean  time,  the  congregation  will 
proceed  to  erect  a  church.  Tl^is  station  is  regarded  by  the  Board 
«8  one  of  great  importance,  and  which  should  occupy  much  of 
their  attention.  The  Rev.  Dr.  Chapman  was  appointed  as  Mis« 
fiionary  there,  and  commenced  services  at  Easten  ■ 

Besides  the  missionaries  already  mentioned,  there  are  two 
others,  supported  in  part  by  the  funds  of  the  Board,  who  officiate 
at  large ;  one  in  the  Western,  the  other  in  the  Southern  District 
of  the  Diocese,  in  cooperation  with  the  Church  Missionary  Asso- 
ciations of  those  Districts. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Snow  has  been  engaged  steadily  in  this  duty  in 
the  Southern  IKstrict  a  year  and  three  months.  He  states,  that  he 
has  held  services  in  four  manufacturing  villages  within  the  town- 
ship of  Taunton;  and  at  Dighton,  Norton,  West  Bridgewater, 
Middleborough,  Hingham,  and  Easton ;  in  each  of  which  places 
he  has  been  welcomed  cordially. 

The  average  congregations  at  all  the  places  now  occupied  by 
him  as  stations,  apart  from  those  places  occasionally  visited, 
amfount  to  more  than  five  hundred,  who  thus  become  familiar 
with  the  services  and  order  of  our  Church. 

The  Southern  District  Church  Missionary  Association  report, 
thiit  the'  labors  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Snow  continue  to  be  highly  appre- 
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ciated  by  them  ;  and  speak  in  commendation  of  the  method  of 
operations  pursued  by  him.    This  Association  has  held  six  regular 
meetings  within  the  year,  and  the  Treasurer's  report  exhibits  ah 
increase  of  receipts  from  the  last  year  of  about  one  hundred 
dollars. 

The  second  annual  report  of  the  Western  District  Church  Mia- 
sionary  Association  has  been  presented  to  the  Board,  through 
their  Secretary,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Lee  ;  from  which  we  learn  that  the 
missionary  work  in  that  part  of  the  Diocese  has  prospered  during 
the  year  past. 

The  Rev.  Orange  Clark,  D.  D.,  entered  upon  his  duties,  as  mis- 
sionary at  large  in  that  District,  on  October  1st ;  has  held  services 
chiefly  at  Clappville  and  Montague ;  once  at  Westfield  ;  twice  at 
Ware  ;  occasionally  at  Hopkinton,  out  of  the  District,  by  request 
of  the  Bishop. 

At  Clappville,  the  parish  has  revived,  the  Church  has  been  re- 
paired, and  the  hope  is  expressed  that  it  may  be  supplied  with  a 
resident  minister. 

At  Montague,  where  the  Church  had  become  nearly  extinct, 
through  peculiar  circumstances,  the  labors  of  the  missionary  have 
awakened  a  new  interest.  ''  The  few  Episcopalians  whom  he 
found  there,  are  strongly  attached  to  the  Church,  and  rejoice  in 
the  privilege  of  worshipping  God  in  the  mode  which  they  deem 
most  orderly  and  scriptural." 

The  Association  consider  the  services  of  the  missionary  at  these 
points  so  useful  and  acceptable,  that  they  request  the  renewal  of 
his  appointment  for  another  year. 

They  state  that  the  Church  at  Blandford  will  need  constant  aid; 
that  although  in  some  respects  a  discouraging  field,  it  ought  to  be 
occupied,  and  might  in  some  way  be  connected  with  the  Church 
at  Otis,  and  both  parishes  be  placed  under  the  charge  of  one 
missionary. 

The  members  of  the  Association,  the  report  adds,  are  con- 
vinced of  the  wisdom  of  the  Convention  in  recommending  the 
formation  of  District  Associations.  In  that  part  of  the  Diocese,  a 
new  impulse  has  been  given  to  the  missionary  spirit.  Quarterly 
meetings,  and  one  special  meeting  of  the  Association  have  been 
held,  at  all  of  which  collections  were  made ;  and  these,  together 
with  the  amount  given  in  tiie  parishes  generally,  make  a  sum 
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considerably  larger  than  has  been  received  in  former  years  in 
this  portion  of  the  Diocese. 

No  reports  have  been  received  from  the  Central  and  Eastern 
District  Associations.  The  latter,  however,  has  held  meetings 
during  the  year. 

At  the  last  Convention  the  subject  of  *<^  Church- Building,  and  ^ 
the  devising  of  measures  to  promote  the  erection  of  churches 
within  the  Diocese,'' was  referred  to  this  Board  to  consider  the 
same,  and  report  to  Uie  Convention  now  in  session.  The  Board 
accordingly  appointed  a  Committee  to  give  the  subject  mature 
eiraimination,  and  the  result  of  their  deliberations,  approved  by 
the  Board  is,  that  it  is  not  expedient,  at  the  present  time,  to  act 
at  all  upon  the  subject.  The  principal  ground  of  the  deci- 
sion is,  that  the  number  of  churches  already  erected,  which  are 
in  an  embarrassed  state,  and  others  now  in  progress,  require  aid 
to  such  an  extent  as  renders  it  hopeless  to  attempt  to  raise  funds 
for  prospective  efforts. 

Such  is  a  rapid  summary  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Board  since 
its  last  report. 

The  results  already  developed,  furnish  cause  for  high  encour- 
agement. 

The  permanent  establishment  of  such  Churches  as  those  at 
Andover,  Charlestown  and  Springfield  alone,  within  so  short  a 
period,  gives  abundant  evidence  of  success. 

And  at  several  other  points  where  the  operations  of  the  Board 
still  continue,  there  is  reasonable  ground  to  expect  similar  results. 

The  Churches  at  Worcester,  Northampton,  Cambridgeport, 
Chelsea,  Stockbridge  and  Fall  River,  give  promise  of  acquiring, 
at  no  distant  day,  sufficient  strength  to  dispense  with  missionary 
aid.  In  a  few  instances  there  is  little  hope  of  such  a  result.  But 
the  amount  required  in  these  cases  is  comparatively  small,  and 
the  Board  have  not  felt  willing  to  withhold  appropriations  to  aid 
those  little  bands  of  worshippers,  struggling  to  sustain  the  ser- 
vices of  the  Church,  where  they  will  be  most  hi^ly  prized,  and 
exert  a  favorable  influence  upon  the  community. 

The  prospect  before  us  invites  far  more  extended  measures 

than  have  yet  been  within  the  power  of  this  Bioard.     Favorable 

openings  for  the  services  of  ministers  of  our  Church  appear  in 

dl  parts  of  our  Diocese.    Some  of  her  mennbers  are  scattered  in 
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most  of  the  larger  towns  and  villages  of  the  State,  who  earnestly 
desire  her  ministrations. 

Nothing  but  the  limited  means  placed  at  the  disposal  of  the 
Board,  prevents  a  much  wider  extension  of  their  operations. 

I'he  signs  of  the  times  in  the  religious  world,  also  call  for  more 
efficient  exertions  in  the  work  of  diffusing  a  knowledge  of  our 
Church  throughout  the  community.  Extreme  ignorance.  Id  re- 
gard to  her  system,  doctrines,  and  spirit,  prevails ;  and  by  this, 
violent  prejudices  are  nurtured.  These  are  now  appealed  to  with 
unprecedented  bitterness,  and  every  weapon,  whether  of  argu- 
ment or  passion,  is  wielded  to  arrest  her  course.  By  these  at- 
tacks, by  recent  events  among  ourselves,  and  by  the  constant 
disorders  and  changes  in  leading  denominations  around  us,  a  spirit 
of  earnest  inquiry  is  awakened,  and  pervades  the  great  body  of 
the  community. 

This  crisis  should  be  fully  met,  not  by  counter  attacks,  and 
similar  violence  ;  but  by  a  distinct  and  practical  exhibition  of  the 
Church,  as  she  appears  in  her  own  services,  and  standards  of 
doctrine.  To  the  great  numbers,  who  on  every  side  are  now  in- 
quiring into  her  principles,  or  looking  towards  her  fold,  we  have 
only  to  present  faithfully  the  Church  herself,  in  her  scriptural 
services,  and  apostolic  faith  and  order,  to  meet  this  general  and 
indiscriminate  attack.  Our  present  work  is  not  to  attract  atten- 
tion to  her  system,  for  this  is  already  awake  ;  but  simply  to  sup- 
ply the  demand  for  a  knowledge  of  the  claims  and  practical 
working  of  that  system. 

Besides  these  considerations,  arising  from  the  violent  opposi- 
tion, and  gross  misrepresentation,  by  which  our  Church  is  now 
assailed ;  there  are  other  reasons  of  permanent  influence,  why 
we  should  engage  with  greater  energy  in  the  work  of  missions 
within  our  own  State.  Large  multitudes  in  the  community  still 
remain  ignorant  of  the  gospel  of  their  Saviour,  and  seldom  enter 
the  Church  of  God.  All  our  large  towns  present  a  wide  field  for 
strictly  missionary  labor,  among  those  who  live  in  total  neglect 
of  the  Lord's  Day,  and  of  every  Christian  institution.  Amidst 
the  light  of  the  gospel,  thousands  grow  up  almost  as  ignorant  of 
its  truths,  as  if  born  in  heathen  lands. 

Wide  then  is  the  field,  great  the  work  before  us ;  and  most 
weighty  are  the  motives  which  should  prompt  us  to  enter  upon 
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it  with  renewed  faith  and  zeal.  May  the  extension  of  the  Re- 
deemer's kingdom,  as  well  within  the  borders  of  our  own  State, 
as  in  distant  parts  of  our  country  and  in  foreign  lands,  become 
the  object  of  our  more  earnest  labors  and  prayers.

Resolved^  That  to-morrow  morning  at  11  o'clock,  the 
Conventipn  proceed  to  the  election  of  a  Standing  Com- 
mittee, Board  of  Missions,  and  Delegates  to  the  General 
Convention.

Resolved^  That  the  Convention  now  adjourn,  to  meet  to- 
morrow morning,  at  9  o'clock.

Morn- 
ing Prayer  was  read  by  the  Rev.  Amos  D.  McCoy,  Rector 
of  St.  Luke's  Church,  Lowell ;  after  which,  the  Bishop 
having  taken  the  Chair,  the  Secretary  called  the  roll  of

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the  Clergy  and  Lay  Delegates  entitled  to  seats,  and  the 
Convention  proceeded  to  bosiness.

The  Rev.  Mr.  Edson,  {rora  the  Committee  on  that  jwurt 
of  the  Bishop's  Address  which  refers  to  the  subject  of 
building  churches,  presented  the  following 

Report : 

Whereas^  by  Divine  Providence,  the  exigency  of  the  Church 
seems  to  require  more  systematic  and  discriminating  efibrts  to 
provide  houses  suitable  for  the  worship  of  God,  and  the  ministra- 
tion  of  his  word  and  sacraments  within  the  limits  of  this  Diocese, 
as  well  as  to  render  judicious  assistance  to  such  parishes  as  in 
the  discharge  of  this  duty  may  have  become  involved  in  pecu- 
niary embarrassments ;  —  and 

Whereas^  the  organization  by  this  Convention  of  a  Board  oi 
Missions,  acting  under  its  authority  now  for  several  years  in  that 
department  of  benevolence,  has  proved  successful  and  satisfac- 
tory ;  —  therefore 

Resolved^  That  this  Convention  now  proceed  to  elect  a  Board 
of  Commissioners  for  Church  Extension  in  the  Diocese  of  Mas- 
sachusetts, —  id  consist  of  three  clergymen  and  three  laymen,  of 
which  Board  the  Bishop  shall  be  ex  officio  President :  said  Board 
to  be  organized  with  Treasurer  and  Secretary,  and  to  make  an- 
nual report  to  this  Convention. 

Resolved^  That  the  charity  hereby  contemplated  be  cordially 
commended  to  the  affections  and  devotions  of  the  people,  that 
they  be  requested  to  make  this  Board  a  mediurh  of  their  contri- 
butions, and  that  those  whose  needs  come  within  its  scope  be  in- 
vited to  address  themselves  to  its  proper  organs.

The  Rev.  Dr.  Strong,  in  behalf  of  the  Committee  of  Fi- 
nance, reported  that  they  recommend  the  printing  of  fifteen 
hundred  copies  of  the  Journal  of  this  Convention ;  and 
also,  that  the  travelling  expenses  of  such  clergymen  as  are 
reported  to  the  Treasurer,  be  paid  out  of  the  Contingent 

Fund. 

The  report  was  adopted. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Ballard,  from  the  Committee  of  Qualifi- , 
cation,  reported  that  in  the  judgment  of  said  Committee, 
the  Rev.  John  P.  Robinson  is  not  entitled  to  the  right  of 
membership  in  this  Convention ;  and  that  at  the  same  time 
they  would  express  their  deep  regret  at  the  proceedings  of 
the  parish  of  Christ  Church,  Quincy,  which  have  resulted 
in  his  loss  of  a  seat  in  this  Convention. 

On  motion. 

Resolved,  That  the  consideration  of  this  subject  be  de- 
ferred till  after  the  election  of  the  Standing  Committee, 
Board  of  Missions,  and  Delegates  to  the  General  Conven- 
tion. 

The  Treasurer  of  the  Episcopal  Fund  made  a  Report,* 
which  was  ordered  to  be  entered  on  the  Journal. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Boyle  presented  a  report  of  the  Committee 
appointed  at  a  preceding  Convention,  in  reference  to  Christ 
Church,  Cambridge,  which  was  as  follows  : 

fieport. 

The  Committee  on  the  subject  of  Christ  Church,  Cambridge, 
report,  ll^t  they  have  paid  the  sum  of  $1300,  received  by  them 
for  subscriptions,  to  the  Wardens  of  said  Church  ;  which  has  been 
applied  by  the  said  Wardens^  agreeably  to  the  intention  of  the 
donors,  to  the  purchase  of  a  lot  of  land,  and  the  erection  of  a

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parsonage-house  on  the  same.  It  is  understood,  that  $100  sub- 
scribed by  the  late  Edward  Tuckerman,  Esq.,  will  be  paid  by  bii 
executor  to  the  Committee ;  and  when  received,  will  be  added  to 
the  amount  already  paid  to  the  Wardens  of  Christ  Church,  making 
the  whole  sum  $1400.  The  Wardens  of  said  Church  have  also 
appropriated  $1600  for  the  house,  by  a  vote  of  the  parish,  from 
monies  held  by  them  in  trust  for  the  benefit  of  the  Chur(;h.  In 
addition  to  this,  $310  have  been  contributed  by  the  ladies  of  the 
parish  for  the  completion  of  the  building,  which  is  a  coirvenieiit 
and  substantial  edifice  of  wood,  and  being  now  finished,  is  occupied 
by  the  rector  of  the  Church.  A  deed  of  the  premises  has  been 
given  by  Orrin  Hall  to  the  Wardens,  and  recorded,  **  to  have  and 
to  hold  forever  to  the  said  Episcopal  society,"  so  deliominateid  in 
the  act  of  incorporation  by  which  the  Wardens  are  made  trustees 
of  the  funds  of  said  Church.

The  report  was  adopted. 

The  Secretary  communicated  to  the  Convention  a  Cir- 
cular* from  the  Rt.  Rev.  Bishop  Doane,  Chairman  of  the 
Committee  of  the  General  Board  of  Missions,  to  whom 
was  referred  the  subject  of  an  Indian  Mission,  and  the 
recognition  of  the  Indian  Territory  as  a  distinct  Episcopal 
Charge,  under  the  title  of  the  "  Indian  Diocese." 

On  motion, 

Resolved,  That  the  same  be  referred  to  a  committee  of 
three,  to  report  to  this  Convention. 

The  Chair  appointed  the  Rev.  Mr.  Ballard,  the  Hon.  E. 
A.  Newton,  and  William  Appleton,  Esq. 

The  time  appointed  for  the  election  of  a  Standing  Com- 
mittee, Board  of  Missions,  and  Delegates  to  the*  General 
Convention,  having  arrived,  the  Convention  proceeded  to 
elect  the  Standing  Committee.

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The  Rev.  Mr.  Clinch,  and  the  Hon.  Mr.  Newton  were 
appointed  by  the  Bishop  to  receive  and  canvass  the  votes ; 
who,  having  attended  to  that  duty,  reported  that  the  Con- 
vention had  made  choice  of  the  following  gentlemen  :

The  Convention  then  proceeded  to  the  election  of  a 
Board  of  Missions.  The  Bishop  appointed  the  Rev. 
Messrs.  Clinch,  Howe,  and  Lambert,  and  the  Hon.  Mr. 
Newton,  a  committee  to  receive  and  canvass  the  votes. 

A  division  was  called  for,  and  the  Convention  voted  by 
orders. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Strong,  from  the  Committee  of  Finance, 
made  a  report  recommending  the  adoption  of  the  report 
of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Convention,  which  was  accepted. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Howe,  in  behalf  of  the  Trustees  o(  the 
Society  for  the  Relief  of  the  Widows  and  Orphans  of  de- 
ceased Clergymen  of  the  Diocese,  presented  the  following 
report,  which  was  adopted : 

Beport 

The  Trustees  of  the  "  Society  for  the  Relief  of  the  Widows  and 
Orphans  of  deceased  Clergymen,"  in  conformity  with  one  of  the 
Articles  of  their  Constitution,  present  the  following  report  of  their 
proceedings  during  ihe  past  year,  to  the  Convention  of  the  Church 
in  this  Diocese. 

There  have  been  received  into  the  Treasury  of  this  Society, 
since  its  actual  commencement,  June,  1840,  up  to  the  5th 
of  the  present  month,  two  thousand  two  hundred  and  forty 
dollars  and  eighty-six  cents.  Of  this  sum,  $527  89  are  invested 
in  the  Boston  Institution  for  Savings;  $1000  is  loaned  on  mort- 
gage on  real  estate  in  this  city ;  9600  are  invested  in  the  Mas- 
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sachusetts  Life  Insurance  and  Hospital  Fund ;  $23  10  have  been 
expended  for  incidental  charges  since  November,  1841 ;  and 
there  is  a  balance  now  in  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer,  uninvested, 
amounting  to  $89  87. 

This  Society  is  modelled,  in  some  degree,  after  the  Life  Insur- 
ance plan.     It  is  not  a  corporation  for  promiscuous  charity  to 
the  destitute  families  of  deceased  clergymen.     Its  tenth  Article 
provides,  that  '*  the  charity  shall  be  confined  to  the  widows  and 
children  of  those  clergymen  who  have  continued  members  of  this 
Society  to  the  time  of  their  decease ;  and  who  have  died  in  the 
communion  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church."     For  such  clai- 
mants it  provides,  after  a  fixed  rule  of  proportion,  in  the  words 
written  in  its  fourth  Article  :  "  The  widows  and  children  of  de- 
ceased clergymen  who  shall  have  paid  the  sum  of  $5,  or  the  sum 
of  $10  annually,  shall  be  entitled  to  an  annuity  of  five  times  the 
amount  of  such  annual  subscription,  for  twice  the  number  of  years 
during  which  it  has  been  paid."    It  is  an  incorporated  society, 
which  can  be  held  at   law,  if  need  were,  to  the  fulfilment  of 
these  terms.     He  who  shall  invest  in  it  according  to  the  letter  of 
these  articles,  makes  positive  provision  for  his  family  in  the  stipu- 
lated amount,  after  his  decease ;  and  they  may  seek  it,  not  as 
petitioners  for  uncertain  charity,  but  as  claimants  of  entrusted 
property.     To  contributors  of  smaller  annual  amounts,  it  is  related 
only  as  a  charitable  society,  bound   to   do  for  those  destitute 
families  according  to  its  ability,  after  the  fulfilment  of  its  contracts 
with  others.     Through  the  good  providence  of  God,  none  of  its 
clerical  members  have  yet  been  removed  by  death,  save  one  — 
the  late  Rev.  Dr.  Morss  —  through  whose  influence  mainly  it  was 
at  first  organized,  and  to  whose  liberality  and  eflTorts,  with  others, 
it  is  indebted  for  bequests  which  constitute  nearly  the  whole  of 
its  permanent  fund. 

Constituted  as  this  Society  is,  and  by  its  incorporation  rendered 
liable  for  the  faithful  execution  of  its  trusts,  it  seems  strange  that 
so  few  of  the  clergy  of  the  Diocese  have  availed  themselves  of  its 
Treasury,  to  deposite  a  little  sum  which  promises  such  increase 
for  the  future  benefit  of  their  families.  And  if  in  any  cases  the 
inclination  to  do  so  has  been  hindered  by  pecuniary  inability,  how 
small  an  cfibrt  in  the  poorest  parish  would  enable  it  to  invest  for 
the  benefit  of  the  rector's  family,  an  annual  contribution  of  ten 
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dollars !  It  would  be  some  alleviation  to  the  privation  of  a  poor 
missionary's  life,  whose  annual  stipend  is  hardly  enough  to  meet 
his  immediate  wants,  to  feel  that  his  household  would  not  be  left 
utterly  penniless,  on  his  removal  from  the  world.  And  could 
there  be  a  more  worthy  object  commended  to  the  attention  of 
members  of  the  Church,  who,  in  making  disposition  of  their  worldly 
goods,  are  inclined  by  God's  grace  to  bequeath  something  to  the 
relief  of  the  destitute  and  the  furtherance  of  the  Bedeemer's  cause 
and  kingdom  ? 

These  facts  and  suggestions  are  respectfully  submitted  to  the 
attention  of  the  clergy  and  parishes  of  this  Diocese.

The  Rev.  Mr.  Greenleaf,  from  the  Committee  on  Un- 
finished Business,  reported  the  following  resolution;  which 
was  adopted : 

Resolved^  That  in  the  opinion  of  this  Convention,  it 
is  expedient  for  the  General  Convention  to  adopt  the 
proposed  Tenth  Article  *  of  the  Constitution  of  the  Pro- 
testant Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States  of  America, 
and  also  the  proposed  alteration  in  the  Institution  Office. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Vinton,  from  the  Committee  appointed  at 
the  last  Cc«ivention,  to  revise  the  Constitution,  and  to  pro- 
pose such  amendments  thereof  as  may  be  necessary,  and 
to  whom  was  referred  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  the 
third  Article  of  the  Constitution,  and  of  the  Committee  on 
the  Rules  of  Order,  made  a  partial  report  as  follows  : 

The  Committee  appointed  at  the  last  Convention  to  revise  the 
Constitution^  and  to  propose  such  amendments  thereof  as  may  be 
necessary,  and  to  whom  were  referred  the  jreport  of  the  Commit- 
tee on  the  third  Article  of  the  Constitution,  and  of  the  Committee 
on  the  Rules  of  Order,  report  the  following  Constitution :

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CONSTITUTION  OF  THE  PROTECTANT  EPISCOPAL  CHUICH  IN  THE 

.  DIOCESE  OF  MASSACHUSETTS. 

Abt.  I.  The  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  Massachusetts, 
as  a  constituent  part  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the 
United  States  of  America,  accedes  to,  recognizes  and  adopts  the 
Constitution  and  Canons  of  the  said  Church,  and  acknowledges 
their  authority. 

Art.  II.  There  shall  be  a  stated  Convention  of  the  Church  in 
this  Diocese  on  the  second  Wednesday  of  June,  in  each  year,  ih 
the  city  of  Boston,  at  such  hour  and  place  as  shall  be  appomteid  by 
the  Bishop,  or,  in  case  the  Episcopate  be  vacant,  by  the  Standing 
Committee. 

Special  Conventions  may  be  called  by  the  Bishop,  with  the 
advice  and  consent  of  the  Standing  Committee;  and  in  case  of  a 
vacancy  in  the  Episcopate,  by  the  Standing  Committee.  Notice 
of  such  special  Convention  shall  be  given  by  a  circular  lettei:  to 
each  of  the  Churches  in  union  with  the  Convention,  not  less  than 
four  weeks  before  the  day  appointed  for  the  meeting  of  the  same. 
And  at  such  special  Coaventions  no  business  shall  be  transacted, 
other  than  is  specified  in  the  notice  calling  the  same. 

Art.  ni.  The  Convention  shall  be  composed  of  the  following 
persons: 

1st.  The  Bishop  of  th6  Diocese,  and  the  Assistant  Bishop,  if 
there  be  one. 

2d.  Every  Presbyter  canonically  resident  within  the  Diocese, 
and  canonically  instituted  as  the  Rector,  Associated  i^ector,  or 
Assistant  Minister  of  some  Church,  Parish,  or  Congregation  within 
the  Diocese,  and  in  union  with  this  Convention. 

3d.  Every  Presbyter  who  shall,  for  the  term  of  six  calendar 
months  next  preceding  the  meeting  of  the  Convention,  have  been 
actually,  as  well  as  canonically,  resident  within  the  Diocese,  and 
engaged  in  the  regular  performance  of  clerical  duties,  under  the 
direction,  or  by  the  permissioii  of  the  ecclesiastical  authority  of  the 
same. 

4th.  Every  Presbyter  actually,  as  well  as  canonically,  rendeqt 
within  the  Diocese  for  the  term  of  six  calendar  months  next  pre- 
ceding the  meeting  of  the  Convention,  and  officiating  in  the  same 
as  a  missionary  duly  appointed  or  recognized  by  the  ecclesiastical 
authority  of  the  Diocese,  or  as  a  Chaplain  in  any  public  benevo- 
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lent  institution,  or  in  the  army  or  navy  of  the  United  States,  or  as 
a  President,  Professor,  Tutor,  or  Instructor  in  any  college,  acad- 
emy, or  seminary  of  learning ;  or  as  the  Treasurer  or  Secretary 
of  the  Convention,  duly  elected  in  accordance  with  the  provisions 
of  this  Constitution. 

5th.  The  Lay  Delegates  of  the  several  parishes  in  the  Diocese 
in  union  with  the  Convention,  not  exceeding  three  from  each 
parish,  who  shall,  at  the  time  of  their  election,  he  members  of  the 
parish  for  which  they  are  elected.  The  evidence  of  their  election 
shall  be  a  certificate  of  the  fact,  signed  by  the  Wardens,  or  War- 
den, or  by  the  Parish  Clerk. 

No  Clergyman,  who  has  been  at  any  time  entitled  to  a  seat  and 
vote  in  the  Convention,  shall  be  divested  of  such  privilege  by 
reason  of  advanced  years,  infirm  health,  or  absence  from  the 
Diocese  for  a  less  period  than  one  year. 

Art.  IV.  The  Bishop  shall  be,  ex  officio.  President  of  the 
Convention,  and  as  such  presiding  officer  shall  have  all  the  rights, 
and  exercise  the  same  powers,  usually  had  and  exercised  by  the 
presiding  officers  of  parliamentary  and  legislative  bodies,  and 
none  other. 

In  case  of  the  absence  of  the  Bishop,  the  Assistant  Bishop,  if 
there  be  one,  shall  preside ;  and  in  case  there  shall  be  neither 
Bishop  or  Assistant  Bishop,  a  president  shall  be  chosen  from 
among  the  clerical  members. 

Art.  V.  Parishes  may,  by  a  vote  of  the  Convention,  be  ad- 
mitted into  union  with  it,  on  presenting  evidence  in  writing,  under 
the  authority  of  the  Wardens  and  Vestry,  that  they  are  duly 
organized,  and  that  they  accede  to  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of 
the  Church  in  this  Diocese.  Any  Parish  in  union  with  the  Con- 
vention, which  shall  violate  any  article  of  the  Constitution  or  any 
Canon  of  the  Church,  or  shall  refuse  submission  to  the  ecclesiastical 
authorities  of  the  Diocese,  may  be  excluded  from  the  Convention 
upon  a  vote  of  two  thirds  of  the  members  voting  by  orders. 

Art.  VI.  The  members  of  the  Convention  present  at  the 
opening  and  organizing  of  the  same,  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for 
the  transaction  of  business.  The  Clergy  and  Laity  shall  sit  and 
deliberate  as  one  body,  and  each  member  of  the  Convention  shall 
be  entitled  to  one  vote  —  except  upon  a  division  by  orders,  in 
which  case  the  Lay  Delegation  from  each  Parish  shall  be  entitled 
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to  but  one  vote,  and  a  concurrence  of  both  orders  shall  be  neces- 
sary. Such  division  shall  be  had  whenever  called  for  by  any 
three  Clergymen,  or  the  Delegations  from  any  three  Parishes. 

Art.  VII.  The  other  officers  of  the  Convention  shall  consist 
of  a  Secretary  and  Treasurer,  who  shall  be  chosen  by  ballot  at 
each  Annual  Convention,  and  shall  continue  in  office  until  the 
next  Convention,  and  until  others  are  chosen  in  their  stead.  It 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  to  keep  a  record  of  the  doings 
of  the  Convention  —  to  preserve  its  Journals  and  Records — and 
to  deliver  into  the  hands  of  his  successor  all  books,  documents  and 
papers  relating  to  the  concerns  of  the  Convention,  which  may  be 
in  his  hands,  and  to  do  all  such  other  acts  and  things  as  are  or 
may  be  prescribed  by  the  Canons  of  the  General  Convention  or  of 
this  Diocese. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  to  receive  and  manage  ail 
moneys  and  funds  which  may  at  any  time  belong  to  the  Conven- 
tion —  and  to  lay  before  the  Convention  in  each  year  an  account 
of  the  same,  and  of  all  receipts  and  payments  during  the  preceding 
year. 

Art.  VIII.  The  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese  shall  be 
elected  by  ballot  at  the  Annual  Convention,  and  shall  consist  of 
six  members,  three  Clergymen  and  three  Laymen.  They  shall 
remain  in  office  until  the  next  Convention,  and  until  a  new  Com- 
mittee shall  have  been  chosen.  They  shall  keep  a  record  of  their 
doings,  and  shall  report  the  same  annually  to  the  Convention. 
A  majority  shall  constitute  a  quorum,  except  for  those  purposes 
for  which  the  Canons  of  the  General  Convention  require  a  larger 
number.  And  in  case  of  a  vacancy  occurring  in  their  body,  the 
remaining  members  shall  have  power  to  fill  the  same. 

Art.  IX.     At  each  Annual   Convention  next  precedii 
meeting  of  the  General  Convention,  there  shall  be  an  dt 
ballot  of  four  Clerical  and  of  four  Lay  deputies  to 
Convention,  who  shall  remain  in  office  for  three  y< 
others  are  elected  in   their  stead ;   but  any  va< 
filled  at  the  intermediate  Annual  Conventions, 
the  duty  of  each  Deputy  elect  to  signify  to  the 
tee,  at  least  one  month  previous  to  the  meet 
Convention,  his  acceptance  of  the  office, 
the  meeting  of  the  Convention.     In  d( 
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neglecting  to  give  notice,  shall  be  considered  as  declining ;  and 
the  Standing  Committee  shall  thereupon  fill  the  vacancies  thus 
occurring,  as  also  any  other  vacancies  happening  from  any  cause 
at  an^  time  subsequently  to  the  meeting  of  the  Annual  Convention 
in  each  year,  and  before  the  meeting  of  the  General  Convention ; 
and  the  persons  thus  appointed  shall  have  all  the  power  and 
aothority  of  deputies  duly  elected  by  the  Convention. 

Art.  X.  Whenever  the  Episcopate  shall  become  vacant,  the 
Standing  Committee  shall  call  a  Special  Convention,  to  be  held  at 
such  time  and  place  as  they  may  appoint,  within  three  months 
after  such  vacancy  shall  have  occurred,  and  shall  give  written 
notice  of  the  same  to  each  parish  in  union  with  the  Convention, 
at  least  four  weeks  previous  to  the  time  appointed  for  such  meet- 
ing. And  the  Convention  thus  assembled,  may  proceed  to  the 
election'  of  a  Bishop,  or  make  such  other  provision  as  they  may 
deem  expedient  for  the  Episcopal  supervision  of  the  Diocese. 

AsT.  XL  The  election  of  a  Bishop  shall  be  had  in  the  following 
manner:  The  two  orders  having  separated,  the  clergy  shall 
nominate,  by  ballot,  a  person  for  that  office  —  and  their  choice 
shall  be  made  known  to  the  order  of  Lay  Delegates,  and  if  the 
same  shall  be  confirmed  by  them,  voting  in  like  manner,  by  ballot, 
the  persdn  so  nominated  shall  be  declared  to  be  duly  elected* 

Art.  XII.  All  elections  shall  be  by  ballot,  except  when  other* 
wise  ordered  by  the  Convention,  upon  a  vote  of  two  thirds  of  the 
members  fTrese'ht. 

Art.  XIII.  The  entire  charge  and  control  of  all  missionary 
operations  within  the  Diocese,  and  of  all  means  and  measures 
which  shall  be  taken  and  adopted  by  the  Church  within  this 
Diocese,  in  its  collective  capacity,  for  its  increase  and  enlarge- 
ment, by  the  founding  of  new  churches,  or  afibrding  aid  to  feeble 
parishes,  shall  be  committed  to  a  Board  of  Missions,  consisting  of 
the  Bishop  and  four  Clerical  and  four  Lay  members.  The  said 
Board  shall  designate  all  missionary  stations,  appoint  the  mission- 
aries, and  determine  the  amount  of  their  several  salaries,  so  far  as 
paid  by  the  Board.  They  shall  have  the  control  and  disburse- 
ment of  all  funds  and  moneys  contributed  for  the  support  of 
Missions  within  the  Diocese,  except  so  far  as  the  appropriation  of 
the  same  shall  be  made  by  the  donors.  They  shall  also  be,  and  are 
hereby,  constitutJed  an  auxiliary  to  the  GreneiiaT  Board  of  Missions* 
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and  the  Agent  of  the  Church  in  the  furtherance  and  promotion  of 
all  missionary  operations  of  every  kind  and  description ;  and  it 
shall  be  their  duty  to  apply  and  transmit  all  funds  and  moneys 
contributed  for  such  purposes,  to  the  proper  officers  of  the  Domes- 
tic and  Foreign  Committees  of  the  General  Board,  or  to  such 
other  persons,  or  in  such  other  manner  as  the  donors  may  direct ; 
and  the  said  Board  shall  in  no  case  assume  or  have  the  control  of 
any  such  funds  or  moneys,  except  such  as  are  unappropriated  by 
the  donors. 

The  Bishop  shall  be,  ex  officio,  President  of  the  Board.  The 
Clerical  and  Lay  members  shall  be  chosen  by  ballot  at  each 
Annual  Convention,  and  shall  continue  in  office  one  year,  and 
until  others  are  elected  in  their  stead.  The  Board  shall  make 
full  report  of  their  doings  at  each  Annual  Convention. 

Art.  XIV.  The  charge  and  control  of  all  measures  and  plans 
adopted  and  undertaken  for  the  extension  of  the  Church  in  this 
Diocese,  by  the  erection  of  new  churches,  or  the  repair  and  main- 
tenance of  decayed  and  dilapidated  churches,  shall  be  committed 
to  a  Board  of  Commissioners,  which  shall  have  the  management 
of  all  funds  contributed  for  that  object,  and  shall  direct  the  appli* 
cation  of  the  same  subject,  in  all  cases,  to  the  expressed  iRrill  of 
the  donors.  And  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  all  parishes,  about  to 
undertake  the  erection  or  enlargement  of  a  church,  or  the  repair 
or  alteration  of  any  dilapidated  church  whenever  the  whole 
amount  required  therefor  shall  not  have  been  raised  hy\  or  given 
to,  the  said  parish,  and  actually  paid  in  or  secured,  to  advise 
with  the  said  Board,  and  to  submit  to  its  consideration  the  proposed 
object  and  all  the  plans  and  estimates  connected  there  with. 

The  Bishop  shall  be,  ex  officio,  a  member  of  the  said  Board,  and 
President  thereof.  The  other  members  shall  be  three  Clerical 
and  three  Lay  members,  who  shall  be  chosen  by  ballot  at  the 
Annual  Convention  next  preceding  the  meeting  of  the  Greneral 
Convention,  and  who  shall  hold  their  offices  three  years,  and 
until  others  are  elected  in  their  stead.  And  vacancies  occurring 
in  the  said  Board,  may  be  filled  at  any  intermediate  Convention ; 
and  until  such  intermediate  Convention,  by  the  remaining  members. 

Art.  XV.  At  each  Annual  Convention  preceding  the  meeting 
of  the  General  Convention,  there  shall  be  chosen  by  ballot,  Trus* 
tees  of  the  General  Theological  Seminary,  who  shall  hold  their 
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offices  for  three  years,  and  until  others  are  elected  in  their  stead. 
And  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Convention  to 
certify  to  the  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies  of  the  General 
Convention  the  fact  of  their  election. 

Art.  XVI.  Canons  for  the  government  of  the  Church  may  be 
passed,  and  rules  of  order  for  the  conducting  of  business  may  be 
adopted,  from  time  to  time,  by  the  Convention.  But  no  proposed 
alteration  or  addition  to  any  Canons  passed  by  the  Convention, 
shall  be  considered  by  the  Convention,  unless  at  least  one  day's 
previous  notice  shall  be  given  thereof  in  open  Convention ;  nor, 
unless  by  unanimous  consent,  until  such  alterations  shall  have  been 
referred  to,  and  reported  upon,  by  a  Committee  of  at  least  two 
Presbyters  and  two  Laymen.  Nor  shall  such  alteration  or  addi- 
tion be  adopted  during  the  same  Convention,  unless  two  thirds  of 
the  votes  of  both  orders  taken  separately  shall  concur  therein ; 
but  such  proposed  alteration  or  addition,  unless  rejected  hy  a 
majority  of  the  members  present,  shall  lie  over  for  consideration 
until  the  next  Annual  Convention,  when  it  may  be  passed  by  a 
majority. 

Art.  XVII.  This  Constitution  shall  not  be  subject  to  any  alter- 
ation except  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Convention^  nor  unless 
the  alteration  proposed  shall  have  been  made  and  submitted  in 
writing  at  the  annual  meeting  previous  to  its  adoption.

The  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  Rector. 

The  Rev.  John  L.  Watson,  Assistant  Minister  on  the  Greene 

Foundation. 

Baptisms,  (infants,)  23.  Marriages,  11.  Burials,  22.  Con- 
firmed, 32.  Communicants,  about  370.  A  quarterly  missionary 
collection  has  been  commenced  in  the  parish  since  the  last  Con- 
vention. The  Ladies'  Missionary  Association  continues  to  be 
active  and  efficient.  And  the  Rector  has  reason  to  thank  God 
for  the  liberality  with  which  many  members  of  the  parish  have 
contributed,  during  the  past  year,  to  the  numerous  objects  of 
Christian  benevolence  which  have  been  presented  to  their  attention. 
The  Sunday  school  is  in  a  flourishing  state ;  and  is  examined 
every  Sunday  afternoon  by  the  Rector,  after  divine  service.  The 
children  of  the  school,  and  other  children  of  the  parish,  are  cate- 
chized in  the  Church  on  the  last  Sunday  of  every  month.

Sun- 
day school :  school  No.  1,  teachers  16,  scholars  93  ;  school  No. 
2,  teachers  4,  scholars  86.  This  department,  composed  of  very 
young  children,  is  taught  principally  by  the  superintendent,  who 
gives  general  instruction  to  the  whole  school.  Money  paid 
through  the  missionary  association  of  the  parish,  $878  66.  By 
the  Young  Ladies^  Missionary  Association,  $63.  Communion 
collections,  $112  26.

Grace  Chwrch^  Boston. 

The  Rev.  Clement  M.  Butler,  Rector. 

The  present  Rector  was  instituted  May  24,  by  the  Bishop  of 
the  Diocese,  and  entered  at  once  upon  the  duties  of  his  charge. 
The  statistics  of  the  services  performed  in  the  parish  by  the  late 
Rector,  by  the  Clergymen  who  officiated  afler  his  removal,  and 
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by  the  present  Rector,  are  as  follows.  Baptisms,  (adult  1,  in- 
fant 22,)  23.  Burials,  7.  Marriages,  5.  The  present  num- 
ber of  communicants  is  248.  Contributions  for  missionary  and 
other  charitable  purposes  within  the  year,  have  been  about 
91,200. 

The  number  of  communicants^  reported  this  year,  it  will  be 
observed,  is  considerably  less  than  that  reported  last  year.  This 
is  owing  in  part  to  the  establishment  of  the  Church  of  the  Mes- 
siah, with  which  a  number  of  persons  from  Grace  Church  have 
connected  themselves,  and  in  part  to  the  loss  of  the  former  be- 
loved and  devoted  Rector  of  the  Parish. 


Church  of  the  Messiah^  Boston. 
The  Rev.  George  M.  Randall,  Rector. 

This  parish  was  organized  in  September  last.  Several  indi- 
viduals, deeply  interested  in  the  prosperity  of  the  Church,  be- 
lieving that  there  was  not  only  ample  room,  but  an  actual  demand 
for  an  Episcopal  Church  in  the  southern  section  of  the  city,  with 
a  truly  commendable  zeal,  resolved,  in  humble  reliance  upon 
Him,  without  whose  aid  our  best  efforts  are  but  vain,  to  supply 
this  want.  A  large  new  hall,  at  the  corner  of  Washington  and 
Common  streets,  was  rented,  and  fitted  up  with  every  conven- 
ience for  the  due  performance  of  divine  service,  having  a  suf- 
ficient number  of  seats  to  accommodate  four  hundred  persons,  an 
organ,  and  a  spacious  vestry-room. 

A  very  flourishing  Sunday  school  was  opened  afler  the  organi- 
zation of  the  parish,  and  is  now  in  successful  operation,  having 
about  one  hundred  scholars  and  twenty  teachers.  The  Rev.  Mr. 
Sabine  was  requested  to  officiate  for  this  infant  parish,  which  he 
continued  to  do,  with  much  acceptance,  until  the  Rector  entered 
upon  his  duties,  which  was  on  the  fiflh  Sunday  afler  Easter. 
The  list  of  communicants  numbers  fifty-one.  The  present  pros- 
pects of  the  parish  are  such  as  to  afford  cheering  promise,  that 
with  the  divine  blessing  upon  faithful,  prayerful,  persevering 
labor,  we  may  see,  at  some  future  day,  a  large  and  flourishing 
parish,  where  many  souls  may  be  gathered  into  the  fold  of  Christ 
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St.  Matthewh  Chtirch,  South  Boston. 

The  Rev.  Joseph  H.  Clinch,  Rector. 

Baptisms,  (infants  36,  adults  3,)  39.  Communicants :  added, 
32;  died  or  removed,  11 ;  present  number,  70.  Confirmed, 
19.  Marriages,  12.  Burials,  31.  Sunday  school  scholars,  93. 
Missionary  contributions:  General  Board,  $34;  Massachusetts 
Board,  $18 ;  other  contributions  for  religious  purposes :  City 
Mission,  $5  50  ;  Easter  collection  was  paid  to  the  Massachusetts 
Board ;  communion  collections,  $66  30 ;  repairs  and  alterations 
of  the  church,  $116 ;  total,  $239  80. 

The  Rector  is  happy  in  being  able  to  announce  the  present 
state  of  this  parish  as  more  prosperous  than  at  any  previous 
period  within  his  knowledge.  The  statistics,  compared  with  those 
of  the  last  conventional  year,  exhibit  an  unprecedented  increase, 
partly  attributable  to  the  increased  population  of  the  12th  ward, 
and  partly  to  other  causes  not  necessary  to  specify.  Since 
Christmas,  the  pews  iu  the  Church  have  all  been  regularly  occu- 
pied, and  the  general  attendance  upon  the  services  from  one  third 
to  one  half  larger  than  the  former  average. 

To  the  Right  Rev.  the  Bishop  of  Massachusetts : 

Although  I  discontinued  my  connection  as  Rector  of  the  School 
for  Moral  Discipline,  on  the  1st  of  September,  1843,  yet  I  con- 
tinued my  duties  there,  until,  by  your  direction,  I  commenced 
them  as  City  Missionary,  on  the  first  Sunday  in  Advent,  at  the 
chapel  in  Washington  street.  By  direction  of  the  Society,  the 
services  were  discontinued  there  on  the  third  Sunday  in  Ad- 
vent, and  united  with  those  at  Trinity  Hall.  Although  but  few 
of  the  then  worshippers  removed  to  that  hall,  yet  it  soon  became 
full,  and  has  so  continued. 

I  have  held  three  services  on  Sunday,  in  a  few  instances  re- 
ceiving the  kind  aid  of  my  brethren  at  the  third  service.  During 
Lent,  we  had  Morning  Prayers  on  Wednesdays  and  Fridays,  and 
during  Passion  week,  daily  service  and  a  lecture. 

Since  Advent  I  have  performed  85  regular  services,  and  had 
14  performed  by   others.      Administered  the  communion   11 
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times.  Baptized  15,  (1  adult).  Catechized  "openly  in  the 
church  "  five  times,  (22  having  learned  the  whole  Church  Cate- 
chism.) I  have  made  822  visits,  (at  78  of  which  had  prayers,) 
to  203  families,  91  of  which  are  connected  with  Trinity  Hall, 
among  which  are  78  communicants  —  the  number  having  in- 
creased four  fold  ;  18  have  been  confirmed,  and  13  more  are 
now  on  the  eve  of  being  confirmed.  I  have  attended  9  funerals. 
There  have  been  during  this  period  collections  for  religious  pur- 
poses, $57  22,  chiefiy  for  missions  ;  $16  23  of  which  are 
by  the  Sunday  school,  for  Foreign  Missions.  I  have  received 
from  various  individuals,  as  published,  $190  27  for  the  relief  of 
the  poor,  and  have  given  to  the  poor  $300  19.

A  favorable  contract  for  the  building  of  the  same  has  been 
made,  the  church  to  be  completed  by  1st  November  next.  The 
church  and  land  is  estimated  at  $3,500,  of  which  sum  $2,700,  it 
is  supposed,  is  received^  If  our  friends  in  other  places  will  fur- 
nish the  residue,  the  church  will  be  free  from  any  debt,  and  the 
prospects  of  gathering  a  congregation  of  respectable  size  will  be 
good.

The  Rev.  M.  A.  De Wolfe  Howe,  Rector, 

Since  the  last  annual  Convention,  the  Rector  has  baptized  in 
this  parish  15,  one  an  adult ;  has  attended  6  funerals ;  and  solem- 
nized 4  marriages.  Communicants :  died  or  removed,  22 ;  added, 
18 ;  present  number,  139.  The  Sunday  school  has  13  teachers, 
and  70  scholars. 

The  missionary  contributions  have  amounted  to  $126  21  to  the 
Foreign,  and  $69  44  to  the  Domestic  Department  of  the  General 
Board;  $21  were  contributed  towards  the  erection  of  Bishop 
Griswold's  monument ;  $60  towards  the  relief  of  Kenyon  College ; 
$25  for  the  benefit  of  the  Sunday  school ;  other  contributions 
for  religious  and  charitable  objects,  $113  24 ;  total,  $414  89. 

By  a  great  effort  among  the  people  of  this  parish,  and  the  gen- 
erous aid  of  friends  of  the  Church  in  Boston,  the  church  debt  has 
been  greatly  reduced,  and  the  parish  rendered  secure  in  the  pos- 
session of  their  church,  and  happy  in  its  occupancy.  About  $700 
has  been  recently  expended  in  cleansing  and  finishing  the  interior 
of  the  church ;  and  it  is  now  one  of  the  most  appropriate  and 
beautiful  in  the  Diocese.  Five  hundred  dollars  of  this  sum  were 
raised  by  the  ladies,  whose  Christian  zeal  and  activity  are  untiring. 
The  suspension  of  the  labors  of  the  Rector  during  the  autumn 
and  early  part  of  the  winter,  by  reason  of  ill-health,  and  the 
closing  of  the  church  during  the  progress  of  recent  repairs,  has 
rendered  the  amount  of  pastoral  instruction  less  than  is  here 
usually  bestowed.  To  this  circumstance  is  to  be  attributed  the 
postponement  of  the  annual  confirmation.     We  hope  to  enjoy  a 
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visitation  of  the  Bishop,  and  to  have  this  rite  administered  in  our 
church  in  the  month  of  July. 

The  children  have  been  catechized  in  the  church  several  times ; 
regular  Evening  Prayers  having  been  read,  and  this  exercise  sub- 
stituted for  the  afternoon  sermon.  Parents  and  other  adults  have 
attended,  in  numbers  scarce  less  than  on  ordinary  occasions.  It 
is  believed  that  the  opportunity  thus  afforded  to  hear  the  element- 
ary truths  of  the  gospel  unfolded  and  familiarly  explained,  is  not 
less  profitable  to  the  old  than  to  the  young. 

It  is  believed  that  the  spiritual  advancement  of  this  parish  has 
been,  in  past  years,  much  retarded  by  the  state  of  its  temporal  af- 
fairs. Now  that  God  has  been  pleased  to  give  us  relief  from  our 
financial  embarrassments,  it  is  our  earnest  prayer  that  we  may  be 
built  up  a  spiritual  house,  and  that  our  souls  may  be  fitted  to  enter 
that  better  temple,  of  which  our  sanctuaries  on  earth  are  but 
shadows,  and,  if  we  use  them  aright,  earnests  and  vestibules  of 
entrance. 


St,  John's  Church,  Jamaica  Plain, 
The  Rev.  George  C.  SnEPAttD,  D.  D.,  Rector. 

By  the  advice  of  the  Bishop  of  this  Diocese,  I  commenced  the 
regular  services  of  the  Church  in  St.  John's  Church,  on  Sunday, 
May  28,  1843.  The  congregation  was  small ;  and  the  few  who 
attended  had  become  quite  disheartened  from  long  struggling  to 
surmount  the  obstacles  that  had  presented  themselves  in  establish- 
ing, in  Jamaica  Plain,  a  branch  of  our  Church.  By  the  blessing 
of  God,  hope  soon  revived  —  a  Sunday  school  was  commenced 
which,  during  the  summer,  numbered  over  thirty  scholars,  under 
five  teachers.  A  lecture  was  established  at  a  private  house 
(kindly  proffered  for  this  purpose)  on  Wednesday  evenings,  which 
was  well  attended  ;  and,  as  we  hope,  profitable  to  all  concerned. 
There  were,  upon  an  average,  more  than  twenty  communicants 
at  the  Lord's  Table.  The  number  of  worshippers  at  the  chapel 
more  than  doubled. 

The  parish  was  reorganized  in  October,  when  I  was  duly 
elected  Rector  of  the  Church,  and  accepted  the  appointment ; 
notice  of  which  was  lodged  with  the  Bishop. 
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In  November,  by  tbe  advice  of  my  physician,  I  was  induced 
to  go  to  the  southward,  to  avoid  the  severe  cold  of  the  approach- 
bg  winter,  and  resided  in  Charleston,  S.  C. ;  where,  as  my  health 
permitted,  I  preached  in  the  various  churches,  equalling  one  sermon 
each  Lord's  day,  besides  often  performing  divine  service,  ad- 
ministering the  communion  and  assisting  at  its  administration. 

On  the  first  Sunday  in  May,  1844,  I  returned  to  my  duties  in 
St.  John's ;  where  prospects  of  success,  in  establishing  the  Church, 
are  more  favorable  than  at  any  previous  time.  The  Sunday 
school,  at  present,  numbers  thirty-four  scholars  and  six  teachers. 
Depending  alone  on  God's  Holy  Spirit  to  further  the  efforts  now 
making,  we  trust  good  will  be  done,  and  the  services  of  our  Church 
permanently  secured  to  the  people  of  Jamaica  Plain. 

Since  I  have  been  connected  with  the  parish,  1  have  baptized 
one,  an  infant.  I  have  also  buried  one,  an  adult,  and  a  most 
active  communicant  of  the  church.

During  the  past  year  this  parish  has  made  extensive  repairs 
and  alterations  in  the  church,  the  expense  of  which  has  somewhat 
contracted  their  contributions  to  the  missionary  funds  of  the 
Church.  • 

There  have  been  no  important  changes  in  the  general  character 
of  the  congregation.  While  we  have  nothing  to  boast  of  in  the 
way  of  large  increase,  and  much  to  humble  us  in  view  of  past  de- 
fects and  unprofitableness ;  while  our  confidence  rests  more  upon 
the  LfOrd's  gracious  promises  than  upon  any  striking  manifesta- 
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tions  of  his  favor  to  us  in  particular ;  yet  the  Rector  feels  confident 
that  this  parish  will  continue  to  retain  the  reputation  it  has  always 
held  in  the  Diocese,  of  firm  and  consistent  attachment  to  the  prin- 
ciples of  the  Church,  as  set  forth  in  the  Prayer  Book. 

The  children  have  been,  at  regular  monthly  intervals,  "ex- 
amined openly  in  the  church "  in  the  Catechism,  with  much 
apparent  advantage. 

The  most  of  the  Holy  Days  of  the  Church  have  been  observed  ; 
and,  during  the  last  summer.  Morning  Prayer  was  held  on 
Wednesdays  and  Fridays,  at  6  o'clock,  (until  the  church  was 
closed  for  repairs,)  with  a  congregation  of  from  50  to  70  persons.

This  Church  has  enjoyed,  through  the  blessing  of  God,  unusual 
prosperity  during  the  past  year.

The  church  has  been  furnished  with 
a  new  and  excellent  organ,  at  the  expense,  in  addition  to  the  old 
organ,  of  nearly  $1000,  which  was  paid  by  subscription.  The 
distribution  of  Prayer  Books  and  tracts  has  been  regularly  con- 
tinued, and  its  good  efTects  are  visible.  Since  January,  1841, 
between  four  and  ^we  thousand  tracts  have  been  circulated  in  the 
parish,  and  a  large  number  of  tracts  and  prayer  books  have  been 
placed  in  the  hands  of  seamen.  May  these  means,  as  well  as  the 
services  of  His  Church,  be  blessed  by  God  to  the  eternal  good  of 
all  who  use  them  !     •

During  the  past  year,  the  public  services  in  this  church,  on 
Sunday,  have  been  unusually  well  attended.  In  Lent  and  Passion 
week,  and  at  other  holy  seasons,  the  church  has  been  open  for  the 
customary  devotions,  and  sermons  have  been  read  from  the 
Church  Book  of  Homilies.  Between  thirty  and  forty  young 
gentlemen  of  the  University  are  connected  with  the  congregation.

Since  the  last  report  from  this  parish,  a  church,  large  enough 
to  accommodate  about  250  persons,  has  been  built  and  conse- 
crated :  the  congregation  has  gradually  increased,  and  but  seven 
pews  now  remain  unrented. 

While  the  measure  of  success  which  has  hitherto  been  granted 
to  us,  calls  for  gladness  and  encouragement ;  yet  the  parish  in  its 
present  condition  is  by  no  means  firmly  established,  or  able  to 
sustain  itself  on  its  own  resources.  In  order  to  erect  our  church, 
it  became  necessary  to  borrow  the  sum  of  $1400.  This  debt  can 
be  discharged  by  the  parish,  if  they  are  freed  from  the  support  of 
the  minister ;  or  they  can  sustain  a  minister  and  the  current  ex- 
penses, if  relieved  of  the  debt;  to  meet  both  of  these  claims 
without  assistance  is  beyond  their  power.  If  such  assistance  is 
afforded,  there  seems  to  be  little  doubt  that  the  church  in  Cam- 
bridgeport  will,  ere  long  become  a  vigorous  and  independent  parish.

When  the  friends  of  our  Church,  during  the  past  year,  aided 
St.  Luke's  with  more  than  $500  to  enable  them  to  pay  a  pressing 
debt,  it  was  supposed  that  available  sources  were  known  from 
which  the  parish  would  receive  what  was  needed  to  meet  all  the 
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pressing  claims  held  against  the  proprietors.  In  this,  great  dis- 
appointment was  suffered.  The  parish  did  not  receive  the  payments 
which  were  confidently  expected;  and,  on  examination,  it  was 
found  that  the  dehts  were  more  numerous  than  had  heen  supposed. 
And  now  the  whole  property  of  the  proprietors  and  parish  is  liable 
to  be  sold,  in  a  few  days,  for  the  want  of  a  sum  not  exceeding 
$500.  Besides  this  debt,  other  small  claims  are  held  against  the 
proprietors,  which  amount  in  all  to  $800.  The  paiish  are  also 
in  arrears  for  church  furniture  and  current  expenses,  to  the  amount 
of  six  or  seven  hundred  dollars ;  making  the  whole  sum  that  should 
be  paid  immediately,  nineteen  hundred  or  two  thousand  dollars.  If 
the  church  can  be  completed  without  delay  at  an  expense  of 
about  $3000,  and  the  above-named  debts  of  the  proprietofs  and 
parish  paid,  it  is  the  opinion  of  many  that  this  parish  will  be  able, 
in  a  very  few  months,  to  support  all  their  necessary  current 
expenses,  and  to  pay  all  other  claims  against  them  when  they 
shall  become  due. 

While  perplexed  with  pecuniary  embarrassments,  we  have  been 
comforted  with  spiritual  blessings.  There  have  been,  baptisms, 
(infants  9,  adults  2,)  11.  Confirmed,  16.  Marriages,  2.  Burials, 
1.  Communicants  :  added,  22 ;  removed,  14 ;  present  number,

The  deaths  and  removals  from  this  parish  have  been  greater 
since  the  last  annual  report  to  the  Convention,  than  during  any 
one  of  the  preceding  twenty-two  years  of  my  incumbency.  A 
respectable  number,  however,  of  members  attached  to  our  Pro- 
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testant  Episcopul  Church  remain;  and  there  have  been  some 
additions,  which  induces  the  hope  that,  ere  long,  the  losses  we 
have  sustained  will  be  supplied. 

In  spiritual  things  we  have  little  of  an  encouraging  nature  to 
report ;  whilst,  from  the  attention  paid  to  sanctuary  privileges  and 
opportunities,  the  people  would  seem  to  be  ^^  growing  in  grace, 
and  in  the  knowledge  of  our  Lord  and  Saviour  Jesus  Christ.'' 
Oar  Sunday  school,  under  its  devoted  superintendent  and  perse- 
vering teachers,  continues  to  flourish.  The  children,  in  compliance 
with  the  rubric,  are  instructed  or  examined  on  Sundays  and  other 
convenient  occasions,  in  the  Church  Catechism. 

St  Mary's  has  been  newly  shingled  and  painted,  and  a  suitable 
vestry,  or  robing-room,  erected  in  the  rear  of  the  church. 

Of  missionary  contributions  above  reported,  it  may  be  proper 
to  state  that  $25  were  an  anonymous  donation  from  a  lay  member 
of  the  parish,  and  did  not  pass  through  the  Treasury  of  our 
Diocesan  Board  of  Missions.

During  the  past  year  this  parish  has  declined  in  numbers  and 
strength.  More  than  $12,000  of  debt,  with  prospect  of  rapid 
increase  of  interest  thereon,  discouraged  the  people  in  their  efforts, 
and  it  was  believed  the  church  would  be  sold.  IJnder  such  a 
prospect,  the  strength  of  the  parish  declined,  and,  notwithstanding 
the  zeal  and  fidelity  of  a  few  faithful  Christians,  its  spiritual  life 
was  dying.  The  Rector,  perceiviog  the  necessity,  devoted  himself 
for  a  few  months  to  its  pecuniary  relief.  By  the  great  liberality 
and  kindness  of  a  fetv  friends  in  Boston,  whose  names  are  well 
known,  and  whose  praise  is  in  all  the  churches,  his  efforts  were 
crowned  with  success,  and  he  has  the  great  satisfaction  to  report, 
that  there  is  now  not  a  dollar  of  incumbrance  on  the  church 
property.  , 
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These  embarrassments,  however,  have  not  prevented  the  Bector 
from  officiating  on  every  Sunday  and  Holy  Day  throughout  the 
year ;  teaching  a  Bible  class  every  week ;  meeting,  weekly^  the 
Sunday  school  teachers ;  and  lecturing  twice  every  month,  in  the 
evening.  During  Lent,  services  were  held  four  times  every  week 
with  profit  and,  it  is  believed,  interest  to  the  congregation. 

The  Rector  devotes  much  time  and  attention  to  the  Sunday 
school ;  gives  it  large  place  in  his  labors ;  and  in  its  growth  and 
increasing  interest,  under  so  many  discouragements,  has  his 
abundant  reward. 

It  is  his  deliberate  opinion,  that  the  parish  will  soon  recover  its 
lost  strength,  and  that  its  prospects  of  permanent  prosperity  were 
never  so  good  as  at  this  moment.  May  the  great  Head  of  the 
Church  reward,  with  richest  blessings,  its  kind  benefactors,  and 
visit  the  congregation  with  his  love  and  favor ;  enlightening  their 
minds  more  and  more  with  the  light  of  the  everlasting  gospel. 


St.  Andrew^ s  Churchy  Hanover.

Although  the  additions  to  the  communion  since  the  last  Conven- 
tion have  been  very  few, — and  the  Rector  has  been  painfully  im- 
pressed with  the  fact ;  and  has  felt  how  ineffectual  are  all  human 
efforts  to  bring  men  to  Christ,  without  the  blessing  of  the  Holy 
Ghost, — yet  has  he  reason  to  hope  that  his  labor  has  not  been  in 
vain,  in  the  conservative  influence  which  the  truth  must  neces- 
sarily exert.  Since  the  last  Convention  (in  addition  to  the  con- 
tributions above  specified)  the  sum  of  two  hundred  and  sixty 
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dollars  has  been  expended  in  painting  and  improving  the  interior 
of  the  church. 

This  amount  was  raised   by  the  ladies  of  the  parish,  to  whom 
much  credit  is  due  for  their  energetic  and  successful  efforts.

I  have  held  occasional  services  in  this  parish  since  the  last 
Convention.  At  such  times  the  congregations  have  been  gene- 
rally large  and  attentive.  There  are,  however,  but  few  among 
the  population  who  are  decidedly  attached  to  the  principles  of 
our  Church ;  and  there  is  but  little  prospect  of  its  regular  minis- 
trations among  them.  The  present  number  of  communicants  is 
9.  To  all  odier  statistics  required  by  the  canon,  a  blank  must 
be  affixed.

The  past  year  has  not  been  without  adversity  to  this  parish, 
and  yet  has,  on  the  whole,  been  remarkably  prosperous.  Dis- 
couraging removals  of  valued  communicants  and  families  have 
continued  to  occur  from  the  suspension  of  an  important  branch 
of  our  manufactories,  to  us  the  most  important.  But  their  place 
has  been  supplied  to  an  encouraging  extent,  by  accessions  from 
the  more  permanent  residents  of  the  town ;  and,  in  addition,  there 
is  now  a  prospect  of  a  speedy  return  with  others  ;  and  we  hope 
we  may  rely  upon  present  indications  of  a  more  substantial  pros- 
perity to  the  town,  than  it  has  for  years  enjoyed. 

Meanwhile,  St.  Thomases  was  never  so  strong  as  at  this  momeotk 
A  debt  upon  the  Church  of  92,500  has  remained  until  this  year, 
and  now  has  been  cancelled  without  foreign  assistance.  Indeed, 
the  parish  has  received  from  abroad  but  9100  from  the  first,  to- 
wards their  beautiful  church,  which,  as  it  now  stands,  has  cost 
about  912,000.  All  necessary  provision  for  the  support  of  the 
Church  is  made  with  remarkable  promptness.  The  various  paro- 
chial institutions  are  prosperous,  particularly  the  Sunday  school 
There  is  a  growing  appreciation  of  our  Church  system,  and  we 
hope  a  growing  conformity  to  the  gospel  of  Christ.

The  undersigned  entered  upon  the  duties  of  a  minister,  in  this 
parish,  in  July,  A.  D.  1838.  The  parish,  then  in  its  infancy,  had 
been  for  several  months  deprived  of  the  services  of  a  minister, 
and  the  congregation  was  small.  They  were  at  that  time  wor- 
shipping in  the  Town  House,  where  we  continued  to  hold  ser- 
vice for  nearly  two  years.  The  number  of  communicants,  at 
the  commencement  of  my  ministrations  was  30 ;  and  about  the 
same  number  of  families  were  connected  with  the  parish.  The 
congregation  continued  gradually  to  increase,  and  gain  strength. 
In  July,  1840,  they  purchased  a  church,  and  in  the  following 
month  of  August,  it  was  consecrated  to  Almighty  God. 

Since  my  connection  with  the  parish,  99  persons  have  been 
baptized,  17  adults  and  82  infants ;  61  have  been  confirmed,  and 
89  added  to  the  communion.  The  parish  numbers  about  90 
families,  and  has  at  no  time,  since  its  organization,  been  so  flour- 
ishing as  during  the  past  year. 

A  Parish  Library  has  been  recently  established,  containing  at 
present,  50  volumes,  and  large  additions  have  also  been  made  to 
the  Sunday  school  library. 

On  the  sixth  day  of  May  last,  I  resigned  my  parochial  charge, 
having  accepted  an  invitation  to  the  Rectorship  of  the  Church  of 
the  Messiah,  Boston. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Brewer  has  been  engaged  to'  supply  the  parish 
for  three  months,  and  expects  to  enter  upon  his  duties  on  the 
second  Sunday  afler  Trinity. 
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Jb  the  Right  Rev.  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese : 

As  an  extract  has  been  made  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Maasa* 
chusetts  Board  of  Missions,  from  the  subscriber's  report  to  the 
Board,  it  only  will  be  necessary  to  state  that  the  experience  of 
the  past  year  encourages  him  to  steady  perseverance  in  his  pres- 
ent field  of  labor.  At  the  places  in  which  he  has,  thus  far,  held 
divine  service,  an  earnest  desire  is  manifested,  by  the  scattered 
members  of  our  Church,  for  a  continuance  of  his  ministrations, 
and  new  points  of  interest  are  constantly  presenting  themselvep.

The  state  of  the  church  is  much  the  same  as  when  last  reported. 
Its  friends  in  this  place,  though  not  numerous,  are  yet  very  de- 
cided in  their  attachment  to  the  doctrines,  worship  and  discipline 
of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church,  and  are  daily  displaying  an 
exemplary  zeal  and  fidelity  in  the  discharge  of»  their  respective 
duties.  I  can  bear  them  witness,  that  to  the  extent  of  their  means, 
and  even  beyond  them,  they  are  willing  to  give,  and  ready  to 
distribute,  for  the  extension  and  support  of  that  glorious  gospel, 
in  the  true  faith  of  which,  unadulterated  by  the  novelties  of  the 
day,  they  hope  to  live  and  die.  In  order  to  supply  the  deficiencies 
of  a  very  limited  salary,  a  part  of  the  missionary's  time  is  occupied 
in  teaching  a  school.

The  increase  of  the  Church,  reported  above,  properly  consid- 
ered, is  chiefly  the  spiritual  harvest  of  the  year  preceding  that 
which  ends  to-day ;  our  confirmation  having  taken  place  soon 
after  the  meeting  of  the  last  Convention. 

The  last  year  has  been,  to  the  people  and  minister  of  St.  James's, 
one  of  unusual  trial.    During  one  half  of  the  year,  the  minister  was 
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obliged,  by  illness,  to  abstain  from  officiating;  and  from  January 
1  to  April  14,  the  services  of  the  sanctuary  were  supplied  entirely 
by  lay-reading.  Great  credit  is  due  to  a  large  portion  of  the  con- 
gregation for  the  regularity  with  which  they  attended  these  services. 
It  was  demonstrated  in  their  experience,  during  the  last  winter, 
that  so  long  as  the  Bible  and  Liturgy,  devout  and  intelligent  lay- 
men, and  such  discourses  as  our  late  venerable  Bishop  bequeathed 
to  the  Church,  are  lefl  to  us,  we  have  still  the  means  of  edification 
and  union ;  and  there  is  no  need  of  any  congregation  breaking  up, 
or  of  their  shutting  up  the  sanctuary. 

For  the  services  above  alluded  to»,  we  are  indebted  to  a  very 
worthy  member  of  the  Church,  Mr.  J.  D.  Cushing. 

Of  the  $223  above  noted,  $214  were  raised  by  the  ''  Ladies'

This  parish  consists  of  some  forty  families,  for  the  most  part 
warmly  attached  to  the  Church,  and  regular  in  their  attendance 
on  its  services;  though  their  wealth  is  not  sufficient  to  enable 
them  to  contribute  much  to  the  general  interests  of  the  Church, 
or  even  to  defray  the  whole  cost  of  the  ministrations  they  are 
receiving.

With  devout  thankfulness  the 
Rector  has  to  record  a  growth  in  numbers  proportionable  to  the 
other  improving  prospects  of  the  parish,  and,  that  which  is  better 
evidence  of  Christ's  blessing,  growing  holiness,  love,  and  knowl- 
edge, on  the  part  of  its  members.

Through  the  blessing  of  God,  on  the  steady  use  of  the  divinely 
appointed  means  of  grace,  this  Church  continues  in  the  unity  of 
the  faith,  and  in  the  bond  of  peace.  Its  condition  has  never  been 
more  prosperous,  or  its  prospects  more  encouraging.  Attend- 
ance on  public  worship  is  large  and  regular,  and  all  the  young  of 
the  parish  are  placed  under  the  influence  of  catechetical  instruc- 
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tion.  The  universal  clamor  of  the  day  against  Episcopacy,  has 
only  served  to  make  us  more  decided  Churchmen,  by  a  candid 
examination  of  its  merits;  and  better  Christians,  we  trust,  by 
teaching  us  to  avoid  the  bitter  invective  and  -vulgar  abuse  with 
which  we  are  so  continually  assailed. 


To  the  Right  Rev,  the  Bishop  of  Massachusetts : 

I  remained  in  charge  of  the  Free  Church  of  tlie  Episcopal  City 
Mission  Society,  since  the  lime  of  my  last  report  in  June,  1843, 
until  Advent  Sunday  of  the  same  year,  when  ^  my  services  were 
discontinued,  the  Rev.  E.  M.  P.  Wells  having  been  previously 
elected  City  Missionary.  During  the  term  mentioned,  public  wor- 
ship was  performed  three  times  every  Lord's  day,  and  once  on  the 
day  of  annual  Thanksgiving ;  and  the  holy  communion  was  regu- 
larly administered  at  the  usual  seasons.  I  have  been  greatly 
favored  by  the  kind  and  valuable  services  of  my  clerical  brethren 
of  this  city  and  vicinity,  and  of  some  others,  in  preaching  at  the 
third  service.  From  the  general  attendance  and  serious  deport- 
ment of  the  congregation,  I  cannot  but  hope  that  my  ministra- 
tions have  not  been  altogether  in  vain.  The  children  of  the 
Sunday  school  were  instructed  in  the  Scriptures  and  the  Church 
Catechism  before  Morning  and  Evening  prayer.  I  have  baptized 
six  infants,  solemnized  one  marriage,  and  performed  the  burial 
service  for  one  adult  and  three  children. 

The  collections  at  the  Communion,  and  at  the  third  service, 
were  applied  to  the  relief  of  such  of  the  members  of  the  con- 
gregation as,  from  sickness  or  other  causes,  required  assistance ; 
and  some  further  aid  has  been  afforded  in  money  and  second- 
hand clothing. 

Since  the  relinquishment  of  my  temporary  charge,  I  have 
preached  and  performed  the  service  twice  at  the  Free  Chapel, 
and  three  times  at  Trinity  Hall.  I  have  preached  once  in  Christ 
Church,  Boston,  and  assisted  in  the  administration  of  the  Lord's 
Supper  three  times ;  preached  once  at  the  Church  of  the  Messiah 
at  the  third  service,  twice  at  St.  Luke's  Church,  Chelsea^  and 
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•delivered  three  sermons,  and  read  prayers  once,  in  St.  Matthew's 

Church,  South  Boston.     I  have  also  admitted   two  children  to 

baptism,  and  joined  one  couple  in  matrimony,

To  the  Right  Rev.  the  Bishop  of  Massachusetts : 

In  accordance  with  the  duty  canonically  devolving  on  me,  I 
herewith  transmit  to  you  the  annual  report  of  my  official  labors. 
Up  to  the  1st  of  October  last,  I  continued  to  supply  the  pulpit  of 
St.  John's  Church,  Northampton,  and  to  do  what  I  could  for  that 
parish,  depressed  and  discouraged.  On  the  1st  of  October,  I 
commenced  the  labors  of  a  General  Missionary  in  the  Western 
portion  of  the  Diocese  ;  and  up  to  the  present  time,  continue  in 
that  field  of  labor.  Contrary  to  my  own  expectations  when  I 
•commenced,  it  has  been  thought  expedient  that  I  should  confine 
my  services  chiefly  to  the  depressed  Churches  at  Hopkinton, 
Clappville  and  Montague,  and  the  result  of  my  labors  hitherto  has 
satisfied  me  that  it  was  wise  thus  to  nourish  and,  if  possible,  save 
the  institutions  already  in  being,  but,  by  what  means  I  know  not, 
sunk  almost  into  ruin.  In  these  three  (Churches,  I  found  nothing 
but  remnants  of  what  had  been ;  and  they  are  so  remote  from 
^ach  other  that  the  amount  of  my  toil  and  travel  has  been  hardly 
less  than  that  of  a  general  missionary  in  the  fullest  sense  of  the 
terra.  I  have  been  interrupted  but  one  Sunday,  and  then  the 
travelling  was  so  bad,  that  I  could  not  reach  my  appointment.  It 
was  the  breaking  up  of  winter.  I  have  performed  the  burial  ser- 
vice once,  baptized  2  infants,  solemnized  3  marriages,  preached 
101  sermons,  and  travelled  in  th^  discharge  of  official  duties 
3547  miles  since  the  1st  of  October,  I  have  preached  at  Ware 
Village,  and  have  another  appointment  there  to  administer  bap- 
tism for  several  who  are  waiting  for  that  ordinance.  At  West- 
field,  and  several  other  places,  I  have  found  good  missionary 
ground. 

Through  the  characteristic  liberality  of  certain  gentlemen  in 
Boston,  money  has  been  raised  with  which  to  commence  legal 
proceedings  for  the  recovery  of  the  glebe  at  Hopkinton  ;  and  the 
best  legal  counsel  attainable  has  decided  that  the  property  is  un- 
questionably recoverable.     Public  sentiment  in  Hopkinton  is  de- 
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cidedly  favorable  to  the  Church  and  its  claim ;  and  with  proper 
attention  and  nourishment  I  can  confidently  anticipate  the  time 
not  far  remote,  when  St.  Paul's,  Hopkinton,  will  be  one  of  the 
best  country  churches  in  the  Diocese.  At  present  the  congrega- 
tion on  Sunday  is  large  and  promising. 

At  Clappville,  the  church  has  been  thoroughly  repaired  and 
painted  ;  the  congregation  increases  in  numbers  ;  better  attention 
is  paid  to  the  preached  word  ;  some  sense  of  God's  presence  in 
his  Holy  Temple  has  come  to  be  apparent ;  and  the  parish  will 
soon,  with  God's  blessing,  be  again,  what  it  once  was,  a  prosper- 
ous parish,  and  the  Church  an  honor  to  the  Diocese.  Montague, 
I  hope,  will  be  prepared  to  receive  a  pastor  to  bestow  all  his 
labors  there  within  a  few  months,  and  Trinity  Church  arise  again 
from  the  dust. 

I  hope,  under  God,  my  labors  in  this  humble  field  have  not  been 
altogether  in  vain ;  and  the  end  of  the  year,  I  doubt  not,  will  show, 
that  if  I  do  what  I  can,  God  will  make  manifest  his  good-will, 
in  causing  the  light  to  shine  again  in  beauty  and  excellence  in 
some  of  those  churches  where  the  candle  has  long  burnt  so  dim. 
Grod's  honor,  as  well  as  the  honor  of  the  Church  and  Diocese 
demands,  that  in  New  England,  no  individual  Church  institution 
be  suffered  to  remain  covered  with  the  dust  of  indifference  and 
neglect,  as  has  been  long  the  condition  of  St.  Paul's,  Hopkinton. 
Heaven  will  demand  hereafter  of  some  one,  I  know  not  who,  a 
reason  for  this  object  of  disgrace,  this  heap  of  spiritual  ruins. 
There  has  been  great  inattention  and  lack  of  zeal  and  faithful- 
ness somewhere.

▲STICLE   I. 

This  Church,  as  a  constituent  part  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church  in  the  United  States  of  America,  accedes  to  the  General 
Constitution  of  that  Church,  and  acknowledges  its  authority. 

ARTICLE   II. 

There  shall  be  a  stated  Convention  of  the  Church  in  this  com- 
monwealth, at  Boston,  on  the  second  Wednesday  in  June,  in 
every  year ;  unless  a  different  time  and  place  be  fixed  on  by  a 
preceding  Convention.  Special  meetings  of  the  Convention  shall 
be  called  by  the  Bishop,  when,  in  his  judgment,  the  good  of  the 
Church  may  require  it,  or  when  the  Standing  Committee  shall 
request  it.  And  when  the  Episcopal  Chair  is  vacant,  the  Standing 
Committee  shall  have  power  to  call  such  Convention.  Provided, 
always,  that  no  business  shall  be  done' at  any  special  Convention, 
other  than  is  specified  in  the  notice  calling  such  Convention. 

ARTICLE   III. 

The  Convention  shall  be  composed  of  Clergymen  and  Lay- 
men. 

The  Bishop,  and  the  Assistant  Bishop,  when  there  is  one,  shall 
have  a  seat  and  a  vote  in  the  Convention.    Every  other  clergy* 
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man  of  the  Church,  of  whatever  order,  being  a  settled  minister, 
or  regularly  officiating  in  some  parish  within  this  Commonwealth ; 
or  being  a  President,  Professor,  Tutor,  or  Instructor  in  some  Col- 
lege or  Seminary  of  learning,  and  performing  clerical  functions ; 
or  being  a  Missionary  under  the  direction  of  the  ecclesiastical 
authority  of  this  commonwealth,  or  a  Chaplain  in  the  army  or 
navy  of  the  United  States,  or  in  any  benevolent  or  other  public 
institution,  shall  be  entitled  to  a  seat  and  vote  in  the  Convention, 
if  he  have  been  actually  as  well  as  canonically  resident  within 
this  State  for  the  space  of  six  calendar  months  next  before  the 
meeting  of  the  Convention,  and  has,  for  the  same  period,  been 
employed  in  performing  the  duties  of  his  station,  or  have  been 
canonically  instituted.  Provided,  however,  that  no  clergyman, 
otherwise  entitled  to  a  seat  and  vote  in  the  Convention,  shall,  by 
reason  of  advanced  years,  or  infirm  health,  or  temporary  absence, 
be  divested  of  such  privilege. 

Every  parish  in  this  commonwealth,  in  union  with  this  Con- 
vention, shall  be  entitled  to  send  to  the  Convention  a  lay  delegate, 
or  delegates,  not  exceeding  three,  a  certificate  of  whose  appoint- 
ment, signed  by  the  Wardens  or  Parish  Clerk,  shall,  before  his 
or  their  admission  to  a  seat,  be  laid  before  the  Convention.  Pro- 
vided, that  no  person  shall  be  competent  to  serve  as  a  lay  delegate 
unless  he  be  a  stated  worshipper  in  the  parish  which  he  represents. 
The  delegation  from  each  parish  shall  be  entitled,  on  a  division, 
by  orders,  to  but  one  vote. 

ARTICLE    IV. 

New  parishes  may  be  admitted  into  union  with  this  Convention, 
on  motion,  by  a  majority  of  votes,  provided  they  shall  have  laid 
before  the  Convention  written  evidence,  subscribed  by  the  War- 
dens and  Vestry,  that  they  are  duly  organized,  and  accede  to  the 
Constitution  and  Canons  of  this  Church. 

ARTICLE   V. 

The  Bishop  of  this  Diocese  shall  preside  in  the  Convention. 
But,  in  case  of  vacancy,  or  necessary  absence,  the  members  shall 
elect  a  president  from  among  the  clergy. 
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ARTICLE  VI. 

A  Secretary  shall  be  chosen  upon  the  assembling  of  the  Annual 
Convention,  from  among  the  members  thereof,  who  shall  remain 
in  office  imtil  the  meeting  of  the  next  Convention. 

AHTICLK   VII. 

The  members  of  the  Convention  present  on  due  notification, 
and  duly  organized,  shall  constitute  a  quorum  to  transact  the  or- 
dinary business  of  the  Convention.  The  Clergy  and  lay  delegates 
shall  deliberate  as  one  body,  and  vote  as  such,  except  when  a 
division  is  called  for ;  in  which  case,  a  concurrence  of  both  orders 
shall  be  necessary  to  carry  any  measure.  All  elections  shall  be 
by  ballot,  unless  otherwise  ordered  by  the  Convention. 

ARTICLE   VIII. 

There  shaH  be  a  Standing  Committee,  to  consist  of  six  mem- 
bers ;  three  clergymen  and  three  laymen.  They  shall  keep  reg- 
vdai*  minutes  of  their  proceedings,  and  shall  report  the  same 
annually  to  the  Convention.    A  majority  shall  be  a  quorum. 

ARTICLE  IX. 

This  Constitution  shall  not  be  subject  to  alteration  in  any  article 
except  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Convention ;  nor  unless  such 
alteration  shall  have  been  proposed  at  least  one  aimiial  meeting 
previous  to  its  adoption^

Respecting  Contingent  Expenses. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  parish  in  this  State,  after  the  first 
day  of  January,  1829,  to  raise  and  send  to  the  Treasurer  of  the 
Convention,  to  defray  the  contingent  expenses  of  the  Church  in 
this  State,  a  sum  of  money  annually,  which  shall  be  as  much  as 
one  per  centum  and  one  half  of  one  per  centum  on  the  salary  of  its 
minister ;  and  those  parishes  which  are  destitute  of  a  clergyman, 
and  which  are  represented  by  lay  delegates  in  the  Convention, 
shall  pay  at  least  five  dollars  annually,  or  send  a  certified  copy 
of  a  vote  that  they  are  unable  to  pay  the  same ;  and  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  Treasurer,  to  certify  in  his  Annual  Report,  what 
parishes  have  neglected  to  comply  with  the  requisitions  of  this 
Canon.  The  money  thus  raised  and  paid  into  the  treasury  of  the 
Convention,  shall  be  subject  to  appropriation  by  a  majority  of  the 
votes  of  the  Standing  Committee,  or  of  such  committee  as  shall  be 
appointed  by  the  Convention;  and  the  following  appropriations 
shall  always  be  deemed  proper,  namely :  to  pay  the  travelling 
expenses  of  the  Bishop  of  this  Convention ;  to  pay  the  travelling 
expenses  of  such  clerical  members  of  the  Convention  as  cannot 
afford  to  pay  the  same,  not  exceeding  ten  dollars  to  any  clergy- 
man in  one  year ;  to  pay  the  travelling  expenses  of  the  clerical 
delegates  to  the  General  Triennial  Convention,  not  exceeding 
twenty-five  dollars  to  each  clerical  delegate ;  to  pay  to  the  del- 
egates of  the  Church  in  this  State  to  the  General  Convention, 
such  sums  as  shall  enable  them  to  pay  the  quota  assessed  on  the 
several  Churches  in  this  State  by  each  General  Convention,  for 
the  contingent  expenses  thereof;  and  to  pay  for  publishing  the 
Journals  of  this  Convention,  and  such  other  publications  as  shall 
be  published  by  order  of  this  Convention ;  and  every  parish  shall 
be  entitled  to  five  copies,  at  least,  of  every  publication  printed  by 
order  of  the  Convention.

On  the  mode  of  securing  a/n  accurate  view  of  the  state  of 

the  Cht/rch^from  time  to  tims. 

Section  1.  As  a  full  and  accurate  view  of  the  state  of  the 
Church,  from  time  to  time,  is  highly  useful  and  necessary,  it  is 
hereby  ordered  that  every  Minister  of  this  Church  shall  present, 
or  cause  to  be  delivered,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  every  an- 
nual Convention,  to  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  or,  where  there  is 
no  Bishop,  to  the  President  of  the  Convention,  a  statement  of  the 
number  of  baptisms,  confirmations,  marriages,  and  funerals,  and 
of  the  number  of  communicants  in  his  parish  or  Church,  and  of 
all  other  matters  that  may  throw  light  on  the  state  of  the  same ; 
and  these  parochial  reports,  or  such  parts  of  them  as  the  Bishop 
shall  think  fit,  shall  be  read  and  entered  on  the  journals  of  the 
Convention.  And  every  other  clergyman  not  regularly  settled 
in  any  parish  or  Church,  shall  also  report  to  the  ecclesiastical  au- 
thority of  his  Diocese,  the  occasional  services  he  may  have  per- 
formed ;  and,  if  he  have  performed  no  such  services,  the  causes 
or  reasons  which  have  prevented  the  same.

mitting to  the  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  Massachusetts  the 
Scheme  which  follows.

SCHEME. 

^  1,  The  "Indian  Territory,"  as  being  now  the  permanent 
national  home  of  the  Red  Man,  to  be  recognized  and  declared 
by  the  Church  a  distinct  Episcopal  charge,  under  the  title  of  the 
**  Indian  Diocese." 

^  2.  The  ecclesiastical  rights  and  administration  of  the  Indian 
Diocese,  as  involving  peculiar  circumstances,  to  be  regulated  by 
special  canon. 

^  3.  A  Bishop  for  the  same  to  be  elected  in  the  same  manner 
as  the  Missionary  Bishops,  and  consecrated  so  soon  as  one  may 
be  found  fitted  and  willing  for  this  arduous  charge,  and  content 
to  devote  his  energies  through  life  to  the  spiritual  interests  of  his 
red  brethren,  with  provision  for  an  Assistant  in  case  of  necessity. 

The  manner  and  conditions  of  election  of  such  Assistant  to  be 
also  provided  for  by  the  canon  regulating  the  Indian  Diocese. 

§  4.  The  Bishop  thus  chosen  to  be  ecclesiastically  indepen* 
dent  of  the  Board  of  Missions,  yet  holding  such  voluntary  con* 
nection  and  correspondence  with  it  as  the  needs  of  his  Diocese 
may  require,  and  reporting  to  and  through  it  accordingly. 

§  5.  The  Treasurer  of  the  Domestic  Committee  to  be  instruct- 
ed to  open  with  the  Church  a  special  account  for  Indian  Missions, 
to  be  entitled  "  The  Indian  Branch  Treasury,"  and  in  all  his  re- 
ports to  distinguish  the  items  of  the  same  from  general  receipti 
and  expenditure. 
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B, 

The  following  is  the  proposed  Tenth  Article  of  the  Constitu- 
tion of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States, 
communicated  by  the  General  Convention  of  1841,  to  the  several 
Diocesan  Conventions : 

Article  10.  Bishops  for  foreign  countries,  on  due  applica- 
tion therefrom,  may  be  consecrated,  with  the  approbation  of  the 
Bishops  of  this  Church,  or  a  majority  of  them,  signified  to  the 
presiding  Bishop ;  he  thereupon  taking  order  for  the  same,  aiid 
they  being  satisfied  that  the  person  designated  for  the  office  has 
been  duly  chosen,  and  properly  qualified.  The  order  of  con- 
secration to  be  conformed,  as  nearly  as  may  be,  in  the  judgment 
of  the  Bishops,  to  the  one  used  in  this  Church.  Such  Bishops,  so 
consecrated,  shall  not  be  eligible  to  the  office  of  Diocesan,  or 
assistant  Bishop,  in  any  Diocese  in  the  United  States,  nbr  be  en- 
titled to  a  seat  in  the  House  of  Bishops,  nor  exercise  any  Episco- 
pal authority  in  said  States. 

The  following  is  the  proposed  alteration  in  the  Prayer  Book : 

Resolved^  That  it  be  made  known  to  the  several  Diocesan 
Conventions,  that  it  is  proposed,  at  the  next  General  Convention, 
to  erase  the  words,  "eussociated  Rector,"  and  also  the  word, 
**  state,"  wherever  they  occur  in  former  editions  of  the  Institution 
office.

The  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese  of  Massachusetts,  in 
accordance  with  the  proyisions  of  the  eighth  article  of  the  con- 
stitution, make  the  following  report  of  their  doings  during  the 
past  ecclesiastical  year : 

At  their  first  meeting,  on  the  6th  of  July,  1844,  the  Committee

usual.

Tnn  t)6k}g  the  time  and  place  for  the  Annuai  Convene 
tioa  of  the  PfoteBtant  Episcopal  Chmch  of  the  Diocese  of 
Massaehtxsetts,  the  Rt.  Bev.  the  Bishop,  with  divers  of  the 
Clergy  and  liaity,  assembled  in  Trinity  Church,  at  10 
o'clock,  A.  M. 

Morning  Prayer  was  read  by  the  Rev.  Joseph  H.  Clinch, 
Rector  of  St  Matthew's  Church,  South  Boston.  The 
Ante- Communion  Service  was  read  by  the  Bishop,  the 
Rev.  Samuel  Cutler,  Rector  of  St.  Andrew's,  Hanover, 
leadii^  the  Epistle.  A  sermon  was  preached  by  the  Rev. 
M.  A.  D' Wolfe  Howe,  Rector  of  St.  James's,  Roxbufy^ 
ham  1  Cor.  iv.  l^^^^^Let  a  num  to  account  of  us,  €U  of  the 
ministers  of  Christy  and  steiffords  of  the  mjfgUries  of  Qod; " 
-i^ttfter  'which  a  coUeetiDn  w»  made  at  the  Oflkitory,  in 
aid  of  the  Society  for  the  Relief  of  the  WidowB  and 
Orphans  of  deceased  Clergymen  of  the  ZMocesa.  The 
Holy  Communion  was  then  administered  by  the  Bishop, 
aBMBtfii  by  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Ballaid  and  Cutler^ 

The  congregation  having  retired,  the  Bish^  took  the 
chair,  and  directed  a  list  of  such  of  the  Clergy  of  the 
Diocese  as  are  entitled  to  seats,  to  be  trailed  by  the  8eeM» 
tary,  when  the  following  appeared  and  answered  to  their 
nnmes: 
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of  this  Church ;  and  I  cannot  help  expressing  my  satis&otien  at 
the  taste,  propriety,  and  good  judgment,  with  which  the  needed 
change  has  been  carried  into  effect.  On  entering  the  bmldiog» 
the  eye  is  at  once  struck  with  its  church-like  appearance.  Both 
externally,  and  within,  it  may  justly  claim  the  praise  of  being  one 
of  the  most  appropriate  and  beautiful  sanctuaries  to  be  £umd  ia 
this  Diocese. 

On  Monday,  August  5,  in  the  afternoon,  laid  the  corner  stone 
of  St  Luke's  Church,  Chelsea.  On  this  interesting  occasion, 
there  were  present  most  of  the  Clergy  of  Bostcm  and  its  vlcinityt 
and  a  numerous  assemblage  of  other  peroons;  and  thankfid 
praises  arose,!  doubt  not,  from  many  a  heart,  for  this  eoimnence* 
ment  of  an  Episcopal  sacred  temple  in  that  beautiful  and  rapidly 
growing  town. 

On  Tuesday,  September  3,  in  St  Mary's,  Newtoo,  Lower 
Falls,  confirmed  6  in  the  afternoon ;  and  afterwards  examined  a 
numerous  and  interesting  band  of  children  in  the  Church  Cate-i 
chism.  The  interest  of  the  occasion  was  increased  by  the 
presence  of  the  Right  Rev.  the  Bishop  of  Illinois,  then  on  a  visil 
to  this  parish  in  prosecution  of  the  claims  of  Jubilee  College,  in 
his  Diocese,  upon  the  support  of  Episcopalians.  The  Bishop 
read  the  Preface  to  the  Confirmation  Service.  I  was  gratified 
to  find,  that,. since  my  last  visit  to  this  Church,  a  substantial 
vestry-room  had  been  erected.  A  want,  in  regard  to  con-' 
venience  and  propriety,  has  thus  been^  supplied,  which  has  long 
been  felt  here. 

On  Thursday,  September  5,  in  St  John's,  Wilkinsonvil}e,  ocm- 
firmed  6  in  the  afternoon.  One  of  the  pers<ms  confirmed  on 
this  occasion  was  a  young  man,  visited  by  divine  Providenc« 
with  the  afflicting  dispensation  of  being  deaf  and  dumb,  and 
formerly  a  pupil  of  the  Asylum  at  Hartford.  But,  deprived  aa 
he  had  been  of  those  avenues  to  spiritual  knowledge  which  others 
enjoy,  he  had  gratefully  improved  the  means  which  he  poapesaed^ 
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and  tbe  present  transaction  exhibited  the  result  of  his  use  of 
talents  received.  What  a  condemnation  does  his  case  pronounce 
upon  those,  who,  in  the  midst  of  the  fullest  and  most  abundant 
privileges,  still  continue  to  live  without  preparation  for  the  wodd 
to  come ! 

On  the  evening  of  this  day,  I  preached  a  second  time  in  the 
same  church,  and  then  catechized  the  children. 

On  the  Fourteenth  Sunday  after  Trinity,  September  8,  in  &e 
temporary  place  of  worship  occupied  by  the  congregation  of  All 
Saints%  Worcester,  preached  in  the  morning ;  and  in  the  after* 
noon  confirmed  9.  I  afterwards  administered  the  rite  of  Confir- 
mation to  an  infirm  member  of  the  parish,  in  a  private  house. 

On  Monday,  September  9,  preached  in  Christ  Church,  Clapp- 
ville,  in  the  afternoon. 

On  Wednesday,  September  11,  preached  in  St.  Mark^s,  Bland- 
ford,  in  the  aflemoon ;  and  again  preached,  on  the  evening  of 
the  same  day,  in  the  school  house  at  the  North  Meadow. 

On  Thursday,  September  12,  preached  in  the  allernoon  in  St. 
Paulas  Church,  Otis. 

On  the  morning  of  Friday,  September  13,  I  had  the  great 
pleasure  of  consecrating  the  beautiful  edifice  of  St.  Piaul^, 
Stockbridge.  This  church  was  built  after  a  design  furnished  by 
Mr.  Upjohn,  of  New  York ;  and  it  is  a  striking  ejtample  of  the 
hnpressive  efikst  that  may  be  produced,  at  a  very  moderate  cost, 
and  with  materials  of  the  most  ordinary  description,  when  the 
whole  is  placed  under  the  control  of  architectural  genius  and 
skill.  No  person,  capable  of  emotions  iVom  such  sources,  can 
fail  to  be  affected  with  the  devotional  and  solemn  simplicity  of 
te  sanctuary  of  which  I  am  now  speaking.  It  is  an  ornament  to 
tlie  village  in  which  it  stands,  and  to  the  Diocese  to  which  it 
belongs.  On  this  occasion,  so  gratifying  to  the  indefatigable 
minister  of  St.  PauPs,  and  to  his  parishioners  who  had  long  been 
lookiii^  forward  to  the  completion  of  their  house  of  prayer,  there 
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were  present  several  of  the  clergy  of  the  diocese ;  and  also  the 
Rev.  Mr.  Benton,  of  the  diocese  of  Connecticut,  and  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Kip,  of  the  diocese  of  New  York.  The  latter  clergyman  preach- 
ed in  the  new  church  in  the  afternoon ;  and  after  the  sermon  I 
catechized  the  children  of  the  parish. 

On  the  next  day,  Saturday,  September  14, 1  instituted  the  Rev. 
Samuel  P.  Parker  Rector  of  this  parish. 

On  the  Fifteenth  Sunday  after  Trinity,  September  15,  in  St. 
Jameses,  Great  Barrington,  baptized  an  infant,  and  confirmed  7 
persons,  in  the  morning ;  and  in  the  afternoon  preached  a  second 
time  in  Trinity  Church,  Van  Deusenville. 

On  Tuesday,  September  17,  preached  in  the  afternoon  in 
Trinity  Church,  Lenox. 

On  Wednesday,  September  18,  in  St.  Stephen^s,  Pittsfield, 
confirmed  3  in  the  afternoon,  and  examined  the  children  in  the 
Church  Catechism  ;  and  again  preached  in  the  evening. 

I  was  obliged  to  leave  unfinished,  at  this  time,  my  visitation 
of  the  Western  portion  of  the  Diocese,  owing  to  an  engagement 
in  New  York  connected  with  the  afiairs  of  the  General  Theo- 
logical Seminary.  After  a  week  spent  in  that  city,  I  proceeded 
to  Philadelphia,  for  the  purpose  of  attending  the  meeting  of  the 
General  Convention  of  our  Church.  Here  it  pleased  divine 
Providence  to  visit  me  with  a  severe  and  dangerous  illness,  which 
deprived  me,  for  more  than  one  half  of  the  time  during  which  the 
Convention  sat,  of  the  privilege  of  uniting  with  my  Right 
Reverend  brethren  of  the  House  of  Bishops,  in  deliberations  for 
the  good  of  our  common  household  of  faith.  In  some  of  their 
measures,  however,  of  a  highly  important  character,  I  was  ena- 
bled to  take  a  part;  and  for  that  heavenly  mercy  which  blest 
both  the  medical  skill  exerted  for  my  recovery,  and  the  assiduous 
and  afiectionate  care  of  the  friends  under  whose  roof  I  was  pro- 
tected, I  desure  to  record  my  fervent  gratitude.  May  the  life 
which  has  been  spared  be  devoted,  as  a  living  sacrifice,  to  the 
glory  of  the  Giver ! 
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You  are  aware  that,  among  the  acts  of  this  General  Conyen- 
tion,  was  the  passage  of  a  Canon  making  it  lawful  for  any  Bishop, 
upon  being  requested  so  to  do  by  a  resolution  of  the  Convention 
of  his  Diocese,  to  admit  to  the  order  of  Deacons  persons  not  tried 
and  examined  as  prescribed  in  the  canons  relating  to  this  subject, 
under  certain  limitations  and  restrictions.  This  measure  was 
advocated  chiefly  on  the  ground  of  the  good  which  was  likely  to 
be  effected  by  it,  in  the  Southern  and  South  Western  portions  of 
the  United  States ;  and  I  sincerely  hope  that  all  the  benefit  antici- 
pated from  its  adoption  may  be  accomplished.  But  in  regard  to 
a  Diocese  like  that  in  which  our  lot  is  cast,  the  exercise  of  the 
power  conferred  by  this  Canon  would,  in  my  opinion,  retard, 
instead  of  advancing,  the  progress  of  our  Church.  In  order  to 
operate  with  advantage  upon  a  population  so  intellectual  as  this 
in  its  character,  and  among  which  the  blessings  of  education  are 
so  generally  difiused,  a  well  prepsured  body  of  Clergy  is  indispen- 
sable. To  be  useful,  those  who  are  invested  with  the  ministerial 
commission,  in  any  of  its  orders,  must  be  persons  able,  by  their 
qualifications,  to  command  respect.  These  being  my  views  of  the 
subject,  I  have  thought  it  proper  thus  explicitly  to  state  them ; 
confident,  at  the  same  time,  that  from  a  large  majority  of  those 
who  hear  me,  both  Clergy  and  Laity,  they  will  meet  with  a  cor- 
dial response. 

On  Thursday,  October  31, 1  left  Boston  for  New-Bedford,  for 

the  purpose  of  holding  an  Ordination  in  Grace  Church,  in  that 

town,  on  the  following  day.     Another  attack  of  illness,  however, 

prevented  me  from  performing  this  duty ;  although  I  was  so  much 

better  on  the  morning  of  Saturday,  November  2,  as  to  be  able 

to  confirm  4  persons  at  my  lodgings,  who  were  anxious  to  receive 

that  sacred  rite.    The  Bishop  of  Kentucky  arriving  soon  after,  did 

me  the  favor  to  hold  the  Ordination  in  my  stead ;  and  admitted 

to  Deacon's  Orders  Mr.  Thomas  M.  Smith,  late  an  ordained  Min- 
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isler  of  the  CoDgregational  denomination,  and  Mr.  George  D. 
Wildes,  Candidates  for  Orders  of  this  Diocese. 

On  the  following  day,  the  Twenty-Second  Sunday  after  Trinity, 
November  3,  in  Grace  Church,  Boston,  the  Bishop  of  Kentucky, 
kindly  acting  by  my  request,  confirmed  19  persons  in  the  evening. 

On  Tuesday,  November  12,  in  Trinity  Church,  BostcMi,  I 
oonfirmed  a  Candidate  for  Orders  of  this  Diocese. 

The  same  day,  at  an  Ordination  held  in  Trinity  Churchy 
Boston,  admitted  to  Deacon^s  Orders  Mr.  Robert  B.  Hall,  a 
Candidate  for  Orders  of  this  Diocese,  and  late  an  ordained  Minister 
of  the  Congregational  denomination.  The  Sermon  was  preached 
by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Butler,  Rector  of  Grace  Church,  Boston.  Mr, 
Hall  was  soon  afterwards  appointed  Rector  of  Trinity  Church, 
Newport,  Rhode  Island,  and  consequently  removed  from  this 
Diocese  with  letters  dimissory  to  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese 
within  which  his  parish  is  included. 

On  Wednesday,  December  4,  at  an  Ordination  held  in  Trinity 
Church,  Boston,  admitted  to  Priest's  Orders  the  Rev.  Newton  £. 
Marble,  Deacon,  Rector  of  Trinity  Church,  Bridgewater.  Th^ 
Rev.  Mr.  Randall  preached  the  Sermon  on  this  occasion* 

From  Tuesday,  December  10,  until  Friday,  January  3,  1845,  it 
was  my  painful  duty  to  be  occupied  in  New  York,  as  a  member  of 
the  Court  convened  under  the  Illd  Canon  of  1844,  for  the  trial  d 
the  Rt  Rev.  Benjamin  T.  Onderdonk,  D.  D.,  Bishop  of  New 
York,  on  a  presentment  made  by  the  Bishops  of  Virginia, 
Tennessee,  and  Greorgia ;  and,  on  this  occasion,  I  united  with 
a  majority  of  the  Court  in  giving  judgment  against  the  accused, 
in  regard  to  six  of  the  ofiences  laid  to  his  charge. 

On  the  Second  Sunday  after  Christmas-Day,  January  5,  in  the 
temporary  place  of  worship  occupied  by  the  congregation  of  ^ 
Church  of  the  Messiah,  Boston,  I  confirmed  16  in  the  evening. 

On  Wednesday,  January  15,  in  St.  Paul's,  Stockbridge,  con- 
fijrmed  8  in  the  afternoon.      On  the  morning  of  this  day  a 
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sermon  imis  preached  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Tuttle,  of  the  Diocese  of 
New  York ;  whose  instructicMis  from  the  pulpit  were  followed  by 
a  short  address  by  myself  from  the  chancel.  In  the  evening  a 
public  meeting  was  held  of  the  Western  District  Church  MissioA- 
aiy  Association ;  on  which  occasion,  after  addresses  on  the  subject 
of  Missions  by  the  Rector  of  the  parish,  and  the  Rev.  Messnk 
Ballard  and  Lee,  I  spoke  to  the  c(nigregation  on  this  all-importaat 
topic.  A  collecticm  was  made  in  aid  of  the  Diocesan  missionary 
funds.  It  was  a  matter  of  regret  with  me,  that  the  other  clergy 
belonging  to  this  Association  were  unavoidably  prevented  from 
attending  this  meeting ;  for  the  good  that  grows  out  of  such  occasions 
is  incalculable.  May  nothing  have  power  to  diminish  your  interest 
in  them,  my  Reverend  brethren!  Besides  uniting  the  Lord's 
ministering  servants  together  in  the  bonds  of  fraternal  io¥e,  the 
influence  they  exert  in  promoting  an  interest  in  the  missionary 
cause  among  the  people  is  unquestionably  very  great.  I  was 
gratified,  and  indeed  surprised,  on  entering  the  Church  at  Stock- 
bridge  on  the  evening  referred  to,  to  find  that  a  crowded  con- 
gregation  had  assembled  from  the  village,  and  from  the  neighbor- 
ing towns,  notwithstanding  the  inclemency  of  the  season.  When 
the  people  are  thus  willing  to  listen  to  exhortations  on  the  duty 
of  furthering  God's  kingdom,  let  not  the  Clergy  be  found  back* 
ward  in  administering  encouragement  and  admonition. ' 

On  Septuagesima  Sunday,  January  19,  I  preached  in  the 
evening  in  a  temporary  place  of  worship  in  Merrimack  street,  in 
the  northwestern  part  of  this  city,  occupied  by  the  congregation 
of  a  newly  incorporated  parish,  under  the  name  of  the  Church 
of  the  Advent.  The  Rev.  William  Croswell  is  its  Rector,  having 
been  received  into  this  Diocese  with  letters  dimissory  from  the 
Bishop  of  Western  New  York.  In  this  district  of  Boston  there  is 
ample  room  for  the  establishment  of  a  large  congregation. 

On  Thursday,  February  6, 1  performed  the  gratifying  duty  of 
consecrating  St.  Luke's  Church,  Chelsea;  the  corner  stone  of 
which,  as  I  have  already  recorded^  was  laid  in  August  last* 
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This  beautiful  structure  was  designed  by  the  same  distinguished 
architect  who  planned  St.  PauPs,  Stockbridge ;  and  is  equally 
entitled  with  that  to  the  praise  of  accomplishing  a  striking 
effect,  with  a  very  small  expenditure.  Most  of  the  Clergy  of 
this  city,  and  of  the  neighborhood,  were  present  at  the  interesting 
solemnity.  God  grant,  that,  by  the  divine  blessing  upon  the 
word  and  ordinances,  dispensed  within  this  solemn  and  commo- 
dious sanctuary,  multitudes  may  be  brought  to  the  saving 
knowledge  of  that  Redeemer,  whom  to  know  *  is  life  eternal ! ' 

On  the  evening  of  this  same  day,  at  St.  Luke's,  Lowell,  I  con- 
firmed 6  persons  ;  together  with  5  others  from  the  parish  of  St. 
Anne's,  in  that  town :  making,  in  all,  11. 

On  the  First  Sunday  in  Lent,  February  9,  in  St.  Peter's,  Cam* 
bridgeport,  confirmed  6  in  the  evening. 

On  the  Second  Sunday  in  Lent,  February  16,  in  Christ  Church, 
Boston,  confirmed  12  in  the  afternoon. 

On  the  Fif\h  Sunday  in  Lent,  March  9,  in  Trinity  Church, 
Boston,  confirmed  10  in  the  morning. 

On  the  afternoon  of  the  same  day,  in  Christ  Church,  Cambridge, 
confirmed  5 ;  and  afterwards  a  sick  person  in  a  private  house. 

On  Tuesday,  March  11,  in  Christ  Church,  Andover,  confirmed 
5  in  the  evening. 

On  the  Sunday  next  before  Easter,  March  16,  in  St  John's, 
Charlestown,  confirmed  15  in  the  evening. 

On  Monday  in  Easter- Week,  March  24,  in  the  afternoon,  the 
gratifying  duty  was  performed  by  me  of  laying  the  corner  stone 
of  St.  Stephen's  Free  Chapel,  in  this  city.  This  sanctuary,  the 
gift  of  a  munificent  member  of  our  Church,  whose  liberality  was 
recorded  in  my  Address  to  the  former  Convention,  was  com- 
menced during  the  last  year ;  but  the  work  of  building  had  not 
proceeded  far,  when  the  severity  of  winter  compelled  its  discon- 
tinuance. The  ceremony  above  mentioned  was  witnessed  by  a 
large  number  of  persons,  including  many  members  of  our  Church ; 
who  appeared  to  feel  the  deepest  interest  and  pleasure  in  th 
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good  work  thus  commenced.  It  is  expected  that  the  Chapel  will 
be  ready  for  consecration  before  the  present  year  has  closed. 

On  the  First  Sunday  afler  Easter,  March  30,  in  the  Chapel 
of  the  Boston  Episcopal  City  Mission,  Pearl  Street,  I  confirmed 
20  in  the  evening.  These,  added  to  the  16  confirmed  in  this 
Chapel  in  July  last,  make  the  whole  number  confirmed  therot 
during  the  twelve  months  past,  36. 

On  the  Second  Sunday  after  Easter,  April  6, 1  preached  in  the 
evening  in  a  Chapel  which  has  been  opened  in  Ann  street,  in  this 
city,  for  the  purpose  of  promoting  the  spiritual  welfare  of  seamen 
and  others  in  that  populous  district.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Robinson^ 
having  resigned  the  charge  of  Christ  Church,  Quincy,  of  which 
he  was  formerly  Rector,  is  now  the  officiating  minister  in  this 
truly  missionary  field.  The  benevolent  undertaking  thus  begun, 
and. for  the  means  of  whose  support  we  are  indebted  to  the  exer- 
tions of  several  members  of  our  Church  in  Boston,  holds  out 
encouraging  prospects  of  permanence  and  success.  May  that 
God,  from  whom  cometh  every  good  and  perfect  gift,  send  down 
upon  it  the  healthful  spirit  of  his  grace,  and  pour  upon  it  the  con- 
tinual dew  of  his  blessing ! 

On  Wednesday,  April  9,  in  St.  Peter's,  Salem,  I  confirmed  15 
in  the  evening.  I  am  happy  to  state,  in  connexion  with  the  record 
of  this  visit  to  St.  Peter's,  the  fact  that  the  Vestry  have  deter- 
mined to  enlarge  the  parish  Church.  With  this  view  they  have 
applied  to  Mr.  Upjohn  to  furnish  them  with  a  plan,  the  execution 
of  which  shall  combine  architectural  improvement  with  gready 
increased  accommodation.  This  measure  affords  gratifying  evi- 
dence of  the  continued  blessing  of  God  upon  the  faithful  services 
of  the  Rector. 

On  Thursday,  April  10,  preached  in  the  evening  in  St  Michael's 
Church,  Marblehead. 

On  Tuesday,  April  15,  in  St.  Paul's,  Newbur3rport,  confirmed 
5  in  the  evening. 

On  Wednesday,  April  16,  in  St.  James's,  Amesbury,  confirmed 
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5  in  the  ftAemoon.  This  congregatioDy  I  an  glad  to  saj,  Iim^ 
during  the  past  winter,  increased  to  such  an  extent,  that  the  Yestryt 
under  the  sanction  of  the  Commissioners  for  Church  Extension, 
are  endeayoringto  procure  the  means  of  erecting  a  larger  Churck 

On  Thursday,  April  17,  in  St  John's,  Charlestons,  I  eon- 
firmed  an  officer  of  the  United  States  Navy,  who  had  been  pre- 
vented by  indisposition  from  being  present  at  the  Confirmation 
held  in  this  Church,  during  the  preceding  month. 

On  Tuesday,  April  22,  in  Christ  Church,  Quiney,  instituted  the 
Kev.  Orange  Clark,  D.  D.,  Rector  of  that  parish.  Previously  to 
Dr.  Clark's  election  to  this  incumbency,  the  missionary  station 
fbmfierly  held  by  him,  in  the  Western  District  of  this  Dioeese, 
had,  by  a  resdution  of  the  Board  of  Missions,  been  disconliniied. 

On  Wednesday,  April  23,  in  St.  Andrew's,  Hanover,  preached 
in  the  afternoon,  and  catechized  the  children  of  the  parish; 
and  in  the  evening  confirmed  1  person. 

On  Tliursday,  April  24, 1  had  the  satisfticfion  of  admhiiisteting 
the  rite  of  Confirmation  to  14  persons,  in  the  ancient  town  of 
Plymouth ;  Where,  by  the  blessing  of  God  upon  the  zealous  and 
judicious  labors  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Snow,  the  Missionary  in  the 
Southern  District  of  this  Diocese,  a  parish  has  been  incorporated, 
under  Ihe  name  of  Christ  Church.  The  service  was  held  in  the 
evening,  in  a  hall  used  for  public  worship  by  the  congregation  of 
this  infant  parish  ;  and  the  circumstance  that  the  present  was  the 
first  official  visit  of  a  Bishop  of  our  Church  to  this  old  and  cele- 
brated spot,  gave  the  highest  interest  to  the  occasion.  There 
were  present  6f  the  clergy,  besides  Mr.  Snow,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Cut- 
ler, of  Hanover ;  and  the  Rev.  Mr.  Hall,  who  has  already  been 
referred  to  in  this  Address,  and  who  was  formerly  minister  of  a 
Congtegfttional  place  of  worship  in  Plymouth.  It  is  believed  {hat 
Mr.  Snow  is  the  first  clergyman  of  our  Church  who  ever  officiated 
'm  this  town.  The  result  of  his  labors,  now  recorded,  is  a  sub- 
stantial proof  of  the  excellence  of  that  plan  of  missionary  minis- 
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trations,  which  he  has  been  pursuing  for  two  years  under  the 
appointment  of  the  Board  of  Missions ;  and  to  which  I  referred  in 
my  Address  to  the  Convention  of  1843.  I  mean  the  plan  of 
creating  an  interest  in  our  Church,  and  finally  giving  it  a  per« 
laanent  location,  in  places  where  it  has  been  hitherto  unknown, 
through  the  means  of  occasional  services.  This  method  calls  at« 
tention,  while,  at  the  same  time,  it  excites  no  opposition.  All  that 
is  now  needed  to  increase  the  prosperity  of  the  parish,  thus 
established  at  Plymouth,  is  the  erection  of  a  Church.  The  Com- 
missioners for  Church  Extension  have  authorized  an  applicaticm 
to  Episcc^alians  here  for  the  amount  that  will  be  necessary  fov 
this  purpose,  in  addition  to  what  the  parishioners  can  themselves 
contribute.  Let  me  be  allowed  to  express  the  hope,  thai  their 
call  upon  us  for  aid  will  meet  with  an  encouraging  answer. 

On  Tuesday,  May  6,  in  St.  Thomas's  Church,  Taunton,  I 
confirmed  7  in  the  evening. 

On  Wednesday,  May  7,  in  Trinity  Church,  Bridgewater, 
preached  in  the  aAernoon,  and  catechized  the  children ;  and  in 
the  evening  confirmed  I  person.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Marble,  ainee 
ny  visit  to  this  parish,  has  resigned  the  Rectorship  of  it ;  and  has 
been  transferred  to  the  Diocese  of  New  Hampshire* 

On  Thursday,  May  8,  iia  Grace  Church,  N^w  Bedford,  ex- 
amined, in  the  afternoon,  a  large  number  of  children  in  tha 
Catechism ;  and  in  the  evening  confirmed  3.  The  whole  numbejt 
confirmed  in  this  parish  during  the  year  is  7. 

On  Friday,  May  9,  in  the  Church  of  the  Ascension,  Fall  River> 
confirmed  3  in  the  evening.  The  Rev.  Mr.  McCoy  is  now  the 
Rector  of  this  parish ;  having  resigned  the  charge  of  St  Luke^s, 
Lowell,  which  is  now  served  by  the  Rev.  Thomas  M.  Smith. 

On  Trbity  Sunday,  May  18,  in  St  Luke's,  Chelsea,  confirmed 
&  in  the  evening.  In  addition  to  these,  1  person  received  tlua 
rite  subsequently,  at  a  Confirmalum  held  in  this  city ;  making 
the  whole  number  confirmed  fof  the  yesv  in  St  Lukd's^  6, 
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On  Thursday,  May  22,  in  Christ  Church,  Springfield,  preached 
in  the  aAemoon ;  and  in  the  evening  confirmed  4. 

On  Friday,  May  23,  in  St.  John's,  Northampton,  catechized 
the  children  in  the  afiemoon,  afier  Evening  Prayer ;  and  in  the 
evening  confirmed  10.  I  am  pleased  to  record  a  manifest  i^i- 
provement  in  this  parish,  both  as  to  numbers  and  spiritual  con- 
dition. 

On  the  First  Sunday  after  Trinity,  May  25,  in  St.  James's, 
Greenfield,  baptized  a  grandchild  of  the  Hector,  and  another 
infant  in  the  morning,  preached,  and  catechized  the  children. 
In  the  afternoon  confirmed  3  in  a  meeting  house  at  Montagu ; 
and  in  the  evening  confirmed  1  at  St.  James's.  My  visit  to  Mon- 
tagu was  one  of  uncommon  interest.  There  was  great  apparent 
seriousness  while  I  preached  to  the  people  the  word  of  life ;  and 
I  was  much  afiected,  in  private  conversation  with  some  of  the 
Episcopalians  of  this  town,  by  the  gratitude  and  joy  which  the^ 
expressed  in  return  for  the  services  dispensed  on  the  present 
occasion.  Amidst  many  discouragements,  this  little  flock  have 
continued  steadfast  in  the  faith;  and  appear  to  have  diligently 
improved  the  few  privileges  they  have  possessed.  May  the 
Spirit  of  grace  and  consolation  abide  with  them ! 

I  would  here  mention,  that  the  Vestry  of  St.  James's,  Green- 
field, are  about  to  erect,  in  the  rear  of  the  Church,  a  building 
which  is  to  contain  a  Sunday  School  room,  and  also  a  vestiy- 
room.  They  contemplate,  also,  the  further  improvement  of 
restoring  the  original  and  highly  appropriate  arrangement  of  the 
chancel,  reading-desk,  and  pulpit  of  the  Church. 

On  Tuesday,  May  27,  in  St.  John's,  Ashfield,  confirmed  1  in 
the  afternoon. 

On  Wednesday,  May  28,  in  St  Luke's,  Lanesborough,  con- 
firmed 5  in  the  afternoon ;  and  in  the  evening,  after  a  sermon 
by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Pearson,  Rector  of  St.  John's,  Ashfield,  delivered 
a  short  address  to  the  congregation. 
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On  the  Second  Sunday  after  Trinity,  June  1,  in  Grace  Church, 
Boston,  confirmed  10  in  the  evening.  Of  this  numher,  1  was 
from  the  parish  of  St.  Luke's,  Chelsea.  The  whole  numher  of 
persons  confirmed  for  the  parish  of  Grace  Church  during  the 
year  is  28. 

On  the  Third  Sunday  after  Trinity,  June  8,  in  St.  Paul's, 
Boston,  confirmed  10  in  the  afternoon. 

Among  my  appointments  for  the  Spring  of  this  year,  I  had  in- 
cluded a  visit  to  St.  Stephen's  Church,  Lynn ;  hut,  at  the  request 
of  the  Rector,  have  postponed  it  to  a  future  day.  It  is  known  to 
many  of  you,  that,  a  few  years  since,  a  parish  was  incorporated 
in  that  town  under  the  title  of  Christ  Church ;  and  that  a  sanctuary 
was  reared  by  them,  and  consecrated  by  my  venerated  predecessor 
to  the  worship  and  service  of  God.  Owing,  however,  to  various 
pecuniary  embarrassments,  from  which  the  Vestry  could  not 
relieve  themselves,  the  church  was  afterwards  sold,  and  the  parish 
became  extinct.  To  my  great  joy,  and  that  of  many  others,  a 
member  of  our  Church  in  this  city  generously  undertook,  after 
the  last  Convention,  the  task  of  endeavoring,  by  subscriptions  in 
Boston,  to  recover  the  building.  It  pleased  Grod  to  crown  this 
effort  with  success.  The  church  is  once  more  our  own ;  and, 
having  been  put  into  a  state  of  complete  repair,  is  now  open  for 
the  worship  of  God,  and  the  ministry  of  the  word  and  ordinances. 
The  Rev.  Mr.  Wildes  is  the  Minister  of  the  parish,  which  has 
been  incorporated  anew  under  the  other  name  already  mentioned. 
I  feel  no  doubt  that  a  permanent  congregation  will  gradually  be 
collected  together,  as  the  fruit  of  this  benevolent  undertaking ;  and, 
from  the  proximity  of  the  Church  to  Nahant,  it  will  afford  to  the 
Episcopalian  summer  residents  at  that  watering-place  spiritual 
blessings,  of  which  they  have  hitherto  been  deprived* 
■  From  the  foregoing  summary  the  following  result  is  obtained : —

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Binoe  ttie  last  Gob? entioDt  I  have  leceived  from  the  Bishop  ef 
South  Carolina  canonical  notice  of  his  having  displaced  from  the 
ministry  the  Rev.  Rodolphus  Dickinson,  a  Preshyter  of  that 
Diocese,  according  to  the  provisions  of  the  38th  Canon  of  1^8 ; 
for  causes  not  affecting  his  moral  standing.  I  have  also  received 
notice  from  the  Bishop  of  Delaware,  of  his  having  displaced  from 
the  ministry,  according  to  the  same  Canon,  the  Rev.  John  V.  E. 
Thorn,  a  Preshyter  of  that  Diocese;  likewise  notice  from  the 
Bishop  of  Connecticut  of  his  having  displaced,  under  the  authority 
of  the  same  Canon,  the  Rev.  George  A.  Sterling,  a  Presbyter  of 
that  Diocese,  for  causes  not  affecting  his  moral  standing ;  and 
another  notice  fVom  the  Bishop  of  Kentucky,  of  his  having  dis- 
placed from  the  ministry  the  Rev.  William  IVTCallen,  a  Presbytef 
of  that  Diocqse,  for  causes  not  affecting  his  moral  standing. 

The  Vestry  of  St.  Paul's,  Dedham,  have  determined,  owing  to 
the  dilapidated  condition  of  their  parish  Church,  to  biiild  a  new 
edifice.  The  plan  has  been  furnished  by  Mr.  Gilman,  of  this 
eity ;  and  the  Church  will  be  both  appropriate  in  appearance,  and 
adapted  to  the  accommodation  of  a  larger  congregation  than  that 
which  could  be  contained  within  the  old  building. 

I  have  also  the  satisfaction  of  stating,  that  the  Vestry  of  St. 
Anne's,  Lowell,  have  commenced  an  enlargement  of  their  beautiful 
edifice ;  a  step  long  contemplated  by  them,  and  rendered  neces* 
sary  by  the  increasing  population  of  that  city.  With  equal 
gratification  I  mention  to  this  Convention  the  noble  beginning, 
made  by  the  Vestry  of  this  parish,  of  a  Rector's  Library.  In  no 
ether  way  could  they  have  rendered  a  more  effectual  service  to' 
that  congregation  of  whom  they  are  the  trustees.  It  is  well  known 
to  you,  that,  on  every  occasion  on  which  the  venerable  Society 
ftr  the  Propagation  of  the  Gospel  planted  a  permanent  parish  in 
this  country,  a  portion  of  their  otztlay  was  expended  upon  the 
pupeliase  of  a  library  for  the  Missionary's  use ;  and  in  many  places, 
notwithstanding  ik»  oonfusieii  produced  by  tilie  Sevoiutionary 
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War,  numerous  volumes  still  remain  as  the  monument  of  their 
wise  liberality.  The  sum  already  subscribed  to  the  above  object 
by  the  parishioners  of  St.  Anne^s  is  upwards  of  a  thousand  dollars. 
May  the  deed  they  have  performed  be  rendered  back  to  them 
tenfold,  in  the  divine  presence  and  blessing ! 

It  gives  me  great  pleasure  to  record,  among  the  other  prosperous 
events  of  the  past  year,  the  success  with  which  God  has  crowned 
the  efforts  of  the  congregation  of  All  Saints',  Worcester,  to  erect  a 
parish  Church.  The  parishioners  having  themselves  contributed 
half  the  sum  needed  for  this  object,  applied  to  the  inhabitants  of 
this  city,  under  the  sanction  of  the  Board  of  Commissioners  for 
Church  Extension,  for  the  other  half;  and  I  am  happy  to  say,  that 
the  call  was  responded  to  with  a  readiness  and  generosity,  which 
demand  my  warmest  acknowledgments.  A  small  portion  of  the 
amount  required  was  given  in  the  city  of  New  York,  by  some 
valued  friends  of  my  own  to  whom  I  made  personal  application, 
and  to  whom  I  take  the  present  opportunity  of  returning  my  sin- 
cere thanks.  Mr.  Upjohn  is  now  engaged  in  drawing  the  plans 
for  the  edifice,  which  will  be  completed,  in  all  probability,  before 
the  ensuing  winter. 

As  I  have  just  made  reference  to  the  Board  of  Commissioners 
for  Church  Extension,  it  seems  the  proper  place  to  say,  that, 
since  their  appointment  by  the  last  Convention,  they  have  held 
several  meetings,  and  taken  action  in  various  matters  presented 
for  their  consideration.  One  advantage  resulting  from  the  creation 
of  this  Board  has  been  clearly  seen  during  the  past  year,  in  the 
confidence  with  which  the  community  have  assisted  objects 
commended  by  the  Commissioners  to  their  bounty.  Devoutly 
let  us  implore,  however,  the  Holy  Spirit  of  grace,  that  he  will 
put  it  into  the  hearts  of  the  members  of  our  Church  to  enlarge,  by 
spontaneous  contributions,  the  means  of  usefulness  of  these  Trus- 
tees. The  great  want  in  this  Diocese  is  the  want  of  Churches; 
without  which  there  can  be  no  growth  of  our  Communion  in 
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any  of  those  places  in  which  h^r  services  are  held.  Deeply  is  it 
to  he  lamented,  that  there  seems  to  he  so  little  appreciation  of  the 
vast  importance  of  this  subject.  In  a  Board,  moreover,  composed 
like  this  hoth  of  Clergymen,  and  of  judicious  laymen,  and  appoint^ 
ed  by  the  Convention,  there  is  surely  every  reason  that  confidence 
should  be  reposed  by  the  Church  at  large.  Could  frequent 
donations  flow  into  their  treasury,  what  blessings  untold  would  be 
the  result !  how  many  souls  would  be  brought  within  the  reach 
of  those  sound  doctrines  which  our  Church  dispenses!  how 
extensively  would  our  borders  be  enlarged,  and  our  influence  be 
strengthened ! 

The  Tract  Committee  of  the  Diocese  have  steadily  prosecuted 
their  labors,  during  the  twelve  months  just  terminated.  I  again 
commend  their  publications  to  the  attention  of  the  Clergy ;  and 
would,  at  the  same  time,  suggest  to  this  Convention  the  propriety 
of  authorizing  the  Committee  to  fill  such  vacancies  as  may  occa- 
sionally occur  in  their  number,  by  death,  or  removal  from  the 
Diocese.  The  number  of  the  Committee  being  small,  the  loss  of 
only  one  member,  without  the  power  of  appointing  a  substitute,  is 
seriously  felt. 

The  situation  of  such  of  our  Clergy  as  may,  from  time  to 
time,  become  disabled  from  age  or  infirmity,  without  possessing 
adequate  means  of  support,  is  a  subject  which  must  frequently 
have  occupied  the  minds  of  many  whom  I  now  address.  It  com- 
mends itself  with  great  interest  to  every  feeling  heart.  The  min- 
ister of  the  everlasting  gospel,  exalted  as  his  calling  is  above  all 
that  this  world  deems  glorious,  and  great  as  will  be  his  reward  in 
heaven,  finds,  as  a  general  rule,  poverty  for  his  temporal  recom- 
pense. Cut  off,  by  the  very  nature  of  his  office,  from  the  means 
of  adding  to  his  resources,  he  toils  on  through  the  years  of  his 
vigor;  and,  when  disease  or  helplessness  overtakes  him,  is  con- 
signed to  the  horrors  of  utter  destitution.  I  do  not  intend  to 
propose  to  you  any  particular  plan,  for  the  purpose  of  meeting 
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exigencies  like  that  which  I  hate  deacfibed.  There  ave  twe 
modes  of  providing  for  such  cases ;  -—  the  one  that  jof  a  vested 
fund,  the  interest  of  which  shall  be  distributed  among  the  objects 
of  its  bounty ;  and  the  other  that  of  an  annual  collectioa  to  be 
made  in  our  Churches,  and  to  be  used  as  circumstances  shall 
r^quire.  I  simply  present  the  matter  to  your  attention  ;  leaving 
it  to  your  wisdom  to  take  such  steps  in  regard  to  it,  as  may  fleesa 
ipost  desirable. 

My  Brethren  of  the  Clergy  and  lisity  —  The  record  presented 
to  you  in  the  preceding  portions  of  this  Address  affords  ground 
for  encouragement,  and  for  praise  to  the  Author  of  all  oar 
mercies.  But  while  we  should  not  be  unmindful  of  the  goodness 
of  the  Lord,  in  all  that  he  has  done  for  us,  who  among  us,  at  the 
same  time,  can  fail  to  admit,  that  there  is  a  dark  side  to  this  pios 
ture  ?  When  has  there  been  a  period  in  the  history  of  this  coun* 
try,  in  which  a  more  deadly  apathy,  in  regard  to  the  momentous 
subject  of  religion,  seemed  to  have  settled  upon  the  hearts  of  the 
people  than  at  the  present  moment?  Not  in  our  own  Church 
merely,  but  in  other  Christian  bodies  around  us,  they  who  exer« 
cise  the  office  of  proclaiming  the  good  tidings  of  great  joy  appear 
to  lift  up  their  voices  in  vain ;  few,  comparatively,  are  added  to 
the  number  of  the  Redeemer's  professed  disciples ;  while  very 
many  of  those  who  name  the  name  of  Christ  give  indications  of 
having  fallen  under  the  influence  of  the  same  spiritual  stupor.  In 
order  to  shew  the  declining  state  of  religion  among  ourselves,  I 
need  only  remind  you  of  the  decrease  in  the  number  of  persons 
confirmed,  as  seen  by  a  comparison  with  the  Confirmations  of  the 
twelve  months  preceding ;  for,  although  this  is  partly  to  be  ae« 
counted  for  by  the  fact,  that,  from  a  change  made  in  the  seasons 
of  my  annual  Visitation,  the  Southern  and  Eastern  districts  were 
visited  twice  during  the  former  year,  yet,  even  with  this  deduc^ 
tion,  my  record  of  Confirmations  presented  last  year  very  hut 
exceeds  that  whi^^b  has  been  laid  before  the  present  CoiivttitioD. 
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And,  in  addition  to  thus  mournful  eyidedce  of  decay^  there  ia 
that  of  the  absence  of  a  general  ardor  among  our  people  in  the 
work  of  spreading  the  gospel  far  and  near.  I  have  already 
acknowledged  with  gratitude,  and  now  again  acknowledge,  the 
readiness  with  which  many  in  this  city  have  responded  to  applica- 
tions of  various  kinds  for  their  aid ;  a  readiness  unknown  in 
former  periods  of  our  history,  and  for  which  I  would  be  devoutly 
thankful  to  Him  from  whom  all  holy  desires  do  proceed.  But  by 
how  small  a  number  of  the  members  of  our  Church  are  these 
benefactions  poured  into  the  Lord^s  treasury  I  How  many  turn  a 
deaf  ear  to  every  appeal  1  And,  from  many  of  our  parishes  in 
the  interior,  how  scanty  are  the  ofierings  to  the  cause  of  Him 
who  offered  Himself  for  our  salvation  ! 

The  cause  of  the  present  state  of  things  is,  without  doubt^ 
mainly  to  be  attributed  to  the  unexampled  prosperity  of  the 
country^  It  is  now,  as  it  ever  has  been,  that,  amidst  a  profusion 
of  temporal  mercies,  the  receivers  forget  the  Lord  their  God ;  the 
heart  becomes  set  upon  the  things  of  this  life ;  the  meat  Uiat 
perisheth  is  more  prised  than  that  which  endureth  forever ;  and 
deaths  judgment^  and  eternity,  and  the  welfare  of  that  kingdom 
which  is  not  of  this  world,  lose  their  hold  upon  the  mind.  But, 
whatever  be  the  cause  of  our  sad  condition,  what  a  call  is  it  upon 
us,  my  Reverend  Brethen,  to  be  more  than  ever  faithful  to  the 
solemn  trust  with  which  we  are  invested!  Confident  in  the 
preaching  of  Christ  Crucified,  as  the  ^ power  of  God'  for  the 
world's  regeneration,  let  us  with  distinctness,  simplicity,  and 
lifiection,  proclaim  this  message.  Let  us  set  forth  the  unadul- 
terated doctrbe  of  salvation  by  redeeming  blood ;  convinced  that» 
if  we  80  do^  our  labors  will  be  accompanied,  according  to  the 
promise,  by  ^  signs  following.'  And,  as  one  most  effectual  means 
of  advancing  true  religion,  let  me  especially  animate  you  to 
diligence  in  the  instruction  of  the  young  committed  to  your 
efaaigei    I  have  been  highljr  gratified  to  perceive  the  universal 
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revival  among  you  of  that  duty  of  Catechizing,  which  formed  the 
subject  of  my  Primary  Charge  to  the  Clergy  of  this  Diocese. 
Persevere  in  this  work.  Whatever  you  do  for  these  little  ones, 
whether  through  the  instrumentality  of  the  Sunday  School,  or  in 
the  work  of  catechetical  instruction  strictly  so  called,  will  never 
be  lost.  God  has  assured  us  of  this.  A  generation  will  grow  up, 
filled  with  heavenly  knowledge  and  affections ;  and,  first  in  the 
rite  of  Confirmation,  and  next  at  the  Table  of  the  Lord,  will 
stand  forth  as  your  '  hope,'  and  'joy,'  and  '  crown  of  rejoicing.' 

To  you,  my  brethren  of  the  Laity,  our  present  languishing 
religious  condition  is  one  that  comes  with  a  voice  of  strong  ex- 
hortation. Appointed  as  I  am  to '  watch  for  your  souls,  as  he 
that  must  give  account,'  let  me  beseech  you  to  seek  by  earnest 
prayer  for  the  supplies  of  the  Holy  Spirit,  that  the  life  of  God 
may  be  made  to  flourish  in  your  own  hearts.  Look  above  these 
earthly  things,  which  are  rapidly  passing  away,  and  aim  after 
treasures  which  are  in  heaven.  Strive  to  escape  from  that  con- 
tagious atmosphere  of  worldliness,  by  which  we  are  surrounded 
on  every  side.  Remember,  too,  in  your  private  petitions,  and  in 
the  intercessions  of  your  family  altar,  that  Church  of  God  whose 
advancement  is  committed  in  part  to  your  care.  Cultivate  a  spirit 
of  liberality.  Give,  as  you  have  the  ability.  Strengthen  the 
hearts,  and  hold  up  the  hands,  of  God's  ministering  servants,  by 
seconding  them,  amidst  their  many  discouragements,  in  every 
eflTort  for  the  everlasting  good  of  men.  The  true  glory  of  our 
Church  must  depend,  on  the  one  hand  upon  the  faithfulness  of 
her  Clergy,  and,  on  the  other  hand,  upon  the  active  zeal  and 
love  diffused  through  her  members.  Without  the  ornament  of 
living  piety,  vain  will  be  our  institutions,  symmetrical  and  ad- 
mirable though  they  be.  Ye  must,  *  as  lively  stones,'  be  ^  built 
up  a  spiritual  house,  an  holy  priesthood,  to  offer  up  spiritual  sacri- 
fices, acceptable  to  God  by  Jesus  Christ.' 

And  now,  may  Grod's  presence  be  with  us  in  our  present  meet- 
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ing  1  May  He  incline  us  ^  with  one  mind  to  strive  together  for 
the  faith  of  the  gospel ;  ^  and  so  sanctify  the  hearts,  and  control 
the  lives,  of  all  orders  and  estates  of  men  amongst  us,  that  our 
Church  may  be  a  name  and  a  praise  in  the  earth  ! 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Strong, 

Resolved,  That  that  part  of  the  Bishop's  Address  whicih 
relates  to  the  support  of  aged  and  indigent  clergymen  be 
referred  to  a  special  committee,  to  report  to  this  Conven- 
tion.

The  amount  received  by  the  Treasurer*  for  all  the  departments 
of  Missions  has  been  $7543,68 ;  of  which  the  sum  of  92490,59 
was  for  Foreign  Missions  ;  $780,27  for  Domestic  Missions  out  of 
Massachusetts ;  and  $3720,53  for  Missions  within  the  Diocese. 
For  various  objects,  specified  by  the  donors,  $552,29.  Amount 
due  to  Diocesan  missionaries  up  to  July  1st,  1845,  $1127,20. 
Amount  now  in  the  treasury,  $390,05.  Deficiency,  $737,15. 
This  deficiency  is  in  consequence  of  last  year's  debt.

These  appropriations  were  made  at  the  commencement  of  the 
CoDventionai  year ;  but  though  the  Board  at  its  fifst  meeting 
voted  to  limit  the  entire  appropriations  for  the  year  to  the  sum  of 
$1,800,  in  consequence  of  a  determination  not  to  exceed  the  prob- 
able contributions,  it  will  appear  that  this  amount  is  by  no  means  all 
that  has  been  devoted  to  missionary  purposes  in  the  Diocese.  The 
sum  of  $1,000  a  year  for  three  years,  alluded  to  in  the  last  report, 
has  been  generously  subscribed  by  individuals,  in  Boston,  for  the 
support  of  a  clergyman  at  Worcester;  which  amount,  though 
passing  through  the  treasury  of  the  Board,  is  not  included  among 
its  appropriations.  In  like  manner,  the  sums  of  $100  for  the 
Southern  District  Mission,  $50  for  the  missionary  at  Amesbury,

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950  for  the  missionary  at  Van  Deusenville,  and  875  for  the 
missionary  at  St.  Luke^s,  Lowell,  were,  early  in  the  year,  placed 
in  the  hands  of  the  Board,  in  addition  to  the  appropriations  made 
for  these  several  stations.  Other  sums  have  been  received  and 
paid,  as  will  appear  from  the  Treasurer's  report. 

The  Western  District  Mission  was  discontinued  on  the  1st  of 
October,  not  because  it  was  not  needed,  but  on  account  of  the 
necessity  of  diminishing  the  appropriations.  The  missionary  for 
that  district  found  abundant  encouragement  in  several  towns 
where  the  Church  is  already  planted,  as  well  as  in  some  where 
its  services  had  not  previously  been  held. 

The  Church  at  Charlestown,  owing  to  the  generous  and  suc- 
cessful exertions  of  individuals  in  removing  its  debt,  has  become 
self-supporting. 

At  Chelsea  a  church  has  been  erected  and  consecrated ;  and 
there  is  every  reason  to  expect  that  the  parish  will  increase  and 
prosper. 

A  church  has  also  been  completed  and  set  apart  for  Divine 
worship  in  the  town  of  Stockbridge.  The  parish  is  entirely  free 
from  debt,  and  its  prospects  are  highly  encouraging.  The 
missionary  has  been  most  untiring  in  his  labors,  and  reports  that 
the  congregation  has  increased  twofold  since  the  decision  of  the 
parish  to  erect  a  church. 

The  missionary  at  Van  Deusenville,  the  Rev.  Robert  M.  Chap- 
man, resigned  early  in  the  autumn,  and  the  parish  in  that  place, 
and  that  at  Lenox,  which  had  been  connected  with  it,  have  in 
consequence  been  destitute  of  clerical  services  during  most  of  the 
year.  This  vacancy  has  somewhat  reduced  the  amount  of 
appropriations. 

The  missionary  at  Otis,  the  Rev.  Ethan  Allen,  after  nearly 
nine  years  of  unremitted  and  faithful  labor,  resigned  his  charge 
on  the  1st  of  April  last. 

St.  Mark's,  Blandford,  has  remained  vacant  the  greater  part  of 
the  year,  and  has  consequently  received  no  appropriations  from 
the  Board.  This  peculiar  field  stands  in  need  of  devoted  mis- 
sionary labors,  and  it  is  hoped  that  it  will  soon  be  supplied. 

The  Church  at  Northampton  is  reported  as  in  a  prosperous 
condition,  but  will  still  need  missionary  aid« 
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The  missibtiary  at  Ashfteld,  amidst  lirtt'ny  disc^ferag^to^fiffti, 
still  continues  his  faithful  labors.  The  parish  is  as  prospehnds  ds 
at  ihe  date  of  the  last  report. 

The  Rev.  A.  D.  McCoy  has  resigned  St.  Luke^s,  iJo^ell,  titA 
been  appointed  missionary  of  the  Board  at  Fall  RTver,  Tetieiviriij, 
however,  his  chief  support  from  the  parish.  The  R^v.  Thomas 
M.  Smith,  has  been  appointed  to  supply  the  vacancy  ihfte  occa- 
sioned. Both  these  parishes  will  require  continued  assisMide 
from  the  Board. 

The  effort  to  establish  a  Church  at  Worcester  promises' to  life 
successful.  The  Rev.  Dr.  Chaptnan  is  still  laboring  tfi^rte.  Tbe 
parish  are  about  to  erect  a  church,  a  lot  having  bfeen  already 
purcbased,  and  sufficient  funds  raised  for  the  cih\ir6h  tlitelf.  *  Tlfe 
Board  regard  this  as  one  of  the  most  important  «tati€«s  in  tife 
Diocese. 

The  parish  at  Cambridgeport,  being  still  burdened  wfth  debt, 
will  need  continued  aid  in  the  support  of  a  minister. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Blaisdale  resigned  the  pai^sh  at  Attiesbufy  in 
October  last,  and  has  been  succeeded  by  ibe  Rev.  Mr.  Estes. 
An  effort  is  how  in  progress  to  erect  a  bew  church,  6f  larger 
dimensions  than  the  one  now  occupied.  Should  this  tlesiraWe 
object  be  accomplished,  the  Board  have  reason  to  believe  that  the 
interests  of  the  parish  would  be  materially  promoted.  The  wd 
of  the  Board  will  still  be  needed  here. 

The  Church  in  Bridgewater  hks  been  supplied  withconstatot 
services  during  the  year.  The  missionaiy  reports  that  the  con- 
gregation has  somewhat  increased,  though  the  parish  hais  sufiei«d 
by  the  removal  of  some  of  its  rtiembeVs  from  the  to"Wn. 

The  Southern  and  Western  District  Church  Missionary  Asso- 
ciations have  continued  their  operations  during  the  year. 

In  the  Southern  District,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Snow  has  been  steadffy 
engaged  in  his  duties  as  missionary  at  large.  His  s^rv2d6s 
during  the  past  year  have  been  confined  chiefly  to  Boston,  Mid- 
dleborough,  and  Plymouth.  In  the  last-named  plate  a  pkHsh  has 
been  organized  with  encour&ging  prospects,  and  measiiV^s  iire 
already  in  progress  for  the  erection  Of  a  Church. 

A  highly  favorable  opening  for  the  services  of  our  Chtrrch  is 
presented  in  that  part  of 'the '  vill&ge  of  Pawtiickei 'which  is  Ih- 
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eluded  W;ithUi  the  limits  of  this  Diocese.  A  coqgregatioQ  has 
been  collected,  and  the  assistance  of  the  Board  is  desired  for  a 
short  period  at  the  outset,  the  expectation,  being  confidently  exi. 
pressed  that  the  friends  of  the  Church  in  that  place  would  soon, 
be  able  to  dispense  with  missionajry  aid. 

Iq  the  Western  District,  regular  quarterly  meetings  have  beea 
held  in  different  parishes,  and  evident  good  has  been  the  result 
Tl^ere,  are  several  destitute,  parishes  within  its  limits  needing 
lajssionary  labor.  At  Clappville,  a  candidate  for  holy  orders 
officiates  as  lay  reader,  and  the  people  manifest  a  commendable 
interest  in  the  services  of  the  Church.  The  parish  ia  Montague 
has  enjoyed  the  labors  of  a  minister  during  a  part  of  the  year, 
without  any  aid  from  the  Board.  Several  services  have  been 
held  in  Northfi^ld,  where  there  seems  to  be  a  desire  to  become 
acquainted  with  the  Church.  Occasioi^al  services  are  held  ii^  the 
flourishing  village  of  Cabotville,  within  the  limits  of  Springfield. 

In  comnxM^ating  this  informatiop,  received  from  the  Westera 
Association,  the  Board  would  express  the  conviction  already 
iotimated,,  that  were  the  ijnissionary  funds  as  abundant  as  the 
exigencies  of  the  times  demand,  a,  general  ];nissionary  might  be 
most  usefully  employed  in  the  western  counties  of  the  State. 

In  closing  their  duties  for  the  year,  the  Board  would  express 
the  earnest  desire  that  the  various  parishes  throughout  the  Diocese 
may  feel  more  and  more  the  importance  of  sustaining  missionary 
opei:ations.  The  missionary  work  is  eminently  apostolic  and 
primitive  ;  it  is  emphatically  the  best  evidence  of  spiritual  life  in 
the  Church ;  and  if  the  members  of  our  communion  generally, 
would  evince  the  spirit  of  their  Lord  and  Master,  and  a  true 
regard  for  the  Church  to  which  they  belong,  let  them  labor  and 
pray  for  the  extension  of  God's  kingdom.  It  is  evident  that 
Christians  must  yat  make  greater  sacrifices  for  this  l&oly  work,  if 
they  would  coime  up.  to  the  measure  of  duty  enjoined  i^  the  YTPrd 
of  inspiration. 

T\kp  ftoard  ^o\4c|[  urge  the  plan  o)^  systematic  contributions 
upon  the  p^isb^s.i  renw^iug  them,  through  the  Cppv^ntion,  thf^t 
OM  fe?W^  ^^t:iT<il\9?.  ^M9t  suffey,  ^ni  fj^yor^bl^  openings  for  pur 
services  mu^t  be  neglected  ^nd  lost^  unless  the  contributions  for 
Diocesan  missions  are  materially  increased  during  the  approach- 
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ing  year.  We  have  fallen  upon  times  when  there  is  a  loud 
demand  upon  us  to  put  forth  every  effort  for  the  extension  of  the 
gospel  in  connection  with  the  Church  of  our  love.  Infidelity  and 
vice  abound.  Heresy  and  schism  in  a  thousand  forms  are 
weakening  the  influence  and  energies  of  those  who  profess  and 
call  themselves  Christians.  Essential  doctrines  of  God's  word 
are  set  at  nought,  and  men  are  seeking  salvation  in  other  ways 
than  through  Him  who  is  the  way,  the  truth,  and  the  life.  Views 
the  most  inadequate  in  reference  to  the  articles  of  the  Christian 
faith,  as  well  as  the  ministry  and  sacraments,  are  marking  the 
age  and  community  in  which  we  live.  Under  such  circumstances 
our  duty  as  Christians  and  churchmen  is  plain.  We  are  bound 
to  send  forth  the  pure  and  simple  truth  as  it  is  in  Jesus,  and  to 
supply  those  ministrations  of  the  word  and  sacraments  which  we 
believe  to  be  most  scriptural  and  apostolic.  We  are  called  upon 
to  preserve  and  extend  "  the  faith  once  delivered  to  the  saints ; 
and  thus,  knowing  nothing  save  Jesus  Christ  and  him  crucified, 
use  the  most  effectual  means  for  enlarging  the  borders  of  that 
Church  which  is  "  built  upon  the  foundation  of  the  apostles  and 
prophets,  Jesus  Christ  himself  being  the  chief  corner-stone."

In  our  form  of  governmeat)  in  our  usages,  there  is  na  public 
provision,  even  for  a  faithful  minister  of  Jesus  Christ;  Chujch  and 
State  have  no  relation  to  each  other  ;  the  minister  aAer  his  useful- 
ness has  failed,  rightfully  relies  on  those  for  whom  his  prayers 
have  been  ofered,  on  those  to  whom  he  has  shown  the  way  of 
eternal  life ;  if  these  sources  fail,  what  is  the  remedy  ?  Gladly 
would  your  Committee  point  out  a  remedy,  or  rather  would  they 
report  that  no  such  cases  existed  ;  but  the  facts  are  otherwise  ; 
there  is  need ;  the  hard  hand  of  poverty  is  in  this  Diooese.  Your 
Committee  know  of  one  remedy  only,  and  that  is,  a  candid 
appeal  to  your  sympathies;  it  is  a  direct  call  for  your  aid, 
whenever  and  wherever  such  conditions  present; 

To  effect  the  design  and  purpose  th\is  recommended,  yonr 
Committee  think  that  this  Convention  should  direct  that  the  rector 
or  appointed  minister  in  each  parish  of  this  Diocese,  should,  after 
a  clear  statement  of  the  object,  make  a  collection  on  Qujnquages- 
ima  Sunday,  annually,  and  the  money  thus  collected,  should  be 
paid  into  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Convention,. unless 
trustees  should  be  appointed  to  receive  the  same. 

And  to  the  end  that  specific  action  may  be  had  .herein,,  the 
following  resolution  is  offered :  That  a  Committee  be  appointed 
to  apply  to  the  legislature  for  an  act  of  incor|>oration  as  the

The  Rev.  Mr.  Edson,  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Com- 
missioners for  Church  Extension,  read  the  following 
Report: 

The  Board  of  Commissioners  for  Church  Extension  created  by 
the  action  of  this  Convention  at  the  last  annual  meeting,  beg  leave 
to  offer  the  report  required  by  the  resolutions  under  which  they 
were  appointed. 

On  die  14th  of  June,  1844,  the  day  on  which  the  Convention 
adjourned,  a  meeting  of  this  Board  was  called  by  the  Bishop  and 
held  in  his  study;  whereat  its  organization  was  completed  by 
the  choice  of  a  Secretary  and  Treasurer.  At  this  meeting,  on 
motion  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Vinton,  the  President  and  Secretary  were 
made  a  committee  to  draw  up  some  views  of  the  plan  and  opera- 
tions of  this  Board,  to  be  presented  for  consideration  at  the  next 
meeting.  It  was  understood  that  meetings  were  to  be  called  by 
the  President  whenever  there  might  be  any  business  to  be  at- 
tended to. 

The  next  meeting  was  held  on  the  2d  of  September,  when  the 
committee  appointed  to  draw  up  some  views  of  the  plan  and 
operations  of  this  Board  being  called  upon,  the  following  report 
was  presented  and  read,  namely : 

OBJECT  AND  OPERATION  OP  THIS  BOARD. 

The  object  of  this  Board,  as  indicated  by  the  vote  of  the  Con- 
vention creating  it,  is,  that  it  be  the  constituted  organ  of  a  very 
important  department  of  religious  benevolence  in  this  Diocese ; 
namely,  that  of  rendering  needf\il  assistance  in  the  erection  of 
suitable  places  of  worship. 

1.  *nkere  is  contemplated  the  case  of  parishes  in  need  of  placed 
of  worship,  who  ate  not  abte  to  taise  Within  themselves  the 
fer  building  theuL 
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The  experience  of  the  Church  in  all  ages  abundantly  shows, 
that  little  is  done  toward  the  permanent  establishment  of  public 
worship  in  any  place,  without  some  suitable  building  consecrated 
to  that  purpose.  And  although  the  services  of  the  Episcopal 
Church  were  never  more  loudly  called  for,  in  those  towns  and 
villages  where  they  are  not  now  so  established,  yet  the  circum- 
stances and  character  of  our  community  are  such,  that  there  are, 
and  are  likely  to  be,  but  very  few  instances  of  the  organization  of 
new  parishes  in  which  more  or  less  of  pecuniary  aid  will  not  be 
requisite,  to  enable  them  to  meet  the  necessary  provision  of  a 
suitable  edifice  for  the  celebration  of  divine  worship.  New 
parishes  in  our  growing  community  do  not  usually  spring  up  at 
once  into  full  maturity.  They  must  have  their  state  of  infancy, 
wherein  they  require  a  fostering  care.  The  greatest  temporal 
want  of  an  infant  parish,  is  a  habitation ;  and  next  to  that,  the 
means  of  sustaining  public  worship  therein.  That  is  a  favorable 
opening  indeed,  where  a  congregation  might  be  formed  which 
should  be  able  from  the  first  to  provide  the  current  expenses  of 
public  worship.  Even  an  old  parish  is  reckoned  in  a  good  con- 
dition which  can  do  this  from  its  own  resources.  But  the  infant 
parish  has  both  these  wants  pressing  upon  it  at  the  same  time. 
And  if,  at  the  moment  when  it  is  struggling  into  existence,  with 
however  fair  a  prospect  of  being  able  to  sustain  the  ordinary 
expenses  of  worship,  the  additional  and  greater  burden  of  build- 
ing a  church  is  laid  upon  it,  what  is  to  be  expected  but  that  the 
double  weight,  as  immoderate  as  it  is  unreasonable,  will  crush  its 
tender  growth  and  blight  its  fair  prospects  ?  In  view  of  the  sal- 
vation of  souls,  the  prosperity  of  the  Redeemer's  kingdom,  or 
the  increase  of  our  own  Church,  here  is  a  call  most  direct  and 
urgent  for  the  benevolent  interposition  of  a  general  organized 
charitable  institution. 

The  attention  of  a  parish  in  such  circumstances  will  naturally 
turn  to  the  Board  of  Commissioners,  and  application  will  be  made 
to  it  for  assistance.  Whereupon  the  Board,  it  is  to  be  supposed, 
will  make  all  needful  investigation,  so  as  to  possess  itself  entirely 
of  the  factB  in  the  case  —  the  expediency  of  the .  undertaking  — 
the  utmost  which  the  parish  can  be  induced  to  do  —  what  sort  of 
a  building  it  may  be  proper  to  erect,  and  what  amount  of  expense. 
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«ll  thisgB  considered,  may  be  ventured  upon.  As  nothing  can  be 
done  without  the  aid  of  the  Commissioners,  they  will  be  able  to 
follow  out  the  dictates  of  their  own  deliberate  judgment ;  in  iact, 
to  make  their  own  conditions,  and,  in  consideration  of  assistance 
to  be  rendered,  may  stipulate  whatever  the  good  of  the  Church  or 
the  interests  of  the  parish  may  seem  to  them  to  require.  The 
good  judgment  of  the  Board  will  serve  as  a  complete  regulator  to 
the  necessarily  excited,  and,  perhaps,  unequal  and  sometimes  in- 
consistent action  of  the  parish,  and  also  as  a  guaranty  to  the 
benevolent  community  for  the  judicious  application  of  the  charity. 
If  a  parish  were  so  circumstanced  as  to  be  effectually  assisted 
by  a  loan,  with  or  without  interest,  to  be  repaid  in  instalments,  or 
otherwise,  or  by  the  purchase  of  pews,  it  is  believed  to  be  within 
the  sphere  of  action  assigned  to  this  Board  to  render  aid  in  such 
ways  when  deemed  expedient. 

2.  The  vote  of  the  Convention  contemplates  the  case  of 
parishes  already  embarrassed  with  debts  in  consequence  of  build- 
ing. The  life  and  aalivity  of  such  parishes,  as  members  of  the 
body  of  Christ,  depend,  in  a  great  degree,  on  deliverance  from 
these  embarrassments.  Let  all  application  to  the  community  be 
made  through  this  Board ;  then  the  whole  case  will  be  subject  to 
its  examination,  and  the  questions  of  the  expediency  and  mode  of 
relief  will  be  subject  to  its  decision.  It  is  hoped  that  the  judgment 
of  the  Board,  made  upon  careful  investigation,  would  afford  to 
the  benevolent  such  ground  of  confidence  as  to  enable  them  to 
act  in  the  case  with  satisfaction  and  advantage. 

3.  In  the  vote  of  the  Convention,  reference  is  made  to  the 
Board  of  Missions,  evidently  indicating  for  the  Board  of  Com- 
missioners a  sphere  of  action  in  the  department  of  church-build- 
ing corresponding  with  that  of  the  Missionary  Board  in  the 
supply  of  gospel  ministrations.  And  as  it  comes  within  the  scope 
of  the  one  to  sustain  missionaries  according  to  its  discretion,  and 
agreeably  to  the  institutions  of  the  Church,  in  places  within  the 
Diocese  where  there  may  be  no  parochial  organization,  so  it  is 
believed  to  be  within  the  province  of  this  Board,  as  the  organ 
of  the  department  of  benevolent  operation  assigned  to  it,  to  act 
according  to  its  judgment  and  ability  in  the  building  of  churches 
where  there  may  as  yet  be  no  parish  formed  to  make  applioatioii

fer  awftanoe.    The  case  may  oocur  in  a  citj,  when  it  mmj  be 

expedient  to  build  a  church  previous  to  the  formation  of  a  puriaii, 
or  in  some  village  of  the  Diocese  where,  in  a  growing  populatioB, 
there  m  need  of  more  accommodation  for  public  worship,  where 
there  are  a  few  church  people  and  no  Episcopal  chorch,  it  k 
believed  that  the  commencement  of  operations  might  be  favorably 
made  by  ihii  Board ;  that  by  erecting  a  suitable  church  in  tte 
first  place,  and  freeing  it  from  debt,  the  Missionary  Board  might 
eome  in  under  far  better  auspices,  and  a  parish  be  subsequently 
organized  widi  peculiar  advantages. 

FUNDS. 

As  to  the  mode  of  obtaining  funds,  the  following  methods  are 
proposed: 

1.  A  regular  annual  contribution  in  each  parish  in  the  Diocese. 

2.  Subscriptions  upon  personal  application  in  each  parish. 

8.  Special  subscriptions  for  particular  objects.  As,  when  aid 
is  to  be  given  to  a  parish  under  peculiar  ciitumstances,  the  Board 
may  employ  the  minister  of  the  parish,  or  some  person  especially 
interested  in  the  object,  and  thus  bring  its  own  sanction  to  bear 
with  the  other  circumstances  upon  the  result. 

4.  A  eollection  to  be  taken  at  a  public  meeting  held  on  the 
Thursday  evening  after  the  meeting  of  the  annual  Convention  in 
Boston. 

5.  Donations  and  legacies.  It  is  earnestly  hoped  that  by  €rod*s 
blessing  upon  the  operations  of  this  Board,  this  department  of 
benevolent  effort  for  the  glory  of  Christ  may  be  so  favorably 
presented  to  the  community,  that  persons  in  a  condition  to  do  so 
nay  be  induced  to  give  a  portion  of  their  property  to  this  im- 
portant object. 

6.  It  is  hoped  that  those  parishes  which  in  their  infhncy  receive 
pecuniary  assistance  from  the  Board,  and  which,  in  the  course  of 
time,  become  well-established  and  able,  may,  in  the  maturity  of 
such  strength  as  God  may  give  them,  voluntarily  refund  in  whole 
or  in  part  to  the  Board  that  by  which  they  were  so  seasonably 
relieved  in  the  days  of  their  weakness. 

7.  When,  in  the  judgment  of  the  Board,  a  case  may  seem  to 
wanrant  it,  snbseriptions  may  be  taken  fbr  building  a  church,  on 
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eonditkai  that  the  parUik  shall  hereafter  repay  auch  subiQri|>tiMif 
into  the  treasury  of  the  Board. 

8.  A  reserved  fund  may  be  created  by  subscriptioiM  taken  of 
responsible  personay  to  be  called  for  only  in  case  the  Boatd  idiould 
find  it  necessary  to  draw  upon  said  fund,  and  then  each  aub' 
scriber  to  pay  only  hit  proportion  of  the  amount  to  be  drawn* 
Thus,  if  fifty  persons  should  associate  in  creating,  by  aubscrip- 
tions,a  fund  of  twenty  thousand  dollars  to  be  kept  in  reserve^and 
the  emergency  should  occur,  making  it  necessary  for  the  Board 
to  draw  therefrom,  say  three  diousand  dollars,  then  this  sum 
should  be  assessed  upon  the  subscriptions  cux^ording  to  the  amount 
of  each.  The  association  creating  said  fund  wouki  specify  the 
nature  of  the  exigency  upon  which  the  Board  might  draw* 

ADVANTAGES  CONTEMPLATED. 

!•  Should  the  Board  be  favored  with  e^vvn  but  a  modertce  da^ 
gree  of  success,  it  may,  by  the  quiet  and  steady  Operatied  0f  a 
few  years,  without  harm  to  any  one,  release  from  l^ir  pecuniary 
thraldom  all  such  parishes  of  the  Diocese  as  are  now  haitaseed 
with  debt,  and  tkos,  with  God's  blessings  restore  tbett^  W  life  and 
activity  in  the  service  of  religioiu 

2.  Should  the  Board  receive  the  faVoradd  cottlideneei  of  odf 
community,  as  is  hoped,  it  may  be^  the  means^  tiftdei^  CM,  of 
greatly  hicfeasing  the  number  of  pmsperoiis  parishes  hi  fh 
Diocese,  by  removing  the  greatest  obstacle*  to  tlvsir  iim  a»4 
growth*  Thus  may  be  expected  additional  e£Rbet  from  the»  nlin* 
istiationaof  the  gospel  and  the  enlargenent  of  Chniit'*  idngdonh 

3.  Of  the  new  pariabes  formed  in  tb»  Diocese  during  iSk^  hoi 
twenty  yearn,  full  seven  eighths  of  them  hsve  been  eon^^lled  w 
seek  assistance  beyond  themaslres  in  building  their  chureb*  And 
the  evils  that  have  accraed  to  the  parishes  ikemgeloes  from  th<)' 
want  of  knowledge  and  experience  in  building — from  the  want 
of  some  competent  and  responsible  agency  —  from  lack  of  ready 
funds'  and  even  credit*'^ from  injudicious  exp^nditUMn-^and  to 
their  mitUstery  npon  whom  a  large  shared  of  ihe  peitfU&Afy  and 
the  odtum;  necessarily  falls,  are  altogether  indesci^ibabl^.  Th^i 
proportion  of  parielies  to  be  oi^ni^ed  needing*  «id  is  not  likely  f& 
hd  ism  fat  many  yeaii  i»  e<»nai    And  the  mitigatten  o#  Oeae 
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evik  by  the  benevolent  interposition  of  an  authorized  and  coffl^ 
petent  agency,  in  a  condition  to  apply  the  benefits  of  practical 
science  and  experience  in  the  discharge  of  its  commission,  is  one 
of  the  advantages  contemplated  in  the  action  of  this  Board. 

4.  Another  advantage  which,  though  incidental,  is  worthy  to 
be  considered.  It  is  hoped  that  the  Board  may  extend  a  salutary 
influence  upon  church  architecture  amon^  us,  and  wilt  have  it  in 
its  power  to  promote  essentially  the  most  chaste,  simple,  and 
approved  style  of  building ;  combining  permanency,  cheapness, 
architectural  purity,  and  ecclesiastical  propriety,  so  as  with  the 
same,  or  even  less  expenditure  of  money,  to  make  important 
unprovements  in  the  stability,  tastefulness  and  impressive  effect 
of  our  sacred  edifices. 

5.  Owing  to  the  evils  alluded  to,  and,  perhaps,  to  other  causes, 
this  department  of  benevolent  operation,  most  directly  and  ex- 
tensively connected  with  the  prosperity  of  religion,  has  been 
embarrassed  by  an  extraordinary  odium  in  the  estimation  of  the 
community  generally.  Should  this  Board  be  blessed  of  Grod 
with  such  a  measure  of  success  as  to  demonstrate  to  the  minds  of 
pious  and  efficient  members  of  our  Church  the  utility  of  this 
effort,  and  thereby  bring  into  deserved  repute  this  worthy  object 
of  religious  charity,  it  will  be  an  advantage  by  no  means  the 
least  resulting  from  its  labors. 

It  is  humbly  felt  that  without  the  blessing  of  Almighty  God, 
moving  the  hearts  of  his  people  to  regard  this  work  with  favor, 
and  crowning  it  with  success,  the  appointment  and  organization 
of  the  Board  will  be  in  vain.  It  is,  therefore,  earnestly  com- 
mended to  the  devout  prayers  of  God^s  children  for  His  approval, 
withotU  which  ^^  nothing  is  strong,  nothing  is  holy,"  and  bp  which 
the  feeblest  plan,  devised  in  human  weakness,  may  be  crowned 
with  abundant  success,  to  the  greater  glory  of  the  Divine  wisdom 
and  power. 

Whereupon,  it  was  voted  that  the  report  be  accepted,  and  that 
the  Secretary  procure  three  hundred  copies  to  be  printed  in  a 
pamphlet  form  for  the  use  of  the  Board,  and  that  be  published  in 
the  Christian  Witness.     Which  was  done  accordingly. 

Application  was  made  to  the  Board  by  All  Saints'  Parisli, 
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Worcester,  for  its  action  in  their  behalf,  with  a  Tiew  to  raiso 
three  thousand  dollars  in  addition  to  three  thousand  already  sub- 
scribed within  the  parish ;  it  being  judged  that  the  land  might  foe 
purchased,  and  their  church  built  for  six  thousand  dollars.  The 
Board  requested  the  Rev.  Dr.  Chapman  to  preach  in  the  churches 
in  Boston,  and  to  take  collections  in  behalf  of  this  Board,  with  a 
view  to  aid  the  parish  of  All  Saints%  Worcester,  in  building  a 
church  for  their  use.  From  this  and  other  sources,  the  sum  of 
$3000  was  obtained  for  the  object. 

An  application  for  aid  was  made  in  behalf  of  the  Church  in 
Plymouth,  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Snow,  when,  after  due  investigation 
of  the  subject,  that  gentleman  was  appointed  an  agent  of  this 
Board  to  collect  funds  for  the  purpose  of  erecting  a  church  in 
that  town. 

Upon  an  application  made  in  behalf  of  St  James'  Church, 
Amesbury,  after  proper  examination  of  the  circumstances  of  the 
case,  the  effort  of  that  parish  to  build  a  new  church,  was  recom- 
mended, and  the  Rev.  Mr.  Estes  was  appointed  agent  of  the 
Board  to  collect  funds  for  this  purpose. 

The  case  of  St.  Peter's  Church,  Cambridgeport,  was  considered 
as  presenting  a  strong  claim  upon  the  sympathy  and  helping- 
hand  of  the  Christian  community.  By  the  laudable  efforts  of  the 
parish,  previous  to  the  last  Convention,  a  church  had  been  finished 
and  consecrated,  wherein  the  service  of  God  has  been  well 
sustained.  But  the  congregation,  though  healthy  and  promising, 
became  embarrassed  with  debt,  and  afford  an  affecting  illustration 
of  the  importance  of  a  responsible  Board  as  the  constituted  organ 
of  this  department  of  religious  benevolence.  The  Board  ap- 
proved the  claims  of  this  parish,  and  appointed  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Slaf\er  its  agent  to  collect  funds  for  the  liquidation  of  the  debt 

A  communication  has  just  been  received  through  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Smith,  who  has  been  recently  officiating  in  St.  Luke's  Church, 
Lowell',  submitting,  at  the  request  of  the  Wardens  and  Vestry, 
the  case  of  that  parish  to  this  Board.  Though  the  Commissioners 
have  had  no  time,  as  yet,  to  act  upon  it,  tliey  feel  constrained  by 
their  deep  interest  in  the  subject,  and  the  vast  importance  of 
prompt  and  efficient  action,  to  present  it  to  the  Convention, 
through  their  report    They  earnestly  hope  that  the   disastrous 
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condition  of  the  affiiirs  of  this  parish,  which  has  broQglH  tt  to  the 
brink  of  entire  failure,  may  not  hinder  nor  discoorago  thaTdeter* 
mined  and  combined  emotion  of  Christian  sympathy  iuad  bene?* 
dence,  which,  by  the  blessing  of  Crod,  may  yet  be  succesaful  in 
securing  what  remains,  and  reacoing  what  has  been  lost  to  the 
interests  of  the  church. 

From  its  humble  operations  the  past  year,  this  Board  deriyes 
increasing  conviction  of  the  utility  of  such  an  organization,  and 
earnestly  hope  that  by  the  blessing  of  Almighty  God,  it  may 
become  an  efficient  and  extensive  instrumeot  of  hia  glory*

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Edson,  . 

Resolved^  That  agreeably  to  the  suggestion  in  the  BepofC 
of  the  Commissioners  for  Chtirch  Extension,  it  be  recom- 
mended by  this  Convention  that  a  public  meeting  be  held 
on  Thursday  evening,  after  the  opening  of  the  Convention 
in  each  year,  and  a  collection  made  in  behalf  of  that 
Board. 

Messrs,  John  Edson,  E.  S.  Rand,  Jr.,  and  B.  Howard 
asked  and  obtained  leave  of  absence  for  the  remainder  of 
the  session. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev*  Mr.  Cutler,  ' 

Resolvedj  That  the  following  addition  be  madd  to  lb» 
Canon  of  1828 : 

But  no  Clergyman  shall  be  entitled  to  any  appropriation  from 
the  Contingent  Fund,  unless  the  parish  to  which  he  is  the  minis* 
ter  shall  have  paid  its  annual  quota  of  om  and  a  half  per  cetUmnt 
or  send  a  certified  copy  of  a  vote  that  it  is  unal^  to  pay  the 
same.  Neither  shall  any  parish,  thus  neglecting  to  condply  with 
the  requisitions  of  the  Canon,  receive  more  than  five  copies  of 
the  Journal. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Greenleaf,  for  the  Committee  on  Unfin- 
ished Business,  reported  that  no  business  remained  from 
the  last  Convention  for  the  action  of  this  ConvoAtion^  with 
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the  exception  of  the  Report  of  the  Committee  on  the  Con- 
stitution and  Canons. 

The  Executive  Committee  made  the  following  Report : 

VitpoxU 

The  Executive  Committee  respectfully  recommend  the  second 
Wednesday  in  June,  1846,  at  10  o^clock,  A.  M.  as  the  time  of  the 
next  Annual  Convention,  —  Trinity  Church,  Boston,  as  the  place 
in  which  the  same  shall  be  held.  They  also  recommend  the  Rev. 
Samuel  B.  Shaw  as  the  preacher  of  the  Ccmvention  Sermon,  and 
the  Rev.  Theodore  W.  Snow  as  his  substitute  in  case  of  his  fail- 
ure.

The  following  resolutions  were  presented  by  the  Rev. 
Mr.  Woart,  and  unanimously  adopted : 

Resolved^  That  the  recent  sudden  death  of  the  Rev.  James 
Blake  Howe,  a  presbyter  of  this  Diocese,  is  adapted  to  impress  us 
with  a  deep  sense  of  the  uncertainty  of  life,  and  calls  upon  us  to 
be  faithful  in  the  discharge  of  our  solemn  duties,  not  knowing 
when  we  may  receive  the  summons  to  render  an  account  of  our 
stewardship. 

Resolvedy  That  the  leamiog,  piety,  and  zealous  devotion  to  his 
clerical  duties  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Howe,  for  many  years^  in  this  Dio- 
cese, and  ia  that  of  New  Hampshire,  are  worthy  pf  being  had  in 
lasting  remembmnce. 

fiesohedy  That  the  Secretary  be  directed  to  assure  the  family 
of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Howe,  of  the  sympathy  of  this  Convention  in  this 
afflictive  dispensation,  and  to  furnish  them  with  a  copy  of  these 
resolutions. 

The  minutes  of  the  afternoon  session  were  then  read 
and  approved,  and  after  the  usual  devotions,  and  the  bene* 
diction  by  the  Bishop,  the  Convention  adjourned  sine  die.

Since  the  last  report  our  congregation  has  gradually  increased. 
During  the  past  year,  the  parish  received  assistance  from  several 
individuals  of  other  parishes,  who  felt  a  deep  interest  in  estab- 
lishing an  Episcopal  Church  in  the  southern  section  of  the  city. 
Such  has  been  the  blessing  g[  God  upon  our  effi>rts,  that  the 
Vestry  feel  warranted  in  relying  upon  the  ability  of  the  parish  to 
sustain  itself  without  any  assistatice  from  abroad.  The  settees  in 
our  chapel  now  rent  for  about  01,000.  The  apostolic  plcm  of 
weekly  offerings  has  been  adopted,  with  a  good  degree  of  success, 
by  which  it  is  hoped  that  a  sum  will  be  raised  sufficient  to  pay  the 
rent  of  our  chapel. 

Our  Sunday  school  is  in  a  very  flourishing  condition,  under  the 
instruction  of  twenty-one  well-qualified  and  efficient  teachers. 
A  member  of  the  congregation,  with  a  praiseworthy  liberality, 
has  recently  made  a  donation  of  two  hundred  volumes  to  our  Sun- 
day School  Library.  The  library  now  numbers  four  hundred 
volumes.  A  public  meeting  was  holden  in  March  last,  to  take 
^to  consideration  the  subject  of  building  a  church.  A  commit- 
*tee  was  appointed  at  that  meeting  who  now  have  the  subject  under 
consideration,  and  it  is  hoped  that  before  another  meeting  of  the 
Convention,  a  church  for  the  use  of  this  parish  will  have  been 
commenced. 

Ckturch  of  ike  Advent^  Boston. 

The  Rbv.  Wilx^um  Cjm)sw»j;j,,  Beotort 

This  parish  was  incorporated  in  September  Ittst,  with  a  view  to 
secure  to  the  iphabitants  of  the  north-western  portion  of  the  city 
the  ministrations  of  the  Protestant  Episcopd  Cbvuch  ^  *^  wAt*  in 
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the  worda  of  the  eonstitotion,  **  more  easpeoially  to  scssure  the 
same  to  the  poor  and  needy^  in  a  ii^aoner  free'  fVora  udnecessaty 
expense, amd  all  ungracious  circumstances^''  A  conTenient  place 
of  worship  has  been  provided  in  the  building  just  erected  on  the 
pprner  of  Causeway  and  Lowell  streets,  in  the  nudst  of  a  new 
and  populous  district.  Until  this  building  was  coimpleted,  tempo- 
rary arraogementa  were  made  for  holding  divine  service  in  an 
^^  upper  room ''  in  the  neighborhood,  commencing  on  Advent 
Sunday,  the  first  day  of  December*  The  sittings,  by  th^  tei^ 
of  its  organizationy  are  to  be  entirely  froe,  and  the  church  is  to 
be  supported  by  the  volunOiry  obl^ations  of  the  worshippers.  Li 
accordsuace  wilh  God's  word,  and  the  ord^r  of  the  Church,  oppor- 
tunity is  afibrded  for  every  individual,  ^^  on  the  first  day  of  the 
week  to  lay  by  him  in  store  as  God  hath  prospered  him,"  and-  to 
^^  ofier  his  giil.  upon  thrc  altar,"  in  that  part  of  the  divine  sei^vice 
which  is  hence  called  ^'  the  oflfertory."  ^'  Every  man,  aecording 
as  he  is  dispoeed  in  his  heart,  not  grudgingly  or  of  necessity,  for 
Grod  loveth  a  cheerful  givsr."  The  resfalt  thuB  iar'  has  been  very 
encouraging.  Our  straitened  quarters  have  been  constantly 
tbroDged^  though^  at  co^ideirable  sacrifice  on  the  part  of  the>  eon^ 
gregation  of  the  usual  luxuries  of  modem  worship;  About  forty 
families  have  been  identified  with  the  parish  from  the  outset. 
The  number  of  adults,  married  or  unmarried,  exceeds  one  hun- 
dred, besides  sixty  or  seventy  chikkren.  Both^  congregation^  and 
Sunday  school  have  been  necessarily  limited,  however,  by  the 
want  of  accommddationi^  The  number  of  commttnictfnts,  re- 
ported to^  the  Rector,  is  about  seventy.  One  adult  aiid  nin^  inftmtaf 
have  been  bKptized.    Burittte^  §.    Matrkges^,  3i

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The  Rector  is  happy  in  being  enabled  to  report  the  present  con* 
dition  of  this  parish  as  being  more  prosperous,  in  temporal  things, 
than  at  any  former  period.  The  pews  are  now,  and  have  been 
for  some  time  past,  all  occupied,  by  an  attentive  and  serious  con- 
gpregation;  and  should  the  population  of  the  ward  continue  to 
increase  as  it  has  for  some  time  past,  and  our  Church  to  hold  its 
present  estimation  in  the  public  mind,  a  larger  building  will 
become  absolutely  necessary. 

Public  worship  was  intermitted  for  four  Sundays  in  October 
last,  in  consequence  of  the  church  being  painted,  inside  and  out, 
and  some  necessary  repairs  being  made.  Between  four  and  five 
hundred  dollars  were  judiciously  expended  on  this  occasion,  which 
are  included  in  the  sum  of  $564  90,  above  reported  as  expended 
for  religious  purposes. 

There  are^at  present  about  eighty  families  connected  with  this 
parish,  and  quite  a  large  number  of  individual  worshippers. 

There  are  a  few  candidates  for  confirmation  ready  to  be  pre* 
sented,  but  it  has  been  thought  advisable  to  defer  its  adminis- 
tration for  a  time,  in  the  hope  that  some,  who  have  recently 
connected  themselves  with  the  parish,  might  feel  disposed  to 
participate  in  the  rite. 


To  the  Bight  Rev.  the  Bishop  of  Massachusetts : 

The  services  have  been  continued  at.  Trinity  Hall,  as  usual, 
during  the  year.  They  consist  of  three  services  on  Sundays ; 
and  services  on  Wednesdays  and  Fridays  during  Lent ;  on  every 
day  during  Passion  week  with  a  lecture,  and  on  some  other  prayer 
days.  We  have  recently  established  a  meeting  for  evening  prayer 
on  a  week  day.  Of  these  services  I  have  performed  during  this 
conventional  year  191,  except  9  which  have  kindly  been  per- 
formed by  my  brethren.  I  have  administered  the  sacrament  of 
the  holy  communion  16  times,  and  baptized  36  (1  adult.)  Thirty- 
six  have  been  confirmed.  I  have  catechized  "openly  in  the 
church,"  11  times.  Delivered  11  lectures  before  benevolent 
societies,  and  ofi[iciated  on  other  occasions,  53  times.  I  have 
officiated  at  14  funerals,  and  performed  the  marriage  ceremony 
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5  timet.  Oar  litde  and  poor  congregation  have  contributed  for 
Benevolent  and  Missionary  purposes,  $130  48;  $25  of  which 
were  contributed  on  one  occasion  for  the  western  missions.  Be* 
sides  the  above,  there  are  now  in  the  hands  of  the  treasurer  of  the 
Sunday  school,  their  weekly  contributions  for  the  year  for  the 
African  Mission,  amounting  to  about  $16. 

But  my  time  and  services  have  been  chiefly  devoted  to  ^^  the 
streets  and  lanes  of  the  city.''  I  have  made  2,197  visits,  at  144 
of  which  I  have  had  prayers.  Of  the  families  so  visited,  124 
were  connected  with  Trinity  Hall,  and  among  them  90  commu<* 
nicants,  although  not  more  than  60  communicate  at  any  one 
time.  At  the  above  visits  I  have  given  chiefly  in  fuel,  rent,*  cloth- 
ing, food,  and  for  sickness,  $542  77  on  480  different  occasions.

The  minister,  under  the  advice  and  direction  of  the  Bishop  of 
the  Diocese,  took  charge  of  this  parish  on  the  ^'  second  Sunday 
in  Advent,^^  and  has  ofiiciated  in  the  same  until  the  present  date. 
The  parish  is  that  formerly  existing  under  the  title  of  ^  Christ 
Church."  It  may  not  be  improper  briefly  to  state  the  circum^ 
stances  under  which  the  present  parish  is  organized.  It  is  well 
known  that  the  parish  of  Christ  Church,  consisting  of  but  a  fevr 
fsimilies,  and  laboring  under  the  discouraging  burden  of  a  con- 
eiderafole  debt,  has  had  but  a  nominal  existence  ifor  some  years. 
The  church  being  held  on  mortgage  by  an  individual,  (not  a 
member  pf  the  Church,)  was  leased  by  him,  or  others  concerned, 
for  various  religious  and  secular  purposes ;  and  has  been  thus 
used  or  vacant  for  some  four  or  five  years.  Meantime,  those 
who  were  communicants,  or  otherwise  attached  to  the  worship  of 
the  Church,  were  scattered  among  the  various  denominations  of 
the  town,  and  the  prospect  of  ever  uniting  them  again  in  their 
household  faith  and  worship,  had  become  but  faint.  God, 
however,  in  his  providence  saw  fit,  in  this  condition  of  the'parish, 
to  raise  up  an  instrument  for  its  revival.  Through  the  untiring 
exertions  of  a  devoted  and  liberal  gentleman  of  Boston,  an 
attempt  was  made  to  free  the  parish  from  the  burden  which  had 
so  long  rested  upon  it,  which  eventually  resulted  in  the  sedetnp- 
tion  .of  the  mortgi^  upon  the  church,  and  in  ithe  gathering 
together  of  the  scattered  members  of  the  fold.  The  church 
property  thus  redeemed,  was  placed  ^by  the  new  proprietors  in 
the  possession  a^  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  together  with  two 
other  gentlemen  as  trustees,  and  is  at  present  so  held. 

Services  have  been  regularly  held  in  the  church  since  October 
last,  "(saving  an  interval  of  some  weeks,  while  repairs  were  'being 
made.)  Services  were  also  held  on  Ash- Wednesday  and  Good 
Friday,  and  at  other  seasonable  times  during  the  period  of  liCnt. 
A  Sunday  school  has  been  organized  under  the  superintendence 
of  ^he^minister,  eoibracmg  i^ut  tiiirty  schcfors,  and  fi?e  teachers. 
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There  is  also  a  Bible  class  in  connectioa  with  the  school ;  from 
both  which,  with  the  blessing  of  God,  good  results  are  anticipated. 
At  the  suggestion  and  by  the  active  exertions  of  the  gentleman 
before  mentioned,  repairs  much  needed,  have  been  efiected 
within  the  church,  which,  redeeming  it  from  its  abused  and  neg- 
lected condition,  at  the  same  time  improve  it  in  point  of  con- 
venience and  taste. 

From  the  ro-opening  of  the  church  in  October  last,  there  has 
been  an  increase  in  the  attendance  upon  the  regular  services  of 
the  Lord^s  day.  The  average  attendance  has  not  varied  far 
from  eighty  persons  in  the  morning,  and  an  hundred  and  twenty 
in  the  afternoon  ;  and  we  cannot,  in  the  review  of  the  providence 
of  €rod,  which  has  raised  up  this  branch  of  Zion  from  the  dust, 
but  entreat  the  prayers  of  the  faithful  in  Christ  Jesus,  that  this 
Church  may  eventually  be  seen  to  be  ^'  a  vine  of  His  own  plant-

This  will  be  justified,  we 
believe,  by  the  fact,  that  every  effort  (and  on  the  part  of  some, 
a  positive  sacrifice  of  property,)  has  been  made  to  procure  the 
means  of  building  a  new  church.  We  consider  the  success  of 
this  project  as  now  secured.  Friends  abroad  have  rendered  us 
OTsential  aid.    For  this  wd  renewedly  tender  them  our  tbanksb 
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Without  their  assistance  we  could  not  have  succeeded.  The 
huilding  is  in  rapid  progress.  Arthur  Gilman,  Esq.,  architect, 
furnished  the  plan,  which  has  been  approved  by  all  who  have 
examined  it.

The  temporal  prosperity  of  this  parish  is  already  told  in  the 
statistics  here  reported.  Of  its  spiritual  condition,  I  feel  con* 
strained  to  say,  that  the  religious  coldness  and  indifierence  preva- 
lent in  the  churches  is  manifest  among  us.  Successful  trade 
supersedes  vital  godliness.  God  and  mammon  cannot  have  the 
same  votaries.  O,  that  with  all  their  getlings,  men  would  get 
understanding,  and  learn  to  forefend  adversity,  by  receiving 
prosperity  with  gratitude,  and  using  it  with  moderation !  Of  our 
missionary  offerings  made  during  the  past  year,  $86  81  were 
contributed  by  the  Sunday  school.  A  new  organization  of  our 
adult  Missionary  Association  was  effected  in  the  month  of  August 
last,  since  which  time  $259  96  have  passed  through  its  treasury, 
an  amount  lai^er  than  we  have  ever  collected  for  kindred  pur- 
poses in  the  same  compass  of  time.

The  prospects  of  this  parish  are  encouraging.  It  is  hoped  that 
m  debl  of  two  thouaand  dollars,  which  has,  from  ils  commence^ 


metk\  greailj  impeded  Ha  growth,  wi11>  in  m  lew  days^  b^  paid^  A 
•ubacriptioD  for  this  purpose^  to  be  bioding  only  in  case  the  wbde 
aam  be  realized-,  already  amounts  to  mote  than  eighteen  himdred 
and  fifty  dollars.  Should  this  be  completed,  and  the  two  thousand 
dollars  be  obtained,  the  parish  will  be  free  from  debt;  having,  as 
its  exclusive  property,  a  neat  abd  comilnodiious  house  of  worship, 
with  about  two  acres  of  land  ;  a  beautiful  communion-service  of 
silver,  the  gif\  of  a  benevolent  and  pious  lady,  since  deceased  ;  a 
Sunday  school  library  of  some  value,  and  every  requisite  for  tbe 
due  celebration  of  our  form  of  divine  service. 

The  congregation  seems  upon  the  increase.  During  the  past 
year,  I  have  baptized  eleven  infants.  Four  persons  ba^e  been 
confinbed  by  the  Bishop.  Two  have  been  added  to  the  com- 
monion.  The  number  of  communicants  has  varied ;  the  most  at 
any  one  time^  have  been  forty-six.  The  Sunday  school  has  had 
eight  teachers,  and  forty-seven  scholars^  I  have  solemnised  one 
marriage. 

During  the  winter,  the  church  was  closed,  and  I  was  absent, 
at  Charleston,  S.  C,  where  I  was  constantly  engaged  in  the 
ministry,  rendering  such  assistance  as  I  was  able,  to  the  most  of 
my  clerical  brethren  there. 

To  the  !RigKt  Rev.  the  Bishop  of  Massachusetts : 

I  continued  to  discharge  the  duties  of  Greneral  Miasionary)  as 
in  the  year  preceding,  until  the  first  of  October  last^  and  devoted 
my  labors  chiefly  to  Montagu,  Olappville,  and  Hopkintoo  ;  and 
aAer  I  ceased  to  be  missionary  of  the  Board,  my  labors  were 
continued  as  before,  to  be  devoted  to  the  poor  and  destitute,  until 
on  the  22d  of  April  last,  when  I  was  instituted  rector  of  Christ 
Church,  Quincy ;  where,  as  Grod  has  given  me  ability,  I  have 
continued  my  labors  to  the  present  time.  Of  the  state  of  this 
Church,  I  can  say  but  little  more  than  that  my  expectations  have 
been  realized,  athidst  discouragements  naturally  incident  to  a 
parish  distracted  and  depressed  as  this  is.  I  have  witnessed 
serious  attention  to  the  preached  word.  The  congregation 
gradoally  increases,  and  affords  some  promise.    Clappyiile  has 
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ioore  tbambilf  a  year  pnM,  And  has  a  proapect  of  soon  eiijo3Fiiig 
the  constant  services  of  a  clergy  oHin*  Montagu  is  now  regularly 
supplied  with  services.  Measures  are  now  in  successful  progress 
for  testing  the  claim  of  the  Church  in  Hopkinton  to  the  glebe  of 
which  they  have  long  been  dispossessed.  AAer  long  delay  the 
necessary  papers  from  England  have  been  received,  and  the  suit 
will  be  prosecuted  and  brought  to  an  issue  as  soon  as  possible,  in 
a  court  of  justice.

Contri- 
butions for  the  Sunday  school  library,  and  various  other  pious 
and  benevolent  objects,  have  been  as  liberal  as  in  former  years, 
though  the  sum  total  cannot  be  definitely  stated. 

The  temporal  affairs  of  this  parish  are  conducted  with  great 
prudence.  So  much  so,  that  it  can  with  truth  be  said,  the  apos- 
tolic injunction,  to  "owe  no  man  any  thing,"  is  here  almost  lite- 
rally fulfilled  ;  and  it  is  not  less  gratifying  to  add,  that  the  coupled 
admonition,  "  but  to  love  one  another,"  seems  to  be  regarded  as 
equally  binding.  During  the  twenty  and  three  years  of  my  min- 
istry among  this  people,  I  have  never  known  so  general  a  spirit 
of  peace  and  good- will  pervade  the  members  of  St.  Mary's.  As 
a  natural  consequence,  the  spiritual  state  of  the  parish  during 
the  conventional  year,  has  been,  and  continues  encouraging.

Still,  however,  we  have  occasion  to  make  the  accustomed  record 
of  the  Lord^s  goodness.

A 
Kector^s  library  has  been  commenced,  with  a  subscription  of  a 
thousand  dollars,  and  the  church  is  now  undergoing  an  enlarge- 
ment, whereby  one  hundred  and  seventy-five  persons  more  may 
be  accommodated  within  its  walls.

This  parish  continued  in  the  declining  condition  reported  last 
year,  until  the  Rector's  return  from  the  General  Convention  at 
Philadelphia,  in  October  last.  Since  that  period,  it  has  steadily 
increased  in  numbers  and  strength,  both  spiritual  and  temporal ; 
and  it  is  believed,  at  this  time,  to  be  in  a  sound  and  healthy  con- 
dition. The  Rector  has  officiated  upon  every  Sunday,  and  upon  the 
principal  festivals  and  fasts  throughout  the  year.  He  has  delivered 
Sunday  evening  lectures  during  the  winter ;  taught  a  Bible  class 
weekly ;  has  met  the  Sunday  school  teachers  once  in  each  week, 
for  their  instruction ;  and,  by  occasionally  catechizing  the  chil- 
dren, ^'  openly,  in  the  church,''  and  by  his  personal  superintend- 
enco  of  the  Sabbath  school,  has  endeavored  to  fulfil  this  interest- 
ing charge  *•*•  of  the  lambs  of  Christ's  flock." 

On  Easter  last,  the  children  of  the  Sunday  school  presented  the 
parish  with  the  new  and  beautiful  font  of  Italian  marble,  now 
erected  in  the  church.    May  the  Lord  of  the  Covenant  reward 
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tfaoM  children  of  the  Chureh  for  diis  offering,  bf  haptiang  diem

good  has  ahready,  and  will  continue  to  result,  from  its  systematic 
operations.

The  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  and  many  lay  members  of  the  Church 
in  Boston,  have,  during  the  past  winter,  generously  contributed 
towards  the 'relief  of  the  parish  from  its  present  heavy  incum- 
brances.   The  church  has  been  regularly  opened  for  lay  reading 
^ringihe  reetor^sabseaee,  and  4ie  Jias -much  ^pleasure  in  stating. 


that  through  all  the  diflcoaragiog  circumstances  by  which  die 
parish  has  been  surrounded,  the  number  of  communicants  and 
the  general  attendance  has  not  been  diminished,  except  by  deaths 
or  removals,  and  he  confidently  believes  that  if  the  debts  were 
entirely  liquidated,  the  parish  would  at  once  acquire  a  degree  of 
strength  and  stability,  which  would  render  it  a  vigorous  and 
highly  useful  branch  of  the  Church  in  this  Diocese.

The  state  of  this  parish  has  not  materially  changed  during  the 
past  year.  So  many  of  our  communicants  go  from  us,  that  our 
small  additions  do  not  keep  our  number  good.  There  are, 
however,  around  us,  a  considerable  number  of  communicants 
from  other  places,  who  sometimes  attend  worship  here,  but  whose 
names,  on  account  of  their  being  transient  residents,  are  not  in* 
eluded  in  the  statement  given  above. 

With  some  of  our  people  it  is  hardly  a  time  of  usual  interest  in 
religion ;  but  with  many  others,  the  Saviour  has  lost  none  of  his 
attractions,  and  the  services  of  his  house  are  still  found  to  be  as 
profitable  and  comforting  as  ever.  The  attendance  at  church 
on  Sunday  has,  perhaps,  a  little  increased  above  that  of  some 
former  years.  A  low  esteem  of  the  sacraments,  taken,  undoubt- 
edly, from  the  opinion  of  the  various  religious  bodies  around  ns^ 


contributes  much  to  retard  the  progress  of  piety.  In  eonsequenoe 
of  it,  many  children  are  not  brought  to  Christ,  and  many  adults 
are  attempting  to  lead  a  Christian  life  in  the  neglect  of  the 
Church  and  its  ordinances. 

As  many  of  the  children  and  youth  as  were  sent  by  their 
parents,  or  were  disposed  to  attend,  have  been  carried  through 
two  courses  of  instruction  in  the  Catechism.  The  first  course 
was  conducted  '^  openly  in  the  church,^'  af\er  Morning  Prayer, 
and  took  the  place  of  the  usual  morning  sermon  on  five  Sundays ; 
the  second,  in  a  school-room  on  the  afternoon  of  the  Wednesdays 
in  Lent.  A  considerable  quantity  of  the  Tracts  published  by  our 
Committee,  has  been  circulated,  and  they  are  undoubtedly  ac* 
complishing  much  good.  They  appear  to  be  very  acceptable  to 
our  people.

I  took  charge  of  All  Saints'  Church,  in  the  parish  of  Worcester, 
the  first  Sunday  after  Easter,  in  the  month  of  April,  1844.  The 
town  is  large  and  flourishing,  with  a  population  continually  in- 
creasing, and  supposed,  at  this  time,  to  amount  to  about  12,000 
souls.  By  the  divine  blessing,  the  Church  is  therefore  in  a  fair 
way  to  become  successfully  and  permanently  established.  The 
greatest  obstacle  to  its  growth  has  been  the  absence  of  a  house 
consecrated  to  the  worship  of  God.  The  hall,  no^  used  for 
this  purpose,  though  large  and  commodious,  is  yet  difficult  of 
access,  and  still  more  objectionable  from  the  fact  of  its  being  in 
secular  time  the  scene  of  various  amusements.  To  overcome 
this  formidable  deficiency  has  been  one  of  our  leading  objects 
during  the  recent  ecclesiastical  year,  and  I  am  happy  to  report 
that,  afler  the  greatest  exertions,  the  sum  of  six  thousand  dollars 
has  been  secured  to  encourage  our  hopes  and  brighten  the  pros- 
pect before  us.  For  three  thousand  dollars  of  this  amount,  we 
are  principally  indebted  to  the  liberality  of  the  churchmen  of 


ujxm  tbeto.  To  the  Bmbop^  lor  bis  untiniig  efi>rfiB^  to  'rtie  efengy 
'and  laity,  dor  warmest  thanks  are  justly  due.  The  'leniaiaitog 
three  thousand  dollars  has  heen  subscrihed  within  ^  ^rish  itself. 
The  result  k>  far  lias  been  the  purchase  of  a  suitable  efite  f6it  the 
church  in  a  centtal  position,  and  Mr.  Upj€^ii  is  pr^pariBg  #fe 
phi'hs  to  be  followed  in  its  erection.  We  bdpe  to  hiiVe  evd^ 
l^inrg  completed,  and  the  chtnrch  consecrated  bc^o^e  fhe  fiMrt 
Ch^&thias.

Although  on 
these  occasions  there  is  no  sermon,  the  congregation  is  larger 
than  at  other  times ;  and  much  interest  is  evidently  felt  in  this 
simple  method  of  conveying  instruction.

There  is 
not  indeed  that  lively  interest  in  religion  which  was  once  felt, 
and  for  this  we  mourn,  and  beseech  the  Lord  to  revive  his  work 
in  the  midst  of  the  years  ;  but  the  sittings  in  the  church  are  all 
occupied ;  the  attendance  on  the  means  of  grace  is  large,  and  the 
attention  of  the  people  to  the  word,  encouraging. 
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The  rector  here  also  records  his  grateful  thanks  to  the  Lord 
a&d  giver  of  life,  for  a  great  improvement  in  the  state  of  his 
health ;  having,  since  the  last  Convention,  with  the  exception  of 
a  day  and  a  half,  been  able  to  officiate  constantly.

In  September  last,  soon  after  its  completion,  the  church  was 
consecrated,  and  the  Rector  instituted,  by  the  Bishop.  A  sum, 
small  in  itself,  but  large  for  this  parish,  was  claimed  by  the 
builders,  beyond  the  contract.  The  building  committee  allowed 
it,  although,  in  their  opinion,  not  due,  in  preference  to  resorting 
to  litigation.  The  generous  personal  contribution  of  the  Bishop, 
seconded  by  the  zeal  of  a  few  members  of  the  parish,  extinguish- 
ed the  debt.     The  church  is  paid  for. 

This  parish  lies  scattered  over  a  district  of  eight  miles  by  ten. 
In  consequence,  the  attendance  on  church  varies  with  the  state 
of  the  roads  and  the  weather.  But  there  is  a  greater  demand  for 
pews  than  can  be  supplied.  The  congregation  and  the  Rector's 
salary  were  doubled,  when  the  determination  to  build  was  made 
known.  Since  the  completion  of  the  church,  the  sanguine  ex- 
pectations of  its  friends  have  been  exceeded.  The  Rector  feels 
bound  to  record  his  conviction,  founded  upon  experience,  and  in 
admonition  to  others,  that  much  has  been  lost  by  the  delay  of 
this  measure  ten  years.  The  services  aire  now  performed  with 
solemnity  by  a  congregation,  the  majority  of  whom,  are  recently 
gathered    into  our  fold.      The  large  sum,  in  addition  to  the 
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original  contributioiis  of  the  parish  to  the  church  huildiog,  cheer- 
fully laid  upon  God^s  altar  the  present  year,  is  one  among  the 
evidences,  that  many  worship  in  the  spirit,  and  walk  in  the  holy 
faith  of  their  Redeemer. 

To  the  skill  and  almost  gratuitous  labors  of  the  architect,  Mr. 
Upjohn,  and  to  the  liberal  aid  of  churchmen  at  large,  the  parish 
are  indebted,  for  a  rural  church,  which  is  a  model  of  economy, 
beauty  and  convenience.  May  the  Holy  Spirit  of  God  make  it  a 
chosen  temple  ;  may  this  memorial  of  His  servants'  love  return 
His  blessing  a  thousand  fold  into  their  bosoms.

or  being  a  missionary  under  the  direction  of  the  ecclesiastical 
nuthority  of  this  commonwealth,  or  a  Chaplain  in  t^e  army  or 
navy  of  the  United  States,  or  in  any  benevolent  or  other  public 
institution,  shall  be  entitled  to  a  seat  and  vote  in  the  Convention, 
if  he  have  been  actually  as  well  as  canonically  resident  within 
this  State,  for  the  space  of  six  calendar  months  next  before  the 
meeting  of  the  Convention,  and  has,  for  the  same  period,  been 
employed  in  performing  the  duties  of  his  station,  or  have  been 
canonically  instituted*  Provided,  however,  that  no  clergyman, 
otherwise  entitled  to  a  seat  and  vote  in  the  Convention,  shall,  by 
reason  of  advanced  years,  or  infirm  health,  or  temporary  absence^ 
be  divested  of  such  privilege. 

£very  parish  in  this  commonwealth,  in  union  with  this  Con- 
vention, shall  be  entitled  to  send  to  the  Convention  a  lay  delegate, 
or  delegates,  not  exceeding  three,  a  certificate  of  whose  appoint- 
ment, signed  by  the  Wardens  or  Parish  Clerk,  shall,  before  his 
or  their  admission  to  a  seat,  be  laid  before  the  Convention.  Pro- 
vided, that  no  person  shall  be  competent  to  serve  as  a  lay  delegate 
unless  he  be  a  stated  worshipper  in  the  parish  which  he  represents. 
The  delegation  from  each  parish  shall  be  entitled,  on  a  division, 
by  orders,  to  but  one  vote. 

ARTICLE    IV. 

New  parishes  may  be  admitted  into  union  with  this  Convention, 
on  motion,  by  a  maprity  of  votes,  provided  they  shall  have  laid 
before  the  Convention  written  evidence,  subscribed  by  the  War- 
dens and  Vesiry,  that  they  are  duly  organised,  and  accede^  to  ibe 
Constitution  and  Canons  of  this  Church. 

ARTICLE   V. 

The  Bishop  of  this  diocese  shall  preside  in  the  Convenfion.

ARTICLE   I. 

This  Church,  as  a  constituent  part  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church  in  the  United  States  of  America,  accedes  to  the  General 
Constitution  of  that  Church,  and  acknowledges  its  authority. 

ARTICLE    II. 

There  shall  be  "a  stated  Convention  of  the  Church  in  this  com- 
monwealth, at  Boston,  on  the  second  Wednesday  in  June,  in 
every  year ;  unless  a  different  time  and  place  be  fixed  on  by  a 
preceding  Convention.  Special  meetings  of  the  Convention  shall 
be  called  by  the  Bishop,  when,  in  his  judgment,  the  good  of  the 
Church  may  require  it,  or  when  the  Standing  Committee  shall 
request  it.  And  when  the  Episcopal  Chair  is  vacant,  the  Standing 
Committee  shdll  have  power  to  call  such  Convention.  Provided, 
always,  that  no  business  shall  be  done  at  any  special  convention, 
other  than  is  specified  in  the  notice  calling  such  Convenidon. 

ARTICLE  III. 

The  Convention  shall  be  composed  of  Clergymen  and  Lay* 
men. 

The  Bishop,  and  the  Assistant  Bishop,  when  there  is  one,  shall 
have  a  seat  and  a  vote  in  the  Convention.    Every  other  clergy- 
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Canon  of  1828, 

Respecting  Contingent  Expenses. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  parish  in  this  State,  after  the  first 
day  of  January,  1829,  to  raise  and  send  to  the  Treasurer  of  the 
Convention,  to  defray  the  contingent  expenses  of  the  Church  in 
this  State,  a  sum  of  money  annually,  which  shall  be  as  much  as 
one  per  centum  and  one  half  of  one  per  centum  on  the  salary  of  its 
minister ;  and  those  parishes  which  are  destitute  of  a  clergyman, 
and  which  are  represented  by  lay  delegates  in  the  Convention, 
shall  pay  at  least  five  dollars  annually,  or  send  a  certified  copy 
of  a  vote  that  they  are  unable  to  pay  the  same ;  and  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  Treasurer,  to  certify  in  his  Annual  Report,  what 
parishes  have  neglected  to  comply  with  the  requisitions  of  this 
Canon.  The  money  thus  raised  and  paid  into  the  treasury  of  the 
Convention,  shall  be  subject  to  appropriation  by  a  majority  of  the 
votes  of  the  Standing  Committee,  or  of  such  committee  as  shall  be 
appointed  by  the  Convention ;  and  the  following  appropriations  shall 
always  be  deemed  proper,  namely  :  to  pay  the  travelling  expenses 
of  the  Bishop  of  this  Convention  ;  to  pay  the  travelling  expenses  of 
such  clerical  members  of  the  Convention  as  cannot  afford  to  pay  the 
same,  not  exceeding  ten  dollars  to  any  clergyman  in  one  year  ; 
to  pay  the  travelling  expenses  of  the  clerical  delegates  to  the 
General  Triennial  Convention,  not  exceeding  twenty-five  dollars 
to  each  clerical  delegate ;  to  pay  to  the  delegates  of  the  Church 
in  this  State  to  the  General  Convention,  such  sums  as  shall  enable 
them  to  pay  the  quota  assessed  on  the  several  Churches  in  this 
State  by  each  General  Convention,  for  the  contingent  expenses 
thereof ;  and  to  pay  for  publishing  the  Journals  of  this  Conven- 
tion, and  such  other  publications  as  shall  be  published  by  order 
of  this  Convention ;  and  every  parish  shall  be  entitled  to  five 
copies,  at  least,  of  every  publication  printed  by  order  of  the  Con- 
vention. 

But  no  Clergyman  shall  be  entitled  to  any  appropriation  from 
the  Contingent  Fund,  unless  the  parish  of  which  he  is  the  minis- 
ter shall  have  paid  its  annual  quota  of  one  and  a  half  per  centum^ 
or  send  a  certified  copy  of  a  vote  that  it  is  unable  to  pay  the 
same.  Neither  shall  any  parish,  thus  neglecting  to  comply  with 
the  requisitions  of  the  Canon,  receive  more  than  five  copies  of 
the  Journal. 
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AETICLE  TT. 

A  Secretory  Bhalt  be  chosen  upon  iheassetnbling  of  the  Annual 
Ctmventioa,  from  among  the  members  thereof,  who  ahall  remain 
in  office  until  the  meeliog  of  the  nest  Coavenlion. 

ARTICLE  Til. 

The  members  of  the  Convention  present  on  due  nolificulLon, 
and  duly  organized,  shuU  constitute  a  quorum  to  transact  the  or- 
dinary business  of  the  Convention.  The  clergy  and  lay  delegates 
shall  deliberate  as  one  body,  and  vote  as  such,  except  whfin  a 
division  is  called  for ;  in  which  case,  a  concurrence  of  both  orders 
shall  be  necessary  to  carry  any  measure.  All  elections  shall  be 
by  ballot,  unless  otherwise  ordered  by  the  Convention. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 

There  shall  be  a  Standing  Committee,  to  consist  of  six  mem- 
bers ;  three  clergymen  and  three  laymen.  They  shall  keep  reg- 
ular minutes  of  their  proceedings,  and  shall  report  tbe  same 
annually  to  the  Convention.     A  majority  shall  be  a  quorum. 


This  Conitituuon  shall  not  be  subject  to  alteration  in  any  article 
eioept  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Convention ;  nor  unless  such 
alteration  shall  have  bean  proposed  at  laast  ona  aanuai  meeting

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Canon  of  1828, 

Respecting  Contingent  Expenses. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  parish  in  this  State,  after  the  first 
day  of  January,  1829,  to  raise  and  send  to  the  Treasurer  of  the 
Convention,  to  defray  the  contingent  expenses  of  the  Church  in 
this  State,  a  sum  of  money  annually,  which  shall  be  as  much  as

Aa  a  full  and  accurate  view  of  the  state  of  the 
Church,  from  time  to  time,  ia  highly  useful  and  neceasary,  it  is 
hereby  ordered  that  every  Minister  of  this  Church  ahall  preienl, 
or  cause  to  be  delivered,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  every  an- 
nual Convention,  to  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  or,  where  there  is 
no  Bishop,  to  the  President  of  the  Convention,  a.  statement  of  the 
aumbei  of  baptisms,  confirmations,  marriages,  and  funerals,  and 
of  the  number  of  communicaota  in  his  parish  or  Church,  and  of 
all  other  matters  that  may  throw  light  on  the  state  of  the  same  ; 
and  these  parochial  reports,  or  such  parts  of  them  as  the  Bishop 
shall  think  fit,  shall  be  read  and  entered  on  the  journals  of  the 
CoQveDtion.  And  every  other  clergyman  not  regularly  settled 
in  any  parish  or  Church,  shall  also  report'  to  the  ecclesiastical 
BUtbority  of  his  Diooeae,  the  occasiooal  services  he  may  have 
performed ;  and,  if  be  have  performed  no  such  services,  the 
causes  or  reasons  which  have  prevented  the  same.
